We  are  yet  unable    bo   report   any    strong  upward  trend  of  business   in 
our  district.      The  first  glance  at  our  visitor  figures  might  make  one 
think  we  were  having   a  much  heavier   season,   but    detailed   study  does  not 
corroborate  that   impression.     Monuments  where  we  keep  our  closest  check 
on  visitors   show  little  change  from  past  years.      This   is  no   disappoint- 
ment to  us,  for  wo  would  be  very  glad  to  have  the  visitor  curve   at 
several  of  our  monuments   flatten  out   and  reiuain  '•■rhere   it   is  for   some 
years  to  come  instead  of  going  on  upv/ard  to   unwieldy  numbers  and  to   the 
destruction  of  some  of  oi.ir  ruins. 

In  the  matter   of  visitors,    we  hope  to  begin  an  experiment  before 
long  at  Betatakin  Ruin  in  Navajo   National  Mon^ornent   of  excluding  visitors 
from  the  ruin.     Wo  already  have   the  approval   of  our  own  Service  and  the 
matter   is  before  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior   for  approval  at  the 
present   time.      I   am  interested  in  and  rather   dreading  the  visitor   re- 
action to  this  move  but  think   it    is   very  much  vrarth  vrhile  to  make  the 
experiment.     When  a  visitor  has   driven  that  bad   road  and  walked  down 
that  poor  trail   and  is   then  told  he   cannot   climb   around  over  the  ruins, 
we  are  likely  to   have   a  bad  half-hour.      The   setting,    hov/ever,    lends   it- 
self admirably  to   this   exploitation  of  the   ruin  and  I   think  the  experi- 
ment  should  be  made   even  though  it  may  result   in  failure.     Wo  will  take 
the  visitor  within  the  cave  arch  and  there  give  him  a  comfortable  seat, 
furnish  him  with  glasses,   plans,   photographs,    etc.,    and  talk  over  the 
ruin  to  his  heart's   content,    but   he  must  not   go   up   among  the  v/alls.      It 
is   a  magnificent   setting  and  I  believe  the  trip   can  be  made  very  impressive. 

Our  outline  of  work  for  the  new  fiscal   year  was   considerably  delayed, 
but   arrived  about  the  twentieth  of  the  month  and  we  nov/  know  where  we 
stand. 

The  new  ranger  position  at  Chiricahua  was  filled  for  the  remainder 
of  the  summer  by  G.  Gilbert  Philp.  This  gives  us  our  maximiAm  force  for 
the  year   and  we  will  begin  dropping  men  by  the    end  of  August. 

Our   CCC  cojnps   and   side  camps   continued  to   operate  at  Bandolier, 
Chiricahua,    Chaco   Canyon,    and  Casa  Grande  during  the  month.      Programs 
were  made  up  and  sent   in  for  the  new  period.      The  new  camp  at   Flagstaff, 
N]\5-5-A,    did  not   receive  its  men  this  month.      The  men  are  now  promised 
by  August   2   and  soon  after  that   date  we  hope   to  be  able  to   go  to  work 
at  Walnut   Canyon. 

Vfe   enjoyed  a  visit   from  Mr.    Demaray  of  the  Washington  Office  during 
the  month.     We  met  him  at  Phoenix  and  showed  him  Casa  Grande,    Saguaro, 
Tumacacori,    Chiricahua,    Tonto,   Montezuma  Castle,    the  proposed  Tuzigoot, 
Walnut  Canyon,    Sunset   Crater,    and  Wupatki  National  Monuments  and  have 
hopes  of  adding  a  couple   of  others  before  he  gets   out  of  the  district.

We  want  to  take  this   opportunity  to  congratulette  you  on  having  served 
as   Director  of  the  Service   for   five  years   and  to  renew  our  pledge  of 
loyalty  to  you  as   long  as  you  hold  the  office,     llay  the  first  five  years 
prove  a  good  beginning  for  the  real  job  ahead  of  youl 

They  hrvo  b'>'.  .  fi\'c  rather  hectic  years,    as  we  look  back  upon  them, 
and  five  hard  ;\ear^  to   live  through.      Things   sometimes  happened  in  an  up- 
side-down fa.shio:nj   we  have  grown  too   fast  in  some  ways  and  have  lagged 
along  in  o^-K*--'-;  i   -.vo  need  to   assemble,    coordinate,    and  digest  the  things 
we  have   ab-r^  ..-^   in  thj  grand  rush  which  has  beer,   upon  us.      But  we  are 
still  with  j'-.j.j    -rrv.r  m';i"'   from  soda  to  hock,    and  vjg  vd.ll  back  you  with  our 
money,    chaji  ,,    or  rarbler: ,   just   as  wc  said  -ve  would  five  years   ago. 

As  we  look  down,  the  months  ahead,   we  g-row  uneasy  at  the  prospect   of 
the  brerk  of  another  big  Public  liYorks  program  with   its  attendant   overtime 
work  and  s';rain  upon  our  personnel,   but  we  have  como-  through  all   right 
thus  far    *.:  d  are  ready   ''o   start   again  wher.  you   st.y  i.he  word. 

Visitr  .    curves  are  .flattening  out,    it   appea^  ..,    ,^  ••   several  of  our 
monviments  v\ich  hsve  be(..ji  worrying  us  with  a  rirf.-i  .\ ^    :,a.-ve  an^'   if  this 
will  hold  ror  a  .few  yeais,  we  nay  get  caught  up  tio.i  -..■.?;■  protection  and 
be  able  to   control   some  of  our  worst  problems. 

Our  museums  program  has  advanced  slowly  during  the  month,    some  work 
having  been  done  at  Bandolier  and  Tvimacacori   and  a  pr.'.nary  plan  completed 
by  our   office  fo^^  ■'jllhite  Sands.      This  latter  plan  wj.'.I  have  to  be  mimeo- 
graphed and  circulated  for  fiarther   study  and  appro'^^'' s. 

On  the  whole,    the  outlook  through  the  districi"    1.'!   good  for  the 
present  and  looks  better  for  the  immediate  future >      'To  don't  yet   see 
how  we  are  going  to   give  vacations  to  all  the  personnel  this  year  because 
there  is  no   slack  period  on  so  many  of  our  jobs,    and  with  two   lone-post 
men   300  miles  apart,    one  cannot   double  up  and  take   care  of  the  other's 
work  while  he  is   gone. 

We  ha"./',  asked  this  month  for  the  establishmen'-  of  another  position 
in  the  headquarters  office  and  unless  we  can  get  ic  we  will  have  to  ask 
for  the  lifting  of  many  of  our  deadlines  because  we  cannot  go  on  asking 
our  office  force  to  put  in  the  overtime  they  have  had  to  put  in  for  the 
last  year.

I  seem  to  have  been  out  of  step  with  the  world  this  past  month;  things 
in  general  have  not  gone  the  vra/  they  should  or  the  way  I  thought  they 
ought*     Some  of  the  blame,  no  doubt,  rests  upon  me,  as  I  have  not  felt 
as  well  as  I  should.   I  vtrs   without  my  glasses  for  three  weeks.  At  present 
I  can't  thirik  of  "very  much  to  report  cthe/  than  figures  and  my  troubles. 
I  shall  give  the  figures  and  try  to  keep  my  troubles  to  myself. 

Travel  for  the  month  shows  a  slight  decrease.   Total  for  the  month, 
119;  for  June,  138;  ungiiided,  79;  Jmie,    250.   There  has  been  a  larger 
percentage  of  easternerc  here  this  month  than  last.  As  an  excuse  for  the 
decrease  I  can  offer  the  condition  of  the  roads  which  are  very  rough  and 
dusty  due  to  the  lack  of  rain  and  the  very  hot  vfeather  we  are  having. 
Most  of  the  visitors  express  themselves  as  wanting  to  get  out  of  here  and 
into  the  mountains.   I  don't  blame  them  a  bit. 

My  vreather  records  show  the  following:   clear  days,  13;  partly  cloudy, 
9;  and  cloudy  and  stormy,  3.  The  last  part  of  June  wo  had  some  very  good 
rains,  but  throughout  July  the  weather  has  been  hot  and  dry.   I  am  begin- 
ning to  worry  about  the  life  of  the  trees,  as  it  seems  impossible  to  get 
the  water  v/here  I  want  it.  As  yet,  nothing  has  suffered  so  very  much. 

I  have  done  away  with  two  house  cats  which  seem  to  be  all  the  grown 
ones.  There  are  two  or  three  small  ones  that  the  boys  have  in  camp  which 
will  more  than  likely  get  into  my  traps  before  long. 

The  only  project  that  the  CCC  has  worked  on  this  month  is  the  ditch 
elimination  starting  July  5,  Vfith  five  men  and  the  truck  they  have  done 
a  lot  of  work.  Another  man  was  added  July  14,  and  I  would  say  that  two 
more  weeks  work  will  see  this  job  completed  as  far  as 'the  project  is  out- 
lined at  present. 

The  pit  toilets  are  all  complete  except  the  second  coat  of  paint  and 
the  lattice  screens  in  front.  These  I  hope  to  have  completed  by  the  last 
of  the  month. 

On  June  28,  some  40  boys  v/ere  sent  homo  as  their  time  was  up  in  the 
camp.  This  left  about  110  in  camp.   The  camp  received  87  new  boys  July 
16,  bringing  the  camp  strength  up  to  200.  The  new  boys  seem  to  be  fine 
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fellows  and  satisfied  with  the  place. 

On  July  14  I  had  the  east  pond  cleaned  of  weeds  and  trash  as  had 
been  done  before,  having  no  idea  what  it  would  do  to  the  fish.   In  about 
four  days  after  the  cleaning,  not  a  live  i'ish  could  be  seen  in  the  east 
pond.   The  only  explanation  that  I  can  offer  is  that  the  decayed  leaves 
and  weeds  caused  a  poison  which,  v^'hen  we  stirred  it  up,  killed  the  fish, 
A  number  of  the  fish  vj-ere  split  down  the  belly  and  all  were  bloated  very 
much. 

The  next  time  I  clean  the  ponds  when  there  are  fish  in  them,  it  will 
be  a  little  at  a  time,  or  we  will  drain  them  and  move  the  fish  to  another 
place.   Anyway,  I  won't  kill  as  many  as  I  did  this  last  time. 

On  the  afternoon  of  July  20,  I  had  my  mother  down  to  give  me  the 
names  and  other  data  I  need  to  complete  my  museuni  records  and  comply 
with  the  memorandvim.  sent  out  a  while  back  about  the  receipt  of  gifts  or 
loans.  Mrs,  Heaton  helped  gather  up  a  lot  of  the  museum  articles  back 
in  1927-28  and  no  record  was  made  of  them  at  that  time.   Now,  with  a  lot 
of  work  on  my  part,  I  hope  to  get  this  part  of  the  mon'oment  where  it 
ought  to  be  in  the  next  few  weeks. 

I  have  another  sad  and  serious  thing  to  report.   That  is  the  dying 
of  some  of  the  big  cottonwood  trees  between  the  ponds.   There  are  two 
that  lean  out  over  the  east  pond  that  will  be  dead  by  fall,  and  there 
are  several  others  that  don't  look  so  good  to  me.   The  leaves  are  not  as 
numerous  as  they  should  be  and  a  lot  of  dead  limbs  are  appearing.   I  am 
wondering  if  it  is  old  age  creeping  up  on  them  or  if  there  is  some 
disease  getting  hold  of  them.  Anyway,  I  am  worried  about  them  and  I  am 
not  a  tree  doctor.   So  I  call  for  some  help. 

Calls  are  going  out  to  Dave  Madison  about  the  fish  and  Ward  Yeager 
about  the  trees  so  we  are  sure  of  expert  advice  about  Leonard's  troubles 
before  long.  We  will  be  mighty  sorry  to  lose  those  big  cottonwoods  be- 
tween the  two  ponds  for  their  shade  has  a  great  part  in  making  the  place 
so  lovely  in  the  summer, — F.  P.

Visitors  this  month,    82;    total   since  October   1,    276. 
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The  season's  upward  trend  of  travel  has  been  reflected  at  Navajo 
during  the  past  month.   From  near  and  far  82  visitors  came  to  the  monument. 
Of  this  total,  73  were  at  Betata'kin,  two  ct  K'jot  S;-**!!,  ^nd  seven,  at  Incorip- 
tion,   A  goodly  percentage  of  these  had  visited  our  adjacent  monuments. 
Canyon  de  Chelly,  Arches,  Natural  Bridges,  Rainbow  Bridge,  and  Wupatki, 
One  party  of  four  came  by  pack  train  from  Rainbow  Bridge.   Fourteen  visi- 
tors camped  overnight  at  Betata'kin.   Several  parties  en  route  to  Betata- 
kin  turned  around,  after  trying  to  negotiate  the  hill  above  Shonto. 

A  distinguished  visitor  during  the  month  was  Dr.  Charles  Winning,  of 
New  York  City,  field  director  of  the  Rainbow  Bridge-Monument  Valley  Expedi- 
tion, now  at  headquarters  on  Marsh  Pass.   The  expedition,  which  comprises  a 
personnel  of  23,  will  be  in  the  area  for  the  duration  of  the  svunmer.   Cus- 
todian John  Wetherill  is  acting  as  guide.  One  party  is  camped  at  Cobra 
Head  Canyon  four  miles  below  Betata'kin;  another  is  on  a  boat  trip  down 
the  San  Juan. 

Park  Service  guests  were  Bill  and  Sally  Lippincott  of  Canyon  de 
Chelly.   They  were  the  first  of  our  Southwestern  Monuments  family  to  visit 
me.   Natt  Dodge  of  Casa  Grande  got  within  almost  shouting  distance  of 
Navajo,  but  lack  of  time  prevented  his  coming  all  the  way.   At  Flagstaff, 
on  the  first  of  the  month,  I  had  a  pleasant  visit  with  Custodian  Al  Bicknell 
of  Casa  Grande.   I  should  like  to  see  you  all,  but  know  that  is  out  of  the 
question;  however,  I  am  going  to  throw  a  figurative  lariat,  ensnaring  Hugh 
Miller,  as  he  virtually  promised  me  a  visit  months  ago. 

Late  one  afternoon  a  party  of  five  welcome  visitors  from  Salt  Lake 
City  arrived  at  Betata'kin.   Among  them  was  Mrs.  Lucille  Ross  Bowen,  of 
glorious  voice  and  charming  personality,  a  soloist  of  the  Tabernacle  Choir. 
In  the  still  of  the  sunset  hour  and  on  God's  great  stage  which  is  Betata- 
'kin, Mrs.  Bowen  sang  "By  the  Bond  of  the  River".   The  theatrical  setting 
of  cliff  dwellings  behind  the  high  arch  made  that  event  most  impressive. 
To  those  delightful  guests  from  Salt  Lake  City  may  I  say,  "Come  againl" 

I   am  glad  to   chronicle  the   news  that   cars  will    soon  be   able   to    drive 
to  the  head  of  Betata'kin  trail.     Work  began  July  18   at   the  two   worst  places 
on  the  last-mile   stretch  of  the  Betata'kin   road.      Mr.    Kilgore,    of  the 
recently-established   CCC   Camp   at   Shonto^is    in  charge.      Just   enough  -work 
is  being   done  at  present  to  make  the   road  passable.      In  time,    the  hill 
above  Shonto  will  be  given  attention  suid,    I  understeind,    a  particularly 
bad  grade  on  the  back  road  to   Kayenta. 

During  the  month  I   made   inspection  trips  to  Keet   Seel   and  Inscrip- 
tion House,    on  each  trip  having  guests   to  Navajo   accompanying  me.      It    is 
now  a   round-trip  journey  of  a  hundred  miles   from  Betata'kin  to   Inscrip- 
tion House,    as  the  two   short-cuts  from  Shonto  have  become   impassable. 

On  July  18   I   had  a  trip  through  Monument  Valley  to  the  Goosenecks 
of  the  San  Juan,    being  a  guest   of  the  Rainbow  Bridge-Monument  Valley 
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Expedition.  At  Nevills'  Lodge  in  Mexican  Hat,  I.Irs.  Nevills  asked  if  we 
had  recent  news  of  her  son  I'lorman,  vdio  is  conducting  an  expedition  down 
the  Colorado  River.   Unfortunately,  we  had  not,  as  our  isolation  is  al- 
most as  complete  as  hers.   The  anxiety  of  that  dear  little  mother  was  very 
apparent,  but  she  did  have  great  confidence  in  her  son's  skill  as  a  river- 
man.   That  evening  a  remarkable  coincidence  occurred  for  me,  A  friend 
whom  I  had  knovm  in  South  America  arrived  at  the  Lodge. 

A  favorable  statement  can  be  made  about  the  weather  at  Navajo.  The 
month  started  out  with  the  usual  wind  and  sandstorms  which  lasted  four 
days.   Then  followed  tvvo  weeks  of  almost  perfect  weather.   The  remainder 
of  the  month  has  been  hot,  -with  afternoon  shovrers,  though  still  quite 
agreeable.   The  rainy  season  is  near  at  hand. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Evermore  (quoth  the  ranger),  the  two  officious  ravens 
who  live  in  their  penthouse  up  in  the  great  cave,  have  become  so  sociable 
that  they  now  perch  on  the  ridge-pole  of  the  tent,  first  doing  a  little 
preliminary  snooping  about  my  vv'ater-cooler  in  the  strecjn.  The  clov/nish 
rascals  are  a  nuisance,  but  they  are  company  on  lonely  days. 

Someone  should  invent  a  hair  retarder  for  us  fellows  who  cannot  get 
to  a  barber  shop  oftener  tlian  once  a  month.  By  the  end  of  the  month  I 
look  as  if  I  should  be  wearing  a  coonskin  cap,  leather  jerkin,  and  fringed 
breeches,  and  toting  an  old  flintlock  over  my  shoulder, 

Adios,  until  next  month. 

Bill  has  the  following  to  say  in  a  letter  during  the  month:  "Thanks 
to  some  one  at  the  office  for  making  a  correction  in  my  June  report.  The 
word  *Auto*  was  substituted  for  'Buick.*  I  knew  it  was  not  good  journal- 
ism to  use  a  trade  name,  and  I  thought  of  it — too  late.  Moreover,  I  would 
not  willingly  admit  that  anything  could  ever  happen  to  the  mechanism  of  a 
Buick,  being  the  owner  of  that  make  of  car." 

Which  just  shows  how  careful  we  try  to  be,  but  in  the  hectic  rush  of 
getting  the  report  into  the  mail,  we  so  often  fail.

1935. 

GENERAL 

Another  month  passes,  1,287  visitors  drive  four  miles  out  of  their 
way  to  see  Sunset  Crater,  and  most  of  them  go  away  disappointed.   To  sit 
and  think  of  this  situation  is  one  thing;  to  actually  experience  it  is 
another.   During  the  past  month,  I  have  spent  a  total  of  two  days  at 
Sunset  talking  to  visitors  part  of  the  time  to  find  out  what  quescions 
predominate  in  their  minds.   The  thing  that  impresses  me  the  most  is  the 
appreciation  that  people  show  when  you  take  a  bit  of  time  to  explain  the 
interesting  features  of  the  Crater.  Wouldn't  it  be  a  big  load  off  your 
mind.  Boss,  to  feel  that  by  next  summer  we  could  actually  take  care  of 
all  the  visitors  at  Sunset?  I  am  almost  ashamed  to  appear  in  uniform 
around  Sunset  simply  because  visitors  immediately  ask  why  the  Park  Service 
does'nt  do  anything  about  it. 

The  lack  of  an  educational  program  for  Sunset,  I  realize,  is  chiefly 
my  fault.   However,  as  soon  as  possible  I  intend  to  take  care  of  this 
matter.  Most  desirable  is  the  presence  of  a  ranger,  at  least  temporarily, 
to  ansvfer  the  dozen  and  one  questions  we  could  never  liope  to  do  with  signs. 
Second  in  importance  is  an  exhibit  room  about  IG  feet  by  20  feet  in  which 
we  can  present  to  the  visitor  the  necessary  fundamentals  of  volcanology. 
This  would  also  serve  the  visitor  Virho,  through  lack  of  tim.e  or  ability, 
cannot  take  the  trails  to  the  actual  exhibits  in  the  field — and  there  will 
always  be  a  good  many  of  them.   Third  in  importance  is  a  system  of  trails 
to  the  major  points  of  interest  v/ith  a  brief  explanation  of  the  feature 
at  each  station.   As  I  have  mentioned  above,  I  intend  to  present  plans  for 
the  latter  two  projects  by  the  last  of  September. 

Highlight  of  the  month  was  an  inspection  by  members  of  the  Branch 
of  Plans  and  Design,  accompanied  by  Hugh  Miller.   Although  it  was  neces- 
sary to  work  vmtil  dark,  we  really  got  dovm  to  "brass  tacks".   Both  Paul 
and  I  are  well  satisfied  with  the  plans  for  development  as  far  as  they 
have  gone.   Cm  you  imagine  the  rare  occasion  when  practically  everyone 
agrees  upon  several  different  problems? 

On  July  16,  Dr.  Colton  and  Major  Brady,  of  the  Museum  of  Northern 
Arizona,  and  I  spent  the  better  part  of  a  day  at  the  Crater.   Arriving  in 
a  downpour  of  rain,  we  explored  a  rift  that  extends  for  about  two  miles 
northeast  of  the  crater.   Later  we  went  over  the  area  in  general.   I 
greatly  appreciate  the  time  which  Dr.  Colton  and  Major  Brady  spent, as  I 
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now  feel  that  Sunset  Crater  presents  a  more  unified  picture  to  me. 

Incidental  to  our  trip,  we  took  care  of  a  fire  that  had  been  started 
by  lightning  striking  a  dead  tree.  Since  it  was  only  one  tree,  we  trenched 
the  area  and  then  left  it  until  laorning  when  three  CCC  boys  from  NM-5-A 
came  out  and  stayed  until  there  was  no  fior-ther  danger. 

During  the  month  15  flowering  plants  were  collected  at  Svmset  Crater. 
I  am  afraid  that  we  are  going  to  miss  some  of  those  that  are  coming  out 
now  through  lack  of  time  to  collect  them. 

David  is  right,  of  course,  and  it  would  be  a  big  load  off  our  mind 
if  we  could  feel  that  the  Sunset  visitors  ne::t  year  would  be  properly 
greeted  and  have  their  questions  answered.   There  is  one  other  problem, 
however,  uiiich  takes  precedence  over  this  one  of  giving  information  at 
Sunset,  and  that  is,  which  ruin  shall  we  IcTve  wide  open  to  vandalism  in 
order  to  keep  the  public  frora  carrying  ofi'  Sunset  Crater?  Protection, 
in  other  words,  raust  have  precedence  over  education;  if  our  policy  Tirer© 
othei-wise,  David  would  be  livj.ng  at  Sunset  v/^her©  we  have  three  times  the 
number  of  visitors  that  we  get  at  IVupatki.  Our  basic  work  is  protection! 
After  that,  not  far,  I  will  admi-t,  but  certainly  not  equal  to  it  in  im- 
portance, comes  the  informational  phase  of  our  job.  — F.P.

This  has  been  one  of  our  busiest  months  from  this  point  of 
view. 

WEATHER  . 

We  have  been  some'VAfhat  disappointed  with  the  weather  man.   On  July 
27,  28,  and  29  we  received  a  total  of  one  inch  of  rainfall.   It  was  not 
a  cloudburst,  but  a  slow  drizzle  which  did  considerable  good.  Since  then, 
however,  there  has  been  none  at  all.  lAfe  hope  that  the  rainy  season  will 
set  in  during  the  month  of  August  as  it  is  plenty  hot  and  dry  here. 

GENERAL 

Probably  the  most  important  thing  that  happened  this  month  was  a 
visit  from  the  "landscapers"  and  Hugh  Miller.  Although  they  did  not

stay  long  enough  to  suit  us,  we  enjoyed  a  chance  to  discuss  our  problems 
with  them.  Here,  as  well  as  et  Sunset  Crater,  I  am  well  pleased  with  the 
way  the  monu:nent  is  being  developed,  or  rather  the  plans  for  development. 
I  am  willing  to  bet  that  -.vithin  a  year  after  we  get  a  good  road  in  here 
the  travel  will  jump  to  about  ten  thousand  a  year.   I  say  this  because 
of  our  projdmlty  to  Grand  Canyon.  Visitors  there  ask  where  it  is  possible 
to  see  a  large  ruin  within  a  reasonable  distance  from  the  highv^ay.  Wupatki 
is  the  best  place,  but  the  rangers  usually  add  for  the  benefit  of  the 
eastern  visitor  that  the  roads  are  pretty  awful.  Hence  we  get  only  the 
more  adventuresome  souls.   This  increase  in  travel  should  be  taken  into 
consideration  when  the  development  is  planned. 

This  month  it  was  impossible  to  check  the  flow  from  the  spring  in 
time  to  put  it  in  this  report.  However,  we  are  not  having  trouble  with  a 
shortage  of  ivater.  In  accord  with  your  request,  samples  of  water  from 
Wtipatki  and  Heiser  springs  were  sent  to  Sanitary  Engineer  Hommon  for 
analysis. 

Of  interest  was  a  Navajo  curing  sing  on  the  monument.  Hal  Smith, 
one  of  the  neighboring  Navajos,  had  a  bad  eye  and  to  cure  it  held  a 
five  day  sing.  Although  it  was  during  the  wrong  time  of  the  year  for  me 
to  attend  during  the  day,  we  did  manage  to  get  some  pictures  of  it.  Mr. 
E»  T.  Nichols,  a  photographer  from  Tucson,  has  been  visiting  us  and  took 
quite  a  number  of  shots,  both  still  and  movie,  in  color.  The  Peshlakais 
have  been  a  good  source  for  pictures  of  the  "Family  Life  of  the  Navajos", 
a  slide  lecture  Mr.  Nichols  is  planning. 

Mr.  Robert  Atwood,  "vvho  has  established  an  art  school  in  Flagstaff, 
made  a  very  nice  oil  painting  of  the  south  group  of  Wupatki  ruin.  At 
present  the  painting  in  exhibited  at  the  Chcanber  of  Commerce  in  Fir,g- 
staff. 

During  the  month  a  nximber  of  museum  specimens  for  the  Gunset  Crater 
collection  have  been  gathered,  including  bombs  and  other  volcanic  features. 
Major  Brady  of  tl^e  Museum  of  Northern  Arizona  donated  a  specimeix  of  pseudo- 
morphic  halite  crystals  found  in  the  lloencopi  formation.   He  also  returned 
the  CheriotheriiAiii  tracks  which  v/ere  discovered  by  Brewer  last  year. 

Our  new  tree  ring  exhibit  is  almost  ready  to  be  assembled.   The 
major  point  in  it  is  that  the  specimens  used  to  illustrate  the  "bridge 
method"  actually  hare  rings  which  are  the  same  size  where  they  overlap. 
If  anyone  wants  a  series  of  these  specim.ons,  I  can  furnish  them.

After   so   long  a  time  we  have  had  a  little  rain  in  the  Chaco,    and 
things  are  looking  up  a  bit.     No   doubt  visitors  have  been  s cared  away  be- 
cause of  rains  over  other  parts  of  the  state.     T/Vhen  it  rains  on  the  Chaco 
approach  roads,    it   is  no  place  for  a  paved-road   driver.      Sometimes  we  old 
country  boys  get  delayed,   and'  only  by  the  uso  of  a  shovel,   brush,    or  what- 
ever we  can  get  our  hands   on  are  we   able  tc   shove  on  ahead.      It    is  only 
24  miles   from  Pueblo  Bonito   to  Highway  55  when  the   road   is   dry,   but   several 
miles   farther  when  the   road  is  wet.      The  old   Chaco  Wash  has  been  up  four 
times  this  m.onth   since  the  15th;    on  that   dc.te  it  was  up  to  the  5.10  mark 
on  the  gauge. 

I   put  nev;  roofing  on  the   custodian's   residence  this  month,    and  I  be- 
lieve  I  have   stopped  two   of  the  leaks  that   Carroll   and  I  have  boon  -work- 
ing on  for  the  last   five  years. 

The  calcimine  has  been  bought     and  we  will   start  work  on  the   inside 
of  the   custodian's   residence  on  Monday. 

I   have  a  notice  that  the  linoleum  is   at  the  froight   depot  in  Gallup 
and  as   soon  as  the  calcimining   is  over  and  the  mess   is  cleaned  up,    I 
will  start   laying  the  linoleum  and  make   a  new  mess. 

The  Ford  has  been  in  the  shop  for  the  past  two  weeks     being  com- 
pletely overhauled.

On  room  117,  an  exterior  room  on  the  west  central  side  of  the  ruin. 
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practically  all  of  the  veneer  had  fallen  away  from  the  core  of  the  west 
wall.   In  repairing  this,  the  veneer  was  rebuilt  on  both  sides  of  the 
core.  At  the  south  end  of  the  seme  room,  the  veneer  on  the  doorway  sur- 
faces had  fallen  and  the  lintels  cracked.   Doonvay  surfaces  were  repaired 
and  new  lintels  set  in  place. 

Rooms  114  -  115  are  quite  similar  to  117  above,  being  outside  rooms 
where  the  exterior  veneer  has  fallen  away  from  the  core  or  where  veneer 
is  badly  in  need  of  re-spalling  to  prevent  its  collapse.  In  114  where 
the  veneer  had  fallen,  the  rubble  core  was  ercposed  in  places  to  a  height 
of  seven  feet.   For  every  yard  of  surface  repair  such  as  this,  an  equal 
area  of  core  and  veneer  on  the  reverse  side  of  the  wall  are  saved. 

The  three  square  yards  of  re-spalling  in  room  96  are  preliminary  to 
support  work  on  the  second  story  by  extension  of  wall  fragments  and  re- 
pair of  beam  holes.

This  m.onth  the  area  around  Coolidge  has  been  subjected  to  very  un- 
settled weather.  Rain  fell  on  nine  days  of  the  month,  five  of  which  showed 
rainfall  in  excess  of  .01  inch.   The  heaviest  precipitation  occurred  on 
Juno  20  T.'hen  .73  inch  of  rain  fell  during  the  evening  and  night.  Most 
of  the  rains  were  preceded  by  wind  and  dust  storms,  making,  on  two  occa- 
sions, actual  rains  of  mud  for  a  few  minutes  after  the  rain  began  to  fall. 

Temperatures  were  slightly  higher  than  last  month,  but  the  mean  max- 
imvim  for  the  month  fell  almost  two  degree?  below  that  of  July  last  year. 
Mean  minimum  was  almost  exactly  the  same  as  that  of  a  year  ago.   On  only 
two  days  during  the  month  the  maximum  fell  belov;  100  degrees,  which, 
coupled  with  the  high  relative  humidity  due  to  th.5  frequent  rains,  caused 
considerable  physical  discomfort.  The  prevailing  wind  direction  was  from 
the  west. 

GENERAL 

Visitor  travel  is  holding  up  better  this  montli  than  vra.s  expected. 
Only  31  fewer  people  visited  Casa  Grande  this  month  than  came  here  dur- 
ing June,  and  the  total  travel,  1,763  people,  is  an  increase  of  150  over 
the  same  period  in  1937,  The  average  time  spent  by  the  visitors  has  also 
increased;  the  increase  amoxinting  to  3.2  minutes  in  the  ruins,  and  2.2 
minutes  in  the  museum  over  the  time  spent  by  the  average  party  last  month. 

The  outside  activities  of  Custod  iar .Bicknell  during  the  month  were 
as  follows:  three  trips  to  Mt.  Elden  CCC  Gamp,  at  Flagstaff,  to  deliver 
equipment  for  the  campj  two  trips  to  SP-ll-A,  near  Tucson,  to  remove 
the  last  of  the  Park  Service  equipment  from  that  c?jnp;  two  trips  to 
Phoenix  -  one  for  the  purpose  of  consulting  Major  Hildring  in  regard  to 
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the  side  camp  here,  the  other,  to  make  pickups. 

Our  Jajiitor,  Teddy  Baehr,  had  the  misfortune  to  be  bitten  by  a  centi- 
pede on  July  16.  At  the  time  of  this  report  he  is  still  confined  to  bed 
as  the  swelling  in  his  foot  persists  and  is  aggravated  if  the  foot  is  used.

July  8-11,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  H.  B.  Chase,  Project  Superintendent  from 
Bandelier  CCC  Camp,  vfere  house  guests  of  the  Millers.   On  July  23,  Mr. 
A.  E.  Demaray,  assistant  director  of  the  National  Park  Service,  arrived 
here  for  a  field  inspection  trip  to  include  most  of  the  Southwestern 
Monuments.  KVhile  here,  Mr.  Demaray  was  escorted  through  the  ruins  and 
museum  by  Superintendent  Pinlcley. 

Other  visitors  of  note  during  the  month  were  Fred  Winn,  Supervisor 
of  the  Coronado  National  Forest,  and  Assistant  Supervisor  Sam  Sowell,  on 
July  11;  J.  K.  Barnes,  Chief  of  Police  from  Houston,  Texas,  and  his 
family  on  the  19th;  and  Professor  0.  M.  Clark,  Dean  of  the  Botany  Depart- 
ment of  Oklahoma  Agricultural  College,  on  the  20th. 

USE  OF  MONUMENT  FACILITIES  BY  THE  PUBLIC 

Total  travel,  July,  1938,  1,763;  1937,  1,613;  1936,  1,142. 

Of  the  1,763  visitors  to  the  monument,  1,485  were  contacted  on 
guided  parties  through  the  ruins,  the  museum,  or  both.  A  total  of  9,279 
minutes  was  spent  in  conducting  237  parties  through  the  ruins  for  an 
average  time  of  39.1  minutes  per  party.   In  the  museum,  4,382  minutes 
were  spent  with  184  parties,  for  an  average  time  of  23.8  minutes.   (See 
"Casa  Grande  Visitor  Statistics"  under  the  Headquarters  division  of  this 
monthly  report.) 

During  the  month,  37  separate  parties  comprised  of  368  visitors, 
made  use  of  the  picnic  grovuads.  While  most  of  these  were  local  people, 
in  some  instajices  groups  from  as  far  as  Tucson  came  in  for  picnics. 
One  such  group  was  a  party  of  10  Boy  Scouts,  1  scoutmaster,  1  woman,  and 
1  baby,  from  South  Tucson.  Outside  this  group,  one  picnic  of  21  local 
school-age  children  was  the  largest  single  group  of  people  picnicking 
here  during  the  entire  month;  a  bit  different  than  during  lilay  when  every 
Sunday  saw  picnic  parties  of  over  100  people.   (Could  it  be  the  weather?) 

Visitor  travel  by  states  is  as  follows:  Visitors  from  35  states,  the 
District  of  Columbia,  and  the  Territory  of  Hawaii  were  represented  in  the 
travel  to  the  monument  in  the  past  month.   States  represented  by  more 
than  20  visitors  were:   Arizona,  California,  Illinois,  Michigan,  Texas, 
Oklahoma,  New  Mexico,  Missouri.  Arizona  showed  registrations  of  782,  or 
45^  of  the  total  travel;  California,  139,  or  Q%,   while  the  nvimber  of 
Texas  visitors  increased  materially  over  registrations  from  that  state 
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last  month.      Illinois   ic  again  back  in  the   "over  20"   column,    and  Michigan 
showed  a  good  increase  ov^r   June,      However,    Oklahoma  and  New  Mexico    showed 
a  considerable  drop  in  visitor  registrations;    Oklahcma  being  tne  lowest

I 
thought  I  saw  what  was  in  her  mind  and  tried  to  ease  her  out  of  her  posi- 
tion by  ro-ond  about  answers  that  this  was  where  they  could  got  water,  land, 
etc.   She  finally  put  it  plainly:   "That  may  be  very  true,  but  it  is  so 
very  far  from  either  Phoenix  or  Tucsonl"  lleedlessto  say,  I  could  no 
longer  save  her  from  some  spoofing  from  the  rest  of  the  party. — F.  P.

From,  the  viev;point  of  the  weather,  July  has  been  a  characteristic 
month  in  that  mid-afternoon  thunder showers  loom  up  almost  daily.  Heavy, 
moisture-laden,  cumulus  clouds  roll  in  from  some  indefinite  place  over 
thu  horizon,  band  together,  and  then  Thor  cuts  loose  his  big  guns  to  re- 
lease the  cooling,  welcome  rain  over  a  parched  land. 
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Our  number  of  visitors  increased  slightly  over  last  month,  hut  fewer 
were  willing  to  negotiate  the  half-mile  ascent  to  the  Lower  Ruins.   The 
vajitage  spot  on  the  trail  called  "Perspiration  Point"  must  have  been 
christened  in  July  because  the  humid  atmosphere  fol.lowi'ig  the  rains  lends 
itself  to  the  appellation»   Nevertheless,  those  who  make  the  climb  de- 
clare that  the  panoramic  vista  overlooking  the  basin  with  the  ribbon-like 
Salt  River  entering  the  lake  in  the  far  background  and  the  rugged,  pine- 
clad  Sierra  Anchas  rising  abruptly  in  the  front  of  the  picture,  is  suffi- 
cient compensation  for  the  effort  expended. 

We  are  happy  to  receive  four  large  new  signs  which  should  assist 
in  sending  the  visitor  tally  av/ay  up  after  they  are  placed  at  the  two 
junctions  of  the  Ap"'.che  Trail  and  the  main  highway.   Study  skin  and 
herbarium  cases  are  norr  property  of  the  mon^.unento 

The  prize  this  month  for  our  farthest-away  visitor  goes  without 
dispute  to  the  Rev.  J.  Charles  May,  Latter  Day  Saints  Missionary  from 
Papiiti,  Tahiti,  and  Society  Islands.   This  South  Seas  group,  made  famous 
by  Nordoff's  and  Kall'n  "Mutiny  on  the  Bounty",  is  as  Pev.  IJay  said:   "The 
land  of  a  salubriour  climate,  gorgeous  sunsets,  and  devastating  hurricanes",

GENERAL 


July  has  been  a  busy  month  here  at  Aztec  Ruins  with  heavy  travel  and 
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almost  all  guided  visitors  through  the  ruins  and  through  the  museum.  Our 
guide  force  has  been  greatly  undermanned  all  the  month.   It  is  believed 
that  the  increase  in  travel  is  largely  due  to  improved  roads  in  north-

We  know  that  George  Boundey  and  Johnwill  Far  is,  who  liave  served  at 
Aztec,  will  join  the  rest  of  us  in  a  long  sigh  of  relief  that  the  entrance 
road  from  the  bridge  to  the  monument  at  Aztec  is  finally  paved.   It  is 
less  than  a  mile,  but  I  don't  knov;  of  any  other  mile  of  paving  that  we 
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needed  more  greatly  than  that;  it  could  get  slicker  with  less  rain  than 
any  road  I  know  of  except  that  piece  out  near  Mike  Kirk's  Trading  Post 
before  it  was  paved.  That  was  slick  road  when  it  got  wet;  I  have  slid 
back  and  forth  on  that  road  after  a  light  shower  and,  looking  behind 
me, -found  dust  in  the  skid 'tracks  I  Although  I  never  experienced  it,  I 
am  confident  a  light  dew  would  have  made  that  road  slick.   The  fellow 
who  was  with  mo  will  remember  the  time  we  put  on  all  four  chains  and 
crept  past  ten  or  fifteen  cars  in  that  half  mile  just  west  of  the  over- 
head pass.   They  were  unable  to  steer  and  had  to  wait  for  the  road  to 
dry  out  a  little. — F.  P.

Visitors  this  month,    16,830;    total   since  October  1,    73,418. 


It   is  with  "fear  and  trembling"  that  I    start  this  month's   report* 
There  have  been  more  visitors  than  in  any  other  month  in  the  history  of 
the  monviment.      The  registration  books   show  2,833  and  please  remember 
that   only  14  per  cent  of  our  visitors   register.    ,•  The  nearest  to  this 
month's   registration  was   in  August,    1936,   v\rhen  wb  registered  2,785. 
This  month's  visitors  came  from  46   states   and  nine  foreign  countries. 
If  I   could   stop  here   it  would  be  fine,   but   it   is  the  speculative  part 
of  the  count  that   I   dread.     According  to  the  Mohun  percentage,   which  is 
far  and  away  the  most   complete  we   ever  made,  we  have  had  20,200  visitors 
for  the  month.      That  would  be  over  650  visitors  a   day;    it   doesn't   seem 
possible. 

Joe  and  I   saw  this  coming.      That  was  one  reason  we  were   so   anxious 
to  have  an  electric   counter.      The  next  best  was  to   count  them  ourselves. 
So   Joe  counts  cars  as  ho  works   and  has  actually  counted  during  225  hours 
this  month.      I  have  counted  on  Sundays  and  holidays   and  have  counted  for 
60  hours.      Joe's   average  number  of  cars  per  hour  has  been  3.18  while  mine 
was   a  shade  over  14  cars  per  hour.      Joe's  count  has  been  in  the  heat  of 
the  day  when  visitors   are  fewest,   while  mine  ran  from  10  A.M.   to   8  P,  M, 
So  on  the  basis  of  14  hour  days,    Joe's  count  gives  us   5,340  visitors 
into   the  Heart  of  the  Sands  on  week  days   and  my  covmt   shows   5,880  on 
Sundays.     Adding  the  usual   1/3  who    stop   along  the  road,   we  have  had 
16,830  visitors  this  month.      There    is  a  strong  chance  that  the  first 
one  is  correct  for  Dave,    the  watchman  at  the  building,    tolls  us  that 
8  P.   M.   until  midnight   is  the  busiest  time  at  the  Sands,      Those  are 
what  you  would  call   local  picnickers,    I   presume;   but  most  of  them  come 
from  El  Paso,   over  100  miles  away.      At   any  rate,  we  have  had  lots  of 
visitors  and  I  will  be   satisfied  with  credit   for   either   20,200   or 
16,830  for  the  correct  number   is   some  place  between  these  two  points,    I 
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You  would  think  from  that  count  that  conditions  were  ideal  for  the 
month.  But  they  were  far  from  it.  It  has  rainod,  or  threatened  rain, 
most  of  the  time  for  the  past  two  weeks.   Federal  Highway  No,  70  to 
Las  Cruces  has  been  impassible  at  least  three  different  days  on  account 
of  a  wash  out.  But  despite  handicaps,  July  and  August  continue  to  be 
our  leading  months.  And  every  day  we  soem  to  be  tied  more  closely  with 
Carlsbad.  An  amazing  porcont  of  the  visitors  toll  us  that  they  are 
here  to  visit  the  "Sands  and  the  Caverns"  on  this  trip. 

Rains  have  helped  conditions  around  headquarters  the  past  month. 
The  desert  planting  which  looked  rather  disconsolate  for  a  time  is  now 
as  lively  and  green  as  o.   meadow.   The  road  into  the  dunes  of  the  Sands 
is  back  to  its  old  velvet  finish.   Joe  has  had  plenty  to  do  but  he  has 
his  road  back  to  its  original  standard.   Johnie  has  a  water  tank  in- 
stalled on  the  top  of  the  sand  ridge  west  of  the  headquarters  and  the 
now  pump  is  keeping  it  full  without  trouble.   This  supplies  a  fair  grade 
of  water  for  the  planting  and  not  too  bad  for  drinking  and  makes  possible 
the  opening  of  the  comfort  stations  for  the  public. 

The  drainage  ditch  over  north  of  the  headquarters  was  tried  out  last 
week  for  the  first  time  and  seemed  to  work  to  perfection.   It  is  a  good 
big  ditch  but  the  flood  waters  filled  it  bank  full  and  it  probably  saved 
us  considerable  trouble  down  at  headquarters. 

Temperature  at  the  monument  has  been  fine,  cloudy  and  cool  most  of 
the  time.   The  highest  temperature  which  I  have  registered  was  118°  F. 
at  2  p.  m,  on  July  10.  At  the  same  time  it  was  only  96  in  the  shade  of 
the  car.   One  hxuidred  and  eighteen  isn't  very  hot  for  White  Sands  but  I 
noted  that  one  of  our  prettiest  bathing  beauties  "T-eanednagaTinst'ar'prec'e 
of  iron  on  the  new  car  that  day  and  the  yell  which  was  evoked  created 
quite  a  commotion  among  the  visitors.   I  wasn't  in  position  to  make  much 
investigation  for  I  do  not  see  how  there  can  be  any  liability,  but  I 
suspect  there  was  quite  a  burn,   I  doubt  if  v/e  ever  hear  any  more  about 
it. 

On  the  hot  days  people  usually  refuse  to  stand  in  the  sun  and 
register, .or  to  listen  to  any  information  about  the  origin  of  the  Sands. 
Even  the  white  mice  and  lizards  fail  to  create  an  interest.   Their  chief 
amazement  is  that  any  one  stays  out  there  and  takes  it.  And  their 
interest  is  to  get  their  car  going  and  get  out  of  there. 

Among  the  official  visitors  thismonth  vfere  E.  F.  Preece,  assistant 
chief  engineer  from  Washington,  and  Jack  Diehl,  also  Messrs.  Underbill 
and  Montgomery  who  were  here  in  connection  with  the  call  for  seal  coat- 
ing on  our  three  miles  of  highway.   This  is  to  come  up  on  August  12, 
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Note,    please,   that  we  hold  Tom  down  to  his   lowest  figures   for  the 
month j   we  have  to  put  a  limit  on  him  someplace  or  he  will   get   clear  away 
from  us.     Anyway,    16,000  visitors   is    enough  for  anybody  to  have  in  any 
month  and  after  the  thermometer  passes  115   degrees  a  man's    eyesight  gets 
poor  and  he  may  begin  to   see   double. 

It  won't  be  long  now,   we  hope,   before  the  new  road   is  paved  out   in 
front  of  the  headquarters  and  then  we  will  have  the  traffic   under  much 
better  control  and  can  get  an  actual   count  on   it  at  the  office  door  as 
it  goes  throgh  to  the  sands. 

We  went  over  the  museiom  plans  for  White  Sands  the  other  day  and  it 
looks   like  the  boys  have  something  good  in  mind  there  which  the  visitors 
will  enjoy. --F.  P.

In  accordance  with  instructions  received  from  headquarters,  I  pro- 
ceeded to  Aztec  Ruins  National  Monument,  arriving  there  in  the  afternoon 
of  June  30,  having  stopped  at  Mesa  Verde  National  Park  to  see  Mr,  Nusbaum 
and  make  one  trip  to  the  cliff  dwellings.   July  1  to  10  inclusive  was 
spent  in  official  duty  at-  Aztec,  guiding  visitors  through  the  ruins. 
Jimmie  and  I  were  kept  busy  during  the  week  of  Cal's  absence  with  many 
visitors. 

On  my  way  back  to  Cortez,  July  11,  a  stop  was  made  in  Durango  to 
have  needed  repairs  made  to  8113.   That  soems  to  be  the  only  place  parts 
can  be  located  for  this  car. 

On  July  12,  I  made  my  first  visit  of  the  month  to  Yucca  House.  Mrs. 
Ray  Ismay  told  mc  that  several  cars  had  been  in  and  the  people  walked 
over  the  ruin  mounds  and  "picked  up  a  few  pieces  of  pottery".   She  did 
not  say  how  many  people  she  saw.   About  a  week  later,  on  my  next  trip 
of  inspection,  I  mounted  four  "warning"  signs  on  the  most  conspicuous 
parts  of  the  fence.  What  we  need  for  Yucca  House  are  a  few  of  those 
metal  "It  is  Unlawful  -  -  "  signs. 

During  the  past  month,  there  have  been  six  cars  in  to  the  Square 
Tower  Group  bringing  15  visitors  to  see  Hovenwoep.  Four  of  these  were 
here  on  July  4  while  I  was  at  Aztec.  Mrs.  Ismay  told  me  that  local  people 
had  two  relatives  from  California  visiting  and  took  them  to  see  the  ruins. 
The  others-  were  contacted  by  the  Roving  Ranger.   One  party  of  five  were 
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from  a  local  trading  post   in  Utah,    about   eight  miles  from  the  ruins. 
One   lone  traveler,    a  chemical  engineer  from  Oklahoma,    had  been  directed 
specifically  how  to  find  the  place  by  Jimmie  Brewer  at  Aztec.      He   spent 
considerably  over  half  a  day  seeing  the  different   groups   of  ruins.     All 
the  rest  were  from  Mesa  Verdo — either  people  who  had  irquirod  for  direc- 
tions at  Mesa  Verde  after   seeing  the  Monioments   shown  on  their  road  maps, 
or  members  of  the  ranger   staff  or  Ansel  Hall's   assistants.      Miss  Betty 
Yeliri      museum  attendant   at  Mesa  Verde,    and  Gene  Kingman  were  here   on  the 
22nd.     States  rer)iesented  are  California,    Coloraco,    Oklahoma,    Utah,    and 
Maine,      The  Maine  representative  was  Mr.   Sopor,    ono  of  Ansel  Hall's 
assistants,    and  whom  I  met   at  the  University  of  Arizona   about   1934. 

Being   interr;rted  in  tree  ring   dating,    I   have  been  on  the  watch  for 
wood   speciruFns  from  there  ruins.      As  previously  mentioned,    apparently 
somebody  has  already  taken  vrood  from  the  dii'forent   groups,    but   still   I 
find   some.     As  yet   I  haT.'e  not  taken  a  piece  of  wood  from  a   standing  wall, 
nor  have  I  taken  any  boi-ings    (having  no  borer),   but  I   have   found  pieces 
of  what   evidently  are  beam  ends   in  the  debris  of  fallen  walls.      To  date 
I  have   five  of  these  ojid  have   sawed  them  up   into  workable  pieces,    ready 
to  be  packed  and  shipped   if   so   desired.      I    shall   first   see  w]:iat   I   can   do 
in  the  way  of  dating  them,   but  have  very  little  hope  of  any  success 
since   they  are   ail   juniper  and  very  poor  wood   for  this  purpose. 

The  other  day  we  located  four  more  section  markers  put   in  by  the 
General  Land  Office.     Most  of  these  are  within  a  half  mile  of  the  Square 
Tower  Group  boundary  line,    and  near  three  of  them  are  the  remains  of  what 
appears  to  be  homestead  houses.     Without   exception,    these  houses  had  been 
made  of  prehistoric  building   stones  from  ruins  nearby — probably  Square 
Tower  Group.      I  have  noted  these  markers  on  the  maps  included  with 
Jimmie' s   report  of  last  year. 

The  weather  has  been  typical  of  the  region;    thimder   storms  on  every 
side   every  afternoon  with  an  occasional   local   shower.      The  road  to   Cortez 
via  McElmo   Canyon  is  being  much  improved  by  a  large   road  crew  at  the 
present  time,    and  this   should  make  it  easier  for  visitors,    until  they 
reach  the  point  vfhere  there  is  no   road.      I  have  decided  that  two   or  three 
little   direction  signs   should  be  placed  at  the  turns  near  Hovenweep — at 
least  as   long  as  I   am  here.     When  I   leave,    it  might  be  well  to  remove 
them. 

The  gnats  are  very  few  at  present,   mosquitos  not  too  nvmierous,   but 
flies   are  a  nuisance.      Conditions  are  much  pleasanter  than  last  month. 

On  the  14th  I  went  to  the  Cajon  Group.  Stock  tanks  were  dry  and 
have  been  for  over  two  months.  Several  visits  to  Holly  and  Hackberry 
Groups  were  made.

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It  would  appear  that  any  time  we  can  get  a  man  in  charge  of  Hoven- 
weep  or  Yucca  House  we  can  turn  a  fairly  good  number  of  visitors  in  to 
these  ruins  by  the  use  of  signs%  'He   have  not,  thus  far.,  tried  to  en- 
courage visitors  to  come  because  the  roads  are  slow  and  rough  and,  until 
we  can  get  a  man  in  charge  to  explain  vfhat  they  see,  they  will  get  little 
out  of  the  trip. 

Yucca  House,  especially,  we  look  upon  as  a  reserve  monument,  not  to 
be  visited  by  tho  public  until  many  years  hence  when  a  large  excavation 
projoct  has  opened  it  for  research  and  study.   Then,  with  a  permanent 
man  in  charge  and  a  good  museum,  it  will  be  a  very  interesting  monu- 
ment.— F.  P.

Contacts  were  as  follows:   1,283  at  station  and  479  at  the  Observa- 
tion Point.   There  were  62  picnic  parties  and  25  camping  parties. 

July  1,  Ken  Disher  of  the  Indian  Arts  and  Crafts  Board,  Washington, 
D.  C,  visited  Walnut  Canyon  ivlth  a  party  that  included  Mary  Louise 
Rogers  of  the  Museum  Division  of  the  National  Park  Service. 

A  few  days  later,  Dr.  Charles  N.  Gould  arrived  to  investigate  the 
possibilities  of  drilling  for  a  water  supply.  As  none  of  the  deep  wells 
in  this  vicinity  have  proved  successful,  it  seems  that  water  for  the 
monument  must  come  either  from  a  catchment  basin  or  the  Flagstaff  water 
mains. 

District  Engineer  Tovrea  spent  about  two  weeks  here  on  engineering 
problems. 

July  7,  Chief  Architect  Thomas  Vint,  Hugh  Miller,  J.  H.  Tovrea, 
H.  H.  Cornell,  A.  C,  Kuehl,  Cecil  Doty,  and  H.  C.  Parker  inspected  the 
proposed  improvement  areas  of  Walnut  Canyon,  Sunset  Crater,  and  Wupatki 
National  Monuments,  and  discussed  plans  for  their  improvement.   Next 
day,  Hugh,  Al,  Tov.,and  Project  Superintendent  Parker  prepared  a  camp 
program  for  the  current  fiscal  year. 

Last  month  I  reported  that  the  CCC  camp  was  to  have  its  complement 
of  boys  early  in  July.   They  are  now  expected  to  arrive  early  in  August. 
From  the  amount  of  planning  for  the  camp,  it  seems  there  are  some  people 
who  still  believe  there  will  sometime  be  a  camp  here. 
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Custodian  Bicknell,  Teddy  Savage,  and  Jimmio  Rodgers  ferried  a 
couple  of  trucks  from  headquarters  to  the  CCC  camp.   They  visited  Yfelnut 
briefly. 

Luis  Gastellum  -was  at  camp  several  days  checking  equipment. 

Ward  W.  Yeager  inspected  four  "bug"  trees,  July  21,   The  trees  are 
widely  scattered,  and  no  control  measures  -were  advised.   Mr.  Yeager 
seemed  disappointed  in  not  having  any  CCC  boys  to  instruct  in  the  art 
of  fire  fighting. 

In  general,  tho  weather  has  been  pleasant.   It  has  been  a  bit  dry 
but  as  thi:j  report  goes  to  press,  a  good  rain  is  fcl'ing.   The  s-ummer  ■  . 
rr.ins  have  started,  and  I  can  worry  about  pullirg  visitors  out  of  mud 
holes  for  the  next  month. 

We  agree  -with  Paul  that  it  is  taking  a  long  time  to  get  the  camp 
installed.   In  the  meantime  we  have  the  plan  of  the  ranger's  residence 
approved  and  are  shaping  up  the  other  plans.   We  are  having  a  little 
trouble  getting  the  administrabion  building  and  parking  area  located  to 
suit  everybody.   The  Regional  Office  sent  us  down  a  nice  looking  plan 
but  it  throw  the  foot  traffic  directly  across  the  parking  area  and  we 
have  asked  for  a  revision.   The  administration  building  was  first  de- 
signed right  on  the  rim  of  the  canyon  but  we  think  we  can  get  it  back  a 
little,  closer  to  the  parking  area  and  with  its  floors  more  nearly  on 
one  level, — F»   P.

On  July  22   Charles  Steen,    junior  park  archoologist,    arrived  from  Coolidge 
to  work  on  assembling  the  museum  cases.      The  Custodian  and  Steen  have 
since  been  working  together  on  this  and  hope  to    sot  up   a  goodly  number 
of  the  cases  before  ho  leaves. 
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A  new  hot  air  furnace  has  been  installed  and  tested  and  is  now  ready 
for  the  winter   season.      It   is   electrically  operated  by  a  clock  and  thermo- 
stat.    Mr.    J.   H.    Tovrea  was  here  on  July  18  to    inspect  the  furnace.      On 
July  25  the  furnace  was  operated  for  four  hours  by  the  installers,   Hearn 
and   Caid,    and  seemed  to  work  perfectly.     When  the  furnace   is  needed  at 
the  beginning  of  winter,   they  will  return  and  see  that   it    is  in  proper 
order. 

I  might   say  that  on  our  recent  visit  we  found  the  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce Tery  much  awake  to  the  value  of  a  celebration  of  the  four  hundredth 
anniversary  of  the  coming  of  Fray  Marcos.      In  a  fifteen  minute  talk,   Mr. 
Demaray  made  clear  how  far  we  could  go   in  such  a  celebration  and  expressed 
his  willingness  to  have  us  help  out   if  the  ceremony  could  be  kept  on  the 
proper  plane.— F»   P.

On  June  25,    our  rainy  season  started  in  with  a  vengeance  and  has 
either  rained  or  threatened  to  rain  every  day  since.      Our  one  really  pass- 
able road  has  been  flooded  much  of  the  time.      For  more  thaji  a  week  water 
was  up  to   the  hubs  on  one  stretch  of  over  two  miles. 

The  rains  have  put  the  grass  on  the  range  in  wonderful   shape  and, 
although  beans  were  planted  very  late,    if  we  should  have  a  reasonably 
late  fall,   there  will  be  a  bumper  crop. 

Work  on  the  monument  has   consisted  principally  of  scraping  the 
roads,    filling  in  -washed  places,    and  hoeing  weeds. 

Besides   several   coveys  of  quail,    two   deer  are  making  their  home 
on  the  monument. 

About  50  CCC  boys,   who   are  excavating  at  the  Abo   ruins,    spent   an 
afternoon  with  us.      They  report   some  interesting  finds   at  Abo.     With 
several  projects  being   excavated  to  the  north  of  us,   we  can  not    expect 
many  visitors  the  coming   fall  and  winter.     The  crowd  goes  to  where 
something  is  to  be  seen  besides  crumbling  walls.     Our  walls  have   sxiffered 
considerably  during  the  past  month  of  rains.     A  small  musexjm  at  this 
place  to   compete  with  the  other  museums  being   established  in  near-by  ruins 
would  interest  the  public   greatly.      About  half  our  visitors  this  month 
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came  to  see  a  small  object  I  found  on  one  of  the  floors  near  the  patio.

What  some  people  have  been  pleased  to  call  our  rainy  season  is  now 
well  advanced,  and  ive  are  hoping  that  before  much  longer  we  may  get  some 
sort  of  moisture.  'Ye  have  had  a  very  few  light  sprinkles  of  rain,  but 
more  moisture  is  needed  immediately.   Roads  remained  passable  the  entire 
month,  and  visitors  travel  to  this  monument  during  July  was  the  heaviest 
for  any  month  since  I  have  been  stationed  here. 

Visitor  travel  bunches  up  on  Sundays  and  holidays,  and  it  is  im- 
possible to  obtain  complete  registration.   Actually,  we  had  well  over 
600  visitors  during  the  month,  though  only  580  registered;  but  when  we 
have  15  or  more  cars  parked  before  the  cabin  at  one  time,  with  more  ar- 
riving and  still  others  departing,  and  the  custodian  waving  his  arms 
around  to  direct  traffic,  pointing  out  items  of  interest,  guiding  parties 
around  inscriptions  and  doing  another  thousand  and  one  things  simul- 
taneously, it  is  impossible  to  make  sure  that  back  at  the  cabin  all 
visitors  are  registering.   The  HCWP  does  her  best  to  cook  dinner,  direct 
visitors,  see  that  they  register,  keep  track  of  time  spent  by  them,  and  . 
so  on,  but  there  are  limits.  We  aren't  complaining,  for  we  realize  we 
are  extremely  fortunate  when  we  read  of  the  trials  and  tribulations  of 
certain  other  custodians  and  rangers.   Especially  do  we  feel  like  a  couple 
of  pikers  when  we  find  that  at  one  particular  monument,  once  administered 
after  a  fashion  by  one  lone  man,  they  now  have  only  three  men  to  do  duty 
simultaneously  at  nine  separate  stations. 

VISITORS 

A  total  of  580  persons  registered  during  the  travel  month  and  all 
were  contacted.   They  made  trips  as  follows:

Camping  parties;  Persons,  28;  parties,  9;  average  persons  per  camp- 
ing party,  3.1. 

lEr,   and  IJIrs.  F.  K»  Vreeland  and  children  arrived  at  the  monument 
July  1  and  camped  here  until  the  5th.   We  were  mighty  sorry  to  see  them 
leave,  for  in  spite  of  the  rather  hectic  Lime  that  resulted  from  crowds 
of  other  visitors  over  the  holiday,  we  managed  tc  visit  with  them  for 
some  time  and  will  long  remember  with  pleasure  their  stay  at  the  monu- 
ment, lirso   Vreeland' s  r:ater-color  studies  of  flowers  were  greatly  ad- 
mired. 

Jack  Snow,  photographer  with  the  Navajo  Service,  paid  two  visits  to 
the  monument,  being  accompanied  on  his  second  visit  by  Clay  Lockett,  also 
of  the  Navajo  Service.  As  might  have  been  expect ed,^?heir  visits  were 
all  too  brief  as  they  vrcre  on  official  business. 

Miss  Bertha  Button  of  the  Museum  of  iTew  Mexico  and  Miss  Ilulda  Hobbs, 
both  of  Santa  Fe,  paid  two  visits  to  the  monument  during  the  month,  camp- 
ing overnight  on  the  occasion  of  their  second  visit.  We  are  looking  for- 
ward to  their  next  visit,  v/hich  we  hope  will  be  soon. 

HEADQUARTERS  VISIT 

This  is  deserving  not  only  of  special  mention,  but  of  a  special 
heading,  for  it  was  the  highlight  of  the  month.  The  custodian  paid  aji 
overnight  visit  to  headquarters,  arriving  July  9  and  departing  the  10th, 
and  derived  much  profit  and  great  pleasure  from  the  visit.   My  last  trip 
there  was  two  years  ago,  and  I  am  strongly  in  favor  of  the  field  personnel 
malcing  at  least  yearly  visits  to  the  headquarters  office.   The  Custodian 
found  the  sudden  drop  from  the  7,000-foot  elevations  down  to  close  prox- 
imity to  the  infernal  regions  something  of  a  strain,  but  the  hospitality 
of  the  Boss  and  of  Natt  Dodge  and  the  reception  by  the  remainder  of  the 
headquarters  personnel  made  the  visit  one  long  to  be  remembered.   I  lost 
some  of  my  multitudinous  cares,  and  also  some  pounds  I  could  ill  afford 
to  lose,  but  it  was  worth  it.   The  prolonged  huddle  with  the  Boss  rela- 
tive to  cabbages  and  kings  did  me  a  world  of  good,  suid  Natt's  showing  of 
his  color  motion  pictures  was  a  real  treat. 

EQTILPMENT 

This  office  is  nov^r  the  proud  possessor  of  a  Kodaslide  projector-  and 
a  beaded  screen,  both  of  v/hich  were  received  recently.  Although  not 
listed  as  official  lectures,  since  they  were  only  e^erimental,  six  im- 
promptu lectures  have  already  been  held  using  this  equipment  and,  judging 

— — — , UiC , -. 
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by  the  requests  coming  in,  we  are  going  to  have  our  hands  more  than  full 
filling  engagements.   The  custodian  has  his  ov;n  110-volt  light  plant,  and 
it  takes  only  a  few  minutes  to  place  the  entire  thing  in  the  pickup  truck, 
or  in  his  own  car,  and  transport  light  plant,  projector,  and  screen  to 
some  distant  point  and  set  up  the  equipment  for  an  illustrated  lecture. 
The  projector  was  intended  primarily  for  visitor  education,  but  judging 
from  tho  reception  given  by  local  persons,  it  is  going  to  be  useful  for 
general  educational  purposes  in  the  community  as  well.  More  on  this  later. 

During  the  month,  a  microscope  was  obtained  by  transfer  from  Head- 
quarters, and  this  has  a  multitude  of  uses  in  educational  work.  V(fe  greatly 
appreciate  these  nevr   items  of  equipment. 

WILDLIFE 

The  young  Golden   Sagle  that  hatched  out  this    spring    is  novir  flying, 
having  left   the  nest   about   July  12.      Due  to    a  rush  of  visitors   about 
that   time,    the   exact   date  of  its  initial   vcm;vire  from  home  was  not   noted. 

INSCRIPTIOIIS 

Work  has  now  conmienced  on  the  photograpliing  of   each  of   our  himdreds 
of   inscriptions      in  order  that  we  may  have  permanent   records   of  them  in 
the   event  of  their  obliteration  or   destruction  in  the  future.      One   end 
of  the  cellar   constructed  last   fall   has  been  corvortod  into   a  darkroom, 
and   equipped  with  the  necessary   electric   lights,     crLla-gers,   tanlcs,   table, 
etc.,    and  the  work  of  making  these  photographs   of   '■.-isoriptions  promises 
to   occupy  many  hours   of  time.      This  work   should  have  been  done  20  years 
ago. 

WATER 

Having  heard  persistent   ruinors   for   several  months   to  the   effect  that 
within  the  next  two   decades    somebody  plans  to   drill   a  well   here  hoping  to 
find  water,    I   really  shouldn't   comment   further  on  the  pool  of   so-called 
water   at  the  base  of  the  rock,   but    it   has   reached  a  condition  where   it 
just   about   speaks   for   itself.      No   longer   can  we   enjoy  the   cool    zephyrs 
of   evening  as   once  vfe  were  wont  to   do,    for  now,   borne  on  tho  vagrant 
breezes   come  fragrances   from  the  pool   reminiscent   of  a   sewage-disposal 
plant   gone   sour.      Perhaps  the  pool  was  a   sight   for   sore   eyes  to  the   early 
Conquistadores,   but  they  have  been  dead  for  centuries,    and  I   am  beginning 
to    suspect   that  the  water  has   been  too.      Last   year  birds   that   fell   into 
the  pool  used  to   drown;    now  they   either   die  of   dust   pneumonia  or   else 
walk  out  without   getting  wet.      I   put   a  couple  of   chunlcs  of  the   stuff 
under  a  microscope     and   showed   it   to   some  of  tho  folks  who  have  been 
hauling   it   from  the  pool,    and  the   entire  community  for  miles  around   suf- 
fered an  epidemic   of  nightmares.      You  must  pardon  my  skepticism,    and  I'm 
"vd-lling  to  be  convinced,    but   if  there   is   anybhing  to  that   rumor   about   a 
well,   we'd  like  to   laaow  more   about    it. 
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GENERAL 

Word  reaches  me  this  evoning  that  a  party  of  tourists  visiting  the 
vicinity  of  the  ice  caves  some  19  miles  east  of  the  monvunent  became  lost 
among  the  lava  bods  on  the  19th,  and  were  only  found  today,  the  23rd. 
Apparently  they  had  quite  a  harrowing  experience,  but  it  is  said  they 
suffered  no  lasting  ill  effects. 

In  closing  may  we  extend  a  most  cordial  invitation  to  the  personnel 
of  the  newly- established  Southeastern  Monuments  to  come  out  to  the  west 
and  visit  El  Morro«  Bring  along  a  house  and  a  well  when  you  come  and 
make  yourselves  e.t   home.

Good  rains  have  come  our  way.     As  a  result,    road  maintainers  are 
able  to  do    some  good,    and  approach  roads,  with  the  exception  of  the  one 
from  Highway  79  via  Cornville,    are  in  better  condition  than  last  month. 
The  Cornville  Road   is   still  under   reconstruction. 

Cattle  look  better  than  usual   at  this   time  of  year   in   spite  of  the 
dry   early  svimmer. 

On  a  recent   drive  by  v^ray  of  Stoneman  Lake  through  Long  Valley  and 
south  to   Pine,   vre   found  the  humus   floor  of  the  pine  forest  a  literal  mass 
of  flowers.      This   is   certainly  a   scenic   drive,    and  v/e  are   surprised  more 
people  don't  travel   it. 

MAINTENANCE,    IMPROVElffiNTS ,    AND  NEW  CONSTRUCTION 

Several  blisters   on  the  new  entrance  road  have  been  sanded.     And  we 
notice  a  few  places  where  the  oiled  surface   is  breaking.      This   is  probs-bly 
because   so  much  coarse   gravel  v/as  used.      There   is  one  particularly  coarse 
spot   just   at  the  beginning  of  the  turn-around  at  the  parking  area.      Parts 
of  this  have  been  patched,   but  v^re  are  going  to  have  to  tear  up  about   150 
square  feet  and  put  in  finer  mix. 
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The  musaum.  was  given  a  complete  cleaning  and  rearranged,  and  a  much 
more  effective  textile  exhibit  made. 

All  of  the  unsightly  mess  of  gasoline,  fuel  oil,  and  lubricating 
oil  drums  was  removed  from  near  the  parking  area  to  the  garage,  and  the 
new  gasoline  pump  and  underground  storage  tank  put  into  use. 

The  ranger  tent-house  was  given  a  coat  of  weather  proofing  compound. 

Montezuma  Castle  was  given  a  thorough  cleaning  out  and  sweeping. 

Our  vrater  piomping  system  v^ent  haywire,  but  was  repaired  from  spare 
parts  lying  around. 

The  pickup  truck  was  cleaned  and  the  bed  painted,  leaks  in  plumbing 
were  traced  and  repaired,  and  general  cleanup  on  grovinds  was  effected. 

ACCESSIONS 

Practically  all  of  the  equipment  for  an  automatic  electric  pumping 
system  has  been  received  and  lighting  equipment  also  is  on  hand. 

PUBLICITY 

A  Prescott,  Arizona,  daily  paper  used  our  mimeographed  information 
sheet  about  Montezuma  Castle  as  the  basis  for  an  article. 

PERSONNEL 

Ranger  Edwin  C.  Alberts    surprised  us  all  by  bringing  home    a  bride 
on  July  6.      She  is  the  former   Carey  Davis   of  Holbrook,    Arizona.      The 
newlyweds  are  honeymooning  at  Montezuma  Castle,    living  in  the  tent  house 
by  the  creek.      They  are  deferring  their  honeymoon  trip  until   later. 

This  tent  house,    planned  as  only  a  temporary   structure,    has   certainly 
developed  a  history.      B\ailt  originally  as  the  summer  home  for  a  convales- 
cent,   it  was   later  the   site  of  a  honeymoon  for   Ranger  and  Mrs.    Russell 
Farmer.     It   is  now  serving  its   second  term  in  this   capacity.      Between 
times   it  Tms  the  home  of  Jesse  and  Jane  Jennings,   while  Jesse  was  prov- 
ing out   as  a  Park  Service  man.     While  they  lived  there,   the  highest   flood 
in  history  almost  washed  the  tent  house  away,    forcing  abandonment   for  two 
days  until  the  waters   receded  and  the  mud  was  washed  off  the  floor.      Then 
the  foundation  was  repaired,    and  now  we  are  waiting  for   something   else  to 
happen  to  this   "temporary"   structure.     We  would  hate  to    see   it   die  of  old 
age  before  a  ranger  house  is  built. 

Ranger  Alberts  took  sick  leave  for  two   days,    July  21  and  22.     He  was 
mighty  sick  for  a  while,  but   is  back  on  the  job  now.     Must  have  been  a 
touch  of  the  "flu". 
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irJSEOTi  AITD  EDUCATION 

A  small  model  of  a  cliff  dweller   ladder  vra.s  made  so  visitors  would 
get  a  better   idea  of  how  the  Indians  may  have   entered  the  Castle. 

Tvrenty  six  new  plants  were  collected,    pressed,    and  sent  to   Jack 
Whitehead  for  positive  identification. 

During  the  month  Dr.    F,   H.    Douglas  of  the  Denver  Art  Museum  wrote 
Superintend  ant  Pinkloy  to  the   effect  that   du.ring  a   study  of  textile 
specimens   from  this  monument  he  sent   some  slides   of  the  material  used 
to  ¥r»  Volney  Jones,    of  the  Ethnobotanical  Laboratory,    University  of 
Michigan.      I'ir,   Jones   reported  some  of  the   specimens   contained  a  material 
which  most   closely  resembled  the  fiber  of  the  basswood  tree.     At    Dr. 
Douglas'    suggestion,   we  have   sent  a  number  of  these  specimens  to  Mr. 
Jones   for  more  complete  study.      It    is  with  much  interest  we  avrait   this 
report  and  the  possibility  that   it  may  establish  vise  of  a  new  textile 
fiber  in  aboriginal    soubhwestern  vreaving. 

All   our  museur.i  and  educational   equipment  was   inventoried  during  the 
month, 

GEIJERAL 

From  the  Custodian's  viewpoint,    things  have  gone  nicely  this  month. 
A  number  of  things   chut  needed  doing  we:'e  done  and,    insofar  as  we  are 
able  to  tell,    the  public  had  no   cause  to   fool   negleoted. 

Several  campers   cajiie  in  as   if  in  answer  to  my  statement  in  last 
month's  report  that  no  more  campers  were  appearing.      Those  people   seemed 
much  im.pressed  with  the  place  and  left  pleased. 

Betty  Jackson's  bird  report  will  b'.:  found  on  page  73  of  the  Supple- 
ment. 

It  may  be  of  interest  to  you  to  note  that   several  parties  have  been 
here  lately  v/ho  told  us  they  had  left  their  house  trailers  in  Flagstaff 
and  Prescott,    rather  thaji  navigate  the  mountain  roads  with  them.     It 
has  been  some  time   since  a  house  trailer  has  been  seen  here,    although 
two   or  three   small  trailers   of  the   luggage-tote  variety  have  appeared.

July  has  been  a  vronderful   period  here   in  the   Chiricahuas  this  year 
in  respect  to  weather.     We  have  had  ten  days  out  of  twenty  three  in 
v/hich  rain  fell  on  the  monument.      A  cloudburst  on  July  18  at  the  mouth 
of  Bonita  Canyon  and  the  administration  area  registered  three  inches  of 
precipitation  in  about  three   quai'ters  of  on  hour.      Some  hail  accompanied 
the  storm.      Practically  all  the   culverts  on  the  entrance  road  below  the 
Faraway  Ranch  were  blocked  by  sand.     And  much  of  the   road  surfacing 
washed  away  in  spots,      Mr.   Stevenson  had  a  crew  of   onrollees   open  the 
culverts  and  clean  the  drainage  ditches   soon  after  the   storm.     You  aro 
referred  to  his   report,    follov;ing  this  one,    for  the  amount  of  work  neces- 
sary.     Range  conditions  as   a  result  of  the  rains  are  much  improved  and 
with  livestock  prices  advancing,    the   stockmen's  position  appears  much 
brighter. 

Labor  conditions  have  not  improved  materially  as  yet  in  this  area. 
Hovirever,    if  copper  prices  keep  increasing   it   should  alter  that  in  a 
short  time.     The  Phelps-Dodge   Corporation  hav         received  a  government 
contract  which  assures  their  present   employees    steady  work  for   some 
time.      The   Shattuck-Denn  have  closed  their  mine  and  have  kept   only  a 
skeleton  force. 

Visitor  attendance  shove's  a  loss   of   214  this  month  as  compared  with 
July  of  1937.     However,   the  year  as  a  whole   shows   an  increase  over  last 
year.     Out-of-state  people  appear  to  be  as  numerous  as   in  the  past.     No 
large  parties   entered  the  monument  this  month,      Douglas  held  an  American 
Legion  Convention  during  July  3,    4,    and  5,      This  may  have  kept  many  local 
people  from  visiting  the  Chiricahuas.

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CHIRICAHUA  (CONT.) 

Odd  moments  are  devoted  to  collecting  birds  and  mammals  for  display  and 
study  purposes  at  the  monument. 

Ora  M.  Clark,  Dean  and  Professor  of  Botany  of  the  Bristow  Junior 
College,  Bristow,  Oklahoma,  was  an  interesting  visitor  and  helped  out 
in  classifying  many  plants  of  this  region  for  my  benefit. 

Due  to  heavy  rains  in  the  Chiricahuas,  only  one  fire  was  reported 
for  the  month,  that  being  a  lone  pitch  snag  just  across  the  eastern 
boundary  of  the  monument.  The  fire  was  controlled  by  Mr.  Stevenson  and 
Ray  Ringenbach,  his  clork.  They  had  the  novel  experience  of  getting 
soaking  wet  going  to  tho  fire.  The  Forest  Servico  has  been  able  to  lay 
off  their  lookouts  at  the  present  writing.  Howevsr,  we  are  keeping  ours 
on  duty  until  we  are  a  little  more  sure  t?io  fire  sccscn  is  over. 

Roads  approaching  the  monument  are  in  the  same  Ftatus  as  last  month 
with  added  gains  toward  completion  of  construction.   Pinery  Canyon  is 
being  improved  by  the  Forest  Service.  They  have  a  work  crew  staying  at 
the  local  CCC  camp. 

Fred  Winn  favors  a  road  into  this  area  from  Bovde,  via  the  Old  Fort 
and  Apache  Pass.   He  still  desires  aid  on  a  trail  to  Cochise  Head. 
Both  he  and  John  Ball  inform  me  there  are  nice  formations  around  that 


area.

Work  was   resumed  on  the  back-sloping  project  July  5.      Five  hundred 
square  yards  of  rock  banks  were   sloped  on  Bonita  Highv/ay  approximately 
three  miles  north  of  the  Sugar  Loaf  truck  trail   intersection.     Materials 
were  used  to  widen  fill   slopes.     In  connection  with  this  project,    250  man- 
days  were  used  removing  objectionable  "overcast". 

A  cloudburst   on  July  18  washed  the  lov;er  two  miles  of  Bonita  Highway 
to    such  an    extent  that   500  man  days  were  required  to   repair  the  damage. 
Culverts  were  blocked  and  ditches  filled  which  caused  the  loss   of  surfac- 
ing on  approximately  one-half  mile  of  road.     Also,   the  capacity  was  in- 
creased on  some  arroyas   so  that  nevj"  drainage  structures  may  be  required 
in  the  near  future. 

All  materials  have  been  received  for  the   exhibit   cases  for  the  Ad- 
ministration Building  and  the  cases  are  now  being  fabricated  in  the 
carpenter   shop.

Perhaps   it    is  that  time 
passes  more  rapidly  when  one   is  busy,   because  we  have  been  plenty  busy 
here  the  past  month.      At   least  Bill  and  Woody  have  been  on  the  go. 

Our  visitor  table  shows  that  we  are  still   a  few  under  July  of  last 
year  with  our   223  for  this  month.      I  have  not   figured  out  the  time  on 
the  t~wo  months,    but   I   feel    certain  that  more  time  has  been  spent   on   each 
party  partly  due  to   the  fact   that  we  have  been  unable  to  drive  into   the 
Janyons   and  the   rim  trip  was    stressed  to    avoid  any  disappointment  in  not 
being  able  to    get  up  the  canyons.      Even  the  concession   car  is  forced  to 
turn  do'i'vn  trips  into  the  canyons  because  of  the   sand  being   so    deep.      Cozy 
will   get  through  if  anybody  can  and,   while  he  is  trying  it   again  today 
v\ri.th  a  party,    I   certainly  can  not  blame  hin  for  not  talcing  his   car  into 
the   sand   even  with  his    equipment.     With  the  long   dry  spell  that  we  have 
had,    I   expect  that  when  it   does   rain  it  will  be  necessary  to   use  boats 
to   get   around.     A  little   shower  the  other   day  was  not    even   enough  to  test 
out   our  new  grading  around  the  residence.      I   think  that   it  "vvill  be  neces- 
sary to   do   a  little  hand  Yfork  to   assure  us  the  proper  drainage,    and  a 
good  rain  will  toll  the  tale. 

Odd  jobs  about  the  place  have  kept  Woody  and  Bill  both  pretty  busy. 
The  major  portion  of  the  work   is  in  the  big   room  where  we  put   on  a  prime 
coat  and  covered  with  a  cold  vfater  paint  in  white  and  ivory.      It   leaves 
us  a  beautiful  room  and,   while  we  are  at   it,   we  mil  paint  a  bedroom  and 
fix  up   some  of  the  floors. 
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Several  officia].   parties  visited  us   during  the  month.     One  of  the 
rangers  from  the  Petrified  forest  was  in  with  his  wife  early  in  the  month, 
A  couple  of  the  boys  from  the  Forestry  Division   stopped  in  for  a  night 
and  day.     Vifc  took  them  up  the  canyon.      They  report  no    serious   infection 
within  the  monvimont  area  and  it  v/as  not  necessary  to  burn  any  trees. 
One  of  the  boys,    I    am   sure,   will  vouch  for  the  fact  that  in  case  of  an 
emergency  vfe  can  supply  the  ■water.      Boss,    I  thinl:  that   anyone  who   steps 
into   one  of  possibly  tv/o  waterholes  in  tho  entire  83,840  acres   should 
really  bo  given  a  modal. 

Most  of  the  inspections  of  the  month  were  on  the  rim,    due  largely 
to  the  fact   that  we  have  had  excellent   control  over  the  canyons.     Boss, 
Nature  is   a  grand  ranger  -"jThen  it  comes  to  controlling  canyon  travel. 
Just  this  afternoon  a  CCC   employee  was  telling  mc  of  the  marvels  of  big 
wheels  all  around.     We  did  get  up  much  better  than  I   do  with  the  small 
tires  in  front,  but  becc^use  we  were   so    sure  of  the  car,    ive  stopped  in 
a  very  sandy  spot  and  dug  the  rest  of  the  vray  out  to   a  hard   spot.      The 
car  just  will  not  make  it  under  all  hazards  that   exist   at  the  present 
settajig. 

We  had  a  couple  of  horseback  trips  with  Bill   and  Sally  as  guides, 
Spealcing  of  Bill  and  Sally;    the  fourteenth  of  the  month  we  started  them 
out  with  10888  for  Blanding,    Utah,   to  trade  cars  with  Zeke,      They  were 
routed  via  Navajo  in  order  that  they  might   see  one  of  the  monuments. 
They  report   a  very  nice  trip  and  speak  most  highly  of  Zeke  and  Bill 
Leicht,      The  L!odel  A  that  we   received  in  trade  is  the  pet   of  the  monu- 
ment now  and  we  feel   quite  proud  of  the  addition.

July  has  been  an  ide:il  month  out  here;  cool  all  month  and  cloudy 
every  day  with  several  fine  showers.   It  is  very  cloud;y  today  and  looks 
as  if  we  may  have  rain  any  minute o   There  has  been  much  more  rain  at  the 
Bridges  than  at  Blanding,  with  several  smcill  floods  down  both  Armstrong 
and  1i\Tiite  Canyons.   Grass  is  still  plentiful  in  the  canyons  and  there  are 
flowers  evo'ry.rhere.   I  have  never  spent  a  July  out  here  as  cool  as  this 
month  has  been. 

Roads  are  in  good  condition,  and  now  that  I  have  the  pickup  it  is 
easier  to  ke^p  the  approach  road  (or  tumble-in  as  I  sometimes  call  it) 
in  better  shape o 

There  have  been  138  people  register  and  I  have  contacted  all  but 
13  of  them,   I  spent  at  least  60  minutes  with  every  group  as  it  takes 
that  long  to  visit  Owachomo.   Then  I  have  hiked  to  all  three  bridges 
and  the  ruins  with  56  people,   I  hiked  over  to  Sipapu  and  back  with  28. 
Seventy  four  people  saw  all  the  bridges,  46  saw  Owachomo  and  Sipapu,  and 
68  saw  only  Oi-vachomo.   I  spent  all  the  time  possible  vd-th  each  group,  and 
it  is  hard  to  keep  track  of  the  number  of  minutes  spent  with  each  person, 

I  know  that  I  have  been  plenty  busy.   July  24  was  the  only  day  this 
month  that  no  one  came,  so  Mrs,  Johnson  and  I  spent  Sunday  together.  Vfe 
have  many  over-night  campers  and  some  stay  two  nights.   So  many  people 
come  expecting  to  find  cabins  and  eating  houses.   Right  now  I  want  to 
thank  our  Uncle  o.nd  all  concerned  who  sent  us  the  refrigerator.   It 
surely  is  a  life  saver  this  year.   So  just  come  up  and  see  us  and  we 
can  treat  you  plenty  cool. 

Two  records  have  been  broken  this  year.  The  oldest  man  now  that  has 
made  the  hike  to  all  threo  bridges  is  78,  Before,  it  was  77.  The  young- 
est child  to  hike  to  all  three  was  five,  now  it  is  four;  a  Blanding  girl, 
and  she  came  back  bouncing  like  a  rubber  ball. 

There  have  been  a  lot  of  photographers  this  month--five  different 
outfits  hunting  pictures  to  show  in  the  East,   I  always  ask  them  to  leave 
a  few  pictures  for  the  other  fellow. 

On  July  1,  Ivlrs.  Johnson  and  I  started  for  the  monument  in  our 
personal  car,  which  was  well  loaded  with  groceries.  We  got  out  15  miles 
when,  rounding  a  small  curve,  we  saw  a  CCC  truck  coming  very  fast.   So 
Y/e  pulled  to  the  bank  on  the  right  hand  side  of  the  road  and  just  as  v^e 
got  stopped  the  truck  hit  us  head  on.   Oh  vfhat  a  mess  I   Mrs,  Johnson  was 
hurt  on  the  head,  shoulder,  and  knees.   A  Mr,  Hatch  came  along  and  I  got 
him  to  bring  us  back  to  Blanding. 
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NATURA.L  BRIDGES  (CONT.) 

I  notifisd  the  CCO  bosses.   A  lot  of  them  v;ent  out  wit?!  measuring 
sticks  and  took  photographs  galore  and  exonerated  the  truck  driver.   There 
was  no  reason  why   he  conld  not  have  passed  us  OK,  but  he  said  his  boss 
told  hi'u  not  to  pull  out  into  the  sage  brush  to  pass  anyone;  so  we  got  hit. 

The  next  day  very  early  \re   tried  to  start  the  pickup  but  could  not 
ac;  the  battery  was  dovm.  So  we  towed  it  to  the  garage  and  hooked  it  to 
the  light  plant  Tor  a  few  hours,  ther:  off  we  went  out  to  our  car,  trans- 
ferred all  the  supplies,  and  arrived  at  tho  Bridges  OK.   On  July  6  we 
tried  to  start  the  pickv.p,  but  nothing  doiiig.   It  just  vrouldn't  start. 
Then  I  got  a  oar  hooked  on  ahead  of  it  and  finally  got  it  started,  getting 
back  to  Blanding  safely.   On  the  followin,;^  rjiorning  we  csane  back  and  left 
the  car  up  on  a  hill  where  we  could  get  a  rood  start  and  had  no  trouble 
after  that.  We  were  very  glad  vrhen   Sall.y  c\nd  Bill  Lippincott  came  and 
traded  us  a  V8  for  the  Model  A.  We  have  hi.d  no  r.;oro  trouble  and  the  V8 
runs  fine  after  having  the  horn  and  ligiits  fixed  up  so  they  vrould  act. 
Nov/  I'!rs.  Johnson  and  Zeke  are  glad  we  vrcre  not  in  the  pickup  vi^hen  we  v/ere 
hit  for  I  fear  there  iniL;ht  have  been  a  different  story.   That  little  car 
has  the  gas  tank  so  close  to  our  faces  that  I  believe  we  vfould  have  been 
hurt  worse  than  we  were.  Wo  are  very  glad  the  mixup  was  no  vrorse. 

Boss,  I  felt  very  bad  when  I  saw  by  the  last  Monthly  Report  that  I 
had  credit  for  only  67  visitors  and  no  contacts.   How  did  it  happen? 
I  had  138  visitors  and  all  were  contacted  except  11.   I  don't  know  how 
the  mistake  was  made. 

Zeke,    the  reason  your   figures  were  too   low  last  month  was  that   I 
had  to   guess  them  in  by  myself.

I  have  worked  nine  days  this  month  on  the  road  or,  at 
least,  parts  of  the  nine  da.ys.   We  have  had  two  heavy  rains  that  washed 
out  the  road  v/hich  simply  had  to  be  repaired.   One  rain  made  the  road 
Impassable,  biit  I  got  right  after  it  with  a  light  grader  and  that  after- 
noon cars  were  going  up  again. 

The  Custodian  iriS-de  many  visitor  contacts  this  month  but  was  too  busy 
with  the  road  to  give  them  much  attcntiono   Only  a  "Good  morning",  or 
"Ho\\rdy",  a  snilo  and  "Qlad  to  have  you  come  o-nd  vie  it  our  Monument  |  hope 
you  enjoy  ?t",  was  aboi.it  all  the  time  I  had  except  two  or  three  trips 
when  I  tool"  oarties  up  there  and  spent  a  few  hours  with  them.

YifEATFER 


From  July  1  to  15  vie   had  warm  weather.   But  since  that  time  we  have 
had  nice  cool  days  and  rights.   Four  good  rains  during  the  month  have 
made  this  monument  put  on  her  best  coat  of  green  and  now  she  is  a  beauty. 
Flovirers  and  bushes  are  all  abloom  and  grass  is  the  finest  it  has  been  for 
many  years.  We  have  a  vjonderful  crop  of  pinyon  nuts  and  acorns  and  our 
fauna  here  should  be  well  fed  for  the  winter. 

We  have  a  swell  crop  of  deer  and  also  of  the  sm.all  animals.   I  be- 
lieve we  have  something  like  15  to  20  deer.   Of  course,  it  is  hard  to 
count  them  except  in  winter. 

I  fear  a  fire  hazard  this  fall  and  winter  and  v.'-ill  use  all  the  cau- 
tion possible  as  soon  as  the  monument  gets  really  dry.   However,  we  had 
a  considerable  fire  hazard  last  fall  and  winter  and  had  no  fire,  for  which 
we  are  very  thankful. 

ROAD  CONDITIONS 


Our  principal  highway,  87  and  64  near  this  monument  has  been  pretty 
busy,  in  spite  of  the  repair  Vv-ork  going  on  all  s\immer  on  87.   This  has 
been  oiled  from  ten  miles  east  of  here  to  30  miles  west.   But  within  a 
couple  of  weeks  will  all  be  finished  and  then  it  will  be  the  best  high- 
way across  the  state. 

A  Mr.  Oliver,  from  the  East,  interested  in  things  of  long  ago,  was 
here  last  week  looking  for  the  Folsom  man  near  Capulin.   I  gladly  gave 
him  all  the  information  possible  but  informed  him  I  had  only  lived  here 
30  years  and  did  not  know  the  man  personally.

APPROACH  ROADS 

Indications  are  very  good  that  we  will  ^et  our   entrance  road  and 
the  pai'king  area  paved  before  w5.nter.      The  d'^plor-ahle  condition  of  the 
road  from  Pojaque  to   the  Otom   Section  has   discou imaged  a  good  many  visi- 
tors.     Pojaquo  ViTash  has   had  considerable  water  l.n   it  and  as  the   road  runs 
down  tlie  mddle  of  the  stream,   a  number  of  cr.a'3  ha"'"e  been  stalled  and 
had  to  be  pu^iled  ovt.- 

PARIv  INSPECTIONS 

Weekly  inspections  have  been  made  of  the  Otovri.  Section.      Farmers  in 
the  lower  valley  have  be3n  moving  their   cattle  to  the  Santa  Fe  National 
Forest  Reserve  and  driving  through  the  Otcwi  Section.      So   far  very  fcfw 
have  been  noted  within  the  boundaries  or  remained  more  than  one  night, 

MISCELLANEOUS 

The  State  Fish  and  Game   Commission  brought   1,400  native  and  rainbow 
trout  on  July  12,      These  v^rere   liberated  in  Frijoles   Creek  near  the   Cere- 
monial  Gave.      On  July  14,    8,000  more  were  taken  to   the  Upper  Crossing, 
making  a  total  of  22,000  fingerlings  between  two   and  five  inches  in  length 
planted  in  Frijoles   Creek  this   season.

TRAVEL 

Travel  has  been  very  good  the  past  month.      There  were  2,702  persons 
persons  who  visited  the  monxmient  in  681  cars  from  34  states  and  three 
foreign  countries.      Our  visitors  made  173  trips  through  the  ruins  with 
an  average  of  9.27  to  the  party  and  85.7  minutes  per  group.      One  hundred

Pltimbing  has  been  completed  and  all  doors  have  been  assembled  and 
installed  in  the  lobby  and  sales   room  building.      During  the  later  part 
of  the  month,    a   small  crew  has  been  painting  and  staining  the  walls   and 
woodwork  in  this  building  and  only  a  few  more   days  of  painting  remain 
before  we  can  call  this  a  100  per  cent  completed  project. 

During  this  month,   most  of  the  plumbing  fixtures  have  been  installed 
and  approximately  60  per  cent  of  the  flagstone  flooring  has  been  smoothed 
by  grinding  in  the  operator's  residence.      There  remains  only  a  small 
amount  of  plumbing  and  the  decorating  and  plastering  to  be  done  before 
this  will  be  a  completed  project. 

All   fixtures  have  been  installed  and  decorating  completed  on  the 
employees'    dormitory.      This  building  is  now  100  per  cent   complete. 

Wall  construction  of  Cabin  "A",   Unit  No,   11,    of  the  Operator's 
Development,    has  been  completed  to  parapet  wall  height  and  all  vigas, 
lintels,   aspen  ceiling,    etc.,   have  been  installed.     At  the  present  time 
rough  plvimbing  is  in  process  of  installation. 

The  second  guest   cabin.    Group   "B",   was   started  on  July  14.      The 
excavation  has  been  completed,    all   footings  in  place,    and  approximately 
three  feet  of  all  wd.IIs  constructed. 
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During  the  later  part  of  this  month,  the  cable  was  received  for  the 
power  lines.  At  the  present  time  the  junction  boxes  on  this  line  are 
being  installed.  '  * 

Although  we  have  kept  the  usual  crew  in  the  rock  quarry,  activities 
have  been  somewhat  handicapped  due  to  the  fact  that  both  of  our  compressors 
are  worn  out  beyond  repair.  We  were  able  to  borrow  a  compressor  from  the 
SP-l-N  camp  in  Santa  Fe  on  July  27,  but  do  not  know  how  long  we  will  be 
able  to  retain  it.  It  is  our  hope  we  will  be  able  to  procure  a  compressor 
from  some  source  in  the  near  future. 

Although  the  carpenter  crew  has  been  kept  busy  most  of   the  month 
with  duties  in  connection  with  the  different  units  of  the  Hotel  Develop- 
ment Project,  considerablo  progress  has  been  made  on  the  dining  room 
tables  \ander  the  furniture  project.  Also  one  project  assistant  and  an 
enroll ee  have  been  busy  since  July  18  constructing  tin  fixtures  and 
mirrors  for  installation  in  the  operator's  development.

REPORTS 


Jixnior  Naturalist  Natt  N.    Dodge  accomplished  the  compilation  of  the 
annual   report  to  the  Director  concerning  the  activities  of  the  Southwest- 
ern Monioments   during  the  fiscal  year   1938.     An  innovation  this  year  was 
the   inclusion  of  photographs , pertinent  to  major  projects  accomplished »in 
five  copies  of  the  report.      The  activities  of  the  Mobile  Unit  were 
stressed,   and  photographs  were  also   ahoTm  of  the  White  Sands  museuia  build- 
ing,   and  some  of  the  installations   at  the  musevim  at  Bandelier  National  Monu- 
ment. 

PUBLICITY 

When  it  was  learned  that  the  San  Diego  Worlds  Fair  Montezuma  Castle 
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diorama  was   available  to  the  Southwestern  Moniments  office,    efforts  were 
begun  to  place  this   diorama  vfhere  it  will  be  of  use  in  promoting  visitor 
interest  in  Montezuma  Castle  National  Monument.     It   is    expected  that  this 
diorama  will  be  placed  on  exhibition  at   Chamber  of   Commerce  offices   either 
in  Flagstaff  or  Prescott,   Arizona. 

OFFICE  REARRANGED 

With  the  arrival  of  additional  library  cases,  the  naturalist  offices 
were  rearranged  and  the  library  put  in  shape.   There  is  now  sufficient 
library  shelf  space  for  a  year,  or  possibly  two. 

An  inventory  was  also  made  of  all  educational  equipment  throughout 
the  monumen"'^s.  Summaries  were  in  the  process  of  preparation  at  the  end 
of  the  montii. 

MUSEUM  PR3PARA.TI0N  AND  CATALOGING 

A  proposal  to  the  Santa  Fe  Indian  School  was  made  concerning  the 
possible  preparation  of  exhibit  material  for  Bandelier  National  Monument 
by  that  institution.   The  reaction  of  the  school  to  the  proposition  was 
not  learned  by  the  end  of  the  month. 

Arrangem.onts  were  made  to  obtain  16  additional  case  fronts  for  the 
Bandelier  Museum. 

Further  steps  were  taken  in  tjie  program  of  obtaining  Merriam 
Turkeys  for  the  turkey  diorama  at  the  Bandelier  museum.   It  now  appears 
that  we  shall  be  able  to  acquire  two  three-quarter  grown  poults,  but  ac- 
quisition of  an  adult  hen  turkey  must  wait  until  the  hunting  season. 

Steps  were  also  taken  to  establish  a  method  by  which  bird  and  mammal 
bones  recovered  in  excavations  on  the  monuments  can  be  identified  by  an 
established  authority. 

A  memorandum  was  prepared  for  the  Superintendent,  who  forwarded  it 
to  the  Director  of  the  National  Park  Service,  concerning  the  possible 
acquisition  of  the  sculpture,  "Arrowed  Death",  by  Sculptor  John  Terkin 
of  Santa  Fe,  New  Mexico.   Inasmuch  as  this  sculpture  was  inspired  by 
Bandelier' s  "Delight  Makers"  and  deals  so  directly  with  the  monument, 
it  is  hoped  that  by  some  method  the  sculpture  can  be  acquired  for  the 
Bandolier  National  Monument. 

Junior  Archeologist  Charlie  Steen  spent  six  days  on  the  catalog  of 
the  Casa  Grande  collections  and  finally  put  this  catalog  in  workable 
shape. 

At  the  end  of  the  month,  Steen  was  at  Tumacacori  aiding  Custo- 
dian Caywood  mth  the  glazing  of  the  case  fronts  and  other  necessary 
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installation  work. 

MUSEUM  PLANNING 

More  museiim  planning  was  accomplished  during  the  month  of  July  than 
has  been  done  for  several  years.   This  exceeding?-;/  ■.'.mnort-'.rit  work  has 
been  postponed  by  press  of  deadline  projects,  an"  r';  ^.^.   o-,J.y  row  that 
the  naturalist  di^^ision  is  commencing  to  make  fonvard  p-^ogress  rather 
than  merely  m.aintnining  the  status  quo.

NATURAL  HISTQRY 

Bird  banding   schedules   for  1938  were   filled  out   and  mailed  to   the 
Biological   Survey  in  Washington.      The  annual  report  for  bird  banding  will 
appear  in  a  future  supplement  to  the  Monthly  Report. 

Regional  Wildlife  Technician  McDougall  reported  adversely  on  the 
proposal  of  stocking  with  beaver  the  upper  part  of  Frijoles  Canyon  in 
Bandolier  National  Momment,    due  to  the  lack  of  sxiitable  food  plants.

Visitor  Statistics .  FOR  July 

By  The  Boss 

Our  closest   estimates  for  the  month  of  July  give  us  42,282  visitors 
to  the  Southwestern  Monimients;    considerably  more  than  last  year's   28,178. 
Part  of  the  large  increase  is   added  at  Yifhite  Sands  and  Capulin.      Smmaller 
increases  are   shown  at  Aztec,    Bandelier,    Casa  Grande,    El  Morro,    Gran 
Quivira,    Natural  Bridges,   Pipe  Spring,    Svinset   Crater,   Walnut   Canyon,    and 
Wupatki.      The  other  monuments   show  small   losses  of  100  to   200   and  on  down 
to    less  than  50. 

Of  the   42,282  visitors,    about    30,050  were  unattended,    principally 
because  they  went  to  monuments  wliere  we  have  not  yet  been  able  to  place 
men  to   care  for  them.      Some  of  them  were  at   one  man  posts  when  the  man 
was  off  duty  or  away  on  business. 

On  the  remaining  12,000  visitors,   wo  made  17,369  contacts,    each 
contact  consisting  of  a  field  trip  or   a  museum  lecture.     We  took  10,252 
persons   on  1,952  field  trips,    the  average  party  being  5.2  persons  and 
being  out   52.4  minutes.     We  gave  1,388  museum  talks  to   8,031  persons,    the 
average  party  being  5.7  persons  and  the  average  time  being  21.9  minutes. 

We  have  two   Interesting   "Picture  talks"   under   experiment;    one  at 
Canyon  de  Chelly  and  one  at   El  Morro.     We  class  them  under  Museiom  Talks

Casa  Grande  Visitor  Records

I  don't  know  why  the  average  trip  time  of  the  guides  at  Casa  Grande 
should  be  up  in  March,  down  in  April,  up  in  May,  down  in  June,  and  up  in 
July,  do  you?  Not  only  does  the  total  trip  time  fluctuate  regularly  this 
way,  but  when  you  separate  it  into  the  field-trip  time  and  the  museum-trip 
time,  you  get  the  regular  fluctuation  in  each  of  them^ 

Last  month  I  very  cheerfully  accounted  for  a  "down"  period  by  saying: 
"In  110  degree  weather  we  just  can't  expect  the  visitor  to  walk  and  stand 
arovmd  as  long  as  when  it  is  pleasant,  so  we  can  look  for  a  drop  in  his 
staying  povror,"  That  sounded  as  if  I  knew  all  about  it  and  made  pretty 
good  reading,  just  like  the  big  shots  v/ho  study  visitors  write.  The 
trouble  is  that  July  has  been  as  hot  if  not  hotter  than  June,  yet  the 
average  visitor  remained  with  us  several  minutes  longer  than  he  did  in 
June.  Explain  that  one  if  you  canl 

At  last  Coyle  has  overcome  Rodgersj  less  than  a  minute  in  the  museum 
and  more  than  a  minute  in  the  field.  He  set  out  to  do  that  last  March, 
but  if  you  think  it  is  easy  to  add  a  few  Dunutes  to  your  average  time  when 
you  have  once  struck  your  pace,  you  are  very  mistaken. 

Coyle  and  Holt  worked  23  days  each.   Coyle  had  the  greatest  number  of 
parties,  70  in  the  ruins  and  55  in  the  museum,  giving  them  a  total  time 
of  2,684  minutes  in  the  ruins  and  1,314  in  the  museum.   Coyle  handled 
the  greatest  number  of  visitors  in  the  ruins,  474.   Rodgers  handled  the 
greatest  number  in  the  museum,  381. 

Of  the  past  six  months,  July  shows  the  least  number  of  days  worked, 
90  man  days,  as  against  102  in  February;  the  least  number  of  parties  in 
the  ruins,  237,  as  against  462  in  February;  the  least  number  of  parties 
in  the  museum,  184,  as  against  338  in  February.   The  number  of  visitors 
in  both  the  ruins  and  the  museum  is  slightly  higher  than  last  month. 

The  figures  all  show  that  we  are  in  our  dull  season  at  Casa  Grande 
and  August  or  September  may  show  the  beginning  of  the  upturn  toward  the 
winter  season.

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NATURE  NOTES  FROM  CASA  GRAIIDE  By  Don  Egermayer 

During  the  last  fev;  days  of  Ivlay,  guides  and  the  ranger  had 
considerable  trouble  keeping  the  young  rough-winged  sv/allows 
(mentioned  in  the  Ifey  report)  in  their  nest.  From  May  27  until  June  2, 
two  or  three  would  be  found  each  morning  out  of  the  nest  in  the  center 
room  and  on  the  floor  of  the  east  room»  One  day  the  same  three  birds 
were  replaced  five  times  beti'reen  8:00  A.H,  and  3:00  P.:'.  and  were  again 
out  of  the  nest  the  follov/ing  morning.  In  early  June,  however,  the 
nest  vms   deserted,  as  i/\aS  that  of  the  Say  Phoebe  vrhich  was  in  the 
east  room. 

Our  family  of  Horned  Or/ls  in  the  roof  above  the  ruin  seem  to 
be  sufferin.'T;  some  from  the  heat.  During  much  of  June  they  have 
either  absented  themselves  from  the  building  for  a  day  or  tv;o  at  a 
time,  or  have  been  seen  perched  dov/n  on  the  walls  of  the  Casa  Grande, 
On  at  least  two  occasions  they  descended  to  the  floor  of  the  center 
room,  apparently  to  escape  the  heat  immediately  under  the  roof. 

The  Night-blooming  Cerous,  Pcnioccrcus  grcggii,  inside  the 
patio  west  of  the  Headquarters  building,  produced  its  first  bloom 
of  the  year  during  the  evening  of  June  19.  For  the  benefit  of 
those  interested,  a  complete  record  of  the  time  element  of  the 
blossoming  is  included  horevrith.  The  green  leaves  opened  wide  at 
7:20  P.IU  follovred  by  the  cream  petals  v/hich  started  to  unfold  at 
7:34.   These  petals  had  opened  to  a  cup  shape  by  7|54  and  by  8:05 
the  loYfor  petals  had  begun  to  lie  out  flat.  The  flovrer  was 
completely  opened  by  8:25  P.I.!.,  and  stayed  open  approximately  12  hours. 
The  first  sign  of  fading  occurred  at  8:40  A.-',  v/hcn  some    of  the 
lovrcr  cream-colored  petals  became  slightly  ciscolorcd  and  began  to 
droop.   By  10:00  A, I.,  the  upper  petals  had  folded  up  i;7to  a  cup 
shape,  while  the  lower  ones  were  completely  discolored  and  v/ilted. 
The  entire  flower  closed  at  10*40  and  by  noon  xras   completely 
wilted, 

MORE  CEREUS  OBSERVATIONS 

A  grand  show  enjoyed  by  the  Casa  Grande  and  Headquarters 
personnel  and  "Doc"  and  Mrs,  Gipc  from  Coolidge  was  staged  on  the 
evening  of  July  5  when  the  Night-blooming  Cereus  plants  around  the 
residential  and  administration  areas  flowered.  Seven  of  the  eight 
plants  put  out  a  total  of  28  blossoms.  The  remaining  plant, 
directly  beneath  the  north  window  of  the  Casa  Grande  Custodian's 
office,  apparently  is  not  going  to  blossom  this  season. 

The  first  flower  to  open  was  on  the  plant  at  the  north  v/indcn.-r 
of  the  headquarters  office.   It  began  to  unfold  at  7:00  P. I:.,  about 
twenty  minutes  before  sundovm.   Other  plants  follovrod  in  short  order, 
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Gereus 


and  by  8:00  P.M.  all  blossoras  v;ore  well 
fragrance  pcrfuracd  the  air  about  the 
building.   Eleven  flov/crs  glorified  the 
courtyard  vrcst  of  the  headquarters  office 
that  produced  the  single  floT,TCr  on  the

fragile  v/hite  flovrers,  v:hile  naturalists  Stccn  and  Dodge,  aided  by 
"Goodie",  sot  up  a  complicated  string  of  v/iros  and  light  bulbs  and 
made  photographs.  In  the  bright  lights.  Goodie's  ivhitc  shirt 
attracted  a  horde  of  insects  that  crav/lcd  into  his  oars  and  dovm 
his  neck. 


In  addition  to  the  many  expressions  of  delight  over  the  beauty 
and  fragrance  of  the  blossoms,  the  following  comments  vrere  heard: 

"Isn't  it  interesting  that  such  a  drab,  inconspicuous  plant 
should  produce  such  large,  spectacular  and  fragrant  flovrers." 

"Why  should  seven  plants  ranging  in  size  and  age  V/ith  such  a 
v/idc  difference  of  location,  exposure,  and  moisture  conditions 
all  blossom  on  the  same  night?" 

'^^/'Diy  did  the  plant  v/est  of  the  office  put  out  one  flovvcr  on 
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June  19  and  save  all  the  rest  for  the  fifth  of  July?" 

Records  of  the  blossoming  dates  of  the  Cereus  plants  at  Casa  Grande 
National  Monviment  for  the  past  three  years  are  as  follows: 

July  18,  1935:   The  plant  in  the  patio  west  of  the  office  blooraed — 
four  large  blossoms.  They  were  not  fully  open  at  10:00  P. I.'.,  and  were 
closed  at  7:30  the  next  mornimg.  The  night  v;as  rainy.  D.S.Z, 

July  25,  1935:   The  small  specimen  30  feet  south  of  the  S.E, 
residence  bloomed.  Bio  som  fully  open  at  9:30  P.I.'.  Night  warm 
and  clear,  D.S,K, 

July  15,  1936:   Six  blossoms  opened  during  the  night  which  was 
hot  and  wiiidy.  Apparently  last  of  this  year's  crop,   J.D,-^, 

July  6,  1937:   The  first  blossoraLS  of  the  season  opened  on  the 
plant  to  the  rif;ht  of  the  path  to  the  Caca  Grande  just  outside  the 
gate,   J.D.E. 

NATURE  REPORTS  FROM  BANDELIER 

Among  the  cottonvfoods  and  boxelders  of  Frijoles  Canyon,  nesting 
birds  were  numerous  during  June,  A  nest  containing  four  young  robins, 
estimated  to  be  about  t\70  or  three  days  old,  was  found  on  Juno  7, 

Tvro  Long-crested  Jays,  just  learning  to  fly,  were  caught  and 
banded  on  June  11.  Another  family  of  these  jays  was  observed  on 
June  12, 

Chipmunks  became  so  numerous  about  the  Sholl^'-  residence  early 
in  the  month  that  they  constituted  a  domestic  problem.  With  tho 
aid  of  one  of  the  tvjo compartment  bird  traps,  George  captured 
fifteen  v/hich  he  transported  far  up  the  canyon  and  released.  How- 
ever, the  population  about  his  residence  did  not  appear  to  be  much 
decreased  and  a  second  deportation  was  planned, 

A  five  inch  Eastern  Brook  Trout,  returned  to  tho  waters  of 
Frijoles  Creek  by  a  fisherman,  was  observed  struggling  in  the  grasp 
of  a  15  inch  garter  snake.  The  snake  held  the  fish  just  behind  the 
pectoral  fins,  evidently  squeezing  as  hard  as  possible.  T^e 
struggling  fish  tossed  the  snake  about  but  tho  reptile  held  on 
relentlessly,  even  when  lifted  out  o:^  the  r^tream  by  the  observer. 
Attempting  to  escape  v;itb  its  proy,  the  snake  moved  back\7ard, 
feeling  about  for  a  path  vfith  the  tip  of  its  tail  and  throwing 
the  forward  loop  of  its  body  ivith  the  fish  in  its  mouth  back 
several  inches,  and  then  straightening  out  tail  first.  Apparently 
unable  to  find  a  safe  retreat,  it  released  its  hold  upon  the  fish 
and  glided  away.  The  fish,  returned  to  the  stream,  floated  off 
belly  up. 
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NATURE  REPORTS  FROM  B/ilIDELIER  (CONT) 

A  mediiim-sized  boar,  rather  ratty  in  appearance,  was  seen  over- 
turning rocks,  probably  in  search  of  insects,  on  a  yellow-pine  flat  along 
Frijoles  Creek  on  June  12,   It  was  a  brown  phase  of  the  black  bear. 

Numerous  cougar  tracks  were  noted  in  the  soft  mud  of  Frijoles 
Creek  on  June  12.  The  traks  were  observed  in  several  places  between 
the  vrcst  boundary  of  the  monument  and  the  Natural  Bridge, 

CPIACO  FLORA  By  Homer  P*  Hastings 

The  grov/th  of  vegetation  in  the  moni;u".:ent  vras  retarded  by  the  lack 
of  moisture  and  the  dry  winds  which  prevailed  until  the  last  few  days 
in  June.   Brown  patches  noy;  appear  where  an  unusually  heavy  growth  of 
vrild  mustard  has  gone  to  seed.  The  regular  crop  of  Russian  thistles 
is  just  beginning  to  come  up.  Primroses,  sand  puffs,  pcntstcmon,  and 
phacelia  arc  just  about  gone,  v/hilo  four  o^clock  and  jimson  weed  arc 
beginning  to  bloom.  The  fruit  of  the  yucca  (goose  apples  as  they  arc 
sometimes  called)  arc  full  formed  and  appear  to  be  larger  than  usual. 
Qno  which  vro  measured  had  a  diameter  of  one  and  one- half  inches 
and  a  length  of  three  inches. 

In  addition  to  the  plants  reported  last  monthj^  Lydium  pallidum 
(Vfolf  Berry)  and  Phacelia  ccrrulata  have  been  collected  and  identi- 
fied, Lycium  has~^cen  noted  at  several  places  in  the  monument. 
Some  of  it  was  started  by  the  Soil  Conservation  Service  and  some 
of  it  has  resulted  from  resecding  by  native  grovrth. 

Numerous  cottonwood  seedlings,  ivhich  were  started  by  the  S.C.S., 
arc  grovdng  in  the  washes  and  along  the  dikes  and,  if  tiicy  with- 
stand the  onslaughts  of  drouth  and  deluge,  they  will  soon  be  doing 
their  part  to  keep  this  monument  from  being  washed  away,

He  explained  the  banding 
reports  in  deccril  and  cleared  up  sovorai  difficulties.   His  help 
is  certainly  appreciated* 

We  made  several  trips  around  in  the  canyon  this  month  look- 
ing for  young  owls  and  crcrvv's.  We  found  several  last  year  nests,  but 
no  nestlings.  The  Gambel  Sparrovrs  have  gone.  Before  we  began 
trapping  birds,  there  vrero  hundreds  here  on  the  monument.  The 
Nevada  Red  Wing  vre  banded  is  the  only  one  we  have  seen  in  the 
Canyon,  He  stayed  around  all  day,  looking  quite  lonesome,  and 
watchod  me  bait  the  traps.   Finally  his  cXiriousity  got  the  better  of 
him*  The  mocking  birds  wake  us  every  morning  with  their  songs.  There 
arc  several  pairs  on  the  monument  and  they  sing  early  and  late.  So 
far  we  have  boon  unable  to  trap  thorn  so  we've  decided  to  change  the 
bait  in  our  traps. 

In  our  bird  manual  vre  7rcre  instructed  to  kill  all  shrikes  that  we 
found  destructive.  The  only  one  we  caught  was  such  a  spunky  fellow 
we  lost  our  nerve  and  turned  him  loose,  Tt/vo  English  sparrows  mot 
their  doom  before  we  could  get  them  out  of  the  trap.  We  have  seen 
several  young  shrikes  being  fed  by  their  parents  but  haven't  located 
any  nests.  We  watched  a  pair  of  Rock  Wrens  building  their  nest  in 
Pueblo  Bonito,  Before  they  had  finished,  repair  vj-ork  of  the  ruins 
was  started  and  the  wrens  deserted  their  nest.  No  doubt  they  thought 
the  neighborhood  too  noisy. 

It  v/as  quite  a  funny  sight  the  day  Mac  and  Homer  banded  the 
Say  Phoebes  for  me.  We  soon  discovered  that  we  had  v/aited  too  long, 
They^'werc  ready  to  fly  and,  when  v;c  tried  to  catch  them,  they 
scattered  in  all  directions,  Mac  put  his  hat  over  one  and  got  his 
hand  on  another;  Homer  follovred  one  thru  ti'/o  rooms  and  caught  him. 
One  we  lost  entirely.  We've  been  wondering  v'hat  sort  of  bait  to  use 
to  trap  a  say  Phoebe,  They  are  quite  numerous  in  Pueblo  Benito  and 
along  the  base  of  Threatening  Rock,

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NOTES  FROM  CAIfY"OM  DE  CHELLY 

On  returning  from  a  trip  to  the  monuments  on  June  23,  the  custo- 
dian encountered  a  skunk  ambling  across  the  sand  on  the  floor  of  the 
Canyon,  The  beautifully  striped  animal  vras  apparently  not  alarmed 
at  the  approach  of  the  car  and  unhurriedly  made  his  way  into  the 
willows  at  the  side  of  the  wash.  This  is  believed  to  be  the  first 
skunk  record  from  this  monument. 

While  on  a  trip  to  Mummy  Cave,  Sally  and  Bill  Lippincott  dis- 
covered two  infant  rats  (or  mice)  which  had  been  set  upon  by  a  horde 
of  ants«  Removing  the  ants  with  some  difficulty,  the  rescuers 
looked  about  vfithout  succeB'S  for  the  nest  from  vrhieh  the  youngsters 
had  been  driven,  Sally  decided  to  adopt  the  refugees  and  has  made 
a  home  for  thorn  with  cotton  batting  in  a  hot-water-bottle  hoated 
box.  She  foods  them  evaporated  milk  regularly  with  a  m.edicinc 
dropper  which  thoy  have  come  to  accept  eagerly.   In  honor  of  the 
custodian,  they  have  been  named  John  and  Will  respectively  until  such 
time  as  thoy  die  or  indicate  that  tho  name  or  names  be  inappropriate,

WILDLIFE  AT  EL  MORRO  By  Robert  R,  Budlong 

The  young  Goldon  Eaglo  seems  about  ready  to  leave  the  nest  and  a 
daily  inspection  is  made  to  sec  if  the  youngster  has  taken  his  first 
venture  from  heme,  Tho  young  owls  mentioned  in  the'  May  report  arc 
doing  well  and  visitors  find  them  of  considerable  interest,  Hovrevor, 
as  they  grov^r  up  it  v/as  cither  a  case  of  moving  them  outside  in  order 
to  have  room  for  the  custodian  and  HCTVP,  or  of  our  moving,  Tho 
,cfwls  now  dv/ell  outside. 

One  dark  night  during  the  month  somctliing  was  heard  to  fall  from  1he 
cliff  -with  a  dull  thud  and  an  investigation  next  morning  resulted  in  ihc 
finding  of  a  porcupine  that  was  responsible.  Porky  vras  buried,  but 
quins  remaining  where  ho  fell  interest  the  visitors,  many  8f  whom  have 
never  seen  a  porcupine. 

During  the  month  the  don  of  a  wild  domestic  cat  was  found  and 
three  kittens  properly  disposed  of,  though  tiro  more  arc  thought  to  bo 
roaming  the  monument,  one  of  them  being  the  mother  cat.  What  little 
wildlife  we  have  is  growing  very  tamo — tho  rabbits  and  doves  get 
in  the  way  on  the  trails  and  have  to  bo  coaxed  to  move  to  one  sido 
in  order  tlmt  visitors  may  pass. 
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OBSERVATIONS  FROM  MOMEZUIAA  Ci^TLE  By  Earl  Jackson 

TVelve  new  plants  were  pressed  for  herbariimi  specimens.  Thirteen 
mounted  herbarium  specimens  were  received  back  from  Western  Museum 
Laboratories.  They  certainly  do  a  swell  job  of  it. 

On  May  27  we  saw  a  collared  lizzard  near  the  extreme  southeastern 
boundary  of  the  mon\;ment«  These  lizards  are  rare  in  the  monument. 
They  are  quite  spectacular  and  are  noted  for  their  cannibalistic 
tendencies.   On  Juno  4  the  skull  of  a  Black-tailed  Rattlesnake 
(Crotalus  molassus)  wa^  cleaned,  and  I  attempted  to  mount  it.  Un- 
fortunatcly,  the  party  who  brought  in  the  skull  had  damaged  it  so 
the  exhibit  did  not  work  out. 

On  June  10  I  saw  bees  starting  to  svrarm  on  a  lodge  about  40  foot 
above  ground  just  west  of  the  Castle.  They  didn't  liko  this  location 
so  advanced  about  three  yards  down  tho  cliff.  Here,  at  1:10  P.Ii,, 
thoy  started  a  now  huddle.  By  2:15  the  swarm  was  complete  covering 
an  area  of  rock  equal  to  about  three  and  a  half  square  feet.  They  were 
still  in  this  swarm  as  late  as  10:12  A.M.  the  following  day.  Then  at 
2:00  P.M.,  after  this  sT;arm  had  broken  up,  a  new  swarm  about  the  size 
of  a  man's  head  had  formed  a  short  distance  av/ay.  We  never  found  what 
site  the  bees  selected.  A  few  days  lat^r,  on  June  20,  vrc  sav:  a  dense 
cloud  of  bees  a  couple  hundred  feet  oast  and  suppose  they  were  pro- 
paring  to  swarm.  Wo  savr  them  because  a  strong  wind  carried  them 
right  into  tho  midst  of  a  party  of  visitors  to  whom  we  v;crc  talking. 

Ed.  Alberts  sav;-  a  large  bullsnakc  on  June  11.  just  in  front  of 
the  castle.  This  vras  the  first  big  one  wc  had  scon  this  summer  on 
tho  monument ,  Wo  think  it  may  be  one  of  our  big  pots  of  last  year# 
On  Juno  18  Betty  saw  the  first  muskrat  wc  havc  over  soon  here  on 
Beaver  Creek.  She  couldn't  identify  it,  but  affirmed  that  it  was  of 
a  small  variety.  Visitors  are  making  comments  about  hov:  tame  our 
Ground  Gray  Squirrels  are  becomdng.  And  we  notice  that  the  Cotton- 
tail rabbits  are  becoming  very  tame  around  our  house,  YJe  never 
step  out  the  door  before  8:00  A.I.i.  but  v/hat  we  see  at  least  one  rabbit 
near  a  door  step,  and  frequently  they  will  stand  six  or  eight  feet 
away  and  unconcernedly  nibble  grass  while  keeping  an  eye  on  us. 

Very  fev/  garter  snakes  have  been  seen  here  this  year.  This 
morning,  June  24,  we  saw  a  three  foot  specimen  in  tho  yard. 

We  received  instructions  and  photographs  from  Headquarters 
during  the  month  for  the  use  of  demonstration  ant  nests.  Wo  made 
one  out  of  moulding  plaster  and  some  old  rlass  on  hand  at  a  total 
cost  of  about  fifty  cents.

Tho  birds  seen  on  the  monument  in  Jmio   -wore:  Arizona  Cardinal, 
Yollow-billod  Cuckoo,  Mourning  Dotto,  House  Finch,  Rod-shafted  Flicker, 
Ash-throatod  Flycatcher,  Vermilion  Flycatcher,  Cooper  Hav/k,  Desert 
Sparrow  Hawk,  Trcganza  Blue  Horon,  Black-ohinnod  Hummingbird,  Kill- 
deer,  Arkansas  Kingbird,  Cassin  Kingbird,  American  Merganser,  Western 
Mockingbird,  Texas  Nighthawk,  Arizona  Hooded  Oriole,  Phainopopla, 
Black  Phoebe,  Say  Phoebe,  Gambol  Quail,  Road  Runner,  Whito-rumpod  Shrike, 
Desert  Black-throated  Sparrow,  Cliff  Swallow,  Hopatic  Tanagor,  Western 
Tanager,  Crissal  Thrachor,  Turkey  Vulture,  Lucy  ITarblcr,  Sonera  Ycllavf 
Yfarblcr,  Cactus  Woodpecker,  Baird-Be^Tick  Wron,  Canyon  Tfren  and 
House  Wron» 

Tho  Texas  Nighthav/ks  are  back  again  this  year*  There  are  about 
six  of  them  that  arrived  May  25,  I  haven't  located  the  Hummingbird's 
nest  this  year,  but  tiYico  I  have  seen  him  hovering  over  the  crook, 
then  darting  away  into  the  trees  west  of  the  tent. 

I  got  all  excited  on  Ltiy  31  at  seeing  a  Phainopepla  here*  They 
are  not  supposed  to  get  up  to  this  altitude,  according  to  Bailey, 
till  after  the  breeding  season*  I  had  never  soon  one  before.  He  was 
in  the  top  of  a  Sycamore  over  tho  croek^  circling  out  every  ncnw  and 
thon  after  an  insect  and  showing  his  parkings  very  plainly.  While 
I  was  watching  him,  I  heard  a  great  chattering  and  Mrs,  Flicker 
arrived  at  home  with  some  food,  I  saw  at  least  four  little  heads 
craning  out.  They  have  probably  flo\-m  by  now,  though  I  havon*t  seen 
thorn,  but  there  is  another  family  cf  young  ones  now  in  a  tree  west  of 
tho  museum.  In  the  next  tree  aro  some  yoiing  Cactus  TJ'oodpockers  in  a 
nest  about  half  as  high  up  as  the  one  I  saw  last  year— only  about  25 
foot  above  tho  ground. 

Poor  Mrs*  Say  Phoobo  is  getting  old  and  nervous,  I*m  aftaid^ 
After  settling  over  our  front  door  again,  as  I  mentioned  Id  1  ..y, 
she  didn't  have  the  courage  to  rociain  on  her  eggs  while  anyone  was 
aroimd.  She  i:iadq  attempts  up  to  about  Jimc  5  but  since  then  she's 
only  been  back  occasionally,  perhaps  just  to  rest.  Her  four  eggs  are 
all  groyish  and  spoiled* 

The  Hepatic  Tanager  was  first  seen  on  Juno  15  by  Norman  and  has 
been  around  ever  since*  He's  not  easy  to  sec  like  his  cousin,  the 
Western  Tanagor,  who  is  conspicuous  and  proud  of  it* 

I  am  jealous   of  Ii/trs,  Caywood  for  her  discovery  of  a  road- 
runner's  nest*     I' don't  seem  to  be  ablo  to  see  grovmd  nests*     I*vo 
himtod  and  himtod     and  still  haven't  fomid  even  a  quail  nest,   and  wo 
have  at  least  15  fcnilics   of  Quail* 

Tho  Vorrallion  Flycatcher  was  at  last  seen  on  Jvmo   1,     I've  been 
awaiting  his   arrival  for  tv:o  months* 
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BIRDS  AT  MONTEZUllA  CASTLE  (CONT) 

On  June  15  I  v;atched  a  killdeer  go  through  the  queerest  antics.  I 
•was  s-wiiraning  in  the  creek,  I  sv/am  to  about  ten  feet  from  where  he  . 
•was  standing  on  the  shore  before  he  saw  me»  Then,  instead  of  flying, 
he  began  to  chatter  his  bill  as  he  let  out  a  high  soft  -whistle  and, 
apparently  shivering  all  over,  he  turned  his  back  to  me,  stopped  a 
few  paces  away,  then  settled  in  a  hollow  between  some  rocks*  Aftor 
staying  there  about  a  minute  in  silence,  he  started  his  chatter  again, 
got  up  on  very  shaky  logs  and  moved  off  a  little  farther.  He  repeated 
the  whole  thing  several  times   only  moving  about  three  feet  between 
hollows.  When  ho  thought  he  was  at  a  safe  distance,  he  let  out  his 
chs^racteristic  scream  and  flow  on  down  stream  a  little  way* 

On  June  22  Norman  called  mc  out  to  see  the  Cuckoo  v^hich  we  have 
heard  for  about  three  weeks  but  haven't  seen.  That  same  day  Ed  saw 
a  family  of  quail— about  a  dozen  little  ones  so  tiny  that  thoy  stumbled 
every  now  and  then.  They  vj-crc  about  two  or  three  inches  long» 

'There  is  a  young  mockingbird  on  the  monument  and  several  young 
mourning 'doves.  The  kingbird  babies  in  the  nest  above  the  syzygy  are 
about,  ready  to  fly  now  too,  Tho" "merganser  young  ones  are  almost  the 
size  of  their  mother  now,  and  all  ton  doing  nicely, 

I  haven't  seen  any  baby  House  Finches,  but  one  family  is  starting 
a  second  brood  and  I  saw  another  pair  courting  today.  The  bird  I've 
boon  calling  Rocky  Mt,  Orango-cro\'iniod  YiTarblcr  is  not  one.  He  lacks  the 
ycllov/ish  undcrparts.  Ho  is  more  like  a  Lucy  Warbler,  but  still  doesn't 
quite  fit  in  the  marking  at  the  oyc» 

In  doing  the  road  v/ork  they  had  to  take  out  a  medium-sized 
"Soaptrec"  Tucca,  vrhich  wc  transplanted  into  our  back  yard  "garden", 
I  don't  knoviT  what  she  gets  there,  but  every  morning  the  female  Arizona 
Hooded  Oriole  pecks  around  in  and  under  its  leaves  while  the  male 
talks  to  himself  in  a  nearby  mosquito  or  greascwood. 

TONTO  TALES  By  Roland  Richcrt 

This  ranger  vras  appropriately  initiated  into  the  reputedly  wild 
environs  of  Tonto  on  the  night  of  Jime  6  v/hcn  h6  was  av/akenod  by  a 
"blood- freezing  scream  cninating  from  the  canyon,  possibly  100  yards 
above  the  spring.  Five  cr  six  successive  shrieks  were  hoard, and  then 
all  was  quiet.  If "vrc  may  believe  the  many  reports  regarding  the 
scream  of  a  cougar,  pcrhops  the  mountain  lion  that  provfls  hero 
periodically  was  making  his  initial  visitation,  I  have  honrd  the  same 
soimd  on  subsequent  occasions  but  each  time  it  has  been  at  a 
considerable  distance. 
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TOOTO  TAIES    (COIJT) 

Virtually  all  flowers  have  blossomed  ahd  are  either  bearing  or  have 
borne  fr.uit»  Tv^o   notable  exceptiono  are  the  agave  or  Century  Plant  and 
the  Sotol  which  arc  now  in  full  bloom. 

Birds  are  very  abundant  on  the-iiomment,  especially  Gambol  Quail. 
It  is  a  common  sight  to  observe  a  pair  of  r.idults  leading  a  family  of 
from  cix   to  15  chicks  in  search  of  food.   Other  birds  noted  at  random 
aro:   Desert-  Blaclrthroated  Sparrow,  •■l&rdinal,  oriole,  .ren,  vireo, 
raven,  flycatcher,  kinguird,  dove,  hiramingbird,  and  roadrunnor,

Tracks  of  a  small  boar  have  been  seen  several  times  by  loggers 
at  work  just  across  the  cojiyon.  An  old  mountain  lion  has  killed  several

BIRD  NOTES  FROM  TUI/iACACORI   »  By  Gordon  Gilbert  Philp 

Within  the  limits  of  the  monument,  no  one  bird  seems  to  bo 
espooially  abundant   that  is,  omitting  the  species  which  may,  for  one 
reason  or  another,  cofiO  in  for  a  short  time.  For  example,  tho  Band- 
tailed  Pigeons  were  seen  in  largo  numbers  one  m.orning  recently.  Ex- 
cept upon  one  other  occasion,  I  have  not  seen  a  single  bird  of  this 
species  upon  the  groimds.  The " Phainopepla  is  perhaps  here  in  greater 
numbers  than  any  other  variety;  the  Arizona  Cardinal  and  Gila 
Vfoodpccker'  running  a  close  socond  and  third. 

Offering  a  noticeable  contrast  with  Casa»  Grande  is  tho  scarcity 
of  Western  Mourning  Doves,  The  Western  PHiito-wingcd  fills  the  gap  in 
this  family.  However,  this  last  is  not  common  upon  the  monument— they 
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prefer  the  shade  and  seclusion  of  the  wooded  area  along  the  Santa  Cruz 
River,  A  time  or  two  while  vralking  in  the  north  east  corner  of  the 
monument,  the  smallest  of  the  dove  tribe  has  flashed  before  me.  This 
species,  the  tiny  Mexican  Ground  Dove,  was  found  nesting  within  one 
hundred  yards  of  the  east  boundary.  The  nest  is  situated  some  four 
feet  from  the  ground  and  is  typical  of  this  order  of  birds~a  small, 
almost  flat,  frail,  loosely  constructed  mass. 

The  gaudjT-  little  Vermilion  Flycatcher  may  be  seen  at  *most  any  time 
of  the  day  and  the  utterance  of  the  male  often  heard  through  the  night. 
I  was  fortimate  enough  to  see  the  start  of  a  nest  built  by  this  species. 
While  I  v/atched,  the  male  bird  took  no  part  in  the  construction  work* 
The  female  took  parts  of  three  days  to  complete  her  task.  The  after- 
noon of  the  third  day  sho  was  observed  sitting  upon  the  nest,  apparently 
laying.  On  inspecting  the  clutch  of  eggs  five  days  later,  a  fourth  and 
larger  egg  was  very  much  in  evidence.  The  little  flycatchers  had  been 
victimized  by  the  parasitical  cov/bird, 

Lucy  Warblers  arc  about  'most  all  the  time.  A  nest  of  this  species 
was  found  in  a  most  unusual  place,  or  I  should  say,  the  young;  for  the 
nest  was  built  by  another  bird.  The  va-oodpeckers,  at  some  time  or  other, 
had  hollowed  out  the  end  of  a  1  x  6  beam  still  used  in  the  roof  con- 
struction. Here  in  the  old  site  of  a  past  dweller,  this  warbler  has 
chosen  to  raise  its  young.  It  is  an  unkempt,  dirty  site,  not  at  all 
like  most  locations  chosen  ty   this  bird. 

Palmer  Thrashers  hero  arc  the  most  abundant  of  the  family.   Often 
through  the  day  this  bird  is  heard  giving  its  shrill,  spirited  whistle, 
Occassionally  a  Crissal  Thrasher  is  seen.  At  close-by  Aliso  Spring, 
birds  aro  particularly  varied  and  abundant.   Of  mentionable  interest 
wcro  the  variety  of  Tyrant  flycatchers  recorded.  Within  an  hour^s  time 
six  species  wcro  counted;   Arizona  Crostcd,  Ash-Throated,  Olivaceous, 
Western  Wood  Peewee,  Beardless,  and  Vermilion,  Adding  to  this  the  Say 
Phoebe,  among  others  fovind  on  the  monument,  we  have  a  sizeable  list  of 
these  birds.  There  is  alwSrys  a  thrill  av/aiting  him  v>rho  follows  Nature; 
there  is  always  mere  to  see,  to  learn,  I  had  my  first  glimpse  of  the 
fast-becoming-rare  Scaled  Quail,  A  pair  v/ere  observed  in  their  chosen 
dry,  arid  environment,  not  far  from  the  monument, 

_The  monument  is  of  such  small  size  that  the  follov;ing  list  of  birds 
observed  within  its  ten  acres  does  not  adequately  represent  the  avifauna 
of  Santa  Cruz  Valley;  Crow,  Western;  Cov^rbird  (probably  dwarf);  Chat,  long- 
tailed;  Cardinal,  Arizona;  Dove,  Mexican  G;*ound;  Dove,  Western  Mourning; 
Dove,  Western  White-winged;  Flycatcher,  Arizona  Crested;  Flycatcher,  Ver- 
milion; Flycatcher,  Ash-throated; 'Finch,  House;  Flicker,  Red-shafted; 
Hawk,  Desert  Sparrow;  Mockingbird,  Western;  Nighthawk,  Texas;  Oriole,  Ariz:, 
Hooded;  Pigeon,  Band-tailed;  Pyrrhuloxia,  Arizona;  Phoebe,  Say;  Phaino- 
pepla;  Raven,  Whito-neckcd  (possibly  American  );  Towhee,  Canyon;  Thrasher; 
Vulture,  Black;  Vulture,  Turkey;  verdin;  wren;  woodpecker;  and  Lucy  Warbler,

Perhaps  a  discussion  of  museums  is  out  of  place  on  a  scientific 
program,  but  I  do  not  believe  it  is  for  there  is  hardly  a  Southwestern 
anthropologist  who  is  not  connected  v.dth  a  museum  of  some  kind — 
university,  state,  national  park,  or  private • 

A  museum  is  a  place  v;here  the  finds  of  anthropology  should  be 
interpreted  to  the  public.  A  museiAm  should  be  like  the  conclusion 
of  a  scientific  book  where  the  results  of  research  arc  sumiAod  up 
and  not,  as  in  the  body  of  the  book,  v;hcre  i-^ll  the-  evidence  is 
presented^  The  evidence  must  be  lcna\-m,  of  course,  and  placed  v/hore 
it  may  be  seen  by  any  person  who  wishes.  There  arc  very  fcr;  museums 
like  this, 

iinthropological  museums  are  divided  into  two  groups:  those 
that  present  anthrolopog^r  as  art;  and  those  that  present  anthropology 
as  science •  The  first  group  exhibit:;  archaeology  and  ethnclogj''  as 
art,  and  in  that  they  seem  to  be  much  more  succeesful,  as  museums, 
than  the  second  group.   Only  the  best  and  finest  objects  are  cxhi.bitcd, 
usually  in  tastefully  chosen  settings  that  enhance  their  beauty  and 
interest.  The  scientific  museums,  on  the  other  hand,  tend  to  show 
all  their  material,  good  and  bad  alike,  poorly  arranged  and  vj-ith 
uninteresting  backgroimds. 

It  is  scientific  anthropological  exhibits  for  the  public  that 
we  are  particularly  conccrnod  v/ith  here.  Museums  of  anthropology, 
one  of  the  oldest  classes  of  museums,  have  been  excessively  slow  to 
profit  by  nev:  museum  methods,  especially  in  the  United  States,   In 
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rocont  yoors,  art  museums,  natural  history  muscmus,  end  nci-^nco  and 
industry  museums  have  outdistanced  anthropology  and  history  ii:Uccur.o 
in  pleasing  and  instructive  presentation  of  material*  They  are  em- 
ploying the  mcs  t  up-to-date  methods. 

A  good  museum  exhibit  of  any  kind,  whether  one  case  or  a  gallery, 
should  tell  a  story,  or,  in  other  words,  present  a  few  definite  and 
clearly  expressed  ideas,  and  only  a  few.  It  is  impossible  for  a 
museum  visiter  to  abso.o  in  the  short  time  at  his  disposal  very 
much  information,  but  if  he  goes  avray  enriched  with  a  few  clearly 
defined  ideas,  then  he  has  not  v>rastcd  his  time. 

As  I  was  going  around  in  a  largo  eastern  museum,  where  there  vrero 
endless  cases  full  of  objects,  I  noticed  an  ordinary  man  and  woman. 
The  T/oman  v/as  obviously  bored,  but  her  husband  was  intently  study- 
ing every  case.  Finally  said  she,  "Henry,  if  you  stop  to  look  at 
everything,  wo^ll  never  get  out  of  hcrei"  This  sentiment  expresses 
perfectly  the  spirit  of  most  archaeology  and  ethnology  exhibits— a 
multiplicity  of  objects. 

Let  us  take  the  SouttoTost  as  an  example.   Of  course,  it  is 
needless  to  remark  that  Southv:estcrn  archaeology  has  made  great  strides 
and  we  novr   have  a  sequence  of  vrall  defined  cultural  periods, 
practically  all  dated.  Even  a  fcv/  musouir.s  realize  this,  and  they 
exhibit  in  sequence  the  objects  of  material  culture  from  Basket 
Maker  through  Pueblo  IV,    or  Pioneer  through  Classic  Hohokam,  Un- 
fortunately, to  the  general  public,  these  objects  all  look  about 
the  same,  except  perhaps  the  pottery  which  looks  different  from 
period  to  period.  Take  Pueblo  III  for  example.   To  a  Southwestern 
archaeologist  it  immediately  brings  up  ideas  like  this:   "1100  to 
1300  A,D.;  large  Pueblos — 'TJupatki,  Betatakin,  Aztec,  Pueblo  Bonito, 
Cliff  Palace;  finely  m.ade  pottery  with  great  local  variation;  dis- 
tribution less  extensive  than  in  Pueblo  II;  kivas  and  development  of 
religion;  beginning  of  complex  social  organization;  abrupt  ending 
caused  by  great  drought  of  1275  to  1299,"  We  forget  that  the  public 
does  not  know  all  that  this  period  designation  means  to  us  and  con- 
sequently any  intended  time  sequence  is  lost  and  the  exhibit  appears 
flat  and  lacking  in  perspective,  Dv;cllings,  religious  life,  social 
evolution  and  other  intangible  evidence,  etc,  are  not  there.   It  is 
this  lack  of  time  perspective  that  makes  archaeological  exhibits  so 
dull  from  the  vis  iter *s  point  of  view,  yet  is  the  very  thing  archaeolo- 
gists are  striving  to  bring  out, 

I  represent  the  general  public  in  search  of  knowledge  vrhen  I 
look  at  exhibits  of  the  archaeology' of  Middle  and  South  America, 
Europe,  Greece,  Egypt,  and  the  East,  and  China,   One  knows  from  the 
literature  that  a  great  deal  of  research  has  been  undertaken,  and 
chronologies  and  sequences  of  cultural  periods  have  been  established 
in  many  parts  of  the  v/orld,  but  it  is  practically  impossible  to  find 
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a  nusGun  wlicrc  such  finds  arc   interpreted  intelligently.,  if  at  all* 
One  of  the  1  ^jt  oxaiaples,  is  the  ncv;  National  Liuscma  in  Copenhagen* 
Here  the  pr--"."  story  and  history  of  Dennafk  ic   sot  forth  fron  the  end 
of  the  Old  V.  .-^ne  Ago  through  Llaglomosian,  Kitchen  Hidden,  Ncolithi,c, 
Bronze,  Cel-i';  Iron,  Roi.iar.  Iron,  Migration,,  Viking,  German, and 
Historic  Periods  to  the  19th  Century.   /ift:r  looking  at  this 
splendid  ci.bijit,  one  can  understand  the  present  dcy   culture  of 
Denmark,  c\'cn  though  all  labels  arc  in  Danish, 

Another  fine  nuseun  Which , though  devoted  on3. ,'  to  history,  is 
v/orth  of  enulation,  is  the  Hause  don  Rlioinishchon  1.  Iria.t  in  Cologne* 
Here  the  history  of  the  Rhino  Valley  is  excellently  :t;rcated  according 
to  various  subjects — the  historical  and  political  developraent  of  the 
Rhinoland,  the  Church  and  Church  estates,  the  Rhenish  city  and  its 
people,  the  Rhenish  peasantry,  and  Comncrce  and  Industry, 

The  third  example  is  the  neiv  Hall  of  the  Natural  Hn.'^tory  of  Ilan, 
at  the  /iKiorican  Muscion  of  Natural  history,  vmich  depiG-L--j  in  a  very 
simple  but  comprehensive  manner  the  phy:::'.cal  evclutio:-  of  man.  This 
exhibit  is  soucwhat  like  the  Deutsches  Hygiene  Mu  'cr"i  in  Dresden  which 
is  devoted  to  Human  Physiology* 

In  the  museums  vhich  arc  the  most  interesting  and  i:^ struct ivc 
one  finds  simple,  v/ell  thought-out  exhibits »  carefully  la'ucled, 
extensively  amplified  v;ith  chstrts,  maps,  diagrams,  and  models, 
used  in  connection  vrith  carefully  selected  ri'.terial.   In  shov^ing  a 
sequence  of  objects  or  cultures,  it  is  the  diff cro-j.oes,  and  not 
the  likenesses,  vj'hich  arc  the  most  significant* 

One  eastern  university  museum  maintains  that  it  is  not  faced  ^li-'-'' 
the  same  problems  as  ordinary  public  nuscui.is,  and  that  it  is  proper 
for  them  to  exhibit  all  their  material  so  that  the  students  or  i  .ct-u"'/ 
it.   If  carefully  prepared  exhibits,  no  m.-.^ttcr  on  v;hat  minu..:.    '::  ■^ 
of  anthropology,  Y;-crc  available,  I  believe  students  as  v;cll  as  i  u^-i  ' 
would  profit  by  it*  Such  exhibits  should,  of  conrsQ,   be  aar/;\.cnt«:id. 
v:ith  easily  available  study  collections*  ;  , 

In  fact,  a  university  museum  is  an  opportunity  for  any  •  :  '.:  r  ;- 
pology  department.  By  encouraging  advanced  students  to  proj..ro 
synoptic  exhibits  on  any  phase  of  the  subject,  the  nuseion  mi:'.;ht 
build  up  a  fine  series  of  exhibits  on  its  research  problem.s*  I.I,.,ny 
good  students,  vrho  from  lack  of  opportunity  trill  never  be  able  to 
be  field  archaeologists,  can  find  positions  in  the  vast  number  of  mu- 
seums springing  up  in  the  country — every  city,  tot.Ti,  county,  aad  st  '.c 
must  have  them.  Many  of  these  local  museums  are  boing  run  by  pooo^o 
who  have  not  the  slightest  conception  of  v;hat  a  good  exhibit  sliovJ-"'  '.  . 
Certainly  a  good  exhibit  ivould  be  \^orth  as  m.uch  as  a  toiTn.  prpor  i'rc  ' 
a  student,  and  requires  as  much  research*  Also  a  muscologist  \   i'V 
good  anthropological  knov:ledgc  is  better  than  a  jobless  anthr.  '  ' 
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In  concluding,  I  wish  to  say  that  as  anthropologists  vra  should    *■ 
take  the  trouble  to  interpret  to  the  layman  v/hat  y;o  loarn  through 
the  dark  and  devious  vrays   of  research.  By  noans  of  xccry  sinple,  clear 
exhibits   carefully  labeled  and  augmented  vrith  charts  and  diagrams, 
the  most  intricate  problems  can  bo  successfully  "put  over",  remember- 
ing all  the  while  that  the  differences  arc  noro  in^-^ortant  than  the 
obvious  likenesses.  We  should  raakc  an  effort  to  present  the  anthro-

THAT  CHACO  '>{OC\i  AGA\h\

There  has  been  some  discussion  concerning  the  name  of  the  por- 
tion of  cliff  which  threatens  to  fall 'on  Pueblo  Bonito  in  Chaco 
Canyon,  Neil  If,  Judd,  of  the  U.  S.  National  Museum,  notably  dislikes 
our  name  noiT  in  use^  "Threatening  Rock"#  Tfe  agree  v;ith  LIr,  Judd  that 
there  is  no  need  to  change  a  local  ncjno  which  is  in  wide  us  cage  by  the 
Uavajos  of  the  region.   On  a  recent  trip  to  Chaco  Canyon,  Park  Naturalist 
Dale  S,  King  interviewed  sevcro,l  Navajos  to  get  the  Navajo  name  and  the 
literal  translation.  His  informants  agreed  with  several  published 
references,  calling  the  rock,  "Tse  oi*  hania"  (Rock  braced).  There- 
fore, it  seems  that  wo  should  change  the  name  xrc   use  to  "Braced  Rock" 
or  "Propped  Rock",  What  do  ilr.  Judd  and  the  men  in  the  field  think  of 
this  suggestion^ 

SKEirfOM  fOUjND/Vf  BAjNOEIIEK:

On  the  morning  of  J\mc  27,  1938,  Temporary  Park  Rangers  Tommy 
Onstott  and  Jamos  Spuhlcr  made  a  trip  to  the  Otcayi  Section  of 
Bandolier  National  llonumcnt  to  recover  a  skeleton  that  had  been  roportod 
by  a  visitor  to  the  monument  on  June  25,  1938,  The  report  was  sub- 
stantiated on  the  26th  by  Custodian  Harkins  and,  as  the  upper  portion 
of  the  skeleton  vras  fully  exposed  to  the  elements,  the  Custodian  dircotod 
that  the  bones  be  removed  and  preserved. 

Excavation  revealed  that  the  body  had  not  boon  inhumed,  but  that 
tho  man  had  met  an  accidental  death  v/hcn  caught  in  a  small  landslide, 
A  tuffaccous  boulder,  some  75  cubic  feet  in  volume,  had  apparently 
struck  do\m  tho  Indian  at  a  point  about  65  feet  doTm  the  talus  from 
the  southernmost  extension  of  the  mesa  just  v/est  of  Otcr^ri   ruin  and 
north  of  tho  Los  Alamos  Ranch  School's  Camp  Hamilton.  Tho  position 
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of  the  bones  indicato  that  tho  Indian  had,  upon  analyzing  his  prc- 
dica--^iit,  turned  to  fa6c  the  falling  boulder  and,  with  arras  outstretched 
to  vrard  off 'Its  course,  had  been  crushed  to  death,  A  sriallor  tuffacoous 
boulder  checlcod  tho  do\-m\'/ard  path  of  tho  killing  rock  and  held  it 
stationed  directly  over  the  body* 

Death  probably  resulted  fron  shock  resulting  fron  a  back  broken 
in  tho  lumbar  region,  a  crushed  thorasic  cavity  (nine  of  tho  left  ribs 
vrcrc  broken),  snashed  i rental  and  facial  region  and  t\/Vo  broken  ulnae. 

Although  the  volcanic  ash  surrounding  the  body  was  carefully 
screened,  a  nunbcr  of  tho  snallcr  bones  v/cre  not  recovered.  All  the 
nandibular  incisors,  the  leader  right  third  uolar,  and  the  naxillary 
central  incisors  are  nissing.  Other  nissing  parts  include  all  the 
bones  of  both  right  and  left  hands  and  wrists,  the  left  clavicle,  six 
cervical  vertebrae,  and  the  bones  of  the  left  foot  excepting  the 
calcaniun.  Probably  sono  of  the  nissing  bones  could  have  been  recovered 
by  rcnoving  norc  ash  fron  beneath  the  larger  bouldc  r  cf  tuff*  Hcrwever, 
this  procedure  would  have  endangered  the  balance  oi  the  rock*  Tho  loss 
of  a  nunbcr  of  siialler  bones  nay  be  attributed  to  pack  rats  as  nunerous 
signs  of  these  aniinals  were  observed* 

No  naterial  of  a  cultural  nature  v;as  associated  with  the  skeleton, 
but  the  general  appearance  of  the  renains  indicate  no  very  great 
passage  of  tine* 

The  skeleton  has  been  sized,  packed,  and  is  being  preserved 
at  the  Bandolier  LIuseun* 

Note:   /jfter  the  above  had  been  written,  Dr,  E.  B.  Renaud  of  the 
University  of  Denver  Anthropology  Department  exaninod  the  slcull  of 
this  skeleton  and  sexed  it  as  a  nale  about  40  years  old,

is  norc  effective  than  "marine  fossils";  "400  years  before 
Colianbus"  cojnmands  more  attention  than  1092;  etc.  At  first 
I  tried  to  divide  a  story  into  several  statements  placed  on 
consecutive  labels.  Later  I  came  to  believe  that  the  story 
could  be  told  on  one  lalEl  7irit|r  better  results.  Vandalism  is 
more  effectively  checked  by  calling  attention  to  the  thought- 
lessness of  others,  instead  of  threatening  punishment.  Be- 
cause visitors  are  attracted  to  Tralnut  Canyon  by  the  cliff 
dwellings,  the  information  given  at  first  vras  concerned  only 
with  archeology  and  elihnobotany.  But  so  many  visitors  asked 
questions  about  other  subjects,  I  began  to  label  everything 
that  soemed  to  be  of  interest, 

HAVE  YOU  I^M   ADDITIONAL  SUGGESTIONS  j^JTO  COl'^ffiNTS? 

1,  and  2«  The  most  important  need  when  installing  or  maintaining 
a  nature  trail  is  development  of  a  technique  v/hcrcby  an  ordinary 
ranger  may  quickly  and  cheaply  make  attractive  labels.  Then 
it  would  bo  possible  to  experiment  morc-v;ith  phraseology,  and 
additional  labels  could  be  secured  as  needed  v/ithout  having  to 
wait  for  preparation  at  a  distance.

were  used  as  food  while  the  twigs  were  used  in  coarse  basketry 
and  for  ceremonial  purposes.  Some  Indians  powder  the  dried

borrios  to  mako  a  lotion  for  smallpox.   Of  the  four  v/oods  burnod 
in  Hopi  kivas,  this  is  one* 

PIFYON  PINE  (Pinus  cdulis)  In  good  years  the  seeds  vrovo   impor- 
tant as  food.  Pitch  from  Pinyon  trocs  vras  used  for  medicinal 
purposes,  for  waterproofing  pottery  and  baskets,  for  attaching 
arrow  points  to  shafts,  etc.   The  scars  on  this  Pinyon  Pino  v/cro 
caused  by  a  porcupine, 

BROAD  LEAF  YUCCA  (Yucca  baccata)  The  leaves  were  shredded  and 
the  fibres  made  into  baskets,  sandals,  cordage,  etc.  A  strip  of 
leaf  with  end  cho\'>rcd  v/as  a  brush  for  painting  pottery.  Fruits  and 
seeds  vj-ore  oaten,  and  the  latter  used  as  beads.  Roots  were  used 
as  soap. 

The  plant  hanging  from  the  lodge  ovorhoad  is  a  DRY  FERN  (Chcilanthos 
feci). 

The  -women  plastered  all  these  dvrcllings  by  hand.  Note  finger 
impressions  that  were  here  centuries  before  Columbus  discovered 
America.  Every  year  thousands  of  people  vdsh  to  sec  them,  so 
please  do  not  touch  or  deface.  The  tar-likc  soot  on  the  ceilings 
resulted  from  burning  pitch  pine.  The  snolc -blackened  rocks 
in  this  wall  indicate  that  it  was  built  from  the  remains  cS   an 
earlier  one. 

During  warn  vrc a tlicr  household  activities  probably  were  carried 
on  outside— dvrcl lings  used  for  storage  and  sleeping.  At  other 
times  a  small  fire  would  serve  for  warmth,  light,  and  cooking. 
The  small  doors  would  be  easier  to  close  or  defend. 

The  dwellings  arc  bctiTOcn  lodges  of  Kaibab  Limestone,  The  same 
formation  foi*ms  the  rim  of  Grand  Canyon,  It  contains  salt  water 
fossils  such  as  spongos,  trilobites,  brachiopods,  etc.  Below 
is  the  Coconino  Sandstone,  containing  no  fossils.  From  its 
cross-bedding,  geologists  consider  it  a  sand  dune  formation*

Here  I  come  to  work  Monday  morning  after  a  week-end  in  the  field 
■with  a  Brass  Hat  from  Vfashington  and  before  I  can  get  the  mail  read 
Natt  puts  his  head  in  and  says:   'H^Ie  are  ready  for  those  Ruminations 
as  soon  as  you  can  vrrite  them,"  So  I  pull  myself  out  of  the  middle 
of  an  interesting  report  from  Bill  Leicht  and  preparft  to  help  Vic  and 
Natt  keep  the  press  rolling.   I  don't  knov/  whether  you  have  caught  it 
or  not,  "but  the  Supplerunt  goes  to  press  before  tl^e  Report,  so  we  are 
finishing  the  Supplement  today  just  as  the  first  bkvtch  of  reports  are 
arriving  from  the  field. 

It  is  pleasant  to  Icnovr  that  my  veracity,  which  was  under  fire  on 
this  recent  field  trip,  came  through  practically  unscathed,  YJhilc  we 
were  looking  over  the  Saguaro  National  Monument,  where  wo  own  a  patch 
of  timber (about  as  big  as  some  of  those  quart-size  Now  England  states) 
across  the  top  of  the  mountains,  and  the  State  owns  the  finest  single 
stand  of  Saguaros  in  the  world  inside  the  boundaries  of  our  Monument, 
I  told'  a  little '"cpdrsTrd^- about  the  good  old  days  when  cactuses  had  the 
real  pioneer  spirit.  The  story  ran  to  the  effect  that  I  had  scon  a 
Bisnaga,  which  is  the  so-called  Barrel,  or  Devil's  Nail  Keg  typo  of 
cactus,  uprooted  on  the  desert;  lie  there  for  three  months  vrith.   its  roots 
in  the  air  and  then  bloom,  Hugh  and  the  Brass  Hat  were  very  nice  about 
it;  they  didn't  call  mo  a  liar;  they  just  said  they  didn't  believe  it 
and  I  couldn^t  even  got  them  to  take  45  days  apiece  of  the  three  months. 
They  just  rejected  the  story  in  toto, 

I  was  already  in  the  dog  house  because  I  had  put  Hugh  and  the 
Brass  Hat  on  the  correct  road  and  then,  being  busy  in  the  mental  dream 
of  dcvbloping  the  Saguaro  National  Monument  these  next  ten  or  eleven 
years,  and  being' in  the  back  seat  mth  the  luggage  and  not  much  of  a 
back  seat  driver,  I  paid  them  no  firarthcr  mind,  as  we  Texans  say,  until 
they  fell  on  me  vdth  cries  of  anguish  because  their  road  had  quit  on 
them.  Of  course  their  trouble  was  that  they  had  forked  off  the  road 
I  had  put  them  on  while  my  attention  was  elsewhere. 

Wo  11,  that  evening,  in  the  soft  luxuriance  of  the  lobby  of  the 
Pioneer  Hotel,  we  wore  talking  to  a  man  vrlio  is  a  real  big  shot  in  his 
line  Yfhich  has  to  do  mth  the  great  outdoors.  As  wo  were  about  to  part 
for  the  night  I  asked  the  big  shot  to  back  me  up  a  little  on  this 
cactus  story  about  the  cactus  blooming  after  its  roots  had  been  away 
from  the  soil  for  six  months,   I  know  that  is  tv/lce  as  long  as  I  said 
the  first  time,  but  I  just  figured  that  if  they  didn't  believe  me  when 
I  pulled  my  punches,  I  might  jxAst  as  well  tell  the  truth. 

Well,  Sir,  he  sure  gave  me  a  noble  backing.  He  told  about 
Dr,  MacDougald,  out  at  the  Carnegie  Desert  Laboratory,  or  one  of  his 
experts,  who.  pulled  up  a  Bisnaga,  dusted  off  its  roots,  put  it  down 
on  the  cement  floor  of  his  cellar  for  THREE  YE/JIS  and  then  set  it  out 
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in  the  round  and  it  vrcnt  rir;ht  on  doing  business  and  'bloonicd  the 
next  sonsonj  I  guoss  that  held  thomi  They  each  of  them  sv;allovTod 
that  whole  three  years  v/hcro  thoy  had  balked  on  even  a  half  of  my 
three  nontlisj 

It  just  shovTs  ycu  that  Hugh  and  the  Brass  Hat  vrcrc  shy  of  an 
old  timer  in  the  Park  Sorvico  but  would  believe  a  big  shot  right  off 
the  bat*  /md  here  I  h  vo  been  sending  n^   perfectly  honest,  well 
meaning  reports  and  alibis  to  that  Brass  Hat  these  eighteen  or  tw-onty 
years,  and  I  suppose,  from  this  experience,  he  hasn*t  believed  even 
the  half  of  thcml 

The  first  time  I  irct  that  big  shot  was  about  14  years  ago  when, 
coming  over  the  old  Florence  road  along  in  the  night,  I  found  him  vdth 
a  burned  bearing,  and  pulled  hin  some  tiYcnty  niles  into  Florence »

The  month  of  August   finds   us   at   the  height  of  our  visitor   season 
among  the  Southwestern  Ivlonuraents   and  the   indications   are  that    it    is   a 
bettor   season  than  last  year  with  more  people  on  the   road,    although  the 
total   expenditure  of  the  tourist   traffic   does  not    seem  to   average  much 
more  than  last  year. 

The  month  was   a   little   above  the  avox-age  in  haat   and  a   little  on 
the   dry  sid'io     Yfe  were  uneasy  most   of  the  tirae   about   our  three  hot   spots. 
Bandolier,    Cnirioahna,    and  Saguaro,   but  had  no    fires  that   amounted  to 
anything. 

In  this  matter  of  forest   fires,   we  would   like  to    impress   upon  those 
of  you  who   represent  us   at  Washington  before  the  Bureau  of  the  Budget, 
that   great   stress   should  be   laid  upon  protec\^ioii  ab   Saguaro   :n  the  hear- 
ings  soon  to  be  held.      This  monument,    as   it    is  now  constituted,    is  in 
two   parts,    one   lyj  ng  at   the  foot  of  the  mountains   containing  t.rjf.-   '.;:  ctus, 
and  the  other  ruruiing  back  over  the  top  of  che  ucuntains   cent'-' ■.: '.lug  the 
forest.      Fortunately,    che  visitors   do  not   get    into   the  forest,    i.or   do  we 
want  them  to    go  there.      But    lightning  fires    start   up   triere,    end.    .-jith 
nobody  at   all  in  charge  of  the  monument   for  ubout    eigiv>.  months   in  the 
year,   we  have  a   serious   situation.     We  can  handle  it   e.j  1   right   if  you 
can  get  us  the  men  and  m.oney,   but  thus  far   i"*"    J  c.   prima-  ily  due  to  Provi- 
dence and  not  to  the  Bureau  of  the  Budget  thr.t  tij.e  top  of  the  mountain 
hasn't  been  burned  off.      The  Forest   Service  has    come  o\  e^  and  put   out 
two   or  three  fires   for   us  this    summer.     We  have  paid  our   share  of  the 
expenses,  but   it    is   asking  a  good  deal   of  Fred  Y/inn's   fine   crew  to  ask 
them  to  handle  our    fire  problems.      Another  Saguaro  problem,  which  looms 
upon  us   is  the  hunting   season.     We  cannot  keep   a  man  in  charge  because 
of   lack  of  funds   and  we  have  not  thus   far   figured  where  we  can  detach 
the  tvro  or  three  men  necessary  to   establish  a  minimum  patrol   during  the 
hunting   season  to   protect  the  game  virhich  runs   on  top  of  the  mountain. 
Without   a  patrol   it    is   certain  we  will  have   poaching. 

Our  personal  worked  hard  to  take  care  of  the  more  than   fifty 
thousand  visitors   in  tlie  past  month.      Nearly  half  of  them  went  to  monu- 
ments "wdiere  we  either  have  no   personnel   or  where  the  number  of  men  is 
inadequate,    and   so   those  visitors   could  got  no   service.      Just  before 
writing  this,    I   have  read  the  diary  of  a   custodian  on  a  two-m.an  monu- 
ment  and  note  that  he  has  been  opening  up  at   7:30   and  closing  at   any 
time   from  6:00  to   7:45  this  month.      Your  reply  may  be  that  this    is   due 
to   a   summer  peak  and  the  boys   don't  work   so   much  in  winter,   which  is 
true;    they  only  work   eight  hours   a   day  six  days  a  week  in  the  vdnter,    so 
they  don't  hi?.ve.  to   donate   so  much   extra  time  to   the  Government. 

Our  third  CCC  camp,    M-5-A,    near  Flagstaff,    is  now  fully  manned  and 
has   started  into  action.      The  bulk  of   its  work  this   fall   and  winter  will 
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bo  at  Vfelnut    Canyon  National  Monument.      It   looks  like  the  camp    is  going 
to  be  a  good  one  and  it  -will  have  to  be  to   get   done  -what  v/e  have   laid 
out   on  the  money  vre  have   to  vrork  -with. 

The  two   camps,    one  at  Bsmdelier  and  one   at    Chiricahua,    and  the  side 
camp   from   C3:iiricahua  vrfiich   is  working  at   Casa  Grande,    have  had  a   success- 
ful month  and  are  making   good  progress. 

Final   agreeiaent  with  all  parties  was   reached  in  connection  with  the 
Walnut    Cojiycn  boundary  changes   and  the  matter   is  now  in  the  Washington 
office  awaiting  the  proclamation. 

I   not3,    in  checking   last  month's  report,    that  we  were  uneasy  about 
the  impending  Public  Works  program.      That   fear    is  now  laid  by  your   state- 
ment that  there  would  bo  none.      You  did,    however,    thro'.T  some   strain  on 
our  machinery  by  asking  I'or  plans,    justifications,    and   estimates  of 
materials  and  labor   on  the   siicteen  or  eighteen  construction  projects  we 
were   allowed  to  prepare  for  the  Budget  by  laying  your    doadlir.'-  terr'^ibly 
close.      Alone,    it  v.-asn'  i.   a  big   job,    as   job^,   go   ly\  our   office,    h-."i-  -■jith  a 
deadline   so   close  after  the  month  end,alon;j  witi-i  all  the  others   V'-i^ch  fall 
then,    it  made  the  wheels   creak. 

We  are  fortx;iiate  in  getting  the   extra  position  in  the  of.rjee  which 
we  were   asking   for  and,   when  we  get  that   fij.lec.  and  the  man  bi-okon  in, 
we  hope   to   reduce  overt im.e  work  in  the  off"^.cc. 

YIe  have  been  a  little   am.used  at  the  fi..n  uail   during  the  month.      One 
man  complains  that  we  have  not  made  it  much   easier  to  get  to   Rainbow 
Bridge  and  Canyon  de  Chelly.      Another   complains   at   that    "terrible  road" 
over   Onion  Saddle   coming   into    Chiricahua  from  the   east.      This   latter 
man  then  complains  that  v/e  have  ruined  the  atmosphere  of  Mesa  Verde 
with  that  plain  wide  highway  of  an   entrance  road  and  there   is   no    interest 
in  driving   it   as  there  used  to  be.     Another   complains   at  getting   stuck 
in  the   sand  on  the  way  into  the  Arches   and  we  promise  him  to  meet  him  at 
the  highv/ay  two  years   from  now  and  pilot  him  in,    just  to  be   sure  he  gets 
there:      he  having  plans  to   go   to   the  New  York  Fair  next  year  and   so   can't 
come  west  until  the  year   after. 

Next  month  will   close  the  visitor  year  and  we  are  pleased  to   note 
that  our  boys  are  going  to   give  a  total  of   some  tv;enty- seven  thousand 
field  and  musevim  trips   for  the  visitor  year.      That    sounds   like  our  work 
was  partly   educational,    doesn't   it?

Most  Custodians  have  reported  tiiat  August  has  been  hot  and  dry;  al- 
though some  showers  have  fallen,  the  rainfal].  has  been  below  normal.   At 
two  monuments,  Chiricahua  and  Montezuma  Castle,  heavy  showers  have  boosted 
precipitation  figures  higher  than  is  usual  for  August.   Budlong,  at  El 
Morro,  reports  that  temperatures  are  falling  and  that  frost,  and  possibly 
snow,  are  to  be  expected  during  September.   El  Rito  de  los  Frijoles,  at 
Bandolier,  is  dry  from  the  ranger  station  to  tlie  Rio  Grande--some  loss 
of  fingerling  troi;t  was  noticed  as  the  cr^.ek  dried.   Two  cloud  bursts  on 
the  eighth  and  eleventh  washed  out  the  road  into  Arches.

FROM  THE  MEN  ON  THE  JOB

Visitors  this  month,    76;   total    since  October  1,    3b2. 


Topographic   features  that    excite  the  adndration  and   curiosity  of 
visitors  to   i'Javajo   are  the   sandstone   domes,    hali-domes,    and  mounds  tho-t 
enhance  the  thrilling   scenery  in  the  vicinity  of    bhe  monument.      These 
fantastic   forms   are   seen  in  a  bi'oad  belt  that    extends   across   northern 
Arizona  and   southern  Utah;    that   is,   wherever  the  Havajo    sandstone  occurs. 
They  are  the   erosional   remnants  of  the  flat-topped  mesas   that   are  mingled 
with  them. 

It   is  these  flat-topped  mesas   that   furnish  the  key  to   an  explana- 
tion of  this    interesting  topography.      Mesas   owe  their  form  to   a  resistant 
flat-lying  fonnation  capping  a   less   resistant  one.     Vflnen  the   overlying 
formation  becomes   removed  through   erosion,    the   rock  beneath,   which  is 
often  a  friable  sandstone,   weathers   into    rounded  topographic   forms. 

In  the  area  under   discussion  the  m.esas   are  generally  capped  with  a 
thin  layer  of  resistant  blue-gray   limestone.      The  underlying   formation  is 
the  buff-colored  Navajo    sandstone,   vj'hich   is   oven-textured,    friable,    and 
greatly  cross-bedded.     Waen  the  capping  formation  is   removed,   the   softer 
rock  below  weathers    into   domes  which  are  later  reduced  to  mounds.      l/Vhere 
there   is   loss   cohesion  between   sand  grains,    a  conical   hill  results.      The 
blasting   effect  of  mnd-blown  sand  further  modifies  the   shapes  of  these 
forms. 

I   have  wondered   if   cross-bedding   does  not   play  a  considerable  part 
in  the   shaping  of  the   domes  and  mounds.      Many  mounds    shov^r  contours  that 
follow  closely  the  tangential    cross-bedding   so   characteristic   of  this 
sandstone. 

The  Navajos  have  a  most   apt  name  for  t'riese  domes   and  mounds.      They 
call   them  "frozen   sand  dunes". 

The  past  month   has   displayed   striking   contrasts   in  weather.      The 
intensost  heat   of  the  sumraer  occurred  then,    followed  by  the  chilliest 
temperatures  of  the  season.      Part   of  the  month  was   clear,    sparkling, 
calm;    the  remainder  rainy,   v/ith  electrical   storms  and  cloudbursts.      On 
the  whole,    the  month  has  been  pleasant.      The  rains,   while   still   insuf- 
ficient,  have  benefited  the   range  and  improved   sandy  roads. 
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A  total  of  seventy-six  visitors  came  to  the  monument.  Of  this  num- 
ber four  went  to  Keot  Geel,  none  to  Inscription  House.   Betata'kin,  be- 
ing the  most  accessible,  always  has  the  heaviest  bravel. 

Park  Service  visitors  were  Associate  Director  A.  E.  Demaray,  Wash- 
ington, D.  C;  our  Assistant  Superintendent  Hugh  M.  Mller,  Coolidge, 
Arizona;  Superintendent  M*  R.  Tillotson,  Grand  Canyon;  Landscape  Archi- 
tect Al  Kuehl,  Santa  Fo,  New  Mexico;  and  Ranger  and  Mrs.  Willison  Lippin- 
Gott,  Canyon  de  Cholly. 

Additional  work  is  being  done  on  the  Betatu'kin  road  by  the  CCC. 
The  Shonto  B.ill  has  already  been  greatly  improved,  and  there  is  the 
pleasant  prospect  of  other  bad  stretches  of  the  road  being  given  imme- 
diate attenticn. 

An  incident  occurred  at  Betata'kin  this  past  month  that  will  be 
long  romenibei'ed  by  two  Harvard  students  and  myself.  Me   i/ere  ab  the  spring, 
which  is  just  inside  the  great  cave,  Yfhen  vve  heard  a  sl.ra-p  report  like 
an  explosion  overhead.   1  yelled,  "Runl   Falling  rocks!.."   I  think  we 
must  have  broken  a  world  record  in  speed  as  we  ran  dov-n  the  t-'ail.  Even 
so,  a  chunk  of  rock  hurtled  between  the  tvro   boys  and  one   struck  at  my 
heels.   Since  then  tons  of  rock  have  fallen  into  the  trail  at  the  spring, 
sweeping  away  trees  and  destroying  part  of  the  spring  .itself.   At  irregu- 
lar intervals  there  is  a  dull  m\iffled  roar  as  more  rocks  come  down. 
Nature  is  perfecting  the  symmetry  of  the  groat  arch, 

I  have  roped  off  the  trail,  putting  up  danger  signs.   No  one  is  per- 
mitted to  go  to  the  spring  or  to  cross  the  dsJiger  zone.   The  ruins  may  be 
entered  from  the  other  side  of  the  arch  by  those  who  desire  to  make  the 
effort  of  going  through  heavy  brush  and  climbing  over  boulders  to  reach 
them.   Those  visitors  I  now  take  to  the  east  end  of  the  cave,  vrhere  it  is 
not  necessary  to  walk  over  the  roofs  of  dwellings.   The  traffic  over 
fragile  roofs  is  resulting  in  damage  to  those  structures.   I  hope  that 
some  day  the  only  view  permitted  of  Botatr'kin  will  bo  from  the  rim  of 
the  canyon.   There  is  an  enchantment  about  that  view  of  the  ancient  city 
that  is  not  to  be  gained  by  a  closer  observation  of  it. 

The  plague  of  falling  rocks  brings  to  attention  the  three  plagues 
that  Hopi  tradition  ascribes  as  being  the  reason  for  the  exodus  of  the 
ancient  people  from  Betata'kin.  The  story  come  to  me  from  a  white  man 
of  note  who  was  made  a  mamber  of  a  Hope  clan.  I  give  you  the  story  in 
substance  as  it  was  told  to  me. 

"For  many  years  the  ancient  people  lived  peacefully  at  Betata'kin, 
cultivating  their  crops  in  the  bottomlands  and  going  about  the  daily 
tasks  at  their  dwellings  in  happy  contentment.   Suddenly,  there  came  a 
plague  of  rattlesnakes.   The  reptiles  overran  the  canyon,  crawling  into 
the  cave  and  into  the  very  dwellings.   It  seemed  a  bad  omen  to  the  an- 
cient people. 
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"Close  upon  the  plague  of  rattlesnalces   came  a   still  worse  one   — 
drouth.      Each  year  the  rains  becajno  less   and  less,   tlie   ears   of  corn   shranl<: 
in   size,    and  there  was   scarcely  enough  food  to    cat,    scarcely   enough  water 
to   drink.      This  was   a   second  bad  omen. 

"Still   a  third  plague   camo  to  harass   the  drouth-stricken  people. 
The  time  was   late  winter  or   early   spring.      Melting   snovirs   trickled  from 
the  plateau  above,    freezing  and  forming  a  fringe  of  huge   icicles  that 
extended  across  the  great   arch.      Then  one  day  a  fierce  mnd   swept   dovm. 
the  canyon,    pressing   against  the   icicles  and  breaking  them  off.      Several 
of  the   ancient  people  were  killed  by  the  falling   spears   of   ice,     VJhile 
thoughts  of  migration  vrere  filling  tl-io  minds   of  the  cliff   dwellers,    the 
Spider  Womo.n   said,    'Go' I      Sadly  the  stricken  people  began  their  trek  to 
the   south," 

Early  one   suinrier's    evening  a   small   group  of  white  men  and  an  old 
Navajo   philosopher   sat   around  a  Betata'kin  campfire,      Sncke  the  Navajo, 
"Beneath  us   are  many  people    (meaning   strata  of   civilization) .    —  All 
gone".      Then  motioning  with  his   lips  in  characteristic   Navajo   fashion 
tov/ards   the  dwellings   in  the   cave,    "Those   ancient  people  --  all   gone, 
too.    —  Soon  I   gOo    —  Then  you  go".      At  this  point   the  old  Navrgo 
shrugged  his   shoulders,    as    if  to    dismiss  the   subject.      He   chuckled,    "It 
has  been  a  very  warm  day.      The  birds   and  the   four-footed  animals   cxid  the 
insects  are   still   out.      They  hoo.r  what   I    say.      I   talk  too  much,"

Mr.    CayiTOod  went   on   annual   leave   on  August   18,    and  will  be  away  for 
about   a  month. 

This  month  has  been  rather   dry  for  a   rainy  season  period.      Although 
there  have  been  many  thunder    storms   in  the  region,    few  of  them  have  hit 
the  monument   area.     And  we  have  had  only  one  good   soaking  rain.      We  were 
grateful   for  a  few  two-   and  three-blanket  nights   recently  but   otherwise 
we  have  had  the  regulation  brand  of  Southern  Arizona  warmth. 

The  monument  area  and  the   surrounding   country  are  all   green  now; 
the  small   trees  planted  this   year  all   all   doing  well   except    some  of  the 
fig  trees   in  the  patio.      The  Ranger,   when  not   guiding  visitors,    has 
mostly  been  occupied  hoeing  weeds,   but   has  had  to   got   out  the  hose 
several  times  to  water  these  young  trees;    and  this   in  the  midst  of  the 
"summer  rains".     Visitors  frequently  remark  hoAV  inviting  are  the  monument 
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area  and  the  adjacent  region.  Other  visitors,  by  the  way,  think  it  is 
lonesome  here,  and  wonder  how  we  stand  it.  Probably  these  people  have 
never  been  to  any  of  the   remote  monuments. 

The  number  of  visitors  for  August   shows  an  increase  over  last 
month,    and  also  an  increase  over  August   of  1937.      However,    there  were 
308  visitors  in  four  hours   on  the  afternoon  of  August   14,   when  a  museum 
preview  was   held  for  the  people  of  Nogales.     Yfithout  the  count  on  this 
special   occasion,    the  number  of  visitors   for  the  month  would  have  been 
below  that  for  last  month,    and  also  below  that   for  August   a  year  ago. 

MUSEUM  IIOT^S 

N       Charlie  Steen  was   down,     from  headquarters   for  two  periods,    two 
weeks   altogether,    assembling  museum  cases   and  installing   exhibits.      Dale 
King  v>ras  here   for  four  ciays   for  the   same  pv.i-poso,    in  order  to   advance 
the  museum  v/ork  as  much  ',,3  possible  befor^'  T'ir.    Gr^yvTOod's    depr..rbure.      The 
museum  cases   are  novj"  all   in  place,    and  abov.t  thrco-quarcers   cf  the  ex- 
hibits are   installed;    the  remaining   exhibits  have  not  yet  been  received 
from,  Berkeley.      Mr,    Caywood  was  working  upon  museum  installation  all 
during  the  m.onth. 

On  August  there  was   received  a   shipment   of  weapons   of  the  Spanish 
Colonial   Period,   these  being  a  loan  from  the  de  Young  Museum  In  San 
Francisco.      This    loan,   which  has  been  placed  on  display  in  the  musevim, 
includes  the  following  articles:      four  flintlock  pistols,    two   flintlock 
rifles,   two   swords,    a  short   svrord  or  knife,    and  two  wr-ought-iron  stir- 
rups. 

The  comparatively  few  who  have  seen  the  museum   exhibits   are  full 
of  praise  for  them,    and   some  #10   have   seen  other   similar  museums   say 
this  one  is  the  best  yet,    in  design  and  in  execution. 

PARK  SERVICE  VISITORS 

August   17.      Jack  Diehl,    regional  engineer,    dropped  in  at   evening. 
We  discussed  possible  improvement   of  the   run-off  from  the  parking  area, 
various   other  matters  pertaining  to  the  mon\iment,    and  talked  over  old 
times  in  Oklahoma  City  and  Santa  Fe,   when  Jack  was  the  present  writer's 
boss. 

August   18.      Harvey  Cornell   and  Al   Kuehl,    from  Santa  Fe;    J.  H. 
Tovrea  and  Charlie   Carter, from  Coolidge;    and  last  but  not   least,   Mrs. 
Carter  and  Mrs.   Kuehl.      This  outfit   looked  over  the  museum,    the  church, 
and  the  grounds;    they   stayed  two  and  a  half  hours,   which   is   quite  a 
long  visit   for  an  inspection  party.      However,   vre  wish  their  time  here 
had  been  longer. 

August   21.      Mr.   and  Mrs.    Erik  Reed  visited  the  church  and  the 
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museum,  being  brought  down  from  Coolidge  by  Dale  and  Mrs.  King,  Charlie 
and  Mrs.  Steen,   Mr.  Reed,  as  readers  of  this  report  will  doubtless  know, 
is  the  archeologist  of  the  Santa  Fe  office.

Rain  occurred  on  July  26,    27,    28,    and  August  4,    6,    7,    9,    12,    and  13. 
Weather   during  the  remainder  of  the  month  was  perfect   for  visitor  travel. 
Precipitation  for   July  and  up  to  date  has   amounted  to   over   eight   inches; 
in  fact,   much  more  than   is  usually  expected  in  this  vicinity. 

Fire   lookouts  were   removed   early  in  the  month.      So  far  this  year,    no 
fires  have  occurred  on  the  monument,    and  all   fires  on  the  neighboring 
Coronado  National  Forest  have  been  held  to   a  small  acreage. 

Approach   roads   have  been  in  good  condition  except  for   construction 
and  improvements  at  two  places,   necessitating   detours.

Work  continued  throughout  the  month  on  the  backsloping  project.      Three 
miles  north  of  the  Sugar  Loaf   Truck  Trail  intersection  on  Bonita  Highway, 
600   square  yards   of  banks  were   sloped.      Materials  were  used  to   "dress" 
rock  fill   slopes   in  the  vicinity  of  Massai  Point.      One-half  mile  west   of 
Bonita  Park   300   square  yards   of  banks  were   sloped  and  materials  were 
used  to   raise  the  grade  on  fill   sections  where  settlement  had  occurred. 

One  quarter  mile  of  Bonita  Highway  was  re-surfaced  near  the  ad- 
ministration building  and  several   culvert   catchment  basins  reconstructed. 

The  telephone  line  has  been  "brushed"   from  headquarters  to  Paradise. 
Poles   have  been  cut  and   stubbed  for  replacement  in  sections  where  the 
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cleftranoe  is  not  sufficient. 

Exhibit   cases  for  the  administration  building  have  been  fabricated 
and  are  now  being  installed. 

All  masonry  lArork  has  been  completed  on  the  warehouse.      The  carpentry 
crew     is  now  placing  plates  and  beams. 

Work  continued  throughout  the  m.onth  in  the  rock  quarry. 

The  bouiidry   survey  was    started  this  month.      Three   and  one-quarter 
miles  have  been   completed  to   date. 


Gran  Quivira 

Visitors  this  month,    417;   total   since  Octobsr   1,    2,941

Visitors   for  August,    417,    are  considerably  under  last  year.      But 
the  excavations   going  on  at  the   state  parks  north  of  Mountainair  are 
naturally  drawing  the  bulk  of  the  visitors  coming  in  from  the  north. 
The  major  portion  of  the  visitors  we  are  getting  are  tliose  who  have  long 
desired  to   see  Gran  Quivira  and  have  made  their  visit  here  a  definite 
object. 

I   understand  they  are  continuing  to  make  interesting  finds   at  Abo. 

About   a  month  ago   I   drove  over  the  new  Carrizozo  road  as   far  as 
grading  had  been  completed  and  found  the  road  in  excellent    shape.      The 
few  cars  we  have  been  getting  from  that   direction  have  been  routed  by 
Carrizozo  people  over  the  old  road,  which  is  in  terrible   shape.     YiTish- 
ing  to   satisfy  myself,    last  week  I  made  a  trip  over  both  the  old  and  new 
roads  and  found  both  in   such  shape  that   until  the  rains  have   settled 
the  road  bed  of  the  new  road,    we  can  expect   fe-»w  visitors   from  that 
direction. 

We  have  received  our  usual  quota  of  svimiTier   rains  here  at   Gran   Quivira 
but  the  greater  portion  of  this  valley  has   received  but   one   rain  during 
the  entire  season  and  that  was  on  July  18.      The  bean  crop  is   estimated  at 
about   one-fifth  normal. 

Associate  Director  Demaray,   Assistant   Superintendent  Hugh  Miller,    and 
party  visited  Gran  Quivira  on  August   3.      I  bolieve  this   is  the  first  time 
the  Associate  Director  has  visited  this  portion  of  his  territory. 
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A  number  of  the  ofiicials  of  the  state  Rotary  Club,  in  convention  at 
Mountainair,  spent  several  hours  at  the  monument  and  are  aruciouc  to  see  a 
good  oiled  road  from  the  south.  This  oiling  of  the  new  south  road  is  be- 
ing promised  by  one  of  our  candidates  for  governor  in  the  next  election. 

Two  elderly  ladies,  tv/in  sisters  from  Holland,  spent  several  hours 
at  the  monument.   They  left  hero  for  Mesa  Verde  by  way  of  Chaco  Canyon 
and  Aztec,   After  visiting  this  group  of  ruins  we  have  little  trouble  in 
directing  them  north  into  tho  Chaco  Cunyon  region. 

The  Highway  Bopartirisnt  has  been  placing  "Gran  Quivira"  signs  on  all 
our  highways o   The  signs  are  not  as  large  as  our  regular  national  monu- 
ment signs,  but  they  hare  bean  placed  at  practicclly  every  turn  in  the 
road,  and  are  a  great  improvement  over  the  old  system, 

I  had  a  talk  with  the  archaeologist  in  charge  of  excavations  at  Abo, 
He  is  so  botliored  "oj   V3.s iters  ho  is  finding  it  quite  i:   tusk  to  look  after 
them.

Visitors  this  month,  22,941;  total  since  October  1,  96,359. 


Charlie  Steen's  revised  plans  for  muse-om  exhibits  at  I'Vhito  Sands 
arrived  and  I  have  studied  them  as  time  permitted.   One  thing  that 
worries  me  is  how  Charlie  is  going  to  turn  bhe  crowd. to  the  right  as 
they  enter  the  museum  rooms,   I  can  see  our  visitors  scattering  like  a 
bunch  of  young  turkeys  and  I  suspect  that  they  will  be  fully  as  hard  as 
turkeys  to  get  back  together  again. 

Personally,  I  have  never  visioned  how  wc  are  going  to  handle  the 
visitors  at  the  museiAm,  and  under  the  portal.   Are  we  to  have  museum 
trips  at  specified  hours  or  are  we  to  take  the  visitors  as  they  come? 
Where  are  we  to  contact  the  cars  and  officially  "check  them  in"?  If 
we  stop  one  car  under  the  portal  there  will  be  half  a  dozen  piled  up 
there  behind  it  and  in  front  of  it  in  a  moment  or  two. 

Yesterday  we  had  approximately  150  cars  into  the  Heart  of  the 
Sands.   Of  these,  62  were  between  8:00  a,m,  and  3-50  p,m,  and  there 
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were  over  80  betv;een  3:30  p.m.  and  7:00  p.  m.   That  is  one  car  every 
three  minutes.   But  they  are  not  so  obliging  as  to  come  so  evenly  spaced. 
They  may  go  for  15  minutes  without  a  car  and  then  come  in  droves  of  eight 
or  ten.   The  cars  will  average  about  half  a  dozen  occupants  and  up. 
Yesterday  we  had  a  bus  with  41  children  and  two  grown-ups.   While  another 
enthusiast  came  all  the  way  from  El  Paso  with  17  children  in  an  open 
trailer,  attached  to  a  passenger  car.   As  far  as  crowds  are  concerned, 
there  is  no  trouble  with  them  in  the  Sands.   Let  them  come  in  dozens  or 
hundreds  or  thous8.nds.   It  makes  but  little  difference.   But  when  one  of 
these  Sunday  afternoon  crowds  is  dumped  onto  a  lone  museum  man,  I  fear 
that  he  may  soon  find  half  of  them  on  top  of  the  house  or  in  some  equally 
inappropriate  plo.ce. 

When  I  came  in  from,  the  Sands  last  night  at  3:30,  Dave  was  struggling 
with  the  Winklers — Dr.  Winkler,  who  teaches  sociology  at  Texas  State,  and 
in  charge  of  the  summer  school  there,  his  son  who  has  recently  received 
his  Doctor's  degree,  the  wives  of  tlie  two  gentlemen,  and  two  young 
daughters.   They  were  an  interested  group.   Protective  coloration,  plant 
acology,  geology  were  the  subjects  of  greatest  interest.   Dave  and  I  are 
not  so  good  on  those  scientific  questions  but  we  strugj^le  and  when  I 
came  onto  th^  scene  Dave  pictured  a  strenuous  afternoon  with  the  laconic 
remark,  "Well,  Tom,  they  have  surely  run  over  Joe  and  me  today,"  Per- 
sonally, I  cannot  get  the  contact  plan.   Even  tliough  the  Winklers  come 
at  8:30  in  the  evening,  it  is  going  to  be  our  obligation  to  show  them 
the  museum.  And  the  Winklers  are  typical  of  about  75/^  of  our  visitors. 

Mrs.  Lewelyn  Llloyd  is  our  champion  long-distance  visitor.   She 
came  19,000  miles  from  South  Rhodesia  to  see  Yellowstone,  Yosemite, 
Bryce,  Grand  Canyon,  White  Sands,  and  Carlsbad.   It  was  interesting  to 
me  to  find  Mss  Jane  Cashier,  with  her  father  and  sister,  from  New  Ro- 
chelle,  who  came  all  the  way  from  New  York  to  see  the  Vlhite  Sands  and 
the  Caverns, and  to  hear  her  say  she  had  been  around  the  world  three 
times  and  never  had  seen  anything  which  so  thrilled  her  as  the  Great 
White  Sands.   And  it  adds  a  bit  of  human  interest  to  know  that  Miss 
Emma  L.  Rutz,  of  Fort  Lapwai,  Idaho,  gave  a  school  girl  friend  a  trip 
from  Seattle,  Washington,  to  the  Wliite  Sands  as  a  reward  for  certain 
scholastic  standing. 

This  report  is  already  top  heavy  with  "crowd",  but  the  reporter  does 
not  make  news:  he  records  it.  We  portray  the  condition.   Joe's  count  was 
badly  broken  into  this  month.   Ho  took  five  days  out  of  the  middle  of  the 
month  to  take  a  used  car  to  CoolidgOo  When  he  v/as  home  ho  didn't  have 
nearly  as  many  hours  to  count  cars  as  last  month,  but  the  hours  that  he 
did  count  showed  a  marked  increase.  Last  month  he  had  an  average  of  3.18 
cars  per  hour  in  the  heat  of  the  day,  while  this  month  is  shows  nearly 
6  cars  per  hour  and  the  last  week  it  has  climbed  to  773  cars  per  hour. 
My  two-hour  count  each  evening  last  month  showed  14  cars  por  hour, while 
this  month  wc  have  had  an  average  of  19  cars  per  hour  each  evening.   The 
registration  book  shows  a  corresponding  increase.  A  total  of  3,901 
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visitors  registered  in  the  Heart  of  the  Sands  this  month--!, 060  more  than 
registered  last  month — under  exactly  the  same  conditions.   If  you  will 
accept  our  last  month's  record  of  17  per  cent  registration,  -which  I  can 
see  no  reason  to  change,  it  gives  us  22,941  visitors  for  the  month. 

That  is  the  best  estimate  that  I  can  make;  it  may  be  too  high  and 
it  may  be  too  low.   Barry  Mohun's  percentages  will  run  it  up  more  than 
20  per  cent.   I  still  believe  that  the  best  investment  that  could  be 
made  at  White  Sands  today  is  an  electric  counter.   It  seems  to  me  poor 
business  to  build  up  a  plant  on  an  estimate  of  travel  and  have  the  thing 
twice  too  big  and  it  is  fully  as  short  sighted  to  build  it  upon  an  esti- 
mate and  hc.ve  it  half  big  enough. 

So  you  see,  it  is  ouite  natural  that  my  report  should  be,  visitors, 
visitors,  visitors.   Every  one  of  them  a  pleasure,  wanting  to  do  just  what 
we  want  them  to  do.   Each  one  expressing  incerest  in  every  bit  of  informa- 
tion, all  amazed;  thrilled,  enthralled  at  the  Grea.t  White  Sands.   Even 
our  Associr.te  Director.  IJl^,    Demaray,  who  has  fed  on  thrills  and  national 
attrc.ctions  for  lo  these  many  years',  climbed  a  modest  hill  and  exclaimed, 
"I'm  thrilled.   You  have  a  'knock  out'  here". 

The  grade  on  Federal  Highway  No.  70  is  practically  completed  in 

front  of  the  headquarters  building.   Several  nice  rair.s  havj  kept  the 

dust  down  in  more  or  less  a  satisfactory  degree  where  dozens  of  trucks 
are  vrorking. 

Work  on  the  RD  division  seems  to  be  progressing  nicely.  Joe  and 
Johnie  have  gone  to  Oklahoma  City  for  two  new  trucks  and  for  the  next 
week  the  Custodian  mil  be  the  "personnel"  at  the  Sands. 

It  would  be  quite  improper  to  close  the  report  without  mentioning 
our  distinguished  visitors  this  month.   Associate  Director  Demaray  and 
Acting  Regional  Director  McColm  each  visited  the  Sands  for  the  first 
time,  while  Hugh  Miller,  Jack  Diehl,  Harvey  Cornell,  Vernon  Randau,  and 
Dr.  McDougal  each  made  one  of  their  usual  visits.   Jack  Diehl  has  a 
three-man  crew  here  running  a  preliiainary  line  from  Dog  Canyon  for  our 
proposed  water  system.   Joe  and  I  took  the  brass  collars  over  to  the  old 
lake  the  day  Mr.  Demaray  was  here  and  had  a  quite  successful  trip,  as 
neither  car  got'  lost  or  stuck.   But  on  account  of  recent  rains,  we  deemed 
it  unsafe  to  go  out  closer  than  some  five  or  six  miles  to  the  water  and 
we  had  to  forgo  the  pleasure  of  showing  the  Director  the  area  which 
Governor  Otero  described  some  fifty  years  ago  as  "The  Playground  of  the 
Mirage".   I  shall  have  to  continue  to  prove  the  existence  of  the  pastel 
pictures  on  the  surface  of  the  old  lake  by  Hugh  Miller,  who  saw  the 
mythical  ran.chos  so  plainly  that  one  had  an  urge  to  stop  and  pet  the 
horses.   I  hope  that  Hugh  will  not  fail  me  on  this.

There  were  835  cars,    17   camping  parties,    and  53  picnic   parties. 
About   1,544  were  contacted  at   the  ranger  cabin,    and  473  at  the  Observa- 
tion Point.      None  of  the  above  figures   are   accurate,    but  they're  the 
best   I   can  give. 

July  27,    Al  Kouhl  wont   over  the  canyon  trail  with  Project  Super- 
intendent Parker  and  Student   Technician  Reeves.      On  July  28,    the  pro- 
posed development   areas  were  visited  by  Associate  Director   Demaray,   Hugh 
Miller,    and  Al  Keuhl,      Next   day.    Earl   Jackson  brought   a  museum  display 
case.      August   18  and  20,    Dr.   W.   B.   McDougall   inspected  the  proposed  wild- 
life buffer  area  adjacent   to  the  monument.      On  the   latter   day,    he  was 
accompanied  by  Mr.    Gambrell   of  the  State  Fish  and  Game  Department.     August 
23,   Jack  Diehl    stopped  for   an  hour   or  two.      August   24,    J.   H.    Tovrea  and 
Al  Keuhl   arrived.      They  selected  the   site   for   the  Custodian's   residence 
and   inspected  the   stone   quarry.      As  this   goes  to   press,    Tov.    is    staking 
out  the  sewer   line. 

Of  course,  the  important  news   for  this  month   is  that  the  CCC  boys 
have  arrived.      They  have  boon  vrarking  on  roads   and  trails,    quarrying 
rock,    finishing  the  buildings  about   camp,    etc.     Now  t?iat  the  building 
stone  has  been  approved  and  the  house  staked  out,    actual   construction 
will  begin  shortly.     With  a  few  more  projects,    such  as   parking  area, 
entrance  road,    and  picnic  area,  approved  and  staked,    the  boys  will  have 
planty  to   do. 

There  have  been  two   forest   fires,    ignited  by  lightning,    to    report. 
Both  were  on  the  other   side  of  the  canyon.      The  first  was   reported  on  a 
rainy  afternoon,    July  25.      I   crossed  the  canyon  about  4:00  p.irio,    didn't 
find  the  fire,    got  wet,    got   lost,    and  it  was   dark  by  the  time   I  was   re- 
crossing  the  canyon.      The  next  morning  was   clear,    and  the   smoke   could  be 
located  from  this   side.      I   then  turned  the   fire  over  to    Clay  Parker.      His 
boys  made   several  trips  to    it.      Only  a   small  area  was    involved,    but   it 
took   some  time  to  burn  out. 

The  othor  fire  was  near  the  center  of  the  monument.      Threo   Forest 
Service   employees  and  myself  reached  it    early  in  the   afternoon,    and   it 
was   soon  under   control.      Two  men  stayed  vxith   it  that  night,   and  another 
man  stayed  the  next   night.      Only  about   one  acre  burned,    but  there  was 
a  lot   of   smoldering   litter  that  had  to  be  watched. 

In  all,    I  made  four  trips  across  the  canyon,    and  those   eight   cross- 
ings  sort  of   cooled  my  desire  for  boundary  extensions  on  the  other   side. 
There  are   some  places   I   can  cross  the  canyon  the   first   time  in  an  hour, 
but   it   takes  much   longer  to   return.      This  winter   I   hope  to   do   a  bit   of 
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exploring   to    see    if   it    is    possible  to   get   a  car   around  to   the  other    side 
in  an  hour  or   less.

More  than  half  of  mA^   tme   since   subiuitting  the  last  monthly  report 
has  been  spent  at    Aztec  Ruins  National  Monuii'.ont   doing  relief  guide  duty. 
I    left   CortoK   and  arrived  at  Aztec   on  July  ^0 ,      J'l'iy  ?1  to   Aurust   7,    in- 
clusive,   I  T/us   on  duty   at   tlie  ruins,    leaviiif  Aztec   on  the   eiglvch,      I    re- 
turned to  A?tec   again  on  the  afternoon   of  August   17   for   a  woe...:'' s   duty. 
But   upon  tho  roquGst  of   Custodian  Millar,    I   am  remaining  through  Sunday, 
August   28,    in  order  to  be  here  while   he  is   in  Gallup  8.ttcnding  to    the 
extiibit   at  'che  Cercmonia], o 

I   made  trips   in  to    Yucca  House   on  Au.gust   8   and   17,    and  the   usual 
"few  cars"   of  visitors  were  reported  by  Mrs.    Ismay.      Ha"''ing  boon  away 
so  much  of  the  tiiae,    I   am  not   in  a  position  to   report   accurately  on  the 
visiters   at  Hovenweep,      But   I   have  conta.cted   seveial  pa: -ties   and   learned 
of  others.      As  nearly  as   I   can  figure,    there  v/er  3   about   20  visitors  to 
Hovenweep    since  last   report.      Four  of  tliese  included  a   Division  of  Grazing 
man  who  went   to  Haokberry  and  passed  by  tho  Square   Tower  Group.      Four 
more  were  in  a  Massachusetts   car   (one   lad  wp.s  from  New  York),    and   I   en- 
joyed  showing  these  boys   around  the  Square  Tower  Croup.      Ttijo  more  were 
from  St.   Louis,    Missouri,    and  they  camped  over  night.      I    contacted  two 
more  Missouri  men  in  Cortez   as   I  vra.3   leaving   for  Aztec,    and  gave  them 
information   and  directions.      Upon  my  retiirn  to  Hovonweep,    I    found  that  a 
man  and  a  woman  had  been  in  on  horseback   and.  lunched  the  day  before. 
That    same   day  I   followed  the  tracks  of  a  car  that   I   thought  was   lost, 
since  they  had  turned  off  on  a  homesteader's   road  that   is  misleading. 
That   driver  knew  the   roads  better  tha,n  I   did,    because  he   followed  an 
almost   invisible   old  trail   right   in  to   the  Square   Tower   group   from,  the 
back  way.      Apparently  they  had  not    stopped  more  than  a  few  minutes,   but 
went   on  to   the   road  to   Bluff,      I    learned  from  Mrs.    Ismay  that  there  had 
been  a  Texas   car   "full   of  people"  who   asked  about  the  road  to   Bluff. 
And  this   last  time  I  was   leaving   Cortez   for  Aztec,    I   learned  that   two 
Division  of  Grazing  officials  had  gone  out  to  Hovenweepo 

The  McElmo   Canyon  road  has  not  beoii   so   good  lately.      The  new  road 
work  has  turned  to   dust   for  the   lack  of   rain,    and  the  going   is   difficult. 
Mrs.    Ismay  told  of  one   Iowa   car  that  turned  back  at  their   store  when  they 
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learned  that  the  roads  were   no  better  on  to  Hovenweep   than  th^y  had  been 
back  on  the  McElino    Canyon  road.     ViTe  went  to   Cortez   for  mail  and   supplies 
after  lunch  on  August   12,    ajid  the  deep   dusty   ruts  made  the  old  Dodge 
boil.      After   cooling  and  adding  water  to  the  radiator,  we   struggled 
through.      Coraing  back  that  night   it  rained  cats  and  dogs   and   it  was   just 
too  much,    even  with   chains   on,    so  wo  spent   the  night  in    the  car  beside 
the  road.     1/Vhen  morning  crjne,   we  wore  unable  to   got   across  the  Yellow- 
jackot   Creek  imtil  noon, 

Wliilc  waiting   for  the  Yollowjackod  to   lower,   rro    explored  the   stone- 
slab   structures   on  top  of  McELno   Bluff   described  by  Fcwkos  in  Bulletin 
70.      The  potoery  I   nol].ected  looks  to  me   like  the  Basketmaker  III  pottery 
Dr.   Paul  Martin  is  finding  around  his   81-foot    "kiva",      I    shall   compare 
my  sherds  with  his    comet iKie   soon  -   I   hope. 

When  I  was  following  the   "lost  visitor"  car,    T    stopped  to   examine 
briefly  two   small   ruin  sjtes  out   in  the   flat    sagebrush  country  near 
Square  Tower.     A  section  marker  nearby  told  riie  tliat  these   sites  were  on 
the  south  central   part   of  Section  20,    TovAiship   '69  South,    Range   26  East, 
Utah. 

On  July  28,    Cal  Miller  and  family  came   s^long  about   noon,    just  as  we 
were   about  to   leave  the   school  house   for  the  Square-  Tower  Group.     We  had 
taken  the  m.orning  off  because   something  we  had   eaten  the  day  before  had 
not   agreed  at  all,    at  v.V±<,      That  was   the   only  clear  day  that  we'd   ever 
had  lunch  at   the   carr^,    .since  we  prefer  the  tree  near  Hovenwecp   Castle. 
V^e  went  to  Hackbervy  CI:  cup  to   check  up   on  the  dead  sheep  and  tin  cans 
of  the  sheep-herder £ '    camps.      On  June   26,    I   had  buried  two    sheep  and  a 
bushel  of  cans  and  old  clothing,    and  discovered  ajiothor   sheep  as  we 
were   leaving.      Too    late   to   bury  him,    so    Cal   and   I  buried  him  on  this 
trip,    together  with  more  cans   found  in  the  grass   in  the  canyon. 

In  the  North   Fork  of  Ruin  Canyon  I   had  found,    in  an  inconspicuous 
place,    a  good  whcvcl-barrov/  load  of  tins   and  bottles   that  had  been  dumped 
over  the  canyon  Virall,      On  Sunday,   August   14,    I  buried  them  lest   they  be 
an  eye-"ore  at   some   future  time.      All   grc- ups   nov<r  in  good  coiidicion  until 
the   sherp-herders  come  again.

There   is   no   complaint  to  be  made  about  the  weather    this  month,    other 
than  the  lack  of  precipitation,    since  the  average  temperature  was   slightly 
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higher  than  the  rest  of  the   suinmer  months.      The   hoaviest   precipitation 
came   on  August   5  with  a  total  of   .15   inch. 

The   roads  havo  been  corrugated  in   spots   on  t he  Ramon  Vigil   Grant, 
but   the  road  through  the  Otowi   Section  has  been  maintained  in  the  best 
possible  condition,    also   the  road  leading  to    tne  T.os  A].c.mos  Ranch  School. 
Santa  Fe  and  vioi'-cty  };.'.vo   experienced   some  hca^'A/-   ^-''^-'-r.^-'pours   this  month, 
wasliing  out  the  liigbv-a.y  lending  to  Bandelier  in  t.-"c  .'oigaborhood  of 
Pojuaque  wher^    '^hc  road    lo!-:.ds   down  the  Po.jub.G-.ij  ru-r   Tufivioue  arroyos* 
Several   cars  ha.'i^f'-   gotce.^    ,-. ''uok^,    including  the   i.u.s;  cdj.cn.    and  he   should 
have  known  b'--;r9r,      Ihj   -jt  r'...rG  were  mostly   incxp.-rxoi'.ced  persons   living 
outside  the  sts.ue  cuid  v'.'.o   never  know  when  an  additional  wall   of  water 
will   descend  upon  them.

The  extremely  dry  weather  of  the  pa.st  month  has   caused  the   creek  to 
dry  up   from  the  vicinity  of  the  Ranger   Sta.tion  down  to    ':}ie   ri^^er.      This 
has   caused  the   loss   of   som-e  fish  that   had  worked  down  from,  fp-'ther  up  the 
canyon.      These   consisted  mostly  of  fingerlings   recently  planted. 

Recent   inspections   of  the   Otowi    Section  reveal   t''i:;.t   there    is    less 
trespassing  from   stock  this  year  than   ever  beforao      The  range   is   in   ex- 
cellent  condition  due  to    several  heavy  rains   in  t}iat   ar'?a.      Repairs  to 
the   fences   on  the  Otowi   Section  have  been  effected,  as  time  would  permit. 

A  campfire  talk  was   given  by  Ranger  Spuhlor  to    75  m.e^mbers   of  the 
Round-lTp  LO'-lge  group,,      Tliis  talk  was   given  in  the  camp  ground  and  greatly 
enjoyed  by  the  boys.      This    is   a  feature  that   needs   some    study  and  also 
can  bo  made  very  intei'es'cing. 

The   remaining   glass   to   completely  enclose  all    specimens   in  the  museuin 
has  been  received  and  is  being  installed  at  this  v/riting.      ThJL.   o.iapletes 
the  museum  with  the   exception  of  the  exhibits   in  the  third  room  wuich  we 
hope  to  have  installed   some  tiiue  this  year. 

Two  fire  hydrants  have  been   installed  in  the   residential   ar'ea--one 
near  quarters  No.    1   and  the  other  just  beyond  the  ranger   dormi'sory. 
Cabinets  have  been  received  and   installed  on  all   the   flamo   units. 

A  survey  party  from  the  Regional   Office,    with  Mr.    Shirley  in   charge, 
arrived  in  the  monument   July  27,    to   set   alignment    stakes   on  our   entrance 
roo.d  in  preparation  for  the    surfacing.   Bids  were  opened  in  Washington 
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August   11  for  this  project,   vfith  W.  W.   Barton  &  Son,    of  Hatch,    New  Mexico, 
the  successful  bidder.      They  have  been  here  several  times  making  arrange- 
ments for  a  camp  and  are   ready  to   go  to  work   soon  as  a  work  order  arrives 
from  Washington. 

Our  travel   consisted  of  3,?55  people,    in  1,067   cars,    from  38    states 
and  5  foreign  countries.      Trips  through  the   ruins,    averaging  9.7  to  the 
party  and  106.4  minutes  to  the  trip,  were  made  by  1950  visitors.     Museum 
attendance   showed  923  visitors  with  an  average  attendance  per  party  of 
8.4  and   each  party  remained  in  the  museum  on  an  average  of  21.5  minutes. 

Four  more   cats  were  destroyed  that  had  been  r/ished  onto   the  monument. 

Henger  Spuhler   spent   four   days  the  past  montli  on  the  community  house, 
finding  the   levels  of   each   individual   room.      After  these  were  ascertained, 
a  plot  of  the   ruins  was  riado  and  the  levels  taken  to  bo  used  in  the  con- 
struction of  a  model   for   display  either  in  the  mureujn  or  office   lobby. 

Business  men  in  Santa  Fe  have  complained  all   susnmer-  about  the  de- 
crease in  travel,    and  lay  the  cause  to   the  completiou  of  Highv/ay  66    east 
from  Albuquerque.      One  oil   company  in  particular   stated  that  they  showed 
a  loss  in  sales  of  30,000   gallons   of  gasoline   for  the  m.onth  of  July  over 
a   like  month   in  1937,   while  the   same  company  in  Albuquerque   showed  a 
gain  of  a   like  amount   during  the   same  period.

All   electrical  wires  have  been  pulled  and  outlets   completed 
with  t  rim,   with  the  exception  of  lighting   fixture  installations  v;hich 
will  be  installed  upon  completion  of  our  hand  m.ade  tin  fixtures   designed 
for  this  building.      During  the  recent  trip  of  Mr,   Ahem,    together  with  the 
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architects  and  Assistant  Superintendent  Miller,    a  fuel  oil   heating   system 
was   decided  upon  and  after   complete  approval  of  the  plans   and  project, 
this  building  v/ill  be  brought   to    100  per   cent   completion. 


The  Operator's  Residence  v^ithin  the  Hotel    Development  is  now  plastered 
up  to  the  finish  coat.

Installation  of  the  power  line  was   completed  during  the  month  to- 
gether vdth  junction  and  feedoi-   lines  to  all   completed  units  of  the 
hotel   developraonto      Receipt  of  this   class   of  material  will   allow  us  to 
install  the   services  to    each  unit   as   it   goes  up   in  the  future. 

Preparation  of  building   stone  in  the   Rock  Quarry  has  been  going 
forward  all  month,      A  considerable  quantity  being   quarried  for  both  wall 
and  floor   construction.

This  is  a  slight  gain  over  the  same 
month  last  year.   The  early  part  of  the  month  was  very  slow,  but  the 

past  week  people  coming  to  the  snake  dances  and  Gallup  Ceremonial  have

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poured  into   de  Chslly. 

I   want  to   congratulate   some   source  for  the  new  SVM  16.      Personally, 
I   like  it  much  better  and  feel  certain  it  will   give  a  more  detailed  re- 
port in  the   end.      It  works  much  bettor   for  us   at   least.      Our   special 
report   on  parks  visited  is   received  very  well    except   question  three. 
Most  visitors  throvj-  up  their  hards  in  horror  on  that   one.     We  trust  they 
are  being  handled  properly.      By  the  way,    is    it   fair  for  two   Custodians  to 
pick  on  de  Chelly  at   once?      I  truly  believe  I   can  understand  why  and  I 
expect  to   add  McKinney  to  the  list  now.      The  boys   only  need  to   realize 
what  we  have  until  the  gieen-eyed  monster  grabs  them  in  his   clutches   and 
they  just  have  to  burst   out  nov/  and  then.      It  probably  makes  the  boys 
feel   some  better  and   I   don't  mind.      So    I  guess   all   is  well.      I    do   envy 
one   of  the  boys  on  the  duties  he  gets   from  his  H.C.W.P.      I    do  v/ell  to 
get  mine  to   cook. 

August,    as   a  vrhole,    has  been  very   dry   even  though  wo  have  had   some 
moisture.      It   seem  a  as   if  it  has   rained  all  around  us  but  ve-':'y  little 
right  here.      There   is  not  much  water   in  the  Canyons.      Of  course,    the  dry 
weather  has  been  favorable  to   roads   and   so   only  a  few  days  of   slick  roads. 

Spoalcing  of  reads,    the  CCC  has  been  doing   some  hard  work  on  our   roads 
and  it  helps  a  lot.      Several   curves  have  boon  widened  and  bad  bumps 
smoothed  out.

Mattingly,    of  the 
Bureau  of  the  Budget,   Harold  Getty  and  several  professors   from  the 
University  of  Arizona,    Dorothy  and  John  Keur,    Thelma  Springstead,    and 
many  others  visited  the  monument.      Superintendent  Fryer  and  obher 
officials   of  the  Indian  Service  were  welcome  guests.

Another  month  has  rolled  by,  bringing  its  ups  and  downs--mostly  ups 
so  far  as  the  work  at  the  monument  os  concerned.  Hy  health  the  last  two 
weeks  has  been  on  the  dovm  side.  Two  weeks  ago  I  caught  a  cold  that  has 
settled  in  my  left  ear  and  affected  my  hearing  so  that  I  have  had  to 
make  two  trips  to  the  doctor   and  take  Ig-  days  of   sick  leave.      Today,    I 


am 
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feeling   some  better,    though  not   entirely  over  my  trouble. 

The  travel  for  the  month  of  August  through  the  monument  has  been 
better  than  for  some  time,  also  the  use  of  the  camp  ground  area.  The 
meeting  of  the  Stockmen  and  Division  of  Grazing  range  men  brought  a 
lot  of  visitors  on  the  fifteenth  and  sixteenth  to  the  monument.  They 
were  dividing  up  the  range  according  to  what  each  man  was  entitled  to 
use  and  the  number  of   stock  he   could  graze  on  the  range. 

Total  visitors   guided,    117--just  tvro   less  than  for   July.      Campers 
and  picnickers,    70;    runarounds   or  users  of   bhe  mon^jment,    123;    total 
visitors   and  travelers,    315. 

The  weather  m.an  has  been  dealing  us  all  kinds   of  weather  the  past 
month,    continuing  with  Jnot   and  dry  winds   from  lact  month.      Ho   switched 
and  gave  us   a  good   rain  the  evening  of  tho  fifth  which   did   some  daiaage 
to  the  roads   and  c:amp  aroa  by  flooding   ovoi    the  banks   of  the  diversion 
ditch.      Agn.in  in  the  mi;_,ht   of  the   sixth  v^'o   got   u   lot   iP'^re  vv'^atcr  vfhich 
did  0.  lot  more   d:iMiag(j,    iilling  up  a  lot   of  tiie  iri'igation  ditches   and 
leaving  a  lot   of  sand  in  the  diversion   ditcho      Also   tno  rain  came   doi'vn 
so   fast  tha.t  the  water   could  not   run  from   uotweer.  the  houses   fast    enough, 
so  part  of   it   had  to   corr.e  through  the  cellar  and  out  through  the  front 
door.      Again  on  the   cightn  we  had   four   good    showers,    causing  water  to 
run.      But   no    damage  v.'"as   done  by  these   rains. 

Since  then,   we  have  had   ideal  weather--night   almost  too   cool  for 
comfort.      Frost  was   reported  on  the  m^ountains   the  fifteenth   and   six- 
teenth,   as  well   as   a  lot   of  hail   during  the   storLis.      We  have  had  five 
stormy  days,    14   partly  cloudy  days,    and  11   clear   days  the  past  month. 

CCC 

On  August  12,  I  finished  up  Project  lo .  7,  Ditch  Elimination,  as 
far  as  it  has  been  approved  in  the  past.  On  the  fifteenth,  I  started 
the  crew  of  six  men  digging  tlie  trench  for  the  pipe  line  job  which  is 
about  completed.   I  hope  to  have  this  job  completed  by  the  thirtyfirst. 

Also  had  the  boys  do  some  cleanup  after  the  flood,  removing  sand 
from  the  diversion  ditch  and  trash  from  the  road.   There  is  still  some 
work  to  be  done  before  the  cleanup  is  complete. 

Took  out  the  old  pit  toilet  just  north  of  the  road  on  August  18  and 
19.  Makes  the  place  look  a  lot  better, 

Al  Kuehl  and  J,  H,  Tovrea  came  in  on  August  8  and  spent  part  of 
the  afternoon  in  going  over  tJie  pipe  line  and  other  problems  of  the 
monument.   Detailed  plans  were  made  of  the  pipe  line  job.   A  rock  and 
cement  culvert  2'  x  8'  was  suggested  to  replace  the  two  18"  metal 
culverts  now  in  the  drain  ditch  so  that  all  the  water  can  get  through 
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without  rionning  over  the  road  as  it  did  the  last  stormy  spell.  The 
planting  of  trees  this  fall  around  the  residential  area  and  ponds, 
bracing  the  southwest  corner  of  the  fort  where  it  is  gradually  moving 
out,  and  fixing  the  steps  into  the  lower  house  so  that  the  vmter  cannot 
run  in  from  the  rains  were  among  the  problems  discussed  mth  Mr.  Kuehl 
and  Mr.  Tovrea. 

On  August  16  I  stopped  the  CCC  trucks  from  using  the  service  road 
east  of  the  moadow.   The  trucks  were  having  to  use  this  road  because  the 
Commanding  Officer  would  not  let  them  use  tho  company  street.  But  they 
are  using  it  now. 

Was  glad  to  have  Al  and  Tov  in  again,  as  I  was  getting  rather  lone- 
some for  some  Park  man  to  show  up  and  kind  of  spur  me  on  to  doing  better 
work  and  give  me  some  ncr'^v  ideas  to  thirJc  about. 

In  closing,  will  haire  to  admit  that  I  still  have  my  problems  to 
meet  here  c,t  Pipe  Spring  in  keeping  up  my  vnrk — both  the  CCG  and  regu- 
lar monument  cleanup.  Visitors  and  unguided  records  give  me  trouble. 
I  can't  sean  to  make  tiiem  come  out  right  as  to  whore  the  visicors 
should  be  counted.

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August  23.  Regional  Engineer  Jack  Diehl,  accompanied  by  his  wife, 
paid  a  visit.  While  ho  was  hero  we  went  over  proposed  stabilization  in 
the  Castle. 

Other  Visitors;   August  6.   Dr.  M.  M.  Ellis,  in  charge  of  Interior 
Fisheries  Investigations,  U.  S.  Bureau  of  Fisheries,  was  in  with  his 
wife  and  six  bio-assayists.   (More  about  them  under  Museum  and  Education). 
Isabella  Greenway,  former  Congresswoman  from  Arizona,  was  a  visitor. 

August  14.   A  motorcade  of  20  people  from  Williams,  Arizona,  pic- 
nicked 0.nd  saw  the  Castlo^   In  charge  of  the  party  was  H.  A.  Kendall, 
assistant  supervisor  of  the  Kaibab  National  Forest,  Vifith  the  party  were 
R.  W.  Hussey,  supervisor  of  the  Coconino  National  Forest,  Ranger  Harold 
Linn,  of  the  Beaver  Creek  Ranger  Station,  Charles  Proctor,  president  of 
the  Vfilliams-Grand  Canyon  Chamber  of  Commerce.

With  an  xonusual  amount  of  rainfall,  the  country  is  in  good  condition. 
An  exceptionally  heavy  amount  of  rain  fell  on  August  13,  which  seems  to 
have  hit  a  considerable  part  of  the  state,  caused  some  road  damage,  and 
some  slides  on  the  highway  just  this  side  of  Jerome.   Some  bad  washouts 
occurred  on  the  Cornville  approach  road,  and  a  few  other  places,  but 
travel  was  not  stopped,  and  was  hampered  for  only  two  or  three  days. 
Roads  are  now  in  better  condition  than  usual. 

Construction  is  still  under  way  on  the  Cornville  road.   On  Highway 
79  a  new  bridge  is  almost  finished.   This  bridge  will  eliminate  one  of 
the  worst  curves  on  the  entire  highway.   Camp  Verde  is  paving  its  main 
street  with  the  aid  of  W.P.A. 

On  the  approach  road  to  Montezuma  Castle  from  the  highway,  our  new 
oil  job  stood  up  all  right.   Two  culverts  were  almost  filled  up  with 
gravel  and  sand,  hovvrever,  and  constitute  a  difficult  problem. 

On  August  9  Beaver  Creek  started  running  again  past  the  Castle, 
after  having  been  dry  all  summer.   The  creek  was  in  fair  flood  on  August 
13,  the  first  flood  this  summer. 

MAINTENANCE,  IMPROVEMENTS,  AND  WEW  CONSTRUCTION 

Pressure  of  the  heaviest  tourist  travel  in  several  years  has  pre- 
vented any  but  routine  clean-up  work  in  buildings  and  on  grounds,  and 
very  little  additional. 
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A  damaged  tailgate  on  the  pickup  truck  was   re-welded, 

A  hole  was   drilled  in  the  aquarium  for  the  museum,    and  piping  was 
installed  to   carry  running  "water  through   it. 

The  gasoline  pump  was   removed  and  a  lealc  repaired.      This  leak  had 
been  underground,    and  had  entailed  considerable   loss  of  gasoline  before 
it  became  apparent. 

Incoming  highways  to  the  north  were  patrolled  for  the  purpose  of 
establishing  v/here   signs  were  needed,    and  several   new  signs  were  ordered. 

About   a   day's  time  has  been   spent  pulling   exotic  thorn  weeds, 
"tribulus  terrestris). 

A  rattlesnake  skin  was  prepared  and   installed  as  an   exhibit  in  the 
musGum, 

PERSOmJEL 

During  the  month  the  Custodian  made  one  trip  to  Vfalnut   Canyon  Na- 
tional  Monviment,    delivering  a  museum  case  to   Paul  Beaubion,    and  while 
there, taking  Paul's  Nature  Trail  walk.      Cannot   say  that  the  ruins  were 
particularly  impressive,   but  thought   that   as   a  nature  trail  the  walk 
was  fascinating.      Paul  has   got  out    some  might   interesting  labels   on  the 
geology  and  the  plants.      Had   quite  a  chat  mth  Paul,    and  got    some  worth- 
while pointers   from  him.     Wish  we  had  a  good  prospect  for  a  natura  trail 
here.      Think  I'll   start   one  anyway. 

LIUSBUIvI  AND  EDUCATION 

On  August   1  we  added  to   the  museum  study  collection  an  immature 
Western  Diamond  Back  Rattlesnake   (Crotalus   cinereous?),   making  a  total 
of  three  pickled  snalces   and  one   stuffed   specimen  for  the  musetun. 

On  August   19  Ranger  Alberts   found  a  large  diamond  back  rattlesnake 
about   100  feet   from  his  tent  house.      He  and  my  brother   captured  the  crea- 
ture,   and  v^re   dispatched   it  with  chloroform.      It  v-tis   a  female,   measuring 
four   feet  and  three  quarters  of  an  inch  long.      The  skin  has  been  tanned 
in  our  home   laboratory   (the  basement)    and  now  reposes  on  felt   on  the 
museum  vra.ll.      This   is  our   first  museum  acquifi^ition  of  a  tanned  snake   skin. 

The  skull  of  this   rattlesnake  will  be  mounted  vAen  I    can  get  to   it, 
so    should  not  yet  be  considered  an  acquisition. 

In  the  last  monthly  report,    I  mentioned  that   some  of  our  textile 
specimens   contained  a  fiber  which  most   closely  resembled  that  of  the 
basswood  tree.      Since  that  time,   Mr.   Volney  H.   Jones,    assistant   curator, 
Ethnobotanical  Laboratory,    University  of  Michigan,    has   examined  the 
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specimens   and   states   in  a   letter  that  the  fiber  was   not  bassv.'ood,   but  ap- 
pears  to  be   all    cotton  anj/or  yuccu.      At   th  3   ro'-ii^TP+    of   v,    '-' .    ^c"'"'' '^ " . 
the   Denver  Art  Museum,   who   initiated  the   titudy  i.l    -.ue    ^^j^iII^j.^..,    '...l  .   ,. 
forv/arded  the   specimens  to  Dr.   A.    C.   1/ilhi.itford,    of  Alfred,    New  York,    for 
further   examination. 

Under  the  visitor   list   in   this   report  was  mentioned  the  visit   of  the 
Interior  Fisheries   Invest igabor,    Dr.   M.   M.    Sllis,      The  principal  purpose 
of  the  visit   of  his  party  u-as  to  make   chemiocl   analyses  of  the  water   in 
these   strorunG  and  of  the;  body   chemistry  of  the   fishes   inhabitinr  them, 
to  better   C3".8bli=ih  what  ~:ypes   of    fish   arc  boo'.    suited  for    t'^i-^    joctlity. 
Incidenbal    bo   thi  ?  wori-"  wl.s    identification  oi'   fish    species.      Tnc   ci^stc- 
dian   assisted  the  party  during  one   day  to   catcli  different  varieties   from 
nearby. 

On  a  later   day,    (a  day  off)    the   Custodic^n  and  wife  obtained   from 
several  miles   upstream   some  fish  which,    it   appears   likely,   may  turn  out 
to  be   Dace,    an.d  forwarded  them  to  Dr.    Ellis'    laboratory   in   Colum.bia, 
Missouri,    for   identification.     We  have  not  heard  the   report  yet. 

During  the  month  about   15  new  plants  were   collected  for  the  herbarium. 

GENERAL 

We  have  been  quite  busy  during  the  month  handling  the  heavy  tourist 
travel.     We  have  had   so  many  large  groups   of  people   that  the  muse^mi  has 
received  a  little   less   guide   service,    this    same   service  being  added  to 
the  field  trips.      Since  we  now  limit  the  number  of  persons   climbing  the 
ladders  to   nine  in  a   group,    it   frequently  happens  that    largo  groups  will 
be  waiting  or   sitting  at  the  park  bench   in  front   oi'  the   Castle.      So, 
while   one  guide   is  busy  in  the   Castle,    the  other  frequently  gives   a 
lecture  on  the   gro\md,    contacting  up   to    25  or  30   people   that  way.      But 
while  this  happens,    sometim.es   a   small   group   of  three  or   four  people 
will   visit  the  museum  unattended.      A.11  in  all,    however,   \re  give   service 
to  more  people  this  way   during   rush  hours.      It    is    in  a  case   like  this 
where   a  temporary   sximmer  ranger  vrould  be  vrorth  his  weight   in  gold. 

General   conditions   in  the  valley  are  looking  better.      Oti  August   4 
or  5  the  Phelps-Dodge   Corporation  rehired  a  lot  of  men  who  had  been 
laid  off.      Additional  Vf.P.A.  work    is   aiding   Camp  Verde  and  immediate 
vicinity.      One  of  our   large  guest   ranches  ud  Beaver   Creek   is   doing  over 
|7,000  worth  of  improvements  this    summer,    and  a  number  of  nearby  men 
are  working  there.

{Well  what   else  could  you   expect  when  there    is   a  Park  Service  man  in 
charge  of  their   digs?)      Dr.    Brand   is   in  charge   of  the  field  school,    of 
course,   v\rith  Dr.   Arthur  Kelly  in  charge  of  tiie   excavating.      In  addition 
to   their  regular  manbers   of  the  university  faculty,    they  have  with  them 
Dr.    Ernest  Antevs,    Carnegie  Institution  of  Washington;    Dr.    Clyde   Kluckhohm, 
Harvard  University. 

VISITORS 

The  people   in  the  Canyon  certainly  enjoyud  the   long  iris  it  by   Dr.    and 
Mrs.   Keur.      They  arrived  in  the  monument   early  in  the  month,   were   out   for 
a  feY\r  days  visiting  the  Springstoads   and  othei-  acquaintances.      They  have 
returned  to  the  Cenyon,    however,    and  will  be  here  until   after  the  archeo- 
logical    conference  the   latter  part  of  the  month, 

Mr.    and  Mrs.    John  J,    Raskob   and  two   children  were  visitors   this 
montli,    not  taking  the  time,    hov/ever,    to   look  the  place  over. 

James  W.  Watt,    from  the  Public  Health   Service,    stopped  in  again  to 
give  the   Canyon  the  once-over. 

Six  of  the  Soil   Conservation  Service   employees   are   in  the  Canyon 
today   (August   24)    looking  over  future  proposed  work  in  the  monument. 

Mr,  and  Mrs.  James  Brewer,  of  Aztec  Tluins  National  Monument,  came 
to  look  the  Canyon  over  again  so  tliat  they  wouldn't  forget  what  a  real 
ruin  looked  like. 

WEATHER 

Maximum  temperature  was   101°   on  August   1.      Minim-.un  temperature,    44° 
on  August   20.      Precipitation  1.82   inches    (enough  to  take  this   year's 
bath).      There  were  thirteen  clear  days,   three   cloudy,    and  the  balance 
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vre.re  partly  cl.oudy. 

ROADS 

The  roads   are   in  better   condition  at  present  than  they  have  been  in 
the  past  tvfo   years, 

SOIL  COI-ISERVATIOIT 

The  Soil  Conservation  Service  has  certainly  been  vrorking  hard  and 
fast  on  plans  for  future  vrork  in  the  Chaco »  One  of  their  small  struc- 
tures went  out,  but  was  iio  fault  of  theirs.  Cause;  one  of  our  little 
rodents   digging  big  holes.

All   camp  and  maintenance  details   havo  been  prorated  and  are   included 
in  the  above  totals.      Due  to  the  heavy  Trains  the  past  fevi  weeks  these  de- 
tails have  been  larger  than   is   usual   in  the   sumnier  months.      Among  jobs 
undertaken  were  repair  to  the  office  roof  and  cooperative  work  Y>rith  the 
University  of  New  Mexico  to   keep  tlie  approaches  to  the  bridge  across  the 
Chaco   passable. 

A  summary  of  the  type  and  amount   of  vrorlz  done  under   each  of  the 
above  headings    is   as   follows;

Rooms  SI,  92,  112  are  three  closely  connected  rooms  which  have  not 
been  excavated  as  deeply,  by  4  to  8  feet,  as  those  they  adjoin;  namely, 
Nj.  109  and  110.   These  lower  levels  have  been  subject  to  destructive 
washing  and  seepage  fron  the  less  excavated  rooms.   Since  it  was  not 
possible  to  drain  the  accumulated  water  from  these  three  rooms  out  into 
the  west  plaza  nor  outside  tho  ruin  to  the  north  they  were  plated  with 
stabilized  luortar  and  dry  barreled  into  thn  northwest  corner  of  112,  as 
far  away  as  possible  from  the  lov^est  level J;  of  109  cjid  110.   The  dry 
barrel,  5  feet  in  diameter,  was  carried  to  a  depth  of  14  feet,  well  be- 
low the  floor  levels  of  109  and  110. 

Rooms  64,  65,  66  a^-e  so  located  that  water  falling  in  them  washed 
through  the  walls  of  kivas  K  and  L.   Since  the  bottom  ol  L  is  some  20 
feet  below  the  floor  levels  of  the  rooms  to  be  drained,  it  was  imprac- 
tical to  dry  barrel  them  so  they  were  platc;d  mt!:  stabilized  mortar  and 
the  drainage  carried  off  through  tile  and  open  plated  ditches  past  ¥., 
through  the  narroi-j-  corridor  233  and  out  into  the  open  plaza. 

At  the  west  side  of  the  pueblo,  a  bank  of  wind  blovm  material  had 
turned  drainage  from  the  area  to  the  north  in  against  tlie  exterior  walls 
of  rooms  115  to  117.   Eight  cubic  yards  of  this  material  were  removed 
and  the  area  iiHnediately  adjacent  to  tho  walls  sloped. 

Areas  of  plaster  exposed  in  clearing  the  kiva  corners  in  three  loca- 
tions, Nos.  62,  238,  and  285,  were  sprayed  wit?i  the  NPSX  transparent 
waterproofing  solution.  Application  was  with  a  portable  gasoline  powered 
compressed  air  spray.   Spray  applied  from  a  distance  of  a  foot  and  a  half 
at  a  pressure  of  30  pounds.   The  total  of  28  square  yards  was  given  two 
applications.  At  a  later  date,  a  third  and  final  application  will  be 
made. 

CAPPING

On  rooms  114  to  117  a  two  course  stabilized  mortar  capping  was  laid 
over  the  wall  support  work  and  re-spallirig  completed  last  month.   On  the 
south  curve  of  Kiva  C  the  single  slope  capping  in  place  there  was  re- 
placed with  a  stepped  type  capping  of  flagstone  laid  in  concrete  mortar. 
This  adds  to  the  appearance  of  the  outline  of  Kiva  C  as  seen  from  the 
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plaza  and  maices    it   possible  to    conduct   trail  parties  who  wish  x,o    reach  a 
higher   elevation  in  the  pueblo   over  this    section  of  the   site.

The  woi-k  on  room.s    121,    122   consisted  of   replacing  four  yards   of 
surface  stone  which  had   softened  and   sloughed  out.      In  room  T'6,   where 
the  masonry  is   composed  of   large  blocks   of  soft   stone   separated  by  wide 
bands  of  spalls,    the  spalls  had  weathered  out,    leaving   strips   of   exposed 
adobe  mortar  between  the  blocks.      The  second  story  wall   in  tliis   room  con- 
sisted of  a  fragment   on  the  east   side, poorly  supported  on  the  first   story 
and  undermined  at   its  base  by  a   series   of   small  breaks  where  the  ceiling 
poles   of  the    first   floor  had  rotted  out.      Support   of  this  wall  was  ac- 
complished by  extending  the  base  of  the   second  story  wall  to   a   slight 
extent,    repair  of  the  pole  holes,    re-spalling   12   square  yards   of  wall 
surface,    both   lower  and   second   story,    and  capping  the  new  work. 

The   east  walls  of   rooms   241   and  242  are  being   done  together  as 
one  unit    since   success  of  the  work  in  242   depends   upon,    to  a  great 
extent,    the   strength  of  the  buttress  wall   in  241   against  which  it   rests. 
We   are  confronted  here  with  a   sheer  break  in  the  wall  of   20   feet,    from 
third  to   second   story,    roughly,    in  room  242, and  in  241  another   drop  from 
second  to   first   story.      That   in  241  was   repaired  first,    a  concrete  cored 
buttress  wall  built   against  the  fragment  which   supported  the  portion  of 
second  story  wall  under  the  20-foot  break  in   242.     With  the  concrete 
core  in  241   complete,    all  weathering   surfaces  ^vere  covered  with  a  capping 
in   stabilized  mortar. 

After  this  had  set, butt res sing  began  from  second  to  third  story  in 
242.  It  is  still  in  progress.  To  date,  one  reinforced  concrete  lintel 
has  been  poured  over   a  doorway  and  three   cubic   feet  of  concrete  cored 
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wall  have  been  built  up  against  the  overbalanced  third  story  wall. 

In  room  258  the   second   story  has  been  built   out   overhangjng  the 
first   so  that  all  one  side  of  the   second  story  vrall   for  a  wj.dth  of  6 
to   0   inches   is  unsupported.      To    date,    the  only  vrork   completod  on  this 
job  has  been  to   construct  the  concrete  bases  on  which  will  rest  thc^  si 
beam  to  be  placed  under  the  unsupported  portion  of  the   upper  wall.      Cx". 
of  these  rests  has   entailed  considerable  work,   necessitating  the  rcpvir 
and  placing  of  a  concrete  core  in  a  considerable  portion  of  the  eart 
wall  of   258.

WEATHER 

The  weather  at  Wupatki  has  been  quite  pleasar.rt  di^rlng  the-  yvs'.^ 
month.  A  considerable  amount  of  rain  has  fallen  in  the  region,  l 
most   of  it   passes  by  YiTupatki  without    stopping.      The  only  real    .-■^j... 
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have  had  was   on  the   second  when  about   one-half  inch  fell   during  the  after- 
noon. 

TRAVEL 

As  far  as  the  visitors  are  concerned,  this  has  been  one  of  the  busi- 
est months  I  have  ever  experienced  here.   There  has  been  an  increase  of 
235  visitors  over  the  same  period  last  yearo  "I'Vhy  we  should  have  such  an 
increase  is  still  a  mystery  to  me.   Beaubien  at  Yvalnut  is  kept  quite 
busy,  but  no  one  else  aroung  Flagstaff  thinics  that  travel  is  any  too 
good. 

GENERAL 

We   enjoyed  a  visit   from  Associate  Director   Demaray,    Hugh  Miller, 
and  Al  Kuehl   on  July  20.     We  not   only  had  a  chance  to    sit  around  and 
talk  while  they  ate  liAnch,   but   a  good  bit   of  time  was   given  to   the  de- 
velopment of  Wupatki.      Clyde  had  mentionea  that  he  wou]  d  like  to    see 
Hugh  again;    hence  we  made  a  trip   down  to  the  hogan.      Sc.lly  wc.s  weaving 
a  rug  whicli  attracted  the  eye  of  both  Hugh  and  Mr.    Demaray.     'I'VTien  Sally 
mentioned  that   she  would    sell   it  for  five  dollars,    I   tl-\ought   that   someone 
vrould  get  hurt   in  the  rush  to  buy   it.      Mr.    Demaray  was  the  winner,    as  he 
does  not  have  many   chances  to  buy  rugs   off  the   loom. 

Al  Wliiting  of  the  Musei;m  of  Northern  Arizona  was  out   several  times 
during  the  montho      He   is   Interested  in  the   ethnobotany  of  the  average 
Navajo   as   compared  to  the  average  Hopi.      The  results   of   his  vrork   should 
make  an  interesting  paper.      I   went   along  with  him  one   afternoon  to    inter- 
pret  Clyde  Peshlakai's  English. 

On  the  nineteenth  and  twentieth  of  this  month  I    accompanied  Wildlife 
Technician  MacDougall,    Roy  Gambrell,    of  the  State  Game  Commission,    and 
Paul  Beaubien,    of  YiTalnut    Canyon,    on  a   survey  of  a  possible  antelope   ref- 
uge adjacent  to  the  monument.     We   saw  three   antelope  in  Antelope  Prairie, 
and  then  the  next   day  visitors  mentioned   seeing  a  band  of  about  twenty 
in  the  junipers  near  the   Forest   Service  boundary  on  the  road  to  Sunset 
Crater. 

The  flow  of  the  Wupatki   spring  has  been  checked   several  times   dur- 
ing the  month.      It   is  as    erratic   as   ever,    and  to    really  check  the  flow 
of  the  spring   for  purposes  of  the   development   here,   the  flow  should  be 
measured  each  day,    and  correlated  with  rainfall  here  at  the  ruin  and 
further  up  in  the  region  towards  the  peaJcs.      At   present,    it    is  neces- 
sary to    shut  off  the  flow  into   the   storage  tank  to   obtain  pressure  to 
fill  water  barrels.      It  might  be  possible  to   carry  out  this   investiga- 
tion later  in  the  year.

I   would  judge  that  the   supply  of  water    is   from  a  comparatively   shal- 
low source,    since  there   is   so   much  variation.      The  very  local   rains,    how- 
ever,   do  not  affect  the  flow  for  at   least  three  to   five  days   afterwards, 
although  there   is  no  means  of  telling  whether  the   increase  which  follows 
a   rain   is   due  to   a  local    rain  or  one  higher  up  in  the  drainage.      There 
is  very  little  variation  in  the   flow  v;ithin  any  one  day,    no  matter  how 
high  the  temperature.      Nevertheless,    I    shall   continue  taking  measure- 
ments of  the  flow  in  the  hope  that  the  figures  will  be  of  use  to   some- 
one who  knows  more  about    springs  than  I. 

PUBLICITY 

The  Southwest  Tourist  News  contained  a  short  article  on  the  Wupatki 
Ruins,  and  other  Southwestern  Monuments  along  Highway  66,  during  the 
last  month. 

In  talking  to  one  of  the  "Hostesses"  for  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  in 
Flagstaff,  I  discovered  that  they  had  been  sending  a  good  many  people  to 
both  Sunset  and  Ympatki.  However,  I  have  received  only  one  of  their 
introductory  cards.   People  seem  to  be  reluctant  about  showing  them. 
In  order  to  check  upon  the  number  of  people  who  are  sent  out  by  them. 
Miss  Dorothy  Peach  is  going  to  make  a  list  of  people  they  have  routed 
through  Wupatki  and  I  am  going  to  check  it  with  the  register. 

MAI  NTENANCE  AND  CONSTRUCTION 

On  July  2  we  had  a  miniature  flood  in  the  kitchen.   It  rained  about 
half  an  inch  during  the  afternoon  and  a  puddle  of  water  broke  through  the 
ceiling  and  covered  the  kitchen  floor.   No  sooner  had  we  gotten  it  well 
under  hand  than  friends  of  ours  arrived  to  stay  overnight.   Life  in  the 
country,  but  we  managed  all  right. 

The  "refrigerator  room"  works  find,  and  has  attracted  a  good  deal 
of  attention.  The  prehistoric  ventilation  system  apparently  ventilates 
the  room  sufficiently  for  the  Electrolux. 

During  the  month  the  valve  at  the  spring  was  repaired  and  the  rear 
window  of  the  pickup  replaced  with  a  new  glass.  It  was  broken  when  the 
water  barrel  and  pump  toppled  over  while  I  vms  driving  to  the  cook 

shack. 

Fire  extinguishers  were  refilled  on  August  1.

A  group  of  25  to   50   CCC  boys   from  Camp  mi-5-A  have  been  working  on 
the  road  entrance  by  way  of  the  Citadel   since  the   18th,      Their  work^    for 
the  most  part,    has   consisted  of  taking  the   rock  from  the  road.      This  has 
been  completed  as   far  as  the   Citadel  to    date.      The   road   is   certainly  im- 
proved.

exhibits   in  the   field,      I  vrauld  like  to   know  just   how  this   order   affects 
those  of  us  who   have  no  museui.i,   but   like   bo   try  our  hand  at    exhibits 
once  in  a  while  to    give  information  where  it   is  badly  needed.      Certainly 
we  do   not  have  the    funds  to   transfer  to  the  Western  Museum  Laboratories 
in  order  to   have  them  make  the   exhibits   for  us.

GENERAL 

Aztec  Ruins  has    experienced  one  of  the  busiest  months   in  history, 
with  most  of  the  visitors   guided  through    che  ruins   and  through  the  museum. 
Travel   is   picking  up   on  State   Road  55.      This   road   is   now  graveled  from 
Cuba  to   San  Ysidro.      From  San  Ysidro  to  Bernalillo   the  road  has  been 
oiled.      The  new  bridge   a.t  Bernalillo   has  been  completed,    and  the  visi- 
tors  are  using  that   road  more  tnis  year  than   ever  before,      Tvro   large 
contracts   have  been  let  between  Cuba  and  Bloomfield.      This   not  only 
brings  visitors  to  Aztec   Ruins  but  vdll  bring  them  within  twenty- four 
miles   of  the  monument   called  Chaco — our  neighbors   to   the   south.      Now, 
Boss,    don't  you  think  the  Service  could  build  an  approach  road  from 
Highvra.y  55  to   Chaco   headquarters   lAiider  the  Approach  Road  Act? 

Ranger  Peterson  was  here  seven  days  on  relief  duty  the  first  part 
of  the  month  and   is  here  now  in  the  same  capacity  until   after  the  Gallup 
Ceremonial.      Our   experience  in  the  past   indicates  that   our  travel   records 
swell  by  visitors  making   stop-overs  here,   going  and  coming  from  the  Gallup 
Ceremonial.

Much  has  been  accomplished  on  grounds   during  the  month.      All   trails, 
grounds,    and  the   open  court   in  the  ruins  have  been  weeded  with  NYA  labor. 
All   lumber,    doors,    and  door  frsjnes,    the  old   electric   conduit,    and  other 
signs   of  white-mnji  construction  has  been  removed  from  the  ruins   and  in 
general   it   looks  more   like  a  prehistoric   ruin  than  it   did  in  the  past. 
The  junlc  pile  on  the  north   side  of  the  ruins   has  been  moved  or   eliminated. 
The  monument   in  general   is    really  getting   slicked  up   and  put   in  shape  for 
the  Grand  I.odge,   vaiich  is   holding  its   convention  in  October.     ^Yith  all 
the  good  reads  being  built   in  northwestern  New  Me::rico,   we   should  have 
much  more  travel  ne:rb  year  than  ever  before   in  the  history  of  this  monu- 
ment .

The  past 
week  much  has  been  accomplished  on  this   job.      The  bo;7o  have   learned  the 
art   of  laying  the   stones   in  place  and  it   is  believed  that  much  will  be 
accomplished  on  this  waterproofing   job  by  this  time  next  month,     ¥Je 
hope   to  have  some  rooms   finished  to    report   on  in  our  next  monthly  report. 

MONTOffiNT   INSPECTIONS 

Yucca  House  and  Kovenweep  National  Monuments  were   inspected  by  me  on 
July  28.      I   left  Aztec  Ruins   8:30   a.   m. ,    arriving  Yucca  House  National 
Monument   10:35  a.m.      Inspected  ruins   and  found   everything   in  good   shape, 
including   four  new  warning   signs  that  had  been   erected   since  my  last 
trip  to  Yucca  House  by  Ranger  Peterson.      The   signs  were  w^ell  made  and  a 
neat   job   of  putting  them,  up  had  been  done.      Ail   gates  were  tied  and 
stapled  tight.      I  TJ"as  toll'  ".;/   the  Ismays  tnat    sevoral  parties   of  visi- 
tors were  in  to    see  the  m.onur;.3nt   during  the  month  of  July.      I   left 
Yucca  House  at   11:05   a.m.,    arriving  at  McElmo    school  house  s.t   12:25 
p.m.,   where  I  met  Ranger  Peterson.     We  left  McElmo    school  house  immedi- 
ately en  route  to  Hackberry  group   of  Hovenweep   ruins.     I   assisted  Pete 
in  tearing   down  what    is  knovm  as  the  Bootlegger's  House  on  top  of  the 
prehistoric  vra.ll,   buried  all  tin  cans,    discarded  clothing,    sheep   car- 
casses,   etc.      The   ruin  is   nov:  a   little  more  presentable,    but   could  stand 
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more  landscaping.      I   left  Hackberry  and   returned  to  Aztec   Ruins  at   9:20. 

mN  EQUIPI'iENT 

On  July   25,   we  received  a  new  6-16  Kodak  Senior  in  the  mail,    also 
12  rolls  of  film.      This  piece  of   equipment  was  badly  needed  for  official 
use  and   it   is  greatly  appreciated. 

A  new  550-gallon  gasoline   storage  tank  was   received,    installed,    and 
put   into   use  on  August   15.     A  new  rain  gauge  and  the   supports   for  the 
gauge  were   received  fron.  the  TJeather  Bureau    at  Albuquerque,    August   20. 

ACCIDKNTS 

Ben  Beale,    of  the  Navajo   CCC  Mobile  Unit  injured  his  thumb  by 
striking   it  with  a  rock  hammer  July  26.      First  aid  was  rendered  by  Ranger 
Brewer.      The  Navajo  boy  was  just   a  little   afraid  of  the  Yi/hite-man  medi- 
cine,  but   reported  regularly  until  liis  thumb  vms  well. 

TRAVEL: 


During  the  month,    3,479  people   entered  the  monument   in  1,012   cars, 
coming  from   every   state  in  the  union  except  Delaware   and  New  Hcanpshire. 
District  of  Columbia     and  territories  of  Alaska  and  Hawaii  were  also 
represented.      Foreig'n  countries   represented  were   England,    Sweden,   India, 
and   Ireland.      Personal    service  -.vas   rendered  to   3,247  people  on  ruins 
trips.     'While  2,C'19  people  were  guided  through  the  museum.      Number  of 
field  trips  "'^ra.s   315;    n\imb«r  of  museum  trips,    326.      For  the  corresponding 
period  of   last  year   3,056   people — an  increase  of  423.

TATEATHER 

Days  clear --15    Maximum  temperature 115 

Days  partly  cloudy — 12    Minimum  temperature 58

Except  for  a  three  day  cool  spell,  the  weather  here  at  Gasa  Grande 
has  been  just  about  what  one  would  expect  from  records  of  past  years--hot, 
with  frequent  thunder  storms  and  occasional  high  winds. 
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A  severe  electrical  storm  occurred  on  the  third,  with  lesser  ones 
accompanying  most  of  the  rains.   Rain  fell  on  seven  days  during  the  month, 
six  of  them  showing  readings  of  more  than  .01  inch  on  the  gauge  stick. 
Heaviest  precipitation  Tvas  on  tho  tv/enty forth,  when  .81  inch  fell  during 
the  night.   Greatest  daily  range  was  on  the  eighteenth,  45  degrees.   Pre- 
vailing winds  were   from  the  southwest. 

GENERAL 

Visitor  travel  fell  off  a  bit  from  that  of  last  month,  totaling 
110  less  than  for  August  of  1D37.   Average  time  spent  by  the  visitors  at 
the  monument  also  dropped,  in  the  s£jne  seo-saw  manner  as  has  been  occurring 
all  summer.   This  month's  average  party  spent  9.9  minutes  less  in  the 
ruins  and  museum  than  did  the  average  part3'  during  July. 

During  the  month  Custodian  Bicknell  made  outside  trips  as  follows: 
Three  trips  to  Mount  Eldon  CCC  Camp  near  Flagstaff,  with  equipment  for 
the  project  there;  a  trip  to  Tumacacori  and  Madera  Canyon;  one  trip  to 
Tucson,  to  aid  in  giving  the  oral  examination  required  of  prospective 
Park  Rangers  I  one  trip  to  Phoenix  to  pick  up  a  portion  of  the  plumbing 
materials  for  the  new  utility  area  here  at  Headquarters, 

Ranger  Egermr.yer  finally  had  the  opportunity  of  going  over  to 
Snaketown,   The  tiip  was  made  in  company  witii  John  and  Dorothy  Keur  and 
Ranger-Historian  Gertrude  Hill,  while  the  Keurs  vrere  here  on  their  annual 
western  trip.   Most  of  the  afternoon  Yjas  spent  digging  the  car  out  of 
the  sand,  however,  so  very  little  time  was  actually  spent  at  the  site. 

Teddy  Baehr,  who  was  still  unable  to  work  at  the  time  the  last  re- 
port was  made,  is  no¥i"  fully  recovered  from  the  effects  of  the  centipede 
bite  which  incapacitated  him^  for  nearly  two  weeks.   Teddy  says  that  he 
does  not  fully  agree  with  the  sign  in  the  museum  which  states  "The  bite 
of  the  centipede  is  somewhat  painful." 

NEWSWORTHY  VISITORS 

During  the  month  the  following  Park  Service  officials  were  visitors 
at  the  monument:   August  8,  Franlc  L.  Fish,  custodian  of  the  Chiricahua 
National  Monument;  August  18  and  19,  Jack  Liehl,  regional  engineer;  August 
17  and  22,  Al  Keuhl,  associate  landscape  architect}  August  21,  Eric  Reed, 
regional   archeologist,  and  Mrs.  Reed. 

Other  visitors  of  note  included  Mr.  and  Mrs.  John  Keur,  of  Long 
Island  University  at  Brooklyn;  Dr.  E.  S.  Hathaway,  Professor  of  Ecology 
at  Tulane  University,  Mr.  J.  E.  Perkins,  formerly  Park  Ranger  at  Yosemite, 
and  now  graduate  assistant  to  Dr.  Hathaway  at  Tulane. 

Another  visitor  of  particular  interest  was  Mr.  Dan  McDermott,  of 
Phoenix,  who  brought  his  small  grandson  here  to  see  the  ruins  on  August  7. 
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This  was  Mr.   McDermott's  third  trip  to   Casa  Grande,   the  first  having  been 
made  during  April  of  1889,   wliile  he  was   employed  in  building  the  Picacho 
reservoir.     Ho   spoke  of  the  trouble  that  their  party  had   encountered  in 
finding  the   ruin,    as  the  road  was  practically  non-existent,    and  also 
mentioned  that  he  had  in  his  possession  a  piece  of  wood  from  the  lintel 
of  one  of  the   doorways  of  the  building.     He  offered  to   give  us  his 
piece,    a   splinter  of  juniper,   which  he  had  kept  all  this  time  as  a   souve- 
nir, meanwhile    stating  that   some  of  the  other  members  of  the  party  had 
divided  a  cottonwood  log  which  they  had  taken  from  the   same  doorway.     I 
bolicvo  that  this   is  the  first  knowledge  of  cottonvrood  having  been  used 
in  the  building  of  the  Casa  Grande. 

USE  OF  MONTO-'iEHT  FACILITIES   BY  THE  PUBLIC 

Total  travel:      1938,    1,694;    1937,    1,804-    1936,    1,487. 

Of  the  1,694  visitors  to   the  monument,    1,412    {SZ%)   were   contacted 
on  guided  parties  throufi,h  the  ruins,    the  iiiussum,    or  both.      A  total  of 
10,039  minutes  was    spent   in  conducting   286  parties  through  the  ruins, 
for  an  average  time   of   35.1  minutes  per  party.      In  the  museum,    4,543 
minutes  were   spent  with  199  parties,    for  an  average  time  of   22.8  minutes. 

During  the  month,    45   separate  parties,   made  up  of  247  visitors,    used 
the  picnic   grounds.      One  local   group,    31  people  from  the  Church  of  God 
Sunday  school   clr.ss,    held  a  picnic  here  August    21,    and  -Arore  taken  through 
the  rmns  and  museum.      On  August    24,    a  geography  field   class   from  the 
Flississippi  Statu  Teachers'    College  visited  the  monument.      Other  than 
these  t?/o  groups,    none  of  the  picnic  parties  were  other  than  casual  tour- 
ists of  local  family  groups. 

CASA  GRANDE  CCC  SIDE   CAMP 

Job  No.    50,    Shop:      Only  the  wall  betvreen  the    shop  and  the  oil  house 
was   completed  this  month.      Work  on  the  shop   itself  is  help  up  until  the 
interior  fittings  and  shelving  are  received  from  diiricahua.      Man  days 
expended:      16. 

Job  No.  51,  Warehouse:  The  floor  is  now  75  per  cent  poured,  and  the 
wall  from  the  building  to  the  entrance  gate  is  completed.  The  gate  posts 
are  also   finished,    ready  to   hang  the  gates.      Man  days   expended:      35. 

Job  No,    52,   Oil  House:      Most   of  the  work  done  this  month  by  the 
camp  was   expended  on  the  oil  house.      The  walls  are  finished,   the  concrete 
slab  roof  poured,    and  the  wash  rack  finished  except   for  the  roof.      Plas- 
tering will  be  started  this  month,    as   soon  as  the  wire  mesh  is  put  on. 
Man  days   expended:      160. 

Job  No.  53,  Guide  Service:  Rogers  and  Coyle  are  still  guiding  visi- 
tors,   but   Enrollee  Holt   left   for  Chiricahua  August   22.      He  plans  to   take 
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his  discharge  at  tho  main  camp  and  enroll  as  a  sophomore  at  the  University 
of  Texas  this  fall.   George  Sheffield  replaces  him  as  a  guide,  and  after 
only  one  iveck,  seems  to  be  fitting  into  the  work  very  nicely.  Man  days 
expended:   113, 

Job  No.  54,  Cleanup  and  Maintenance:   Only  four  man  days  expended 
during  the  month  on  camp  maintenanceo 

Job  No.  55,  Faking  Adobes:   2,500  adobes  were  made  during  the  mionth. 
A  few  were  lost  during  the  last  storm,  but  the  exact  number  will  not  be 
known  until  used,  as  the  damaged  bricks  are  at  the  bottom  of  the  pile. 
Man  days  expended:   33. 

During  the  month,  safety  meetings  were  held  every  Thursday  evening, 
with  all  enrollees  atterding. 

August  17,  George  Sheffield  replaced  Jaiaes  Holt  as  guide.   Holt  is 
returning  to  Texas,  where  he  expects  to  attend  the  state  university  this 
fall. 

Stark  returned  from.  iM-S-A  on  the  sixteenth  and  replaced  Alaniz  as 
cook. 

Due  to  an  infection  of  the  ai^n.  Enroll oo  DuBose  was  sent  to  the  in- 
firmary at  SP-3-A  on  August  lo,  and  after  spending  three  days  there  was 
sent  in  to  the  main  camp  at  Chiricahua  whore  he  would  receive  medical  at- 
tention.

Visitors  this  month,  8,000;  total  since  October  1,  23,700, 


We  have  had  a  very  good  month  for  visitors,  and  I  feel  quite  sure  we 
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have  had  a  little  over  8,000   since  July  27.      This  month,   more  than   ever 
before,    I  have  been  able  to   get  a  pretty  close  check  on  the  visitors   for 
the  road  has  not  been  in  very  good  condition  and  has  necessitated  most 
of  my  time  this  month.      Often  in  the  forenoon  and  late   evening   I  have 
counted  from  ten  to  twenty   cars  visiting  at  one  time.      Our  State  Tourists 
Bureau's  liighway  marker  has  been  an  invluence  in  sending  folks  to  the 
monument . 

Weather  has  been  very  hot  and  rather   dry  all  the  month;while  we   did 
have  a  very  good  rain  about  the  tenth,    it  was   soon  evaporated  and  since 
then  has  been  very  dry. 

The  great  grasshopper  flight  reported  in  last  months  report  on  the 
28th  failed,  so  far,  to  show  much  damage  done  by  them  in  the  community. 
However,    the  eastern  part   of  this   county  has  been  badly  damaged. 

Travel  over  87   (the  newly  completed  highway  through  Capulin)   has 
almost   doubled  since  the  completion  of  tho  road  to   Raton.

The  month  of  August  has  just  about  run  us  ragged.     We  have  had 
more  visitors  this  month  than  in  any  month  past,    and  since  we  allow  no 
one  to   go   around  inscidptions   alone,    due  to   damage  in  past  years   from 
this  practice,  we  have  had  our  hands  more  than  full.      This  month  brought 
the  snake  dance  among  the  Hopis,    the  ceremonial   in  Gallup,    and  tourists 
rushing  around  trying  to   complete  their  vacations  before  Labor  Day.     We 
have  had  a  fine  bunch  of  folks,   virith  but  a  few  exceptions.      Those  excep- 
tions were  half  a  dozen  groups  vj^ho    "deraanded  immediate   service",    being 
in  a  hurry,    although  the  custodian  was  with  a  party  of  people  making  the 
usual  trip  aroiond  the  inscriptions.     We  had  a  few  parties  that   drove  in 
aroiind  dusk   during  dinner  or  when  we   had  guests  to   dinner,    and   some  of 
them  indicated  that   "a  government  man  just   sits  around  with  nothing  to 
do    anyhow."     Some  of  these  late  arrivals  v/ere  goverranent   employees  who 
drove  in  around  seven  to   eight  o'clock  in  the  evenings,    Saturday  and 
Sunday,    having  been  off  duty  themselves   since  Saturday  noon.     While  we 
tried  to    let  those  who   came  in  and  v/ere  in  a  hurry  join  a  party  already 
under  way,   they  often  did  not  care  for  the  detailed  history  desired  by 
the  party  they  had  joined,    but  wanted  a   short  trip,    and  wanted   it  at 
once.      It  takes  all   sorts  of  people  to  make  up  our  travel.     Fortunately, 
the  type  of  visitor  just   described   is   something  of  a  rara  avis. 
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Travel,  as  indicated  above,  has  been,  heavy.   Too  heavy,  in  fact,  for 
one  man  to  handle  alone.  We  had  a  total  of  764  visitors  who  reristered, 
and  all  were  contacted.  It  was  necessary  to  patrol  grounds  every  day,  by 
car  or  on  i'oot,  and  often  visitors  were  found  disregarding  signs  directing 
thera  to  the  office,  and  inspecting  inscriptions.   In  some  cases  they  ap- 
peared to  be  on  the  point  of  tampering  with  the  rock  surface,  but  no  damage 
was  done--we  got  there  in  time. 

But  if  this  increase  in  visitor  travel  continues,  we  must  have  more 
'personnel  here.  With  no  ranger  to  help  out,  we  may  have  damage  done  to 
priceless  inscriptions.   It  is  believed  that  our  visitor  travel  will  de- 
crease somewhat  next  month,  and  considerably  so  after  September,  but  by 
next  June  vro  must  have  more  personnel.   Also,  during  the  rush  season,  it 
may  be  necessary  to  hold  regular  trips  of,  say,  sixty  minutes  each,  hold- 
ing them  each  half  hour,  if  we  can  get  a  ranf.er  to  make  this  possible. 
So  far,  wo  have  been  taking  people  around  wnenever  thoy  arrived,  and 
this  has  often  been  up  until  late  at  night,  but  as  visitors  increase  and 
work  piles  up,  this  will  become  impossible,  and  it  may  be  necessary  to 
close  the  gates  at  five  o'clock.   If  this  is  done,  we  can  expect  to  have 
difficulties  with  people  climbing  the  fence  until  some  sort  of  house  is 
built  between  the  inscriptions  and  the  entrance,  or  the  entrance  moved. 
Many  visitors  have  remained  on  until  the  midnight  hours,  wishing  to  go 
more  into  detail,  and  we  have  enjoyed  those  visits.   But  we  so.aetimes 
have  important  guests  for  dinner,  and  although  dinner  has  been  postponed 
until  dusk  (there  bein,^;  no  room  inside  the  shack  for  guests,  we  have  to 
set  the  table  outside)  some  visitors  arrive  just  before  dark  and  ask  for 
"immediate  service,"  TJh.ile  vre  do  not  like  the  idea  of  closing  the  entrance 
at  a  certain  hour,  somethirg  may  have  to  be  done  along  this  line  in  order 
to  insure  protection  of  inscriptions. 

Boss,  in  the  July,  1938,  Monthly  Report,  when  discussing  our  "office 
visits"  you  commented  as  follows;   "We  are  surprised  at  Mr.  Budlong's 
showing  of  an  average  of  102  minutes  on  24  such  talks,  which  is  much 
longer  than  he  can  hold  his  field  parties  over  at  the  actual  insoriptions 
themselves;  the  average  time  there  being  70,4  minutes."   Oh  no.  Boss:   not 
"much  longer  than  he  can  hold  his  field  parties" — it  is  only  that  I  do 
not  think  it  practicable  to  hold  longer  field  parties  when  many  visitors 
are  coming  in  and  there  is  no  relief  man  to  help  out.   I  could  increase 
my  field  parties  in  length  of  time  by  a  hundred  per  cent,  if  desired,  but 
how  about  those  visitors  who  would  have  to  sit  around  for  two  or  more 
hours  waiting  for  the  next  party?  We  try  to  tie  new  arrivals  in  with  the 
party  already  under  way  until  the  time  when  the  party  has  passed  around 
the  NE  corner  of  the  rock,  after  which  time  the  average  time  per  inscrip- 
tion is  cut  do'wn  appreciably.   Our  office  visits  are  not  a  regular  service. 
Until  we  get  some  sort  of  office  or  waiting  room,  it  won't  do  to  ask  folks 
to  go  inside  the  shack  and  go  through  anything  they  find  of  interest, 
since  all  our  personal  belongings  are  there;  and  mth  no  relief  man  there 
is  often  no  one  to  officiate  at  such  "office  visits"  when  the  custodian 
is  conducting  a  party  around  the  inscriptions.   These  office  visits  are 
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held  in  between  parties  of  visitors  for  those  more  interested,  and  are 
often  cut  short  by  the  arrival  of  visitors  desiring  the  regular  trip 
around  the  inscriptions.   But  with  increased  personnel 

Oh,  well,  we  all  have  our  problems.  Here  we  have  quite  a  niomber 
of  them,  and  try  to  solve  them  as  best  we  can.   But  we  do  have  diffi- 
culties. This  is  primarily  due  to  the  fact  that  the  house  is  out  of 
sight  of  the  entrance  gato  and  not  between  arriving  visitors  and  the 
inscriptions  themselves;  lack  of  sufficient  personnel,  etc. 

VISITORS 

The  mcnxh  could  not  have  started  more  auspiciously,  for  on  the  first 
day  of  August  in  drove  Director  Demaray,  Hugh  Ivliller,  and  Chuck  Richey. 
We  had  an  extremely  fine  visit,  though  they  arrived  late  and  did  not  stay 
long.  Ranger  McNeil  from  Bandelier  and  his  folks  paid  us  a  visit  during 
the  month.  We  were  greatly  pleased  to  have  as  campers  and  guests  the 
Misses  Arntzenius,  lecturers,  from  Hague,  Holland,  from  August  17th  to 
the  20th,   The  evening  of  the  nineteenth,  after  dinner  mth  us,  they  gavo 
one  of  the  most  delightful  concerts  it  has  ever  been  our  pleasure  to 
hear — folk  songs  of  many  countries,  sung  in  native  tongue,  accompaniment 
being  by  guitar  and  mandolin.   It  was  a  treat  long  to  be  remembered,  Mr, 
Ivan  Bnitri,  of  etching  and  Kodachrome  fame,  and  Mr,  Richard  Tliruelsen, 
one  of  the  Associate  Editors  of  the  Saturday  Evening  Post,  paid  us  a 
brief  but  very  pleasant  visit  just  before  a  light  rainstorm. 

Halfway  through  this  report  a  visitor  who  had  just  finished  eating 
a  quick  lunch  came  tearing  up  to  the  cabin  to  inform  the  custodian  that 
a  mountain  lion  had  come  stealthily  over  the  hill,  had  gone  just  behind 
the  cabin,  and  had  not  reappeared.   An  investigation  behind  the  cabin 
revealed  nothing,  so  the  custodian  strung  up  a  60-pound  longbow  and  went 
around  the  woodpile  to  make  an  inspection.   The  varmint  was  discovered, 
crouched  under  some  logs,  and  disposed  of  in  approved  fashion.   It  must 
have  weighed  all  of  15  pounds — an  ordinary  house  cat,  as  had  been  sus- 
pected.  But  that  visitor  will  always  believe  it  was  a  mountain  lion, 
and  far  be  it  from  me  to  disillusion  said  visitor,  who  might  have  been 
angry  to  have  the  monster  identified  as  a  small  cat. 

WEATHER 


This  has  been  positively  rotten,  with  rain  everywhere  but  -vvhere  it 
has  been  most  needed.   Local  farmers  have  reported  fairly  good  precipi- 
tation within  a  radius  of  some  two  miles  from  the  Rock,  but  here  we  have 
had  only  a  fevr  of  those  things  called  "heavy  dews"  by  one  state  somewhat 
removed  to  the  west.  We  need  more  moisture,  and  need  it  greatly.   The 
water  in  that  pool  —  oh,  never  mind. 

WILDLIFE 

The  owls  brought  to  me  by  some  neighboring  children  some  month-S_Ag.Q„ 
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were  received  with  wings  broken  at  the  shoulder.   I  triimned  off  the  pri- 
maries and  tried  setting  the  wings.   Both  seem  to  have  healed,  and  as 
soon  as  the  feathers  grow  out  again  the  ox'rls  will  be  liberated.   They 
used  to  bo  quite  tame,  and  would  jump  to  my  left  arm  at  feeding  time,  and 
eat  from  my  hand.   Novir,  however,  from  being  teased  by  children,  they  have 
become  quite  vicious,  and  the  last  time  I  tried  feeding  them  by  hand  one 
of  thsm  drove  his  talons  clear  through  my  left  hand,  causing  some  annoy- 
ance in  the  typing  of  official  reports.  Including  this  one. 

Some  tirne  ago  I  reported  the  fall  from  grace  (also  from  the  top  of 
the  rock)  of  a  full-groYim  porcupine,  and  Low  visitors  found  the  quills 
remaining  where  he  had  fa].len  of  great  interest.   In  fact,  I  have  had  so 
many  requests  for  some  of  the  qiiills  that  our  supply  is  about  exhausted. 
If  anyone  Las  a  couple  of  spare  dead  porcu.nlnes,  please  send  along  a 
shipment  of  quills,  so  visitors  won't  be  disr.ppcinted.   YJhich  reminds  me 
of  a  most  sad  occurrence  of  a  fevf  weeks  ago:   tiro  of  our  visitors,  of  the 
more  deadly  sex,  asked  if  they  might  have  some  of  the  quills,  und  the 
custodian  made  the  necoosary  exception  to  rogulations.   The  visitors  were 
both  wearing  m.en'  s  "slacks"  and  dropped  the  quills  into  their  hip  pockets, 
and  we  went  on  around  the  inscriptions.   Reaching  the  Martinez  inscrip- 
tion, halfway  up  the  talis  slope  on  the  noroh  side,  the  visitors  sat  doivn 
to  rest,  not  being  used  to  the  altitude.   The  porcupine  quills  apparently 
had  become  somewhat  turned  around  in  the  hip  pockets  of  the  grtosts.  A 
pair  of  heavy  pliers  proved  quite  satisfactory  as  quill  remover. 

GEMERAL 

Weather  continues  m.ild,   but  nights   are   getting  down  to   around  ten 
degrees   above  freezing,    and   sometimes   colder,    so    if  in  about  a  m.onth  we 
get   our  first    snow  we  won't  be   surprised.      The  natives  predict   an  early 
and  a   severe  mnter.      And  what  will   poor   robin  do  then?   For  that  matter, 
how  about   Bill  Leicht   up  at  Navajo?      Our   sympathies.    Bill.     We  lived  for 
a  year  and  a  half  in  an  abandoned  chick en- house,    so  we  know  how  it    is. 
In  fact,    if  you  have  an  old   chicken-house  in  poor  repair  and  have  no   use 
for   it,    send   it  dovm  to   us,    for  wo  might   find  it  much  more   spacious  than 
our  present   abode.      Down  here  we   recall   almost  painfully  our  first  winter 
in  the   shack  when,    due  to   lack  of   space,   we  took  turns:      the  HCTJP  would 
sit  on  the   stove  for  a  while  while  the  custodian  stood  up   in  the  only 
available  floor   space;    and  then,    the  custodian  getting  uncomfortable — 
or  perhaps  it  was  the  HCNP — we   changed.     A  chicken-house  would  be  posi- 
tively luxurious. 

And  by  the  way.    Bill:      If  you  are  troubled  with  Navajo s   breaking   into 
your   domicile,   why  not  try  a   stunt   I   found  laost    successful?     Around  Hal- 
lowe'en,   get   one  of  those  big   cardboard   skeletions,      about   five   feet 
long,    hang  it   up  just    inside  your  tent,    or  whatever  you  use  for  quarters, 
and   see  ■vd:iat   happens.      I   found   it  most    effective — in  fact,    if  you'll 
make  a  few  adjustments  with  strings   and  rubber  bands   conn.ected  to   the 
tent   door,    to  impart   a   little  motion  to   the  jointed   limbs  of  the   skeleton 
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whenever  the  door  is  opened,  you  and  the  Navajos  may  be  greatly  surprised 
at  the  results.   I  mean  it.   It  works.   Not  long  ago  I  received  a  letter 
from  some  friends  of  mine  up  at  point  Barrow,  Alaska,  and  they  reported 
having  met  a  very  tired  Navajo  who  said  he  formerly  lived  at  Chin  Lee. 
He  had  stopped  to  get  some  water,  and  was  fleeing  north,  apparently  hav- 
ing been  frightened  by  something  in  the  summer  of  1936  near  Chin  Lee, 
Arizona.   Their  description  of  him  coincided  with  that  of  one  of  my  former 
neighbors  who  had  tried  breaking  into  the  chicken-house  one  day  when  I  was 
in  it,  and  I  had  let  out  a  couple  of  wails  as  he  opened  the  door,  and 
juggled  the  strings  that  set  the  cardboard  skeleton  in  motion.   Although 
I  have  heard  nothing  more  about  him  since  he  got  water  and  started  from 
Point  Barrow  for  points  north,  I  suppose  he's  running  yet. 

Well,  Boss,  you  can  see  from  this  report  that  we  have  done  nothing 
during  the  month.  Nothing,  that  is,  except  to  keep  going  steadily  from 
early  morning  to  often  *'v.e.y  past  midnight", taking  care  of  visitors.  That 
numerical  classification  of  activities  as'  now  used  has  the  disadvantage 
of  seeming  to  indicate  that  a  man  who  has  had  his  time  taken  during  the 
entire  month  handling  visitors  has  done  nothing.  But  we've  been  mighty 
busy  every  minute,  and  for  that  reason  you  get  this  haywire  report.

Visitors  this  month,  182;  total  since  October  1,  1,248. 


I  think  the  weather  man  is  due  some  criticism  for  the  way  he  gave  us 
our  allov/ance  of  precipitation  this  month.   It  has  been  very  dry  and  hot 
in  the  monument  except  for  two  cloudbursts  v/hich  occurred  in  rapid  succes- 
sion. The  CCC  boys  had  the  shaling  completed  in  the  washes  and  sandy 
places  along  the  road  and  we  enjoyed  the  improvemont  for  the  short  span 
of  one  v/eek  when  on  the  night  of  August  8  the  first  cloudburst  occurred 
in  the  vicinity  of  Valley  city,  sending  a  five-foot  wall  of  water  down 
Court  House  wash,  sweeping  everything  in  its  path.   It  vms  a  wild  sight 
that  greeted  me  the  following  morning  when  I  arrived  at  the  wash.   Twisted 
and  matted  piles  of  brush  held  in  place  by  newly  formed  sand  ridges  were 
everywhere.   It  was  evident  that  the  road  could  not  be  opened  to  traffic 
for  several  days.   I  returned  to  Moab  and  related  my  story  of  woo  to  L. 
L.  Taylor  who  immediately  arranged  to  have  the  road  repaired.   Merle 
Winbourn,  state  road  foreman  of  Moab,  supplied  a  section  of  corrugated 
culvert  of  thirty-six  inch  diameter  to  be  placed  in  the  main  channel  of 
the  wash.  Work  could  not  be  started  on  the  project  until  August  11,  as 
some  water  was  still  running  and  the  sand  was  very  soft.   On  the  night 
of  August  11  the  second  flood  came  dovm,  removing  almost  every  evidence 
of  the  work  that  had  been  done  the  previous  day.   No  further  interference 
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was   experienced,    however,    and  the   road  was   re-opened  to  traffic   on  August 
16.  • 

During-,  the  week  that  the   road  was   closed,    I  was    stationed  out   at  the 
highway  to   direct   visitors   to  other  parts   of  thu  monuinent   and    bo  Ifetural 
Bridges  and  Mesa  Verdeo 

VISITORS 

Dospite  the  fact  that  the  road  to  the  monument  was  closed  for  one 
week,  we  have  had  182  visitors  this  montho  I  am  sure  the  figure  ViTOuld 
have  been  ever   250   if  p.li  who   cr>jne  could  have  gotten  to   the  monujnent.

Dr.    Carroll  Ho  Wegcmann,    regional   geolofjist.    Region  II,    Oniahe^, 
Nebraska,   v/as   a  visitor  en  Augi:ist   22  and  attended  the  Ii/bab   Lion's    Club 
picnic   dinrcr  which  was  iiold  in  the  monumorit   on  that   date. 

LION'S    CUru   PICNIC 

On  Monday,    August   22,    the  Moab  Lion' c   Club   served  a  picnic   dinner 
to  the  members,    their  fsiailies   o-nd  friends.     A  total  of  49  pe:.-3ons   attended 
thy   "feed"   and  an   enjoyable  t5.me  was  had  by  all.      A  real   cow  puncher   style 
feed  of   steak  fried  in  dutch  ovens   and   served  with  Mexican   s"r;^Le   chile- 
gravy  and  potatoes  was   the  menu.      After   diraier  we  were   entertained  by  a 
very  instructive  lecture   on  the  geology  of  Arches  National  Mon-ument  by 
Dr.  Wegemann. 

Tables   for  the  occasion  were  transferred  from  the  Moab   City  Park  to 
the  monujnent.      I  have   received  permission  to  keep  the  tables   at   the  monu- 
ment  for  the  remainder  of  the  season.      These  are  placed  in  a  very  desir- 
able  spot  near  the  balanced  rock  which  gives  us   an  excellent   picnic   and 
camping  area  for  the  present. 

MISCELLANEOUS 

I   have  had  occasion  to  make   several   trips   into   the   Devil's   Garden 
and  some  of  the  other  areas  to  be  included  in  the  proposed  boundary. 
"IThile  on  these  trips  I   have  located  ten  springs, of  which  only  four  are 
good  water.      They  are   located  as   follows:      tvro    in   Court  House  Wash   (down 
stream  from  the  point  where  the  temporary  road   into   the  Y^Tindows   crosses 
the  wash)    one  in  Salt  Wash,   west  of  Delicate  Arch  and  one  in  the   lower 
end  of  the  Devil's   Garden.      I   have   seen  all   except   the   latter   and  all 
have    sufficient   flow  for  all  purposes   for   a  monument  headquarters.      But 
all   of  they  are  very  undesirably  located. 

I  am  sorry  that  I  do  not  have  a  new  arch  to  report  this  month.  I 
shall   have   some   leisure  time  during  September  and  plan  to  make  a  rather 
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completG   survey  of  the  upper   end  of  the  Devil's   Garden,      This   is   an  area 
approximately  two   and  one  half  miles   in  width  and   six  miles   in  length. 
I  have  never  been  in  that  part   of  the   garden.      Bert  Newell,    a   stockman 
who   has   ridden  there   extensively,    tells  me  there  are  a   "lot   of  arches" 
in  that  part   of  the  monument,

Travel  at  Tonto  decreased  between  10  and  15  per  cent  in  comparison 
with  the  previous  month,  but  i-omainod  approximai^ely  the  same  as  that  for  ■ 
the  corresponding  porioa  a  year  ago.   Despitj  tnc  fact  that  the  visitor 
curve  hit  the  low  point  for  the  summer,  25  statec  and  l^oxico  ■■'"ci  e  :.'epre- 
sentkjd  on  the  register,  which  indicates  thai:  I'.e  arc  quite  a  cosmopolitan 
point  after  all. 

On  July  26  we  thoroughly  enjoyed  a  visic  by  Mr.  Hugh  Miller,  assist- 
ant superintendent  of  Southwestern  Monuments,,  5-iid  Mr.  /.o  E.  Pemaray,  asso- 
ciate director  of  the  National  Park  Service.  Regional  a'^j'chi+ect  Cornell. 
and  Associate  Landscape  Architect  A.  C.  Kiiehl  waie  witri  us  all  too  briefly 
on  August  13. 

Interestingly  enough,  two  other  U.  S.  Departments,  in  addition  to  the 
Department  of  the  Interior,  were  represented  here. this  month,   Mr.  Fred 
Winn,  Tucson,  Mr.  S.  A.  Sowell,  Tucson,  and  Mr.  G.  E.  Engstrom,  Patagonia, 
Arizona,  all  vfith  the  United  States  Forest  Service,  Department  of  Agri- 
culture, were  visitors  on  July  31.   And  on  August  4,  Mr.  M.  M.  Ellis, 
Columbia,  Missouri,  of  the  U.  S.  Bureau  of  Fisheries,  Department  of  Com- 
merce, accompanied  by  seven  college  students,  were  interested  visitors. 
It  was  learned  that  this  group  is  on  an  inspection  tour  of  western  streams 
and  lakes,  studying  pollution  of  waters,  etc. 

Among  our  other  visitors  for  the  month  vie   include  the  following: 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Ben  Frazier,  Roosevelt;  Dean  E»  R.  Riosen,  University  of 
Arizona,  and  son  Carl;  Dr.  H.  V.  Halladay  and  Miss  Jerry  Jaden,  both  of 
Des  Moines,  Iowa;  Mr,  and  Mrs.  Tom  Dix,  affiliated  with  radio  station  KOY, 
Phoenix;  and  Mr.  W.  M.  Kishbaugh,  liershey,  Pennsylvania,  an  executive  of 
the  Hershey  Chocolate  Corporation. 

The  Ranger's  spare  time  has  been  largely  devoted  to  work  on  the  ap- 
proach road  which  has  undergone  severe  after  effects  of  the  summer  rains, 
and  to  general  maintenance  of  headquarters. 
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Tonto  weather  has  consisted  of  a  series  of  vj-ann  spells  interspersed 
with  refreshing  rains.   Below,  v/e  ^ivo   a  table  of  weather  statistics, 
taken  from  the  daily  records  of  Mr.  Re^^molds,  official  observer.

In  last  month's  repo:^t,  sent  in  to  he£d(iuartors  on  the  24th,  I  re- 
ported 197  visitors.   But  after  the  report  hc.d  left  camp,  five  other 
people  came  in  and  I  spen'c  five  hours  with  them.   So  I  am  entitled  to 
202  visitors  and  five  i-'iore  hours  added  to  i\iy   time. 

This  has  been  an  ideal  month — very  cool  weather,  cloudy  every  day 
but  three.   And  every  cloudy  da.y  left  some  moisture  somewhere  in  the 
county.   On  four  days  we  had  good  rains  ail  over  this  seotiono  We  have 
not  had,  however,  had  the  cloudbursts  like  we  had  last  season,  so  roads 
and  trails  are  in  very  f;;ood  condition — especially  the  roads.   The  La 
Sal  National  Forest  men  have  worked  all  the  road  on  the  forest,  widened 
the  grades^  and  made  the  road  very  much  better  all  the  way.   The  State 
Road  Supervisor  has  done  a  lot  of  very  good  VvTork  on  the  hill  west  of 
Maverick  Spring — put  in  six  nevf  culverts  and  widened  the  road  in  several 
places.   Also,  he  has  sanded  or  graveled  some  of  the  worst  places  near 
Brushy  Basin  where  it  got  so  muddy.   I  have  also  done  some  work  on  the 
approach  road — hauled  in  some  shale  on  the  worst  places.   But  every  time 
it  rains,  most  of  the  shale  is  carried  av\ray. 

There  have  been  only  eleven  people  out  here  that  I  did  not  talk  to. 
And  they  came  and  left  while  I  v/as  out  on  a  hike.   I  believe  the  world 
is  getting  better,  or  else  the  best  people  are  all  coming  out  here.   For 
there  never  were  so  many  nice  people,  all  well  pleased,  ivho  go  away  sing- 
ing the  praises  of  tlie  monument.   There  has  been  only  one  complaint  this 
month — that  from  a  young  lady  from  Mesa,  Arizona.  She  wrote  in  the  regis- 
ter "the  longest  damn  nine  miles  in  the  world".   Just  the  other  day  a 
very  fine  gentleman  from  Los  Angeles  drove  up  and  in  a  very  dignified 
manner  asked  how  far  it  was  over  to  the  big  bridge, 

"Three  miles,  brother." 

"Well,    I  believe  I   can  walk   six  miles*" 
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So   I   loaned  hin  a  water  bag   full   of  water,   went   down  to   Owachomo 
and  talked  for   20  minutes,    then  started  him  off  on  the   trail. 

Five  hours   later  he  came  in  and   shouted,    "IVhy  in  H...    didn't  you 
tell  me   it  was    six  miles  over  there?" 

"Well,   brother,    I  wanted  you  to   see  the  bridge  and  if    I  had  told  you 
six  miles,    I   am   sure  you  would  not  have   gono." 

"?J"ell,    I   am  glad   I  went;    glad  I   am  back  alive.      But  please  tell  me 
how  you  moiisured  that   di stance." 

"I  took  a  big  coyote  hide  for  my  measuring    stick  and  always  threw 
in  the   length  of  tho  tail," 

"I   thovght   so.      I   toll   you,  Mr.    John;-on,    instead  of  calling  that 
Bridge  Sip^.vu  or  Augusta,    it    should  be  callsd  tlio  Ifonder  of  tho  World, 
No.    1.      I    ':.h"ink  you  for    celling  mo  threeml3. oj." 

So   nearly  every  day   oomplij.ients  come  to   the  monument   anc'    I   am  glad 
to  bo  hore. 

So  many    small   floods  have   come  dov^-n  Armstrong   Canyon  that  a   spring 
has  broken  out  in    bhe   lef^t-hand  branch,      kvd   I  have   f  i:  ed  it   up   and  now 
get   good  cool  water.      It    is    1.15  yards   from  the   soring    i- o   the   :'"oot   of  the 
hill,   then  438   up  hill,    then  100   from  top   of  hill   to    cciao.      So,   when  I 
get   into    camp,    it    surely   is  valuable  water.      It   is    said  that  you  can't 
teach  old  dogs  new  tricl's.      But    I  have   learned  one.      Now  when   I  take  a 
party  down  to   Owachomo,    I  bring  them  back  over  the  old  horse  trail  past 
the   spring   and  there    I  tell   them  hov\r  good  and  cool   the  water   is   so   that 
they  will   drinlc  plenty.      That    saves  me  many  a  water  bag  full   up  at  the 
camp.      Yes,    it's   lots  of  fun  to   carry  water  up  here  then   loan  most  of 
it  out  to  people   for   their  radiators.      I   had  two   Now  Yorkers   at   the    spring 
the  other  day  and  they  said  they  paid   10^  a  glass   for   such  virater  in  New 
York.      It  has   a  little   sulphur   taste. 

On  Saturday,    the  twentieth,    a  convention  of  the  Associated  Civic 
Clubs  of   southern  Utah  was  being  held  at  Monticello   and  I  was   anxious  to 
be  there   for  the   3:00   p.   m,   meeting,    so  ivirs.    Johnson  and  I    left   at   12:00 
noon.     When  we  were   going   into  the  big  V^est  Water    Canyon,    throe  miles 
out   of  Blanding,    a   shackle  broke   on  the   front    spring  of  our   car.      Then 
it  was   some    slow  traveling  the   rest   of  tho  way.      But  v/e  finally  got 
there.      Couldn't   find  a   shackle  for  V-8  but  found  one   for  Model  A.     We 
put  that  in  and  got  to  Monticello   at    7:20  p.   m. ,    in  time   for  the  banquet. 
Men  were  there   from  16   Utah   counties   and  from  many  cities   in   Colorado. 
Jesse  Nusbaum,    from  Mesa  Verde,    and  a  representative  from  the  Navajo 
reservation  were  there.      It  was   a  very   large  crovird.      Many  fine  talks  were 
made  about  the   scenic    sections   of   southeastern  Utah.      One  gentleman  from 
Moab  told  of  the  beauties   of  the  Arches  National   Monument   and  of  there 
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being  47  or  more  arches  or  little  bridges.   Next  speaker  was  a  lover  of 
the  Natural  Bridges  Monument,   He  said,  "We  San  Juan  County  people  know 
how  you  got  so  many  little  bridges  in  Grand  County.   Old  Edwin  took  his 
two  ladies,  Caroline  and  Augusta  and  went  ovor  there  and  filled  the  whole 
country  with  their  posterity.   They  then  came  back  to  White  Canyon  where 
they  could  spend  the  rest  of  their  days  in  peace  and  quiet. 

Mr.  G.  T.  Hand,meterologist  for  the  U.  S.  Government,  was  here  on 
August  14.   Roving  Ranger  Alfred  Peterson  and  his  wife,  Bernice,  were  here 
during  the  month.   I  v/as  very  glad  to  havu  them  here. 

The  other  dry,  as  T  vras  out  after  a  load  of  wood,  Mrs.  Johnson  picked 
up  three  ar:'ow  pel  its  then  I  found  three.   Then  last  evening  I  took  a  walk 
one  mile  and  a  halT*  up  /.riustrong  Canyon  to  a  bunch  of  old  houses  and  picked 
up  six  more  points  and  one  bead  or  earring.   I  er'.  writing  a  description 
of  them  to  you  in  another  letter.   They  are  very  nice  ones. 

Talk  cbout  crovrs  at  ITavajo.   I  have  si::  of  them  here  which  have  been 
here  for  several  years.   They  are  the  best  scavengers  in  the  world,  and 
believe  mo,  they  are  on  "che  job  every  morning  for  their  breakfast.   I  feed 
them  on  the  rocks  just  east  of  camp.   It's  fun  to  v\ratch  them  and  see  how 
disgusted  they  are  when  I  thrcvv  out  some  empty  corn  cobs.

This   last  month  of  the   temporary  ran{-;er-hi3toi"ian' s  term  of    service 
has   seen  the   clea'-ing   arrt>y  of  many  odds   and  ends   left   over  from  tne  previ- 
ous   suinmer  and  from  the  ■v'r.nter's   accumulation  of  new  material.      Practically 
all   of  the  books,    pamphlets,    periodicals,    and  reprints   actually  needed  in 
the  work  of  the  Branch  of  Education  have  beon  classified,    cataloged,    and 
made  available  for  use.      The  remaining  publications   are   conveniently 
shelved  in  the  library  and  will  be  prepared  in  the   usual  manner  at   some 
future  time. 

Research  work  and  the   compiling  of  bibliographies   consuiriod  16  hours 
of  the  ranger-historian's  time.      Particularly  worthy  of  note  was   a  13-page 
annotated  list  oi'  books   and  other  material   on  the  Apache^    Navajo,    and 
Pueblo   tribes  of  the  Southv»'-est ,      Detailed  report   concoming  the  anthro- 
pological  collections  of  the  Headquarters  Loan  Library  was  prepared  and 
sent  to   the  Clearing  House  for  Southwestern  Museums. 

Extra  copies  of  publications   in  the   library  were  apportioned  to 
various  monuments  where  they  would  be  of  the  greatest  value  for   reference. 
These  will   be  distributed  to  the  several   custodians  within  a   short  time. 

A  list  of  rules   governing  the  borrowing  of  books   from  the  Headquarters 
Loan  Library   (to  be  placed  on  the  book  pocket  in  each  volume),    a   suggested 
form  letter   for   ackno'wl edging  gifts,    and  blank  card   forms--"Request   for 
Loan"    (to  be   sent  to  the  library  by  custodians   and  rangers  vAen  certain 
books  are  wanted  at   a   given  monument)    and   "Request   for  Return"    (to  be 
sent  to   custodians   and  rangers  by  the  librarian  when  books   in  their  pos- 
session are  needed  at  ?!eadquarters   to  fill   requests)  were  prepared  for 
submission  to  the  Park  Naturalist. 

Eighty-three  volumes  from  the  library  went   sent  to   the  Western 
Museum  Laboratories  at   Berkeley  for  much-needed  repairs,    which  accounts 
for  the  paucity  of  books  mended  during  the   siimmor  months.      Arrangements 
were  also  m.ade  to   obtain  photographic  negative   envelopes   from  Berkeley 
to   facilita.te  the  care  of  the  headquarters  photographic   collections. 

Substantial    additions  were  made  to  the   "Books  Wanted"    list   and  to 
the  bibliographical    file  on  the  various  monuments  under  our  jurisdiction. 

One   field  trip  was  made  with  Ranger   Don  Egermayer  and  Dr.    and  Ifrs. 
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John  Keur  to  the  Snaketown  site  near  Casa  Blanca.

FILING  EQUIPME^IT 

The  office  was  pleased  to   receive  delivery  on  a   large  wooden  map 
case,    very  excellently  prepared  in  the   shops   at   Chiricahua  National  Monu- 
ment.     The  arrival   of  this  map   case    is   at   least   a    small  milestone   in  the 
progress   of  the  Fcacational   Division,   for  now  we  hp.ve  filing   space  for 
all  types   of  materials  which  must  be  kept   in  order  by  the  Naturalist's 
office.      Formerly,   maps  were   stuck  in  odd  corners,    and  were  very  inac- 
cessible. 

MUSEUMS 

Considerable   activity  was    experienced  in  several  phases   of  our  musevim 
work. 

A  memorandum  to   the  Superintendent,    including  notes   on  m^useum  fea- 
tures vfhich   should  be  incorpoi-ated  in  future  Southwestern  Morniment  build- 
ings was  preparedo      In  this  mop.orandum  were   stated   such   details   as   case 
types   a:ad  dii'aensions ,    lighting  arrangements,   methods   of  visitor   circula- 
tion,   etc. 

Also   prepared  for  the  Superintendent,   who   forwarded  it   to  the   Direc- 
tor,  was   a  general    st at  em ert   of  the  present   status   of  museum  buildings 
and  exhibits  in   the  Southwestern  Monuments.     Most  urgent  needs  were  given 
in  a  priority  list,    and  the   estimated   sums  to   accomplish  these   items  were 
detailed. 

Perhaps  the  major   accomplishment   in  planning  was  the  completion  of 
the  preliminary  plan  for  the   exliibits   at  White  Sands  National   Monument. 

Another  noteworthy  accomplishment  was  the  preparation  of  the  working 
plans   for  cases   21  through  25,    Bandolier  National  Monum.ent  museum.      This 
was   transmitted  at  the   same  time  with  the  VJhite  Sands  plan. 

One  of  the  greatest   advances   in  years   came  with  the   delivery  of  a 
3/4-ton  panel  body  Chevrolet  truck,   which  was   assigned  to   the  Branch   of 
Research  and  Educe^tion,    chiefly  for  use  in  museum  preparation.      Carpenter 
E.    C.    Gipe  was  hired  to  make  sectional,    removable,   vrall   cases  for  the 
truck.      These,   wh.en  finished,  will  be   dust-proof,    and  v/ill   accommodate 
sufficient  tools,    equipment,    and  materials  to  make   the  truck  an  efficient 
traveling  museum  preparation  laboratory.      Since  the  Southwestern  Monuments 
are  widely  scattered,    the  acquisition  of   such  a  truck    solves  many  of  our 
ma;3or  problems.      On  the  twenty-fifth  of  the  month,   the  cases  were  finished 
with  the  exception  of  painting,    and  final  placement.      It    is    expected  that 
the  truck  vj-ill  go   into   operation  next  month, 
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Considerable  museum  planning  was  done  on  cases  1  and  16,  Bandelier 
museum.  Several  requisitions  were  sent  to  Berkeley  so  that  preparation 
of  exhibits  will  go   forward   rapidly. 

Further  arrangements  were  made  tov/ard  the  acquisition  of  yoiong 
Merriam  turkeys   for   case  24  at  Bandelier  National  Monument  musexim.      It 
is  hoped  that  poults   can  be  delivered  in  time  so  that  Temporary  Ranger 
Philp,    now  stationed  at   Chiricahua  National  Mon\imcnt,    can  prepare  them 
for  exhibit  before  the   expiration  of  his   suiiiirier  term. 

Tvro   questionnaires   for  the  Clearing  House  for  Southwestern  Museums 
were  answered  for  Casa  Gro.nde  National   Monument,    aiid   submissions   from 
other  monuirents  were  fciwardod  to  the  office  of  the  Association  at  the 
Denver  Art  Ivluseiijn. 

Orders  were   sent   for  two  new  compounds  v;hich   should  solve  the  problem 
of  casting   inscriptions   at  El  Morro   National  Monument,    probably   sometime 
this   autumn.     Yiilien  these   casting   compovmds   ar-e  received,    experiments  vfill 
be  made,    and  then  the  actual  work  will  proceed  in  collaboration  with   Cus- 
todian Budlong   at  that  nionum3nt. 

Some  impetus  was  given  to  the  project  of  identifying  accurately 
textiles   frora  the  Montezuma  Castle  collection  by  the  purchase  of  materi- 
als for  an  eastern  expert  who    is  working  on  the  textiles. 

The   repair  of  prehistoric  pottery  in  Casa   Grtuide  was   aided  when 
Steen  and  King  provided  some  of  the   supervision  necessary.     Wlien  this 
project   is  finished,    for  the   first  time  in  history  all  of  the  reatorable 
pottery  at   Casa  Grande  will  be  in  good  repair.      The  final   cleaning  and 
matching  of  colors  is   far  from  complete,   however,    and  it   is  hoped  that 
this  project   can  be  accomplished  within  the  next   few  years.      Such  a 
project    is  inadvisable  at  this  time,    for  there   is  no   fireproof   storage 
for  the  pottery,    and  our  very  poor   storage   conditions  would  probably 
ruin  such   fine   and  delicate  repair.

The  usual  classes  were  held,  with  attendance  somewhat  curtailed  by 
the  usual  lethargy  which  seems  to  seize  most  inhabitants  of  southern 
Arizona  during  the  month  of  August:   photography,  conversational  Spanish, 
typing,  building  construction,  and  auto  mechanics. 

Many  of  the  CCC  enrollees  are  still  playing  softball  on  a  "Ruins" 
team  on  Tuesday  s^nd  Thursday  nights  at  the  Coolidge  High  School  field. 

NATURAL  HISTORY 

Some  assistance  was  given  to  Advisory  Board  Member  Abrahams,  of 
Savannah,  Gourgia,  who  desired  information  on  the  methods  of  growing 
ocotillo  plants. 

Two  snake  specimens  from  Casa  Grande  were  shipped  to  Dr.  Gloyd  of 
the  Chicago  Academy  of  sciences  for  identification. 

All  of  the  natural  history  observations  made  by  Mrs.  Earl  Jackson 
during  her  residence  at  Bandelier  National  Monument  were  typed  onto  the 
regular  month's  observation  cards  for  natural  history.   These  were  mailed 
to  Custodian  Harkins,  so  that  his  observations  from  now  on  will  be  made 
in  the  light  of  previous  data. 

We  were  very  pleased  to  receive  a  visit  from  Professor  E.  S.  Hathaway, 
of  Tulane  University,  who  is  very  interested  in  the  general  conservation 
program,  and  particularly  in  the  activities  of  Government  bureaus  in  the 
Southwest. 

SOUTHITOSTERN  MONmGNTS  ASSOCIATION 

Very  little  was  done  en  the  first  Association  booklet.   It  is  in     } 
/readiness  for  the  final  typing,  but  all  available  typists  around  head- 
rquarters  have  been  so  extremely  busy,  day  and  night,  that  the  work  could 
not  be  accomplished.  Now  that  the  travel  season  has  been  missed  for 
northern  monuments,  it  is  imperative  that  the  booklet  be  issued  within  a 
month  or  two  so  that  it  can  be  on  sale  at  all  southern  monuments  for  the 
winter  season. 

inSCELLANEOUS 

It  should  have  been  mentioned  under  museums  that  the  catalog  for 
the  Casa  Grande  museum  has  been  kept  up-to-date  by  Junior  Archeologist 
Charlie  R.  Steen.   For  new  field  men,  it  might  be  instructive  to  explain 
that  the  Naturalist  Staff  at  headquarters  maintains  most  of  the  educa- 
tional work  for  the  Casa  Grande  staff  so  that  headquarters  naturalists 
can  gain  experience  in  the  various  duties  required  of  a  field  man. 
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During  the  month  it  was  ascertained  that  the  National  Park  Service 
is  thoroughly  in  accord  with  decisions  of  the  Board  on  Geographic  Place 
Names.   It  was  learned  that  the  spelling  "Chettro  Kettle"  and  "Keet  Seel" 
are  correct.

Statistics  By  the  boss 


In  the  month  of  August  we  had  52,156  visitors  to   the  Southwestern 
Monuments,    as  nearly  as  we   could  gather  the   figures.      This   compares  well 
with  the  42,282  visitors  we  had  for  the   same  month  last   year  and  the 
40,035  we  had  for  the  previous  year. 

Principal  increases   have  been  at  White  Sands,    Capulin,    and  Aztec. 
Itinor  gains  were  registered  at   Canyon  de   Chelly,    El  Morro,   Montezuma, 
Natural  Bridges,    Sunset    Crater,    Tumacacori,   L'alnut   Canyou,    ai..d  Wupatki. 
Losses  were  reported  from  Bandelier,    Casa  Grande,    Chaco   Canyon,    Gran 
Quivira,    and  Tonto. 

Of  the  52,156,   we  msde   28,981   contacts,    or   5o.5  per   cent,   which 
compares  with  a  41  per  c-nt   contact   last  m.onth  and  47.  G  per  cent   con- 
tact for  Av'gust   of   last   ^sear.      Our  trouble    is   that  the  tulk  of  our 
visitoj.'S    are  visitjng  r,io:::."'''mer.t3  where  we  have  noT.   yet  bv-en  &^1 -i  to   get 
personnel  to  meet  'ohemo      28,285  visitors  we:  e  ur'j.i:tended  last  month, 
which  shows   cuitc  clear Iv/,   to   one  who   understands   our  problems,    that  we 
needed  more  riien^ 

We   ran  2,155   field  trips   during  the  m.cnth  and  gave   1,488  museum 
talks.      This   is   tha  firsc  time  we  have  delivered  more  ii-.an  2,'.)00   field 
trips   in  one  month,    and  we  are  proud  of  the   recorl.      T.sat  we   did  not 
rush  the  visitor  in  doing  it    is    shovm.  by  the  average  ti.ae  per   field 
trip  of  55  minutes   as   against   52.4  minutes   last  month  and  51.6  minutes 
for  August  a  year  ago. 

We  gave   1,488  museum  talks   in  August   to   8,340  people  and  the  talks 
averaged   21.3  minutes    each. 

ViTith  our  personnel   of  forty  people,    part   of  them  CCC  guides  who 
cannot  work   long  hours,    this   all  means  that  our  force  was  very  busy 
indeed  through  the  month  of  August. 

Next  month  will   closo  our  visitor  year  and  we  will   have  had  well 
over   300,000  visitors   during  the  period,   which  will  be  more  visitors 
than  the  Graxid  Canyon  had  last  year. 

We  have,    thus   far  this  visitor  year,    given  26,321  units   of   service 
in  the  way  of  16,453  field  trips   and  9,868  museiim  talks,   more  units   of 
service,   I  will  venture  to   say,    than  has  been  given  by  any  other  unit 
in  the  Park  Service.

spot  light  and  to  remain  unexplained.   The  average  guide  time  was  up  in 
March,  down  in  April,  up  in  May,  down  in  June,  up  in  July,  and  is  now 
down  in  August.   The  cause  of  this  fluctuation  is  undoubtedly  on  the 
side  of  the  traveling  public.  But  just-  what  makes  the  traveling  public 
decide  to  speed  up  one  month  and  slow  down  the  next  has  thus  far  eluded 
our  study . 

This  month  our  guide  figures  deal  with  six  men,  four  CCC  boys  and 
tvjo  regular  employees.  Bicknell  was  busy  with  other  work  and  guided 
only  six  parties,  \vorking  as  a  pinch  hitter.   Egermayer  also  had  other 
work  part  of  the  time  and  did  not  guide  100  per  cent  of  the  time. 
Sheffield  iv   a  nev;  man  coming  on  to  talce  Holt's  place.  Holt  is  quitting 
to  go  back  to  school. 

Coyle  leads  Rodger s  again  this  month  by  .3  minutes  in  the  ruins 
and  .9  minut  r,  in  the  musnvim.   These  two  boys  have  been  running  a  close 
race  all  sunraer.   Holt  had  not  yet  reached  his  raaximura  and  in  another 
month  or  two  would  have  given  the  other  two  boys  keener  competition. 
Sheffield  is  doing  very  voll  indeed  for  a  new  man  and  will  pick  up  a 
couple  of  minutes  each  on  the  ruins  and  rius3um  trips  next  month. 

Altogether,  the  boys  put  in  99  man-days  of  work  guiding  during  the 
month  and  ran  286  ruins  parties  and  199  museum  partiec.   These  parties 
totalled  1,412  persons  through  the  ruins  and  1,161  through  the  museum. 

By  a  comparison  of  the  above  totals  vri.th  those  for  past  months  in 
Table  II,  it  would  seem  that  at  Casa  Grande  we  struck  bottom  in  July 
and  are  on  the  v/ay  up  vj'ith  the  rxatural  seasonal  increase  of  the  fall 
traffic. 

Note  that  Sheffield  and  Rodgers  lead  in  the  number  of  half  trips 
talc  en  per  working  day. 

With  the  total  number  of  visitors  at  1,694,  the  ideal  number  of 
contacts  would  havj  been  3,388,  or  tvro  contacts  to  the  visitor.   The 
boys  really  made  2,573  contacts.   The  missing  contacts  are  due,  in 
large  part,  to  repeaters  and  picnic  visitors  who  came  to  bring  others. 
There  were  a  few  who  were  sick,  crippled,  or  aged  and  could  not  make 
the  trip  through  the  ruins.   The  boys  obtained  151  per  cent  contact, 
vdiich  is  good  but  nothing  to  brag  about  wi-ien  they  v/ere  shooting  at 
200  per  cent.

■  During  July   v/o  colloctod  51  f lovifGrin':  plants  on  the  monument, 
Ag  yet  it  has  been  impossible  to  get  an  idcntificatirn  of  the  plants  y;q 
have.  Hovfover,  Dr.  Colton  suggested  that  v/c  could,  mth  the  aid  of 
their  botanist,  identify  many  of  our  plants  by  comparing  them  Yd.th 
those  in  the  colloctian  of  the  Museum  of  Northern  Arizona* 

In  compliance  -with     Park  Naturalist  King's  suggestion,  \ro 
have  been  collecting  extra  specimens  of  all  Scrophulariaceao  for 
Dr.  Penncll  of  the  Acadc^Ly  of  Natural  Sciences,  The  follovdng  birds 
have  been  scon  on   the  monument  during  July:  -•  j   Scott's  Oriole, 
Canyon  Wrcii^  Rock  Wren,  ?[ostcrn  Mockingbird j 'poorvj-illj  Western 
Mcadowlark_,  Whitc-rumpcd  Shrike,  House  Finch,  Say  Hhoobe,  Western 
Mourning  Dovo,  Jay,  Black- throated  Sparrca/T,  Western  Warbling  Viroo, 
S^arrcw  Havrk,  Rcd-tailcd  Hawk  end  Great  Horned  OvtI, 

In  the  box  canyon,  just  below  the  Citadel,  v/e  found  a  family  of 
Great  Horned  Oivls,  tvfo  adults  and  tlirec  young.  Upon  inq  uiry, 
we  foimd  that  they  have  been  In  this  area  for  the  la  st  twen-t;y  years; 
at  least  a  pair  of  owls  ha  s,   I  don't  know  \vhether  wc  can  band  them 
or  not,  but  can  try  if  Headquarters  wil}  send  us  the  bands.  If  you 
know  of  anyone  particularly  interested  in  ovrl   pellets,  v/e  certainly 
have  then.  There  have  been  several  nests  in  the  ruins  vrhich  have 
been  robbed  by  the  bull  snakes  and  a  oat.  It  seems  that  every  time 
wo  locate  a  nest,  it  is  robbed  a  few  days  later.  There  is  a  price  on 
the  cat's  head. 

In  the  last  few  days  vre  have  started  banding  young  birds  that 
stay  in  the  bushes  around  the  ruins.  At  this  writing  wo  have  banded 
four  Western  Warbling  Viroos.  By  the  end  of  this  next  month  I  hope 
to  bo  able  to  fix  the  watering  trough  at  the  spring  so  that  wo  can 
band  birds  there.  Wo  should  do  vrcll,  as  it  is  the  only  watering  place 
near,  except  for  Heiscr  Spring  where  v;c  can  do  the  same  thing. 

In  talking  to  Clyde  the  other  da  y  I  found," that  the  Navajos  do 
not  IdLll  tho  poon-nLll,  but  consider  it  very  boncfl6ial»  A  bit  of  sand 
from  a  poonvill  nest,  placed  in  a  pouch  and  hung  from  a  post  in  the 
corral  will  keep  the  sheep  vram  in  the  winter  and  prevent  tho  lambs 
from  freezing  in  the  springe  Before  this  goes  too  far,  I  am  going 
to  look  in  Clyde's  corral  to  see  if  he  practices  what  he  preaches # 

A  number  of  interesting  vi!sito'r!2.-3-\iri'ng  July  have  been  the 
rock  squirrels.  A  pair  moved  into  one  of  the  rooms  and,  not  satis- 
fied with  tho  facilities,  decided  that  our  kitchen  was  the  best  place 
for  tiiem.   Daily  they  would  make  trips  of  inspections  (while  wc  were 
outside)  and  pick  the  choice  apples  and  onions  out  of  our  supply. 
After  eating  onions  I  wonder  how  they  liked  sleeping  together  in  the 
same  room?  V/e  finally  forced  them  to  vacate  beco.use  of  the  fact  that 
the  Park  Service  requires  five  dollars  a  month  rent  for  each  room. 
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They  arc  novf  inhabiting  the  Citadel.  'I'S 

Mrs.  E.  T.  ITichols  observed  the  family  life  of  the  resident  rock 
•wrens,  and  h- .c  promised  a  report. 

Prospects  for  bird  banding  look  good  as  there  will  be  a  good 
crop  of  juniper  berries  this  fall.   I  hope  to  be  able  to  build  a  control 
for  the  water  at  the  storage  tank  by  the  end  of  next  month. 

Four  artelcpc  were  sighted  about  six  luiies  from  Wupatki  on  the 
Sunset  Crater  road. 

CHIRICAIiUA  BIRD  MOTES  By  Gordon  G.  Philp 

The  Chiricahna  Mountains  have  long  been  kro'vm  by  bird  students  for 
their  abundance  of  bird  life.   On  all  sides  the  slopes  of  this  ro.ngc 
fall  away  into  flat  vc.lloys.   The  Chirlcahuas  may  be  considered  as 
constituting  a  mountain  island,  for  the  li;'^o  supported  is  so  vastly 
different  from  that  found  in  the  surrounding  flat  lands.   The  line 
of  division  is  so  definite  that,  wSithin  a  remarkable  short  distance,  the 
fauna  is  radically  dil'forent. 

It  might  be  of  interest  to  list  a  fev/  examples  to  better  illustrate 
this  line  of  division.  Mockingbirds  have  been  seen  repcjatcdly  in  the 
valley,  on  the  very  threshold  of  this  range,  but  still  I  have  yet  to 
sec  one  a  bare  tvvo  miles  up  the  canyon.   The  Swainson  Hawk  is  abun- 
dant in  the  valle;,'-s,  but  scarce  or  entirely  v>fanting  upon  the  monument. 
The  range  of  the  Gambol  Quail  stops  quite  abruptly  at  the  foot  .of  the 
m.ountain  slopes.   Numerous  other  species  are  stepped  by  this  zone  v/all. 
The  majority  remain  on  one  side  or  the  other.   However,  some  birds 
are  equally  at  home  on  both  sides,  the  most  noticeable  at  present  being 
the  Cass in  Kingbird. 

Although  the  reason  for  this  zonal  division  is  quite  evident  and 
in  most  cases  understood,  it  is  none  the  less  of  outstanding  interest. 
The  presence  in  the  mountains  of  such  a  variety  of  trees  is  in  itself 
an  attraction,  for  it  is  those  very  trees  which  play  a  part  in  assur- 
ing an  abundance  of  insects  and  fruits  as  food  for  the  birds.   To 
many  birds,  trees  are  indispensable. 

The  Band-tailed  Pigeons  nesting  upon  the  monum.ent  at  the  time 
of  this  writing  (July)  are  well  worth  any  observer's  time.   In  spite 
of  the  fact  that  no  longer  can  vrc   hope  to  sec  them  in  their  former 
abundance,  the  sight  of  this  largest  of  wild  United  States  pigeons 
is  none  the  less  inspiring.   I/Liny  of  this  species  may  be  found  here, 
some  nesting,  some  merely  going  abuut  their  every  day  life.   The 
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parental  duties  of  this  bird  are  rather  exanting.   Being  favored  with 
a  nost  over  our  camp  sight,  I  have  had  numerous  opportunities  for  close 
observation.   Both  male  and  female  served  time  at  the  incubating;  each 
spent  approximately  twelve  hours  upon  the  nost,  the  chltnges  being  made 
in  the  neighborhood  of  sovcn  A.M.  and  seven  P.M.   Soon  before  the  hatch- 
ing of  the  single  white  egg,  the  nest  underwent  remodeling,  as  it 
most  certainly  should  have.  A  poorer  structure  I  don't  believe  could 
be  made.  From  near-by  oaks  were  gathered  small  t;vigs,  and  for  some 
reason,  all  that  were  broken  off  would  not  do,  although  no  appreciable 
difference  v.^as  noticeable.  The  forager  returned  vdth  his  find  and 
together  the  two  birds  placed  it.  At  this  writing,  the  young  has  just 
hatched,  so  no  further  observations  have  been  made. 

Three  species  of  jayc  aro  upon  the  monuip.entj  Arizona,  Long-crested 
and  PinyC'i,  the  latter  t'vo  oeinj  the  least  coTur'-on.   Havj-ks  are  quite 
plentiful  upon  the  flat  ^/raz-inT^  land  just  oatside  the  monxoment.  How- 
over,  witliin  Chiricahua  only  o-.ne   species  hoc  boon  noticed.   A  Cooper 
Hawk  was  found  nesting  sc:-'.u  th.'.rty  I'eot  up  in   an  Alligator-br.rk 
Juniper  tree.  Four  wcli-ri  o-.l'r;-'^  ;/ -uyog  are  at  present  fast  reaching 
maturity.   Botla  adults  tcr-icd  the  ;.'oung,  but  a  .f^rcat  deal  of  tno  time 
the  male  was  away  foragi-i,.-  fo.  f  ^od.  However,  the  female  took  the 
place  of  both  in  so  far  aL  p^"  (.eotion  was  concerned.   Seldom  could 
one  approach  the  vicinity  vrA^.owx   bcinj."  scolded  and  often  swooped  upon. 
As  is  already  knovm,  this  f-poi-iec  subsists  mainly  upon  birds,  and  tliis 
family  proved  to  be  no  e::cept;ion.  Tho  remains  cf  a  nestling  v/as  fourui, 
but  identification  was  out  of  the  question.  Niimerous  pellets  are  in 
evidence  upon  the  floor  of  the  nest,  each  containing  feathers.   One 
cannot  help  but  think  of  t)ic  enormous  amount  of  food  necessaiy  to 
sustain  such  a  family.  Having  k':,pt  young  hav/ks  in  captivity,  I  am 
familiar  with  their  appetite.   Ca'.c  young  Cooper  Hawk  (15-20  days  of  age) 
could  very  easily  consvime  tv.'o  birds  the  size  of  a  robin  daily.   Of 
course,  it  is  another  matter  vrlio-z-or  or  not  nestlings  get  their  fill; 
personally,  I  doubt  it.   In  the  I'irr.t  place,  could  the  parents  supply 
this  amount  and  still  retaih  cncn.f,.a  far  their  ovm  sustenance  ?  I 
don't  wieh  to  convey  the  imprca^ilon  that  such  killers  are  to  be  condemned 
and  shot  upon  sight.   This  hai/k,  like  ^.11  other  life  upon  the  earth,  was 
put  here  for  a  very  definite  purpose — let's  let  liim  serve  that  purpose. 

At  this  time,  the  Western  P':>bin  is  one  of  the  most  plentiful  of 
our  birds,  the  only  possible  exception  being  the  Western  vVood  Poweo, 
vj-hich  may  be  seen  most  any  ti^ne  one  cares  to  look.   The  first  mentioned 
is  nesting  liere.  The  site  has  just  been  located  in  the  uppermost 
branches  of  a  fifteen  foot  tree.  The  young  are  rapidly  filling  the  nest 
with  their  bulky  forms.  Nuthatches,  Black-eared  and  Rocky  Mountain 
are  occasionaI|t  encountered.  The  Bridled  Titmouse,  one  of  the  most 
attractive  of  the  species,  may  often  be  seen  and  heard.  The  Black- 
throated  Gray  Warbler  is  common  and,  to  date,  tlie  only  warbler  recorded. 
The  Spurred  Towhec  is  more  often  hoard  than  seen,  as  is  his  relative 
the  Black-headed  Grosbeak.  This  latter  bird  is  so  prodigal  with  song 
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during  the  early  morning  that  sleep  is  difficult.   Mearns  and  Arizona 
Woodpeckers  are  occasionally  encountered,  sometimes  busily  tapping,  some- 
times sitting  quietly  to  avoid  detection.   The  Red-shafted  Flicker, 
the  bird  so  adaptable  to  varied  environmental  conditions,  nay  iften  be 
heard  giving  his  rolling  call. 

The  Host  of  the  Spurred  Towhee  has  been  located  upon  the  monu-^ 
mento  Built  upon  the  ground  beneath  a  poison  oak  plant  and  nestled 
deeply  in  dry  grass,  it  is  an  outstanding  cxo.mplc  of  concealment. 

The  forgoing  does  not,  I  am  certain,  include  all  the  birds  of 
this  area  at  present.   Innumerable  species  are  always  overlooked  at 
first,  due  to  their  size,  habitat,  or  inconspicuous  coloration.   The 
fall  migration  will  bring  a  sizeable  flow  cl  birds  into  Chiricahua, 
for  such  a  para,dise  could  not  possibly  be  overlooked  by  our  avian  friends. 

COMIENTS  FROM  CHRICAJIUA  By  Frank  Fish 

"Gil".  Philp  cane  over  from  Tumacacori  on  June  30  and  imported 
a  baby  Swainson  Hawk  from  tjiat  monuiTiont.   Due  to  its  If.rgo  pop-eyes, 
we  named  it  "Charley"  after  C.  McCarthy.   On  July  2,  in  scouting 
around,  we  found  a  Cooper  Hawk's  nest  vrlth   four  young.   IVe  appro- 
priated one  to  kocp  Charley  company  and  for  photographic  purposes. 
Wlien  Louis  and  Vfinnie  Cay^yvood  came  over  for  a  visit  during  the  month, 
the  young  _.hav,'ks  ,. apparent ly  got__  into  an  argument  over  the  attractions 
of  their  respective  monuments  and  decided  to  end  the  question  definitely. 
Charley  must  have  led  with"  a  right,  a  fatal  move,  because  Kid  Cooper 
came  back  with,  a  blovf.  to  the  beak  that  literally  tore  Charley's  head 
off.  At  least,  vfo  found  Kid"  Cooper  eating  Charley,  and.  the  head 
was  missing  when  the  tragedy  was  discovered.  HoYrcver,  Charley  Had' 
the  last  laugh — Kid  Cooper  died  a  f ev;  days  later,  apparently  from 
constipation.        .  »  ••

The  Arizona  Sycamore  (Platanus  wrightii)  has  the  interesting 
habit  of  out-growing  its  clothes  every  spring  after  the  sap  comes  up, 
and  sheds  its  outer  bark  all  over  the  place.   But  w,e  had  not  noticed, 
until  this  year,  that  this'  tree  may  get.  grovj-ing  pains  at  other  times 
of  the  year  too.  Af'ter  the  long  dry  spell  of  early  sui,im.er,  our  July 
rains'  came.  ^Ind  with  these  came  a  renewed  burst  of  expansion  on  the 
part  of  sycamore  trunks.   Of  coursr:',  this  tendency  of  a  tree  to  put 
on  two  gro-'jvth  rings  in  a  year  ±s   ^.lotMng  rare,  but  is  interesting  when 
so  dramatic. 

Vfe  have  a  mesquite  (Prosopis  velutina)  which  has  gone  against  the 
laws  of  its  nature^   Instead  of  growing  all  normal  bean  pods,  two  of 
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its  stems  have  produced  beans  each  witb  its  individual  cell,  and  these 
hang  from  a  slender  central  stem  like  a  cluster  of  bananas. 

An  interesting  observation  was  made  by  Betty  the  other  day  on  the 
fish  population  of  this  creek.   Of  late  years  the  native  perch  were 
thought  to  bo  rapidly  approaching  extinction.  At  the  same  time,  there 
has  been  a  definite  increase  in  the  carp  population. 

This  summer  there  have  been  more  young  perch  produced  in  this 
stream  than  I  have  seen  in  15  years  or  so  of  livii^g  intermittently  on 
its  banks;  and  there  are  le'.ror  young  carp  than  wo  have  ever  seen. 
Our  acquai-ium  showed  us  v/hat  may  have  been  the  r,.j.tter  with  the  carp. 
flhcn   wc  put  carp  into  an  aquarium  with  poi-ch,  the  perch  kill  them  all 
and  cat  tlic  tiny  ones.  And,  with  more  perch  than  usual  in  the  creek, 
wc  probably  have  the  explanation  for  the  relative  scarcity  of  carp. 

I  just  stepped  out  my  hixck   door.  Thirty  foot  from  the  house  is  a 
leaky  hydrant.  We  leave  it  that  way  on  purpose,  so  that  it  forms  a 
little  oasis  of  green  grass  and  weeds.   Two  cottontail  rabbits  and  one 
very  largo  jack  rabbit  were  eating  at  the  oasis.   The  cottontails 
scampered  off  unhurriedly.   The  jack  rabbit  went  off  a  fevv--  feet,  then 
seeing  that  I  had  stopped,  came  back  to  eat.   So  I  stood  within  25 
feet  of  him  as  he  contentedly  nuhched  on  the  tender  grass,  sampling  the 
leaves  of  a  young  cottonvood  but  decidin^;^,  such  plebian  growth  v;as  not 
for  his  palate,  and  goinj;  back  to  hio  gn^ss.   He  is  a  gray  color  all 
over,  but  the  tips  of  his  ears  on  the  outside  are  jet  black,  and  his 
tail  is  black. 

The  lizard  and  toad  populations  are  simply  enormous  this  year. 
The  south  xfc^ll   of  the  comfort  station  is  directly  on  the  trail  where  all 
visitors  pass  in  going  to  the  ruins.   A  hydrant  in  the  wall  leaks  a  drop 
every  fc7/  seconds,  and  this  drip  falls  into  a  deprossion  about  the  size 
of  a  mo.n' s  hand,  a  fevf  incher;  above  ground,  with  a  gentle  slope  leading 
doTvn  the  little  shelf  to  the  solid  earth.   Kcre,  yesterday,  a  very 
large  toad  languidly  reposed  throu,-:hout  the,  do.ylight  hoars,  untroubled 
by  the  public,  gazing  at  all  and  sundry  passersby  with  the  abstract 
glance  of  the  cosmic  philosopher,  t.cccpting  the  frequent  drop  of  vratcr 
on  his  back  as  complacently  as  he  did  the  hurried  footsteps  of  people 
desperately  trying  to  leave  in  time  to  drive  another  200  miles  before 
dark.

Vi/hon  llatt  Dodge  oamc  on  June  26,  we  diun't  have  much  luck  in 
finding  the  birds  I  v>rr.ntod  him  to  sec,  because  it  was  right  around  noon 
and  the  teirpcraturc  v;as  107**.  Wo  did  sec  the  foKalc  oriole  get  off  her 
nest  in  the  grapevines ^  however »  She  has  since  abandoned  it,  'though 
I  don't  laic'Y  v.^hy;  but  I  savj-  her  collecting  lint  on  July  6,  possibly  for 
a  new  nest.   Llatt  and  I  saw  ciomothing  else.   A  kingbird  Viras  sitting 
on  a  rock  in  the  creek,  a  foot  or  tv/o  from  shore,  v/hcn.  one  of  our  big 
carp  c;.me  up  under  him  and  made  a  bi^  splash.   The  Kingbird  fltv>r  atway 
in  a  hurry,  of  course.   It  is  hard  not  to  theorize  about  virhat  t^i^.   carp 
v/as  doing.   It  looked  o.s  if  he  ivorc  trying  to  catch  the  birdl 

On  the  26th,  the  first  Long -tailed  Chat  of  the  season  appeared 
in  the  vines  by  our  bedroom  \jindo\7.      And  yesterday  it,  or  another  one, 
took  me  on  a  Ion'';  v/alk  through  the  mesquitcs  by  sitting  on  the  other 
side  of  every  burh  and  singing.   He'd  v\rait  until  I  was  almost  close 
enough  to  see  hi-n,  and  then  would  fly  to  the  next  bush,  keeping  some- 
thing between  hi:!  and  r.ie  all  the  time.   It  must  have  taken  i.ie  half  an 
hour  or  more  to  I'df^.ntify  him.   To  add  to  my  confusion,  he  lit  in  a 
bush  v.lth  a  car-^.ir-^ii  seveml  times,  and  somehow  induced  him  to  do  the 
singing,  so  I  gj":  terribly  mixed  up  till  I  8-aw  the  Cardinal  go  one  way, 
the  chat  another :.   Iviy  notes  describe  his  song  as  "A  high  chat-chat- 
chat-chat,  a  low  chatter,  and  a  gulp."  The  gulp  is  quite  a  musical 
liquid  note. 

I  suppose  most  people  have  heard  the  squeaking  of  Cliff  Swallows 
in  flights   Thcj/-  were  wheeling  above  mc  yesterday  sounding  like  a 
wagon  v;hosc  wheels  were  badly  in  need  of  oil. 

After  the  phainopepla' s  appearance  lust  month  I  was  not  as 
surprised  as  I  might  have  boon  at  the  sight  of  an  Arizona  Pyrrhuloxia* 
I  saw   him  first  June  27,  and  again  July  13  with  his  mate.  They  were 
very  close,  and  the  bill  color,  as  well  as  the  rest,  struck  my  eye. 
Instead  of  the  "yellowish  in  summer"  as  Bailey  describes  it,  it  T«vas 
coral-colored. 

We've  seen  a  lot  of  young  quail  on  the  monument.   On  June  28  I 
saw  a  family  of  nine  young  quail,  just  able  to  fly.   On  the  30th 
Mrs.  Jackson  saw  an  uncountable  number  of  little  ones  picking  around 
in  some  dead  sycamore  leaves.   She  couldn't  count  them  because  they 
were  only  visible  when  balanced  on  top  of  a  leaf.  A  family  with  five 
little  ones  has  come  down  to  the  creek  each  mornigg  for  about  a  week, 
and  yesterday  we  saw  another  bunch  of  seven,  with  Papa  herding  tihem» 
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Three  young  Black  Phoebes  were  learning  all  about  the  art  of 
catching  insects  on  June  28.  They  were  quite  undisturbed  by  Earl  and 
me  as  we  walked  along  saving  little  fish  from  the  drying  up  puddles. 
On  July  4  a  female  Cactus  Woodpecker  and  one  of  iaer  young  ones  were  work- 
ing on  a  sycamore  trunk  close  to  the  milling  visitors.   The  youngster 
was  nearly  as  feig  as  his  mother.   Since  July  2  we  have  seen  groups  of 
House  Finches  everywhere.   The  young  ones  flying,  but  apparently  arc 
not  adept  at  getting  food.   Thoy  follow  their  parents  around  through 
the  trees,  screaming  and  tivittcring,  while  the  parents  try  to  get  food 
enough  for  them.   Smaller  ones  were  screeching  from  their  nest  in  the 
sycamore  over  the  the  tont  on  July  9. 

Wood  Ibis  I   Thirteen  of  them  flying  over I   At  first  I  thought  they 
were  Blue  Herons,  but  as  I  got  the  glasses  on  thom  I  saw  they  were 
white  with  black  heads  and  black  edgings  on  the  backs  of  their  wings. 
Earl  and  I  'k/atched  them  sear  upward  and  eastward  until  they  wore  lost 
from  sight.   At  first  I  wasn't  sure  they  were  Ibis,  but  Norman  said 
he'd  seen  some  on  the  Verde  River  this  time  last  year,  and  they  appeared 
there  right  afterwards.   Seeing  them  at  close  range  there  was  no  doubt. 

Camp  Verde  is  now  all  excited  about  them.   Somccnc  asked  me  last 
ViToek  what  they  v/ere,  where  they  came  from  and  what  they  eat.   1*11 
repeat  one  thing  I  found  out,  since  it  was  very  interesting.   To  get 
food  a  heron  stands  in  or  at  the  edge  of  the  ivatcr,  perfectly  still 
till  he  sees  a  fish,  then  spikes  it  v/ith  his  bill,  or  if  it  is  small, 
tosses  it  down  his  throat.   The  Wood  Ibis,  however,  wades  right  in,  stirs 
up  all  the  mud  it  can  and  makes  an  awful  coinimotion.   The  fish  have  to 
come  up  through  the  mud  to  the  surface  for  air,  so  the  Ibis  grabs  them 
with  his  powerfull  bill.   He  never  spikes  them. 

On  July  11  Edv/ard  Fleisher  from  Brooklyn,  N.  Y.,  who  is  a  mem.ber 
of  the  Linnaean  and  Audubon  Societies,  and,  incidentally  (l  gather) 
a  mathematics  professor,  came  in  bursting  with  news  and  questions 
about  birds.   He  spent  several  hour's  with  field  glasses,  and  then  came 
in  to  check  v;-ith  mo.   He  saw  a  lot  of  my  favorite  birds  and  added  one 
new  one,  the  Yifestern  Gnatcatcher.   Since  the  place  he  saw  it  is  outside 
my  usual  bird  circuit,  I've  only  been  down  there  once  and  haven't  seen 
it.  But  I'm  glad  to  hear  it  is  on  the  monuincnti 

On  July  12  I  found  a  Western  Mourning  Dove  nest  with  two  white  eggs 
in  it,  and  on  the  13th  found  two  more  nests,  one  with  eggs,  the  other 
vfith  two  fluffy  babies.   The  parents  flew  awo.y  from  the  eggs,  but  the 
one  with  the  babies  fluttered  away  in  the  broken-wing  act.  That's  why 
I  came  to  look  in  at  all,  since  it  was  in  a  very  inaccessible  place. 
Desert  Black-throated  Sparrovj-s  have  been  around  for  several  months, 
but  on  July  18  they  decided  wo  were  peaceable,  and  have  since  done  a 
lot  of  feeding  around  the  building  here.  The  Mergansers  are  full  grown 
now  but  are  still  staying  together.   I  saw  the  I'Vliite-winged  Dove  here 
for  the  first  time  tnis  year  on  July  23.   Next  month  I  hope  to  fill  in 
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the   species   of  flyco.tcher  and  wcirbler  thr.t  I  have   left   out.      I  have 
at  last   seen  the  details   of  that  warbler        I've  done   so  much  fussing 
about,   and  it  is  the  Lucy  I'Varblor.

So  far  vegetation  in  the  Ghaco  has  not  suffered  from  lack  of 
inoisturo.  Evening  primroses  r.re  to  be  found  growing  at  many  places 
in  the  monvimont  o.nd  even  iii   the  large  courtyard  of  Pueblo  Bonito. 
In  a  tributary  of  the  Chaco  "/ash  just  below  Pueblo  del  Arroyo  there 
is  a  large  patch  of  sweet  per.s.  The  grovrth  is  quite  dense  ard  should 
assist  in  checking  erosion  a'o  that  point. 

Last  su-.imer  many  of  the  plants  in  thr,  canyon  were  identified  by 
Dr.  Castettcr  of  the  University  of  New  Mo::icc,  i.nd  this  surrier  I  am 
endoavoririr  to  continue  the  work.  To  dato  the  followirg  pl^.nts  have 
been  ideiic.'.f ied  and  spocinons  placed  in  the  museum  borbariuia  case*

Several  other  "^pfcciinens  have  been  collected  and  are  yet  to 
be  identified. 

Throughout  most  of  the  suraraer  last  year  there  was  a  bat  which 
used  to  inhabit  one  of  the  rooras  along  the  back  wall  of  Pueblo  Bonito. 
The  room  has  one  of  the  best  roofs  in  the  pueblo  and  the  visitors  in 
observing  it  would  usually  notice  the  bat  where  he  hung  head  downward 
from  one  of  the  vigas.   21.  fevir  visitors  were  frightened,  but  most  of 
them  were  interested  in  seeing  a  live  bat  at  comparatively  close  quarters. 
This  year  a  bat  has  been  seen  in  the  same  room  on  several  occasions. 
He  has  enormous  cars  and  I  believe  is  one  of  the  species  commonly 
known  as  a  rabbit-carod  bat.  A  yellow  bird  band  has  been  put  around 
one  of  his  hind  legs  and  a  spot  of  India  ink  in  his  left  ear.  Yie   are 
hoping  that  he  will  not  consider  this  treatment  too  inhospitable,  and 
will  not  only  remain  throughout  the  season,  but  will  return  next  year. 

On  July  14  Custodian  McKinney  and  I  v;-itnesscd  a  struggle  between 
a  four-foot  bull  snake  and  a  full-grown  rabbit.  "I'ifhen  the  snake  attacked 
the  rabbit,  its  distressed  squeals  attracted  our  attention.   Tvro  other 
rabbits  were  seen  hopping  tov/ard  the  scene  of  combat,  but  our  approa^ch 
frightened  them  away.  'No   wondered  if  they  would  have  attacked  the  snake 
in  an  effort  to  help  their  fellow  in  distress.   Just  before  we  arrived 
the  rabbit  v^renched  himself  free  and  scurried  avvay  leaving  a  very 
thin  and  doubtless  disappointed  snake  who  presently  crawled  dov;n  a 
hole.   Several  balls  of  fur,  and  earth  freshly  disturbed  by  the  rabbit's 
frantic  kicks,  were  all  that  vra.s  left  attesting  to  the  desperate  struggle. 

Russian  thistles  and  greasewood  are  blooming  and  purslane  is 
beginning  to  come  up.   This  plant  is  more  or  less  succulent  herb 
resembling  the  cultivated  portulaca  or  moss-rose  which  belongs  to 
the  same  family o   The  cattle-men  in  this  region  depend  upon  purslane 
to  supply  late  summer  feed  for  the  range  stock.   Last  year  a  visitor 
reported  that  the  plant  is  sometimes  cooked  and  eaten  as  greens  or 
fresh  as  a  salad.  We  tried  some  as  salad  and  found  it  quite  palatable 
with  a  slight  similarity  to  water  cross.

_taMh.ce.__TArQre„  practically  our   only  bird  visitors   this  month. 
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Bird  banding  was  suspended  fcr  the  suiru-ner  on  June  1,  and  the 
traps  v/ere  taken  up  and  stored.   Betty  Jacksou  wus  curious  to  know 
vrhat  returns  I  had  taken  that  were  handed  by  her.  They  were  as  follows: 
Feb.  15,  1938— a  Grey-headed  Junco  banded  D«c,  10^  1935,  ^-34-176C25  Trap  A. 
liar.  7,  1938— a  Pink-sided  Junco,  banded  Dec.  10,  1£35,  ^^(^54-176926  Trap  B, 
These  traps  were  located  at  the  Ranger  Station  in  the  upper  end  of  the 
canyon  in  the  sane  locality  wher^  tiic  birds  ;vcro  bandSd.

ViTith  respect  to  the  appearance  of  the  ITight-blooming  Cercus 
blossoms  reported  last  month,  it  is  interesting  to  note  that  all  three 
plants  at  Vah-ki  Inn,  a  half  m.ilc  east  and  south,  bloomed  on  the  same 
night  as  those  on  the  monument. 

Following  several  heav^'-  summer  thunder  showers,  the  creosote 
bushes  along  the  drain:.ge  ditch  banlcs  flarJcing  the  entrance  road  are 
turning  green  and  putting  out  scattered  blossoms.   It  seems  that  with 
proper  moisture  conditions,  those  plants  v/ill  blossom  regardless  of 
season. 

The  usual  millipede  activity  has  been  noted.  Following  rains, 
hundrSds  of  these  chocolate  colored,  vrorm-like  creatures  arc  seen 
crawling  rapidly  over  the  ground.  The  mortality  is  high  on  the  entrance 
road. 

Although  seen  only  once,  it  is  evident  that  a  family  of  slomks 
have  established  themselves  under  the  Old  House  in  Compound  A, 
occupied  by  the  Dodges  and  the  bachelors.

HKVDQUARTERS  HiJ^PEHIHGS  By  the  naturalists 

A  nestling  cactus  wren  mth  only  one  eye,  banded  in  the  nest  on 
J.lajr  22,  is  frequently  seen  about  the  residences  and  office  buildings. 
His  habit  of  running  around  the  corner  of  a  building  v/ith  his  "good" 
eye  toimrd  the  v/all  and  the  consequent  fright  he  receives  when  he 
almost  runs  into  some  person,  together  with  his  awl-cward  failures  in 
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alighting  or-  a  tree  limb  due  to  an  inaMity  to  accurately  judge  distance, 
arouses  a  mixed  feeling  of  mirth  and  pity  in  the  observer.   In  .July  he 
received  a  wing  injury  which  grounded  him  for  several  days,  but  as  this 
is  written  he  is  flying  about  again  in  the  customary  erratic  manner 
which  serves  to  identify  him. 

Although  many  rattlesnakes  were  seen  on  the  canal  bank  by  the  en- 
rollees  of  the  Casa  Grande  Side  Camp  in  the  spring,  none  has  been  reported 
in  the  last  two  months.   An  occasional  king  and  gopher  snake  is  observed 
while  whip  snakes  are  fiiirly  common.   One  of  the  latter  was  discovered 
by  Mother  Pinlcley  attempting  to  enter  her  h.ousc  through  the  back  door. 
Mrs.  Pinkie^'  attacked  the  intruder  with  a  broom,  and  the  snake  boat  a 
hasty  retreat  up  a  mcsquite  tree  where  it  seemed  quite  at  home  among  the 
branches  and  twigs  ten  feet  above  the  ground. 

Tree-climbing  rabbits  constitute  a  wildlife  feature  about  head- 
quarters.  This  ability  is  not  a  species  characteristic,  but  is  due  to 
the  growth  habit  of  many  of  the  mesquito  trees  whose  trunks  stand  at  an 
angle  which  permits  the  rabbits  to  get  up  among  the  horizontal  branches. 

Rabbits  are  so  com.non  about  headquarters  that  little  attention  is 
paid  them  by  the  personnel,  but  visitors  g;ct  quite  excited  over  them 
and  may  frequently  bo  seen  stalking  them  with  camern.s.   On  hot  days  it  is 
not  unusual  to  see  one  or  more  of  the  cottontails  stretched  out  at  ease 
on  the  cool,  moist  ground  beneath  one  of  the  residence  or  office  coolers. 
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Note;   The  above  figure  occasionally  used  as  "filler"  in  the 
Supplement  has  been  the  subject  of  some  comment  and  re- 
quests as  to  its  identity  have  been  received.   Someone 
guessed  that  it  must  be  an  amoeba,  which  prompts  the  fol- 
lowing explanation. 

A  study  of  life  figures  on  Kohokam  red-on-buff  pot- 
tery revealed  numerous  forms  of  both  human  and  animal  rep- 
resentations among  which  were  several  unmistakably  of 
birds.  The  above  evidently  is  a  male  Gambel  5,uail  in- 
tent on  picking  up  some  object  from  the  ground. .  Ed,

(Letters  to  the  Superintendent  from  visitors  to  one  or  several  of 
the  Southwestern  Monuments  constitute  frequent  arrivals  in  the  mail. 
Occasionally  one  is  received  which  is  somewhat  out  of  the  ordinary, 
either  in  context  or  because  of  the  factors  which  inspire  it.   Fol- 
lowing is  one  which  has  been  received  recently,  wi'itten  by  two 
Indiana  boys  who,  packs  on  backs,  hiked  over  some  of  the  roughest 
and  most  isolated  parts  of  southeastern  Utah  and  northeastern  Arizona. 
V/hat  they  write  about  their  trip  may  be  of  value  as  well  as  interest.) 

We  have  just  returned  from  two  months  spent  in  and  about  several  of 
your  Southwestern  Monuments  and  find  it  impossible  to  suppress  our  appre- 
ciation to  you,  as  Superintendent,  as  well  as  to  those  who  had  charge  of 
the  monuments  we  visited. 

Our  first  contact  vdth  your  scenic  and  hospitable  Southwest  was  in 
Blanding„  Utah,  where  we  met  Zeke  Johnson.   To  two  greenhorns  from  the 
Midwest,  he  extended  a  warm  welcome,  told  us  of  the  country  thereabouts, 
and  outlined  a  trip  for  us.  I  might  mention  that  we  were  not  traveling 
astride  horse  or  burro,  but  were  carrying  food,  supplies,  blankets,  and 
cooking  utensils  on  our  backs. 

The  trip  Zeke  outlined  too  V:  us  down  the  bed  of  White  Canyon  to  the 
Colorado  River,  along  the  Colorado  to  Red  Canyon,  and  continuing  along 
the  Colorado  to  a  gap  in  the  rocks  at  Rincon  v/hich  vrould  take  us  in  a 
southwesterly  direction  to  Cedar  Canyon,  then  through  another  Canyon  to 
Jones'  Tank.  Along  this  trail  for  seven  or  eight  miles,  any  small  canyon 
takes  you  into  Maki  Canyon,  From  Maki  Canyon,  the  trail  leads  south  into 
Castle  Wash  whose  head  is  south  of  Irish  Green  Spring.   The  return  is  by 
Rod  House,  Greicahim,  and  finally  the  Natural  Bridges. 
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It  was   a   stiff  hike,    as  we  discovered,    and  an  unplanned  delay  along 
the  trail  was   a  drain  on  our  minimum  food   supply  beyond  the   extent  of 
our   original   plans.      The   result  was   that,    after  reaching   Cedar  Canyon  and 
exploring  thereabouts,    lack  of   food  necessitated  backtracking  to   the 
Natural   Bridges,      It  was   a  hardship,    but   for  two   young  fellows   intent  upon 
a   little  adventure,    it  was   an  experience  never  to  be   forgotten,    and  one 
that  willpay  us   lasting  dividends   as  to   an  appreciation  of  home  and  the 
modest   comforts  of  life. 

Of  this  portion  of  the  trip--three  v^eeks — v\re  must   acknowledge  that 
the  four  days   spent  hiking  to   and  in  the  vi-cinity  of  the  Natural  Bridges 
made  the  high   spot.      The   fresh  waters,    the  natural    shelters,    the  majestic 
arches  of  the  great  bridges    encompassing  the   sparkling  portions   of  God's 
firmament,    all   leave  with  us   a  treasure  of   scenic  memory  that  we  know  shal] 
never   fade. 

The    second  part   of  our  trip  took  us  Arizona  vfay,   thence  to  Navajo 
Mountain  area  and  Rainbow  Natural  Bridge.      Down  in  Kayenta  and  particularly 
at  the  great   Indian  ruins,    Betatalcin,   Keet   Seel,    and  Inscription  House, 
we   struck   it   rich — rich  in  the  charming  personality  of  Ranger  Bill  Leicht, 
rich  in  an  enchanting  atmosphere  peculiar  to  Betatakin  by  moonlight, 
and   rich  over  again  in  the  generosity  of  Bill  Leicht  who  played  host  to 
us   unstintingly  for  three  days. 

Rainbow  Bridge,    notwithstanding  the  days    spent   at   Betatakin  in  the 
company  of  a  fine  personality,    shall  hold  a  place  in  our  memories    second 
to  none.      As   I  told  Bill   htiTiself,    my  visit  to   Betatakin  with  his   com- 
panionship has   done  more  to   stimulate  a   studious   interest   in  the  historic 
aspects  of  the  Southwest  than  amything   else   ever   did.      Merely  national 
ideas   about  the  grandeur,    romance,    as  well   as  the  realism  of  the  Southwest 
became  real   for  the  first  time.      To  put   it   in  slang,    "Arizona   and  the 
Southwest   is   under  my  skin";    and  my  partner   says  the   same.      To   all   indi- 
cations,  the  Southwest   henceforth  will  be   an  academic   avocation  for  me;and 
a  permanent   interest,    from  an  anthropological  viewpoint,    to  my  companion. 

After   our   enjoyment   of  Betatakin,    Keet   Seel,    and  Inscription  House, 
we  continued  to  the   RainboviT  Bridge  country.      Only  a  week   could   do    justice 
to  the  scenery  there.      After  that,   we  began  a  hike  around  Navajo  Moun- 
tain.    YiTe  lingered   several   days   in  colorful  Surprise  Valley  which,    to  my 
mind,    deserves  being   set   aside  as   a  national  monument   for  lovers   of 
sconic  beauty. 

Now  that   I  write  you,    enjoying  again  with  the   aid  of  pictures  and 
diary     your  Southwest  wonderland,    I  know  that  this   is  but   our  first    so- 
jurn  in  a   land  of  countless   attractions.      I  wish  you   continued  success   in 
your  endeavor  to  make  known  the  visual  miracles   of  the  Southwest  to   the 
American  Citizen.

Dear  Mr.  Director: 

During  the  fiscal  year  1938,  bird  banding  projects  in  cooperation 
with  your  Bureau  were  carried  on  in  eight  of  the  26  national  monuments 
which  are  administered  by  this  office.   This  represents  an  increase  from 
five  stations  to  eight,  a  situation  due  to  increased  interest  among  the 
personnel. 

A  total  of  1,749  birds  of  57  species  were  banded  at  the  eight  sta- 
tions.  This  total  represents  a  definite  ircrease  over  previous  years. 
In  1937,  1,273  birds  of  63  species  were  banded  at  five  stations.   In  1936 
a  total  of  1,547  birds  of  63  species  were  banded  at  nine  stations.   The 
decrease  in  number  of  species  is  partially  attributable  to  the  fact  that 
our  station  operators  are  now  concentrating  their  activities  on   fewer 
species  to  gain  more  complete  information,  and  partially  to  the  fact  that 
two  of  the  operators  in  areas  which  band  many  species  vrere  curtailed 
somewhat  in  their  activities,  due  to  sickness  and  other  factors. 

It  is  obvious  that  the  longer  a  bird  banding  program  continues,  the 
more  valuable  and  more  numerous  are  the  results.  The  program  in  the 
Southwestern  Monuments  is  so  relatively  young  tliat  it  has  not  yet  re- 
sulted in  published  scientific  contributions,  but  much  valuable  data 
have  been  gathered,  and  are  in  process  of  study.   Every  effort  is  made  by 
all  banders  to  concentrate  upon  specific  problems  which  remain  un- 
studied in  the  little-known  ornithology  of  the  Southwest.   Such  concen- 
tration is  necessary  when  it  is  remembered  that  much  of  the  banding  is 
still  being  done,  as  in  former  years,  on  personal  time. 

To  give  an  idea  of  problems  on  which  v;-e  have  accumulated  data,  some 
are  listed  below.   On  certain  questions  our  findings  concern  only  one 
species;  on  others  several  species  have  yielded  information. 

Do  males,  franales,  and  young  travel  together?  Is  there  movement 
or  migration  among  so-called  permanent  resident  species?  What  is  the 
manner  of  dispersal  of  young  from  the  nest  vicinity?  Do  hunters  kill 
tiie  breeding  or  migrating  Western  Mourning  doves?  YiOiat  is  the  effect 
of  weather  on  m.ovements? 

What  is  the  longevity  of  various  species  (unknown  for  many  of  the 
species  we  band). 
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What  is  the  preferred  habitat  of  each  species?  What  is  the  effect 
of  changes  in  moisture,  vegetative  covering,  etc.? 

Why  are  White-winged  Doves  so  scarce  in  the  southern  inon\mient s ? 
Wliy  such  a  scarcity  of  nests  in  1938? 

What  is  the  relation,  if  any,  between  bird  population  and  insect 
infestations  of  trees  such  as  the  boxelders  at  Bandelier  and  the  mesquite 
at  Casa  Grande? 

Gambel  Sparrows  are  proving  a  fertile  field  of  study.   Information 
is  being  obtained  regarding  their  exact  migration  routes,  establishment 
and  defense  of  delimited  winter  territories,  foraging  range,  "homing 
instinct",  response  to  weather  conditions,  etc.   A  paper  is  now  in  prep- 
aration. 

The  Walnut  Canyon  station,  through  the  color  banding  of  adult  Juncos 
before  nesting  ana  subsequent  bandings  of  nestlings,  may  contribute  some 
knowledge  valuable  for  clarification  of  varietal  deterninaticns. 

Gambel  Quail  are  producing  some  interesting  notes  on  area  carrying 
capacities,  sex  ratios,  population,  mating  patterns  and  permanency,  and 
extent  and  direction  of  covey  movement,  diurnal,  seasonal,  and  annual. 

Attempts  recently  have  been  made  with  some  success  to  capture  rap- 
torial birds  with  the  Yerbail  Pole  Trap,   It  is  hoped  that  a  high  per- 
centage of  returns  will  be  gained  from  this  work. 

During  the  fiscal  year  only  two  noteworthy  recoveries  were  recorded, 
A  Gray-headed  Junco  banded  by  Operator  Paul  L.  Beaubien  at  Walnut  Canyon 
National  Monument,  Flagstaff,  Arizona,  on  October  27,  1936,  was  found 
dead  by  an  Indian  at  Carriso  Canyon,  Arizona,  in  the  Wliite  Mountains  on 
May  30,  1937.   Although  this  recovery  was  made  in  the  previous  fiscal 
year,  it  was  not  reported  until  this  fiscal  year. 

A  Red-eyed  Cowbird,  banded  by  Operator  Louis  Cayi/vood,  of  Tumacacori 
National  Monument,  on  July  15,  1936,  was  found  injured  at  Ruby,  Arizona, 
(12  miles  south)  on  July  4,  1937. 

Brief  resumes  of  the  work  at  each  station  follow: 

BANDELIER  NATIONAL  MONin\ENT 

Frijoles  Canyon,  approximately  39  miles  northwest  of  Santa  Fe, 
New  Mexico,   Transition  zone.   Altitude,  5,600  feet. 

Custodian  C,  G,  Harkins,  with  the  help  of  George  Sholly  and  CCC 
assistants  resumed  banding  activities  at  this  monument  which  had  lapsed 
during  the  1937  fiscal  year.   Starting  very  late,  a  total  of  161  new 
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bands  were    issued,    and  records  were  kept  in  very  accurate   form.      Juncos 
formed  the  major  part   of  birds  banded,    but    it   is   hoped  that  the  numb^Br 
of  banded   species  will  be  increased   during  the  next   fiscal  year. 

CrACO   CMYON  NATIONAL  MONUI/IENT 

64  riles    south  of  Aztec,    New  Mexico.      Upper  Sonoran  Zone.      Alti- 
tude,   6,500  feet. 

Just  before  the   end  of  the  fiscal   year  LIrs.    Curolie  McKinney,   wife 
of  the   Custodian,    started  banaing  operations   and  within  tvro  weeks  was 
able  to  band   19  new  birds,    as  well  as   catching  one  of  the  birds  which 
was  banded  at  the  monument  three  years  previousv 

This   station  promises  to  be  very  productive,    and  will  be  very  in- 
teresting because  no  banding  of  any  conseqi'ence  has  been  made  in   the 
general   region.      Considerable  numbers  of  Scaled   Quail  occur  naturally 
on  the  monument,    a.nd  Mrs.   McKirjiey   is   havii.g   some   success   in  trapping 
them.      This    species  has  not  been  banded  by  Southwestern  Monuments  previ- 
ously. 

Much  Soil   Conservation  work  has  been  done   in   recent   years   in   Chaco 
Canyon,    a  notably  desertio   and  eroded  area,    and   it  will   be   interesting 
to  correlate    the  banding   records  with  the  change   in  vegetative   cover  as 
the  Soil   Conservation-planted  plants  mature. 

SOUTmreSTERM  MONUI.IENTS   HEADQUARTERS ,    COOLIDGE,    ARIZONA. 

Lower  Sonoran  Zone.      Altitude,    1,420   feet.      Junior  Naturalist   Natt 
N.    Dodge   and  collaborator  John  E.    Fast,   with   some  help  by  Operator   Dale 
King,    succeeded  in  banding  almost   500  now  birds   for   this   productive 
station.      As   in  previous   years,    Gambel   Sparrows  made  up   almost   one  third 
of  the  totals,    and  much  valuable  data  ere  being  accumulated  on  this   spe- 
cies.     John  E.   Fast,    of  Oak  Park,    Illinois,    has    spent  a  considerable 
portion  of  the  winter  months  at  this   station  during  the   last  three  years 
in  banding  operations  and  this   sunmier   is   tabulating  and  analyzing  the 
data  concerning  Gambel  Sparrows  vfhich  have  been  gathered  in  the   last 
four  years.      It   is    expected  that   an  interesting  paper  v^rill   result,    and 
that    some  contribution  will  be  made   concerning  the  knowledge  of  the 
habits   of  this    species. 

NAVAJO  NATIONAL  MONTO.ffil^T 

In  Betatakin  Canyon,  near  ruin  of  same  name,  southwest  of  Kayenta, 
Arizona.      Transition  Zone.     Altitude   approximately  6,500   feet. 

Milton  Wetherill,  stationed  for  a  time  at  this  monument,  banded  15 
birds  during  the  fiscal  year.  llr.  Wetherill  is  not  at  the  present  time 
connected  with  the  National  Park  Service,    and  it    is  problematical  whether 
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bird  banding  operations  will  be  carried  on  at  this  moniament   in  the  near 
future. 

PIPE  SPRING  NATIONAL  MONUMENT 

Four  miles  from  Moccasin,   Arizona.      Upper  Sonoran  Zone.      Altitude 
4,960  feet. 

Operator  Leonard  Heaton  banded  more  birds  than  any  other  Southwestern 
Monvmients   station--a  total  of  530.      Of  these,    4-S8  were  Gajnbel  Sparrows, 
With  Gambel  Sparrows  being  banded  at   so  many  mon\.iment   stations,    it   is 
expected  that   re3overies   eventually  will  more  clearly  define  migration 
routes,    and  that  possible   captures   of  birds  by  another   station  will  be 
experienced. 

TUI/iACACORI   NATIONAL  MOIRJl^iENT 

Nineteen  miles  north  of  Nogales,    Arizona,    in  Santa  Cruz  Valley. 
Lower  Sonoran  Zone.      Altitude,    3,250  feet. 

The  report  of  Operator   Caywood  follows: 

Bird  banding  was   done  from  September   1  to    15,    1937,    from  January 
14  to   February   IS,    1938,    and  from  March  12  to   June   15,    1938,    or  140   days 
of  the  year.      The   cooperator  was  absent   from,  his   station  on   special 
assignment  to   the  National  Park  Service  Laboratories   at   Berkeley,    Cali- 
fornia,   for  two  months   and  was   in  the  hospital   at  Nogales,   Arizona,    for 
one  month. 

The  greatest  number  of  any  single   species   banded  was   136   Gambel 
Sparrows.      In  1936-7,    127  of  these  birds  were  banded,    so    it  would  seem 
that   during  this  past  year   some   returns  would  be  trapped.      But  there  was 
not   a   single  one.      At   Casa  Grande  National  Monument   a  number  of  returns 
were  taken  from  Gambel   Sparrows  banded  in  previous  years.      It   seems  odd 
that  with  such  a  nvmiber   of  birds  banded  here  no   returns   resulted. 

Canyon  Towhees,    cardinals,    and  pyrrhuloxias  were  constant   repeaters. 
Twelve  cardinals   and  ten  pyrrhuloxia  were  banded  this   year.      Four   shy 
Green-tailed  Towhees  were  banded  and  one  return  was   taken  which  had  been 
banded  in  1936, 

Eighteen  Gambel   Quail  were  banded  this  year,   making  a  total   of  97 
quail  banded   since  April,    1936.      Only  one  return  has  been  reported  to 
the  Biological   Survey  from  this  number  banded. 

During  the   entire  year  there  v/ere  only  three   casualties.      Tt/TO   vrere 
birds  that   flevf  against   objects   after  being   released  and  one  bird  vfas 
left   in  a  trap  too   long,    dying  from  exposure  to   the   sun. 
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With  two  years  of  banding  completed,  this  next  year  should  bring 
some  interesting  results  in  the  v;ay  of  life  histories  and  returns  or 
non-returns  to  this  locality  of  migratory  birds. 

Three  nestling  Roadrunners  were  banded  while  still  too  young  to 
leave  the  nest.   It  is  hoped  that  some  interesting  observations,  may  be 
made  on  these. 

WALNUT  CANYON  NATIONAL  MONUMEI^T 

Ten  miles  east-southeast  of  Flagstaff,  Arizcna.   Transition  Zone. 
Altitude,  5,700  feet. 

Operator  Paul  Beaubien  a^ain  banded  a  respectable  total,  275  birds 
of  17  species.   The  esti.blishmont  of  a  CCC  camp  to  work  on  Walnut  Canyon 
National  Monument  undoubtedly  will  give  Mr.  Beaubien  more  help  in  the 
banding  profram,  and  an  attempt  virill  be  made  to  take  advantage  of  the 
larg:3  migrations  of  several  species  v:hich  cccur  at  that  monuirient.   Three 
years  of  valuable  observations  have  now  acoiimulated  at  this  monument,  and 
are  being  analyzed  and  tabulated  by  Mr.  Beaubien. 

WAUE   SANDS  NATIONAL  MONUMENT 

Eighteen  miles  southwest  of  Alamogcrdc,  New  Mexico.   Upper  Sonoran 
Zone.  Altitude,  4,500  feet. 

Operator  James  Felton  started  banding  operations  at  this  monument, 
but  was  transferred  to  Fort  Jefferson  National  Monument  in  Florida  be- 
fore much  progress  could  be  made. 

He  stated  in  his  report:  "Banding  could  be  developed  here  with  very 
little  trouble.  With  proper  traps  many  ducks,  and  other  water  birds, 
could  be  caught  where  the  flov/  from  the  artesian  well  enters  the  pond  on 
the  new  addition  to  the  monument.   They  gather  at  this  spot  to  enjoy  the 
warm  waters. 

"Birds  have  been  rather  scarce  around  the  headquarters  area.   In 
fact,  other  than  the  phoebes  and  the  mocking  birds  there  are  only  a  few 
strays  making  their  appearance  here.   Good  trapping  could  be  had.  on  the 
water  hole  at  Adobe  Walls  but  this  would  mean  spending  full-  time  out 
there  when  banding.   During  the  migratory  period  excellent  returns  for 
the  time  expended  could  be  made."

^  about  the  importanEC  of  areas. 


A  couple  of  technicians,  v/ho  vrcro   probably  two  thirds  asleep, 
raade  a  peoulic.r  report  on  one  of  our  monuiricnts  last  month  and, 
although  ViTC  protested  it  through  proper  channels  at  the  time,  we  arc' 
still  grovfling  about  it. 

These  men  wore  checking  a  list  of  public  vrorks  projects  and  came 
to  an  iten  of  ours,  providing  a  water  supply  at  one  of  our  monuments. 
They  commort  as  follc-.vs:   "The  expenditure  of  o50,000  to  provide 
i/ater  for  this  raonum.ent  appears  to  us  to  te   debatable  in  view  of  the 
fact  that  water  and  so\-.'cr  projects  are  so  urgently  needed  in  many  other 
more  important  areas." 

Yifhat  do  you  suppose  thoy  mean?   If  one  of  our  areas  hus  more 
visitors  than  another,  does  that  make  it  the  more  impc'rtant  area? 
Are  you  sure  of  that?   Then,  in  that  case,  this  monument  which  does 
not  seem,  in  their  minds,  to  be  a  very  important  area,  is  having  just 
short  of  a  hundred  thousand  visitors  thio  year,  for  -.Thorn  we  are  haul- 
ing potable  vrciter  18  miles.   Name  me  two  or  three  more  important  areas 
in  the  Park  Service  v/hero  you  have  that  condition  this  year. 

The  engineers  rather  enthusiastically,  as  I  recall' it,  pulled 
for  a  regular  approprir.tion  of  |350,000,  .r  thereabouts,  for  a  • 
water  supply  for  the  thirty-cdd  thousand  annual  visitors  at  Mesa 
Verde  National  Park;  but  xrhcii   wo  try  t :•  get  one  seventh  of  that  for 
three  times  the  number  of  visitors  at  a  national  monument,  it  is 
considered  very  debatable  "in  viev/  of  the  fact  that  water  and  sewer 
projects  are  so  urgently  needed  in  many  other  much  more  important  areas." 
More  important  areas  must  mean  parks,  because  all  the  monuments  where 
vrc   have  a  hundred  tliousand  annual  visitors  and  no  potable  water  can 
be  named  on  the  first  finger  of  one  hand,  and  that  is  the  monument  we 
are  talking  about. 

There  is  juct  one  test  of  the  need  of  a  water  supply  and  that 
is  the  number  of  people  vfho  are  to  visit  the  place  in  question  and 
the  length  of  their  stay.   A  hundred  thousand  visitors  still  remain 
a  hundred  thousand  visitors,  vrhether  they  visit  a  lowly  momorucnt  or 
a  princely  park.   The  importance  of  the  area,  granting  that  you  had 
some  scale  upon  whic^  it  could  be  measured,  lias  nothing  to  do  with 
furnishing  a  water  supply.  Let  it  be  the  most  or  least  important 
area  in  the  whole  system,  but  if  a  hundred  thousand  persons  go  there, 
then  the  Government  is  definitely  obligated  to  furnish  them  ivater. 
Of  course,  if  out  of  the  public  v/orks  money  there  is  only  $50,000  for 
a  water  supply  and  we  had  three  places  v/hero  we  had  a  hundred  thousand 
visitors  needing  water,  we   might  have  to  decide  where  to  place  the 
investment,  but  my  understanding  is  that  the  Government  has  quite  a 
lot  of  public  vj-orks  money  to  bo  expended  and  I  believe  I  v/ould  just 
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put  all  three  areas  in,  if  you  have  that  mr^ny,    and  stop  talking  about 
which  is  the  moct-  important  one. 

Quite  often,  when  a  man  talks  to  us  about  "more  important  areas," 
we  find  he  is  talking  about  parks  as  distinguished  from  monuments,  and 
this,  naturally,  gets  us  riled  up.  Whose  scale  will  you  use  to  de- 
termine the  importance  of  one  area  as  against  another?  Will  you 
agreo  vn.th  the  lady  who,  standing  on  one  of  those  points  at  the  Grand 
^anyon  whore  one  is  so  impressed  by  the  Greatness  of  God,  swept  that 
view  through  her  lorgnette  and  said:   "And  to  think  that  in  all  this 
area  there  isn't  a  single  glacier."? 

If  you  can't  oven  compare  one  park  witli  another  as  the  lady  tried 
to  do,  why  try  to  neasuro  the  finest  prehistoric  wall  construction  in 
the  United  States,  which,  wc  might  modestly  point  out,  is  ir  the  Chaco 
Canyon,  in  terms  of  the  Great  Vvhitc  Thror.c  of  Zion,  You  might  just 
as  well  try  to  divide  ten  ducks  into  seven  hra.'::s  dog  irons;  it 
doesn't  make  sense  t.nd  you  arc  foolisli  to  try. 

This  'park  worship',  if  we  may  call  it  that,  has  always  inter- 
ested me.   I  have,  in  my  time  in  the  Service,  seen  several  parks 
get  misplaced  by  being  taken  in  and  held  for  several  years  as  monu- 
ments.  T?ic  men  in  charge  were  in  quite  a  dither  about  it  and  it  v/as 
rather  funny  to  see  the  great  sigh  of  relief  and  smirk  of  satisfaction 
with  which  they  settled  down  when  they  finally  got  transferred 
over  into  the  park  heaven.   They  woke  up  the  next  morning  with  the  same 
area  under  their  control,  the  same  type  of  visitors  coming  to  see  it, 
the  same  personnel  in  charge  of  it,  and  the  same  old  mistakes  being 
made  in  handling  it,  but,  Ohl  the  air  was  so  much  sweeter  in  the 
newly  made  park. 

You  understand  that  ny  sympathy  was  r.dth  them,  for  their 
area  was  never  worthy  of  being  classed  as  a  monument  and  they  were 
just  getting  their  deserts  when  they  were  put  over  eimong  the  parks. 
The  only  thing  was  that  it  looked  like  a  promotion  to  them  Virhereas  it 
was  just  straightening  out  a  wrong  classif icfition  to  me.   If  putting 
a  mo.n's  area  in  the  right  classification  is  sure  to  bring  him  pleasure, 
let  us  propose  to  some  of  these  men  who  arc  operating  monument  areas 
which  have  been  mis-classifioi  as  parks,  that  their  areas  bo  properly 
placed  among  tho  monuments. 

I  can  tell  you  from  experience  that  you  had  better  propose 
that  with  a  smile  and  be  readj''  to  dodge  the  brick. 

I  vronder  why  they  feel  that  way?   Of  course  it  is  all  right  with  . 
us  if  they  do,  only  we  don't  want  them  talking  about  "much  more  impor- 
tant areas"  for  from  the  nn^.l:-;  of  brin,  in^^  a  family  of  tvrenty-six 
monuments  through  their  growing  pains,  a  park  superintendent  leads  a 
drab  and  uneventful  sort  of  life.      I  wouldn't  want  to  be  one.

September  showed  au  expected  decrease  i.i  the  nuraber  of  visitors, 
wo  havin;;  passed  the  crest  cf  our  visitor   year  in  Au,f;us-t",   Of  those 
visitors  who  cano,  too  raany  wont  to  the  wr.nr;  monuments,  where  we  do 
not  yet  have  enoui^h  personnel,  and  could  net  [;et  service,   Tliis  sit- 
uation is-  reflrcbed  in  the  fall  of  our  percentage  of  contact  to  one 
of  the  lowest  for  the  y'''ar.  \Ic   needed  seven  more  men  ir  o'^ptember 
than  we  could  put  on  duty. 

The  Visitor  Year,  which  closed  with  S-'pt -mber  30,  brou;;;ht  us 
319,167  vioitors  as  co.anared  with  291,000  in  the  pri.vious  year.  Af^ain 
vrc  fall  in  behind  Grand  Canyon  with  its  330,000  -cliio  y^^ar  os  a,i;^inst 
298,000  last  y-ar. 

For  those  visitors  we  provided  just  under  '^0,000  persono,lly 
conducted  field  ■'■^nO.   meseum  trips,  ivnich,  \r<     cl;'j'd:^  will  be  b^tvjoen  a 
third  r^d  a  half  of  ell    the  personally  conducted  trips  which  were 
given  for  the  year  by  the  whole  Par]':  Service.   This  is  the  best 
record  vitc  have  made  thus  far  '-.nd  vw   think  \'jc   nav  be  -ustlv  nroud  of  it. 

Work  is  pro"ressin,;  well  in  the  CCC  camps  at  3an:lolior,  Chiricahua 
and  Flagstaff  and  the  work  is  also  going  well  in  the  side  camp  at  Casa 
Grande  Lnd  the  r;iobilc  unit  at  Chaco  Canyon.   Our  trouble  with  those 
camps  is  that  our  allotments  ht^ve  been  cut  nov.r  to  the  point  of 
slowing  the  efficiency  of  the  co.mp  when  we  have  a  building  progro.m 
going;  the  purchase  cf  materials  runs  the  camp  too  close  to  the  wind, 
financially  speaking..   Further  cuts  of  alletiiients  will  probably  force 
us  to  quit  using  them  p.nd  turn  our  camps  in. 

Financially  wc  feci  that  we  are  in  good  shape  for  this  time  of 
the  fiscal  year  end   the  outlo-k  for  the  rcxt  fev;  months  is  good. 

In  the  matter  of  personnel,  the  morale  seems  to  be  good  with 
only  one  or  two  exceptions  and  we  arc  turning  out  gooil  service. 
Unfort-uiiately  the  boys  have  had  tc  put  in  r.  Ic^t  of  overtime,  both 
in  the  office  and  on  visitor  contact  duty.   Visitor  contacts  will  go 
dovffi  now  at  these  monuments  a.'ou?'.d  the  G.OOO  foot  level  and  above, 
but  Y^riil  begin  to  rise  at  these  monuments  in  the  southern  part  of  the 
district  where  the  vj-inter  tourist  traffic  is  beginning^  to  set  in. 
In  the  office,  v;ith  about  8,000  pieces  cf  mail  coming  and  going  each 
month  and  more  than  200  ledger  accounts  to  be  sui.Tmarized  under  ten 
symbols,  to  say  nothin;';  of  the  four  su^.-uiaries  to  be  made  under  CCC, 
we  are  trying  hard  to  get  the  boys  free  of  overtime.   A  new  man  goes 
on  within  a  fcvj"  d.ays  which  will  case  the  pressure.

Wc  potc  v/ith  satisfaction  that  the  extension  to  Yfalnut  Canyon 
National  Monument  has  :;cne  throurh  and  thus  one  mere  of  our  boundary 
problems  is  solved.   Thanks  are  due  the  local  Forest  Service  officials 
and  officials  of  Coconino  County  as  vfell  as  TJ^e  Museum  of  Northern 
Arizona,  for  aid  in  r^cttin,-;  tliis  extension. 

As  Y-re   o.rc  roin;^  to  press,  we  [",et  the  word  that  vee  are  to  share  in 
the  Public  l[or]'S  money  after  all  in  tho  V':ay  of  some  ba^'ly  needed 
construction.   This  means  v/e  can  house  our  personnel  at  Vvupatki, 
Navajo,  LI  Ilorro^  am".  Montczumr  Castle.   This  is  a  mi;]hty  fine  piece 
of  ncv/s  an-',  m.akes  us  feel  that  wc  arc  mcny  steps  alon;-;  the  v/ay  to- 
ward better  livinr  conditions  and  administration  in  the  Southwestern 
Monuments,   Also  t?iis  news  has  it  that  \mo   are  g;oin;-  to  have  some  Public 
ViTorks  help  at  Tfalnut  Canyon  vriiere  wo  thoudit  we  were  completely  stymied 
on  a  iTO.tcr  supply  and  s:me  otiier  construction.

tovrard  the  establishment  of  anotlier  first  class  information -dispensing 
center.   With  Tom  Charles 'IIG, 805  visitors  this  past  travel  year  and 
prospoEts  of  r-Xi   increase  for  the  year  to  com.e,  informational  service 
is  badly  needed  at  thrt  m.oiiumcnt  and  we  hope  that  nrtlAn;'   happens 
to  slow  doim  the  project  novj-  that  it  is  UMc''ervray.   If  the  plans  meet 
the  approval  of  the  Y[a  shine  ton  office.  Dorr  Yea;";cr  crA   his  highly 
efficient  force  of  teclinicians  and  artists  have  exproc^ed  an  eagei'- 
ness  to  start  puttinr  them  into  more  concrete  form. 

At  Tumacacori  and  Bandelicr ,  the  museums  are  by  no  meo.ns  finished 
but'  sufficient  exhibits  are  in  place  at  both  to  be  cf  great  assistance 
in  putting  across  the  stories  of  those  aroias  to  the  visitors.   During 
September,  Cy.  installed  the  glass  fronts  to  liis  cases  thereby  pro- 
tecting the  exhibits  vriiich  I'lal  previously  been  installed,  ond  Louis 
took  enough  visitors  through  his  display  rooms  to  convince  hir.  that 
the  museum,  meets  with  enthusiastic  approval.   No  museum  is  ever  com- 
pleted, and  the  ono  at  Tumacacori  is  getting  to  the  stage  where  the 
boys  are  beginning  to  figure  wp.ys  for  improving  it. 

Another  product  of  the  month  vdiich  gives  us  considerable  so.tis- 
faction  is  the  plan  for  the  Tumacacori  Mission  Garden  which  is  repro- 
duced on  pages  258-59  of  this  month's  Supplemtnt.   Althoug^h  there's 
mcaiy  a  slip  t\?ixt  the  plan  rjid  the  garden,  we  have  been  vforking  on  the 
idea  for  so  long  that  any  black-<and-white  cviccncc  of  progress  is 
cause  for  rejoicing.

A  gra-oh  plotted  for  tlie  jiionth'o  tri"tJ  .j"oald  look  like  a  r.tring 
of  serrated  peaks  dwindling  in  size  to  ?oo'..hili>:  end  a  'ronotonoiis 
plain.   Of  the  total  59  i-isitors,  47  oar.c  to  Eetc-.ta'kin  during  the 
first  two  vj'eeks,  six  the  third  vfeek,  ELiii  r.lx   .iO  e  during  the  last  vieek 
of  the  month.   Two  of  tl;_ese  visitors  had  been  at  Inscription  House; 
none  went  to  Keet  Seel. 

A  Park  Service  visitor  'vaG  Superinten^'ent  M^  R.  Tillotsnn  of 
Grand  Canyon,   Two  other  visitors  of  prc-iincnce  T:er-c  Arsell  3.  Hall 
of  Mesa  Verde  8,nd  Fred  Black  of  the  lidison  Institute,  Dearborn, 
Michigan. 

Similar  to  a  graph  of  the;  travel  vj-ould  ue  a.  profile  of  the 
weather  for  the  month.   During  the  fii-st  ti'o  weclrs  there  v/erc  fre- 
quent showers  and  rains  ana  one  severe  cloudburst.   The  remainder  of 
the  month  vros  mostly  cloar,  with  the  tang  of  .-...utumn  and  early  fall 
in  the  air. 

The  cloudburst  in  Betata'kin  Canyon  dosjrvos  special  mention. 
It  began  at  1:30  in  the  afternoon  with  c    cj,attcring  of  hail  that 
whitened  the  canyon  to  a  vdntry  landscape.   A  dolugc  oT  rain  folloired 
and  then  there  was  quiot.   Suddenly  there  came  such  a  deafening  roar  as 
fo  cause  me  to  repent  of  my  sins.   It  -.ras  like  tl:e  bursting  of  a 
groat  dam.   I  rushed  from  my  tent  with  tho  avov«j"cd  intention  of  climb- 
ing the  nearest  tall  tree.  Wiio.t  I  sav/  ^vhon  I  got  outside  vfas  several 
Yosemites  rolled  into  one.   There  were  rix  vfaterfalls  plunging  hundreds 
of  feet  from  the  top  of  the  towering  cliffs.   Two  wore  spilling  over 
the  great  arch  at  the  ruins.   The  little  stream  belov.'-  the  tent, 
practically  dry  a  few  minutes  before,  became  a  raging  torrent. 

The  entire  road  betvxeen  Shonto  and  the  head  of  Betata'kin  trail 
can,  at  this  ^vriting,  be  driven  v/ith  comparative  ease  and  safety. 
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The  CCC  group  of  Indians  is  now  at  work  on  the  road  that  leads  from  the 
Betaika'kin  road  to  Marsh  Pass  and  Kayenta.  Neither  road  achieves  the 
smoothness  of  a  pool  table,  but  the  visiting  tourist  can  be  reasonably 
cert8.in  he  can  get  over  both  without  his  hair  standing  on  end  and 
without  damage  being  done  to  his  car. 

There  is  still  great  danger  from  falling  rocks  in  the  vicinity  of 
Betata'kin  ruin.   Slabs  of  rock  on  the  underside  of  the  arch  high 
above  the  spring  are  gradually  loosening  and  may  fall  at  any  time.   I 
can  keep  visitoro  a^vay  from  the  danger  zo:j.e  wbei.i  I  am  at  Betata'kin, 
but  on  two  occasions  when  it  was  necessary  for  me  to  be  absent  from  the 
monument  they  disregarded  the  warming  signs. 

My   ti/vo  ravens  disappeared  for  tvra  weeks  an^l  I  saiv  neither  hide 
nor  feather  of  them  during  that  time.  At  first  I  thought  they  had 
been  frightened  by  the  falling  rocks  from  their  penthouse  in  the  great 
cave,  but  my  second  thought  is  that  they  flew  north  to  visit  Zeke 
Johnson's  six  crows.   The  lovable  rascals  returned  to  Betata'kin 
noisier  and  sassier  than  ever. 

In  last  month's  report  I  mentioned  the  enchanting  view  that  is 
to  be  had  of  Betata'kin  from  the  rim  of  the  canyon  directly  opposite 
the  ruins.   If  I  could  make  but  one  lasting  contribution  to  this 
monument,  it  would  be  that  tlirough  my  recommendation  our  visitors  may 
loiow  and  enjoy  the  magic  that  is  in  that  viow  of  Betata'kin.   It  is  a 
never-to-be-forgotten  experience. 

There  is  a  clutch  at  the  heart  as  I  leave  Navajo  National  Monu- 
ment for  my  new  post  at  Boulder  Dam,  but  a  constitutional  preference 
compels  me  to  exchange  the  enchantment  of  the  past  for  the  pulsing 
present.   It  has  been  pleasant.   Boss  ,  and  I  wish  you  and  Southwestern 
Monuments  continued  success.

On  the  night  of  August  22,  my  wt.tor-cooler  o.t  the  stream 
below  the  tent  v/as  raided.   Tho  box  in  //hich  I  kept  my  butter  and  can 
of  condensed  milk  v;as  oil  broken  up.   Thn  top  of  one  of  the  butter 
jars  'Ntxs   off  and  the  butter  gone.  Another  jar  of  butter,  still 
unopened,  lay  about  ten  feet  away  on  the  bank.   The  condensed  milk 
can  was  c2-ushcd  at  tho  top  ind  a  hole  mauC  by  ^   tooth  put  into  tho 
side.   All  around  the  place  in  the  mud  arjc'  incist  srnd  (the  r:trcam  has 
dried  up  c^gain)  were  the  foot  and  clavr  prints  of  a  large  animal. 

The  discover^'  was  rp.ado  about  non  v;h'.n  I  wont  do-vm  to  the 
cooler  after  some  butter.   With  a  party  ,.f  visitors  from  Grand  Canyon, 
I  vj-as  o.bout  to  have  a  picnic  lunch.  A  Wavajo,  his  wife,  aiid  two 
children  vrere  sitting  nearby.   I  called  i-rrr^;  .-"nrick  to  look  at 
the  tracks.   He  told  .no  vfhat  he  bolioveJ  '-"'fy  ^jcre,  t:hen  clled 
tho  Navajo  to  confirm  his  belief.   They  r'.rrocG  that  the  tracks  were 
made  by  a  large  lobe  wolf I 

Because  it  is  an  interesting  exhibit,  I  am  sending  in 
to  headquarters  the  condensed  milk  can  that  is  crushed  at  the  top 
by  the  javre  and  punctured  at  the  side  by  the  tooth  of  the  wolf.

I  am  planning  on  leaving  Hovenweep  today  for  Cortez,  straighten 
up  a  few  items  there,  iv]   then  go  on  to  Gr.llxip.;  if  time  permits,  on 
my  xvay  ba:^]-  to  headquar'^er-^  to  terminate  "iy  sea'  oj'  as  Roving  Ranger; 
on  the  vhj  '  c  a  /oost  sat:'. ri";,otory  season. 

So  ios   as  I  Icnov/,  Tiovenv-reep  has  had  only  Gij_';ht  visitors  so  far 
this  month.   Four  came  vrhilo  I  was  av^ray  on  duty  at  Aztec,  t\^o  from 
California  came  in  from  the  west  which  is  most  unusual,  and  two, 
apparently  Division  of  Crazing  men  or  stoelanon,  carao  in  during  my 
last  inspo:'.tion  of  Yuc"^.  House.   They  cam;  from  i^C'cmon  v;-ay  and  re- 
turned tlj.:  sane  way.   ''ubody  has  boon  in  cc  the  Fac]-borry,  Horse- 
shoe, ana  Holly  groups. 

There  has  been  considerable  rain  at  various  times,  and  this 
has  made  the  roads  practically  impassable  for  short  periods  and 
leaves  them  in  bad  condition  for  longer  period?.  Qri   September  5 
I  attempted  to  go  to  Tucca  House,  but  the  road  v.os  n.rr.passatle  a 
short  distance  from  the  pavement.  Even   walking  through  thac  mud 
was  out  of  the  question.  On  the  Sth  I  made  a  thorough  patrol  of  Yucca 
House  and  fo\and  some  fresh  vandalism  in  the  form  of  holes  dug  by  pot- 
hunters who  had  come  in  over  the  back  fence  o.nd  mutulated  a  "v/arning" 
sign  as  previously  reported.   I  refilled  most  of  the  holes  and  mounted 
a  "warning"  sign  right  vdierc  the  largest  one  was.   On  the  16th  another 
patrol  of  Yucca  House  vj-as  frustrated  by  a  veritable  sea  of  mud.   On 
the  17th  the  old  car  struggled  through  lots  of  mud  and  Yucca  House 
was  found  to  be  in  the  same  condition  as  on  the  last  visit. 

Five  new  "warning"  signs  were  made  and  mounted  on   trees  during 
the  month,  and  one  old  sign  board  near  Twin  Tov/ers  of  the  Square 
Tower  Group  v/as  resurrected  and  reset  in  a  pile  of  rocks,  and  a  new 
cloth  sign  put  on  it.   Of  the  new  signs  one  v.'-as  located  at  Hackberry 
group,  one  at  the  Holly  group,  one  at  the  Cajon  Group,  and  t'.'ro  at  the 
Square  Tower  Group.   The  mutilated  sign  at  Yucca  House  was  renewed. 
I  hope  these  signs  help  prevent  further  vojidalism.   It  miikes  one 
boil  vn.th  righteous  indignation  to  go  around  md  see  the  piles  of 
debris  that  has  been  shoveled  out  of  a  doorv/ay,  or  hole  broken  tlirough 
the  Wall  of  a  ruin,  into  the  canyon  below. 

Sherds  have  been  collected  from  the  various  groups,  including 
Cajon.   The  Cajon  collection  is  not  very  good  and  probably  not 
representative.   The  ones  from  Hackberry  and  Holly  are  a  little  better 
but  not  all  that  is  desired.   Two  separate  collections  were  taken 
from  the  Square  Tower  Group — one  from  the  vicinity  of  the  head  of  the 
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South  for]':  and  one  froLi  tlie  vicinity  of  the  confluence  of  the  south  r.nd 
north  for]:3  of  Ruin  Canyon.   This  last  o-io   ij  by  far  the  best  and  nest 
reorescntatire  collection. 

Pieces  of  old  beans,  appar^r^ntly,  vj-cre  f^ound  in  the  debris  of 
fallen  v/alls  on  the  slope  bolov/  Unit  Typo  House,  cjid  nother  piece  v:as 
found  belov/  the  round  to-'-vor  at  the  confluence  of  the  tiTo  forks.   These 
are  Juniper  and,  though  not  very  2*^c1  for  dating,  I  hope  to  do  soine 
iTork  on  them  later. 

It  is  niy  opinion  that  one  of  the  reasons  there  appears  to  be  so 
little  trash  dumped  in  the  vicinity  of  thcso  runs  in  Cuicient  tiines  is 
that  the  trash  ■'vas  naturally  throim  from  tho  houses  into  the  canyons 
just  belor/,  and   later,  vrficn  the  buildin^^yS  fell  tiie  debris  covered  the 
trash  to  c.   great  extent.   Then,  too,  trash  on  the  slo^e  luas^ies  into 
the  gully  below  ojid  then  is  lost. 

I  inspected  ancth  t  snail  ruin  site.   This  one  is  on  t}ie  high 
groimd  just  south  of  T\iin   Tovfcrs,  end  practically  all  the  buildings 
of  the  Square  Tower  Group  could  have  been  sighted  fron  this  site  in 
its  heyday. 

Alfred  has  arrived  at  headquarters  since  this  ivas  i/vrittcn  and 
turned  in  his  car  and  checked  in  his  equipment.   It  seoras  to  have  been 
a  pretty  satisfactory  suimner  en  the  Roving  Ranger  job^  Tfe  vrill  now 
keep  an  eye  on  Hovenwoep  and  Yucca  House  fron  Aztec  through  the  vfinter, 
going  over  there  about  once  or  tv/ice  a  nonth  for  a  check-up. — P.P.

Roosevelt  Lake  contains  only  four  percent  of  its  total 
water  capo.city,  which  means  that  a  trenendcus  run-off  is  necessary 
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this  winter  and  next  ispring  in  order  to  restore  the  norimil  v/ater  level.

Again  Aztec  Ruins  reached  an  all  time  high  record  travel  with 
both  quantity  o.nd  quality  of  visitors.   Although  heavy  rains  have 
caused  considerable  drunagc  on  all  main  highways  leading  to  and  from 
the  monument,  our  travel  has  held  up  exceptionally  vrcll. 

One  official  trip  was  made  to  Gallup  on  the  evening  of  August  25

Agapita  Atoncio,  the 
champion  rock  mr.son  of  the  Chaco  region,  arrived  at  nocii  September  6, 
and  xm   are  really  getting  things  done.   No  vj-alls  oth:n-  than  those  that 
surround  the  original  roofs  have  been  capped  or  drained.   However, 
much  of  this  work  is  badly  needed  but  has  never  been  approved.   It 
is  hoped  that  v:hon  the  roefin^;  job  is  completed  thr.t  vrc   ecu   keep  this 
snail  cra\7   until  we  ret  all  th-5  v.;-c.lls  capped  ::nd  the  court  drained.

It  iw.s  necessary 
to  do  considerable  ^.vor''.:  en  the  museuri.  r'o.i'^  c.  •;  r'^of  on   the  custodian's 
residence,  and  the  governgient  garage  duri^;,,  ""-h'^  i-ijnth.   Due  to  heav^'' 
rains,  the  wooden  canal^^s  on  tlie  roofs  '> j.   /n-f-^o    y^'-~jcz   were  completely 
rotted  out.   It  vfas  necessary  to  replace  :hc30  -lanalcs  and  line  them 
with  gal\-anizcd  iron  in  order  to  protect  bhc  boj-ldiiigs.   Mu:;h  has  been 
accomplished  on  weed  eradication  during  biV^   laonbh^   The  visitor  trail 
loading  from  the  Administration  Buildiji/j  x,<     tho  ruins  had  to  be 
repaired  during  the  month.   The  wallc  v'a^  d'. maged  bv  a  root  from  one 
of  the  ccttcnweod  trees.   The  root  had  groi^n  under  the  v/alk  raising 
the  pavement  tc  such  an  extent  that,  i]i  order  to  remove  the  root,  a 
section  of  the  trail  had  to  bo  broken  oiit  and  then  the  trail  vrcs 
patched  vdth  Bitudobo,   The  first  attempt  vras  liiisuccessful -.as  we 
used  too  much  adobe  and  not  enough  sand.   However,  the  second  coat  of 
Bitudobo  was  very  successful  and  the  job  blonds  with  the  rest  of  the 
trail  satisfactorily. 

FLORi\,  FAUNA,  /iND  R\TUR.'.L  PlIENOLEiNA ; 

Insect  attacks  upon  plant  life  caused  us  to  have  to  spray  some  cf 
the  shrubs  in  front  of  the  Administration  Building,   Soap,  kerosene  , 
and  viater  vrv.s   \ised  to  rid  the  plants  cf  insects,   /ui  over  abundojice 
of  grasshoppers  is  noted.   Some  of  the  visitors  have  been  entertained 
by  praying  mantes  which  arc  plentiful  since  the  heavy  'rains.   Rabbit 
brush  is  in  full  bloom  and  adds  to  the  'bco.uty  cf  the  grounds.   Many 
questions  are  being  asked  about  the  luxuriant  vegetation, 

Atriplex  in  abundant  seed  is  present  tdl  over  the  monument.   The 
fruit  growers   in  the  Animas  Valley  have  the  largest  crop  of  fruit 
this  year  that  they  have  had  in  several  years. 

TRiWEL:  ' 


In  spite  of  rainy  or  tlircatening  weather,  2,752  people  visited 
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the  Aztec  Ruins  in  744  automobiles.  All  states  v.'erc  represented 
except  Delav:are,  Maine,  Nev;  Hampshire,  N  rth  Carolina,  North  Dakota, 
South  Dakota,  Yfashington,  D.  C,  end   the  territory  of  Alaska.   Foreign 
Countries  represented  were:   Canada,  Germany,  Holland,  China,  Colombia, 
Belgium,  Peru,  and  Polojad. 

Of  the  2,752  people  who  visited  the  monument,  2,569  v/ore  guided 
tlirough  the  ruins  and  2,547  vrcre  guided  through  the  museum. 

The  travel  figures  this  year  compare  favorably  v;ith  those  of 
1937.   This  time  there  were  273  trips  made  in  the  field  and  the  same 
number  made  in  the  museum,  making  a  total  cf  546  trips  in  all*   One 
hundred  eighty  tliree  people  were  not  contacted  in  the  field  and  405 
missed  the  museum.   These  people  either  used  the  parking  area  for  a 
.^urn-around,  or  used  other  facilities  of  the  monument. 

Total  travel  since  October  1  is  19,620.   For  the  corresponding 
period  of  last  year  ending  September  30  Vfas  14,411;  an  increr.se  of 
5,209  people.   This  included  the  travel  for  the  month  beginning 
August  23,  and  ending  September  22.   Travel  from  September  23  to 
September  30  inclusive  will  bo  submitted  to  your  office  by  wire  or

The  striking  fact  concerning  the  weather  here  at  Ccolidge  this 
month  is  the  remarkable  similarity  to  that  cf  September,  1937,   The 
mean  maximum  temperature  v/as  .4  degree  higher  than  last  year,  v.'hile 
the  average  minimura  shows  3.3  degrees  cooler.   The  rainfall  this  month 
has  been  much  less,  however,  than  tliat  whicli  fell  during  September 
of  last  year;  in  fact,  the  total  precipitation  during  the  last  four 
months  is  barely  more  than  half  the  amount  x;hich  fell  during  June,  July, 
August,  and  September  of  last  year.  What  tliis  means  to  the  valley 
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generally,  it  is  difficult  to  estimate,  but  it  undoubtedly  will  affect 
the  farmei's  of  this  vicinity  to  some  degree. 

During  the  early  part  o^''   the  month  there  wore  several  days  vrfien 
dust  storms  occurred  just  at  '^undoi.'ai;  one  v.^-'rre   dust  storm  came  up 
during  the  afternoon  of  the  10th,  while  imc':\oz-   of  more  than  average 
duration  blev/-  up  during  the  laorning  of  t.ie  2?'ch,      Some  of  these  vrere 
accompanied  or    lollo-.ved  by  rains,  althci\q;h  none  of  these  amounted 
to  more  than  a  t.-^ace  of  moisture  on  the  g:T--.nc:^   Altogether,  pre- 
cipitation occurred  on  eight  days  during  t- <.   la^nth,  but  on  only  tv/o 
days  did  the  fall  measrire  more  than  .01  inch.   The  heaviest  fall  vvas 
on  September  3  \vhen  .oO  inch  of  rain  fell  dur:.::.,'-;  the  morning.   Prevailing 
winds  wer-3  from  "che  w3ot,

Don  Stevenson,  his  wife  and  tv/o  children  were  monument  visitors. 
Mr.  .Stevenson  has  been  a  packer  for  the  Park  Saddle  Company  at  Glacier 
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National  Park  for  the  past  three  years. 

}ir,   G.  K.  Greening,  chief  of  the  U.  S.  Weather  Bureau  office  in 
Phoenix,  paid  us  a  visit.   After  going  through  the  ruins  and  museum, 
he  checked  our  weather  station  here  and  promised  to  send  down  enough 
white  paint  to  repaint  the  equipment, 

Erofessor  and  LIrs.  C.  E.  Olmstead  visited  here.  Dr.  Olmstead  is  as- 
■sistant  professor  of  botany  at  the  University  of  Chicago,   They  were 
returning  home  after  a  summer  spent  mainly  in  the  national p  arks  of  the 
Vfest. 

On  the  same  day,  Mr.  and  LIrs.  G.  E.  Earrett.  of  Jackson,  lYyoming, 
arrived  for  the  express  purpose  of  photo^i'aphin;,,  the  Gasa  Grc^jide. 
Ilr.  Barrett,  a  retired  navy  man,  has  photographed  scenery  and  wild- 
life in  most  of  the  national  parks  and  oth-r  scenic  areas  of  the  YiTest, 
using  a  pcaioramic  camera  which  makes  for  miusur.l  pictorial  effects, 
especiiLly  after  the  prints  arc  enlarged  oiid  tinted  by  llrs.  Barrett. 
One  print  in  particular  attracted  the  interest  of  several  of  the  staff 
here  at  headquarters;  a  print  of  a  herd  of  elk,  talcen  in  Jackson  Hole, 
vrhich  measured  tvro   feet  in  height  and  over  20  feet  in  length.  Another 
remarkable  picture  was  that  of  a  group  of  sahuaro  cacti  taken  near 
Tucson,  which  clearly  shows  the  advantage  of  this  type  of  photography 
in  that  the  perspective  seems  to  be  much  better,  and  tlie  detail  at 
the  outer  extremes  of  the  picture  are  much  clearer  and  lifelike. 

Detective  Sergeant  W.  E.  liynch,  of  the  San  Diego  Police  force, 
evidenced  considerable  interest  in  the  finger  marks  in  the  ruins 
and  asked  if  any  v^ere  ever  found  showing  the  pattern  of  the  ridges. 
So  we  showed  him  the  lump  of  clay,  that  had  been  found  on  the  trash 
mound  near  the  utility  area,  vj-hich  contains  the  print  of  a  th-unb 
quite  clearly.   Sergeant  Lynch  stated  tliat  the  arching  of  the  ridges 
indicated  a  person  descended  from  several  generations  at  least,  of 
manual  workers,  and  corresponding  more  to  the  negroid  or  Asiatic 
type  than  to  the  |3ype  of  modern  white  person.   He  also  thought  that 
the  pattern  tended  to  indicate  a  matured  individual,  although,  from 
the  size,  an  extremely  small  adult  rather  than  a  girl.   As  Mr.  Lynch 's 
profession  has  to  do  with  fingerprints,  his  observations  arc  more 
than  welcome,  the  more  so  as  he'.iimentioned  thc^t  practically  no  material 
for  the  study  of  prehistoric  fingerprint  patterns  had  ever  been  fo\md 
on  this  continent,  though  quite  common  in  the  remnants  of  the  ancient 
Egyption  civilizations. 

USE  OF  M0NU1,1ENT  FACILITIES  BY  THE  PUBLIC:

Of  the  1,889  visitors  to  the  monument,  1,498  v;ere  contacted  on 
guided  trips  through  the  ruins,  the  museum,  or  both.   A  total  of  9,890 
minutes  v/as  spent  in  conducting,  _27A.4mjLtig-a_thmugh- the. jruiiis^, — for  oil — 
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avorago  time  of  36.1  minutes  per  party*   In  the  museum  4,701  minutes 

were  spent  with  204  parties,  for  an  average  time  of  23*0  minutes.  (See 

"Casa  Grande  Visitor  Statistics"  under  the  Headquarters  section  of 
this  report.) 

During  the  month  49  parties  made  up  of  219  visitors  used  the  picnic 
grovmds.   All  of  these  were  either  small  groups  of  travelers  or 
family  groups  of  local  Coolidge  raid  Florence  people,  v;iiih  the  single 
exception  of  one  picnic  of  the  Phoenix  and  Coolidge  congregations 
of  the  Church  of  God,  held  here  on  Sept.  18.   About  70  people  attended 
the  picnic  and  the  services  held  in  the  afternoon. 

Visitor  travel  by  states  is  as  follovfs:  of   the  1,221  persons 
who  signed  the  register,  751,  or  62  perce^^t  "/cro  from  Arizona;  137, 
or  11  percent,  were  from  California  j  67,  or  five  percent  from  Texas; 
and  61,  or  five  percent,  from  Oklahoma.   Other  states  I'laving  more  than 
20  registrations  vrerc  Missouri,  32;  Illinois,  28;  and  Ohio,  21, 
Visitors  from  32  states,  the  District  of  Ccluinbia,  end   China  signed 
the  register.  Again  this  month,  Michigan  shovrs  fewer  than  20 
registrations,  as  occurred  during  August.   Boss,  what  has  happened  to 
the  people  from  the  state  vj-here  automobiles  are  made?  Arc  they  too 
poor  to  buy  and  use  their  OYm.   products,  or  are  they  learning  to  prefer 
eastern  and  Canadian  scenery? 

NATURE  NOTES: 


The  Creosote  bushes  on  the  monument  areata in  blooming,  although 
in  a  half-hearted  fashion.   Also,  several  of  the  compass  cacti  near 
the  headquarters  building  bloomed  during  the  early  part  of  the  month, 
one  plant  having  seven  bright  reddish-orojige  blossoms. 

One  Gila  MonstEr  was  seen  on  the  monument,  by  Enrollee  Guide 
Holt,  near  the  ball  court  during  the  evening. 

Several  times  during  the  month,  the  gopher  and  v;hip  snakes 
living  in  the  ruin  have  been  observed  diEiiig  on  fresh  bat  meat.   The 
first  time  this  occurred  was  on  Septeftbcr  14  when  tr^fTO  of  the  visitors 
obtained  several  photographs  of  a  whipsnake  with  a  half- swallowed  bat 
in  its  mouth.  For  some  reason,  the  snakes  always  eat  the  bats  head 
first--I  presume  in  this  manner  so  the  vangs  do  net  prevent  s'Tallowing 
the  bat  entire.  Why  the  bats,  ivith  their  sharp  teeth,  arc  net  able 
to  daraage  the  snake  enough  to  make  it  release  them  is  a  point  of 
interest,  for  they  cort.aihly  are  eaten  alive.   On  t\'Vo  separate  occasions 
bats  have  been  rescued.   One  was  even  able  to  fly  a  fov/  feet,  although 
both  vrcrc  quite  seriously  injured,  particularly  around  the  breast.

Among  the  visitors  for  the  month  of  Soptomber  vjesc  Assistant 
Superintendent  of  the  Southv/estern  Monur;ients,  Hugh  Miller  and  lilrs. 
Miller.   I  was  somewhat  surprised  to  sec  them  at  this  time,  and  I  did 
not  get  to  discuss  the  affairs  of  the  monument  as  much  as  I  would 
like  to  v/ith  Hugh,  as  he  was  here  only  about  two  hours  and  the  most 
of  that  was  spent  in  conference  v/ith  Camp  Comanander.   I  hope  that 
the  Millers  can  stay  vrith  me  a  little  longer  next  time. 


Mr.  Browson  Stringhan,  geologist  from  the  University  of  Utah, 
was  here  on  September  16  doing  some  more  v/ork  on  the  Sevier  Fault 
that  passes  by  the  monument.   He  says  that  the  maps  prepared  by 
Vandiver  on  geological  features  of  the  monument  will  have  tc  be 
changed  somewhat. 

Editor  Donald  Steele  of  the  nev\r  Kane  County  nev/spaper  was  out 
soliciting  material  for  his  paper.  He  vrants  us  to  use  it,  if  Vvre  have 
anything  to  put  before  the  people.

Upon  the  receipt  of  word  thcit   Project  No.  7,  Ditch  Elimination, 
v\ras  approved,  I  secured  the  use  of  the  duir.p  truck  aid  six  boys  and 
started  them  to  v.'ork  hau.ling  the  sand  that  ^-Tar.^.ed  intc;  the  diversion 
ditch  at  the  upper  end  by  the  floods  the  foriipart  of  August.   They 
are  putting  it  into  the  avash  that  ire  are  filling. 

While  I  was  away  from  the  monument  itUgust  21,  som.e  CCC  boys  got 
into  the  fort  and  burned  up  some  old  papers  and  magazines.   I  Yvrent  to 
the  Camp  Commander  and  told  him  about  it  and  asked  if  something  could 
not  be  done.   He  iscu-=d  cji  order  to  tlie  effect  as  follov/s:   "^'my  CCC 
enrollee  found  loitering  around  the  fort  outsi'le  of  the  Cai.ip  area 
Yiill   be  fined  ;jj3.00,  especially  if  the  Cust.^dian  is  not  on  the 
monument;  and  if  any  is  caught  molesting,  marking,  or  damaging 
anything,  it  will  be  grounds  for  a  discharge."   This  order  is  still 
in  force  and  will  be  as  long  as  the  present  Commander  is  in  cho.rge. 

It  has  been  a  month  during  which  I  could  find  nothing  to  com- 
plain about,  and  things  that  in  the  past  were  Irritating  have 
stopped.   In  addition,  the  visit  of  Hugh  Miller  to  the  Camp  Commander 
started  things  going  fine  rjid  dandy  here  at  the  monument,  and  every- 
thing is  vrorking  out  0.  K. 

Some  50  or  60  boys  are  leaving  for  their  homes  in  the  east  today; 
some  are  darn  glad  to  get  avj-ay  from  the  xsrestern  country,  and  others 
don't  want  to  go. 

The  fall  sale  of  cattle  has  commenced  here  with  small  bunches 
being  trucked  out  rather  than  making  the  long  drive  to  the  railroad, 
as  has  been  the  custom  in  the  past.   The  prices  are  very  low  and  some 
of  the  stockmen  do  not  know  what  to  do  as  thoy  have  some  notes  and 
loans  to  pay  off,  cjid  the  vmy  the  prices  arc  it  will  take  nearly 
all  the  cattle  they  have  to  meet  their  obligations.  ■ 

Not  only  the  wild  animals  are  storing  up  their  v/inter  food  supply, 
but  you  will  find  in  every  tovm  the  good  wives  canning  fruits  and 
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veg';tablosj  drying  what  they  are  able  of  all  kinds  of  fruits,  as  they 
have  not  learned  to  live  cut  of  the  markets  as  hcve   people  in  the  citioi; 

The  tine  not  spent  in  'conducting  visiters  throu^^h  the  monument, 
I  have  use:3.  in  doing  the  many  little  jobs  that  are  ever  present; 
trying  to  keep  the  monument  clean,  in  repairing  and  building  it  up  to 
whore  vfc  wcjit  it  to  be  som.e  day.   I  believe  I  have  things  in  good 
shape  at  present  and  am  able  to  keep  up  vlth  the  vrork  that  requires 
daily  attention,  and  doing  quite  a  lot  besides o   Any\'/'ay,  I  am 
enjoying  myself  very  i"'uch  and  look  for  a  successful  winter.

About  all  I  can  say  of  the  visitors  vrho  have  weathered  our  reads 
this  month  is  that  they  were  Yrcll  satisfied  v.'lth  their  visit  in 
spite  of  the  roads. 

Due  to  our  rains,  the  grazing  conditions  Inve  never  been  better 
and  the  fall  wildflov/ers  arc  gorgeous.   From  the  immense  members  of 
warblers  v:q   see  everywhere  there  must  be   cold  weather  in  the  north. 

From  the  amount  of  excavation  done  at  the  State  Park  at  Abo,  I 
am  told  that  very  little  nuseuia  material  has  been  found.   The  principal 
trouble  seems  to  be  to  separate  what  is  I:i;'icji  from  the  earlier  and 
later  Spanish  and  Mexican  artifacts.   I  believe  Arthur  l/Tcodv/ard  might 
help  them  out  of  part  of  their  difficulty, 

I  mo.de  two  trips  to  Albuquerque  during  the  iionth  to  get  an 
infected  hand  lanced.   The  doctors  say  New  Mexico  has  more  types  of 
infection  tlian  any  state  of  the  Union,  and  I  ar.  beginning  to  believe  it. 

Work  on  the  monurient  tliis  month  has  been  principally  vrcrk  on 
roads.   The  ruins  stood  the  rains  very  v/ell  and  with  little  apparent 
vrashing  but  some  of  the  arroyos  were  running  banlc  full  and  there 
the  erosion  has  been  considerable.

Luis 
Gastellum  v/as  at  the  CCC  camp  a  fevi   days  and  paid  Walnut  a  welcome 
visit.   Hugh  Miller  was  here  the  16th  inspectin,^  and  planning  vrork 
with  Project  Superintenflent  Parker.   On  September  20,  Jack  Kaile 
visited  both  the  monuiaent  and  the  CCC  camp.   Next  day  he  was  back 
with  T^vrea  and  Al  Keuhl.   I  saw  Milton  Yfetherill  as  he  prepared  to 
return  to  Navajo.   On  September  23,  Doctors  Gould  and  MacDougall 
stopped  for  an  hour  or  so. 

SPECIAL  VI S_IT ORS  : 

Major  Brady,  curator  of  geology  at  the  Lluseum  of  Northern 
Arizona,  visited  the  monument  September  2  to  help  provide  an  effective 
geological  story  for  the  visitors.   Alfred  F.  IThiting,  curator  of  botany 
at  the  Museum  of  Northern  Arizona,  was  hore  to  o.n3Vfer  my   questions 
on  ethnobotany.   Ho  donated  some  37  samples  of  Fopi  boan,  corn,  and 
sunflower  seed  which  prove  quite  intsros"cing  to  the  visitors.   His 
bulletin  on  p].ants  used  by  tho  Hopi  Indians  is  now  in  press.   Dr. 
Little,  of  tho  Southwoctern  Forest  and  R.ango  Ercperimont  Station, 
donated  a  bulletin  v:hich  conta.ins  tho  only  available  v/eather 
statistics  on   this  immediate  vicinity.   Art  '-loodward  stopped  overnight 
on  his  way  to  the  Navajo  Fair  at  Yifindovr  Rock  where  he  was-  to  judge 
somo  of  the  Navajo  craftmcjiship.   He  spent  seme  time  in  the  canyon 
and  gave  me  some  new  ideas  which  I'll  try  to  pass  cff  as  original 
some  time,   I  believe  that  Art's  bulletin  on  Navajo  silver, 
published  hy   the  Museum  of  Northern  Arizona,  is  a  valuable  contri- 
bution on  the  subject.   Addison  Pinkley  stopped  by  for  a  few  minutes 
on  his  way  back  to  th.c  university.

The  architect  and  tho  engineer  are  now  on  the  job.   Thus,  the 
supervisory  force  is  complete.  Work  on  the  canyon  trail  and  on  the 
house  is  progressing  satisfactorily.   The  location  of  the  entrance 
road  has  been  approved  and  the  center  lino  staked.   Logs  for  shakes, 
fence  rails,  picnic  tables,  etc.,  are  arriving  every  dajA.   The  stone 
quarry  has  been  worked  continuously  since  the  inception  of  the  project.

This  has  be  on  a  busy  month,  'thour,]'.  the  traffic  is  off  some- 
thing like  40  percent  from  Ajr!;u3t.   On  tho  Firat  day  of  the  month. 
Miss  Karlean  James  visited  us;  her  first  trip  in  something  like 
three  yjr.rs.  Vrhen  s]ie  vras  here  before,  it  st.-.rtcd  rr.inin'^;  within  throe 
minutes  after  she  dr^i^vo  in  bo  the  m.onument  and  it  fairl;/  poured  as 
long  as  she  stayed.   It  v/as  fully  as  bad  bhi-:  time  or  vrorr.c.   Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Charlie  Stoor;  ai^.d  I  tried  to  give  her  a  glimpse  of  the 
Sands  ccid.    it  rained  .se  hcjrd  that  we  couldn't  l,cc  th^  hlllr;  on 
either  side  of  us.   P>he  linally  left  in  a  torrent  of  rain.  We  are 
not  objecting  to  the  rain,  but  it  would  please  us  more  if  T:e  might 
have  fair  vj-eatLer  once  when  Miss  James  visits  us. 

Our  time  tho  past  v/ook  has  been  turned  o^rcr   to   tho  county  fair 
and  the  White  Sands  booth,  so  far  as  the  Charles  family  ir;  concernod. 
The  out-of-town  judges  gave  us  a  hl^^   ribbon  on  itj  because  it  was  the 
only  entry  in  its  class,  the  boys  say.   It  was  non-competitive  and  I 
guess  the  ribbon  simply  meant  that  they  thought  it  vrcs   good.   Next 
to  us  vj-as  the  booth  of  the  Lincoln  National  Forest,  its  first  appear- 
ance on  a  regular  circuit  of  county  and  state  fairs.   Thoy  figure 
that  they  will  contact  400,000  people  at  an  expense  of  half  a  cent 
each.  Well,  the  |1.85  of  Charles'  money  which  wont  for  crepe  paper 
decorations  beats  their  expense  record  a  city  block,  as  I  figure  it 
cost  less  than  .02  of  a  mill  for  each  of  the  lOjiOOO  visitors  recorded 
on  the  two  days  of  the  fair.   I  can  assure  you  bhab  evory  one  of 
them  saviT  the  family  of  white  lizards  and  asked  an  average  of  six  or 
eight  questions  about  them.   It  v/as  really  a  pretty  good  exhibit, 
if  I  do  say  so,  as  shouldn't.  Wo  hr.d   everything  under  borrowed  glass, 
except  a  load  of  sand.   Tho  big  40  inch  s'^-lenito  crystals  had  been 
calcined  half  way  down  to  sho-j   how  plaster  of  Paris  is  made 

from  them,  and  a  box  of  calcined  sand  accompariod  them,  all  mounted 
against  a  back  grotind  of  baby  blue,  (v/hite  sand  run  through  blueing 
water).   The  second  case  contained  samples  of  our  outstanding 
publicity  for  the  p^.st  year;  a  spread  from  Nature  Magazine,  the 
Nev/  York  Times,  the  Nationr.l  Geographic,  and  on  and  oxij^.   to  the  first 
prize  White  Sands  picture  in  Desert  Magazine  in  the  current  issue. 
Not  bad  publicity  and  plenty  of  it  parked  around  a  center  piece  pic- 
ture of  our  novj-  buildings.   The  third  case  contained  samples  of  • 
petrified  wood  from  the  sands,  cocoons  made  from  gypsxxrri,  Folsom 
points,  and  other  articles  of  interest.   Then  there  was  a  glass  case 
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v/ith  a  fevi  of  Borell'c  birds  and  a  family  of  Joe's  pet  lizards. 
The  vra.lls  wore  a  dark  blue,  decorated  Vvrith  six  of  Dorothy  Waugh's 
National  Park  Service  streamers  featuring  the  protection  of  vdld 
life,  sports,  cjid  other  attractions.   But,  of  course,  all  this  was  but 
trimming,  the  real  thing  was  a  load  of  white  sand,  vj-ith  a  spray  of 
natural  flowers  and  the  ripples  along  the  dunes. 

Yifell,  it  is  all  over  now,  the  specimens  are  back  in  the  cases, 
the  lizards  back  in  the  Sanas,  the  hard  work  is  forge tton,  and  wc 
have  only  the  nei|Lory  of  pleasant  contacts  and  new  friends  made  for 
the  Great  Vifhito  Sands.

Thoy  are  especially 
interested  in  a  study  of  the  white  mice  end   other  maiTLraalso 

Work  at  the  nonvuiient  has  been  rather  slovj'.   The  telepliDnc  line  pro- 
ject was  held  up  because  of  some  deloy  regarding  the  right  of  v/ay,  and 
the  new  seal  coat  on  our  road  is  waiting  for  'approval  on  .'iomn  little 
changes.

Another 
first-time  groi-ip  of  visitors  was  Ilr.  and  lUrso    Jolmwill  Paris  and 
lUrs.    Paris'  father.   I  think  they  liked  the  San^-.s  alm.ost  as  well   as 
Canyon  de  Chelly.

GENERAL   ^  _ 

The  po.st  month,  although  included  as  still  pert  of  the  "rainy  Season", 
has  not  been  very  wot»   There  was  one  g;ood  soaking  rain  end   also  several 
showers.   The  trees  and  shrubs  planted  this  year  had  to  be  watered  . 
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occdsionolly. 

On  the  Sunday  before  Labor  Day,  Scptuinbcr  4,  there  vj-as  a 

Candidates'  Barbecue  across  tlie  road  froM  tho  mission  at  the  Tumacacori 
Bar,  with  liorse  races  and  all  the  triiTBuings.   Superintendent  Pinklcy 

and  party  were  able  to  sec  some  local  color  during  the  celebration. 

Many  local  people,  during  lulls  in  t?ie  prngrcari, made  trips  to  the 

mission  and  kept  the  ranger  and  guide  very  busy.   In  all,  217  people 

visited  tho  monument  that  day.  On  Lpbor  Day,  when  a  large  number  of 

visitors  were  expected,  only  48  stopped. 

The  total  number  of  guided  visitors  this  month  was  848  plus  78 
who  used  the  monument  facilities,  a  total  cf  £/9?,  visitors. 

MUSEmi  NOT^S 

About  half  •:'f  the  visitors  to  the  monument  were  a.llov-red  to  see 
the  unfinished  museum.  Seldom  does  a  party  gc  through  without  some 
word  of  praise.  One  lady  a  few  days  ago  r,aid,  ''V.'hy  ynu  would  think 
you  were  at  one  of  tl:e  large  m.useums  in  Now  York  or  Pittsburg." 

The  people  of  Santa  Cruz  County  renllze  that  the  museui.i  is  of 
great  importance  and  educational  value  and,  after  seeing  it  themselves, 
bring  theii-  friends  and  urge  others  to  see  the  exhibits. 

As  the  allotment  for  the  operation  of  the  museum  building  is  not 
nearly  enough  to  operate  this  building  for  a  year,  tho  custodian  is 
trying  to  cut  do\'»m  on  the  biggest  expense,  nrxmely  lighting.   One  way 
of  doing  this  is  to  have  only  enough  Ic'onps  in  tiie  reflectors  for 
people  to  clearly  see  each  po^nel  case.   The  dioramas,  of  course,  must 
be  fully  lighted  to  give  their  full  effect.   However,  in  the  panel 
cases  where  there  is  room  for  eight  40-Viratt  bulbs,  the  number  has  been 
cut  to  tv/o  or  throe  bulbs,  which  ever  is  needed.

The  v/eather  has  remained  pleasant — cool  in  mornings  and  evenings, 
and  warm  in  the  afternoons;  generall-y  clear  and  dry  and  quite  enjoyable 
despite  the  occasional  visitations  of  smoke  from  the  smelters  at 
Clarkdale,  some  20  miles  north  of  here. Beaver  Creek  has  been  flowing 
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after  a  fashion  throughout  the  month, 

VISITORS; 

A  breakdown  of  our  travel  figures'  for  this  period  shows  that  the 
1,155  people  arrived   here  in  351  cars,  of  whicn  214  ¥/cre  Arizona, 
and  137  out  of  state.   Eight  of  these  visitors  crjne  in  afoot.   A 
check  of  the  register  shows  registrations  from  3G  states  and  territories, 
and  from  Mexico  and  China  a.s  vrcll.   Field  trips  were  taken  by  795, 
most  of  these  being  through  the  Castle  itself,  and  museum  service  was 
extended  to  405  people. 

On  September  4,  Talc  King  and  Dr,  Kelly,  of  the  Y/ashington  Office 
were  in  for  a  short  inspection  trip.   The  ranger  found  himself  some- 
what swanped  by  a  horde  of  weekend  visitors  and  regretted  exceedingly 
not  having  been  of  greater  aid  to  Dr.  Kelly  in  his  examination  of 
the   Castle. 

On  September  6,  we  had  the  honor  of  taking  Hiss  Harlean  James, 
Executive  Secretary  of  the  iLmerican  Planning  and  Civic  Association, 
through  the  Castle.   Miss  James  was  accompanied  by  l.Ir.  and  Mrs.  Hugh 
Miller,  and  we  hope  she  found  her  visit  hore  as  pleasurable  as  we  did. 

Other  newsworthy  visitors  this  month  include:   E.  S.  Hathaway 
of  the  Department  of  Zoology,  Tulo.ne  University,  wh-:  visited  us  Aug,  24] 
Herman  0.  Darrh,  Jr.  landscape  architect,  Eecr-eatioiial  Planning, 
U.  S.  Forest  Service,  a  visitor  on  August  28;   G.  L.  McLane,  senion 
highway  engineer,  U,  S.  Bureau  of  Public  Roads,  Phoenix,  who  was  in 
for  a  short  visit  on  September  1;   Carl  L.  Hubbs  and  family,  ^f  the 
Museum  of  Zoology,  University  of  Michigan,  whr  collected  some  fish 
with  Earl  on  September  2j  Joseph  I.  Miller,  of  the  YfPA   Arizona 
Guidebook,  on  September  4;  and  E.  Kill  Leith  of  the  Beaver  Creek 
Ranch  on  September  7. 

ROADS : 


Approach  roads  to  the  monument  are  in  reascnatly  good  c'-ndition. 
Construction  still  makes  the  Cornville  entrance  a  bit  unpleasant  to 
touridts,  and  the  lack  of  rain  for  the  past  two  weeks  has  made  the 
Big  Park  and  Camp  Verde  entrances  somewhat  rough,  but  quite  passable. 
Our  dropoff  in  travel  the  pest  fortnight  must  bo  attributed  to  the 
normal  slack  occurring  as  schools  open  ever  the  country. 

PERSONNEL: 

Custodian  Jackson  departed  September  3  for  a  v/ell-earned  vacation 
in  New  England,  and,  although  no  word  has  reached  us,  we  are  sure  he  is 
enjoying  his  leave,  Vfe  trust  he  suffered  no  misfortune  in  the  recent 
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heavy  fogs  that  reports  have  suggested  are  occurring  in  tha^t  region, 
and  that  he  will  be  back  with  us  again  next  month.   In  the  meantime 
the  ranger  tends  the  monument,  and  although  pretty  rushed  the  first 
week  or  so,  has  profited  by  the  recent  slacking  off  of  travel  and  all 
activities  are  current  at  time  of  v/riting.   One  should  add  a  word  of 
apnreciation  to  Norman  Jackson,  the  operator,  and  his  v/ife  who,  during 
rush  periods,  aided  greatly  in  register  in';;;  visitors  when  field  trips 
prevented  the  ranr^er's  presence  at  the  museum. 

EDUCATION; 

As  Bec"i"y  Jackson  is  vvith  Earl  in  the  East,  there  v/ill  appear  no 
bird  notes  for  September ^   Speaking  gener;..,lly,  however,  there  seems 
to  be  a  general  e:j:odus  of  many  bird  types  from  'chc  rcgion--going  south 
for  the  wi?'.ter  no  doubt.   The  ranger  is  submittirg  r.  brief  geological 
sketch  of  the  region  hereabouts  so  "Chat  tn^rc  wi.'l  net  he  a  total 
dearth  of  nature  notes  i> om  Montezuma  Castle.  (Ecld  fox-  Octo'ljcr  Supple- 
ment. Ed.) 

, By  arrangement  with  Mr.  G.  K.  Greening,  meteorologist  of  the 
Phoenix  Weather  Bureau  Station,  equipment  for  establishing  a 
Cooperative  Weather  Observation  Station  arrived  September  12o   Although 
it  hr.s  been  inexpedient  to  set  up  this  station  by  this  date,  it  is 
hoped  to  have  it  fixnctioning  soon.   This  station  should  supply  valuable 
data  as  to  weather  conditions  in  this  area. 

inSCELLiVNEOUS : 


Activity  has  been  noted  in  the  eld  Davis  homestead,  visible 
across  Beaver  Creek  from  Llontezioma  Castle,  and  on  September  17  it 
was  observed  that  the  old  farm  house  had  been  razed.   Although  the 
foundations  of  this  structure  still  remain  and  two  shacks  nearby 
are  visible,  the  removal  of  this  dilapidated  building  has  improved 
the  view  from  the  parapet  of  the  Castle  to  a  considerable  exteniS.

We  have  just  finished  one  of  the  most  interesting  months  of  the 
entire  year  for  Cnnyon  De  Chelly.   The  Gallup  Ceremonial,  snake  dances, 
numerous  Indian  daaces,  and  even  the  Santa  Fc  fiesta,  all  tend  to  increase 
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our  visitors  for  the  month  of  September  end,    Soo,  it  seems  thr.t  they 
were  all  so  nice.   The  v/eek  followine;  the  Ceremonial  in  Gallup  we 
were  very  busy,  and  cheii  trrvol  dropped  quite  a  bit,  the  total  travel 
for  the  m'nth  being  268,   This  is  a  sli[^ht  decrease  over  the  same 
month  last  year  but  that  can  easily  be  accounted  for  in  that  we  have 
had  rains  much  later  this  y:.-ar  thi'ji  last. 

The  custodian  was  away  on  annual  leave  the  first  ten  days  in  the 
month  and  rangers  lT'.(;]e  rr.d  Spires  did  c  fine  job  of  nonning  the  m.onu- 
ment.  Sorr.s   migrty  ^\.:  e  thiro's  have  beer.  sair'.  an-ut  the  way  they 
treated  tr.oir  vi-iiito-^s.   Even  the  boys  that  Iw^t  their  car  had  nothing 
but  praise  for  ri.y  rari-,cro.   This  luigiit  bear  explanation,  the  loss  of 
the  car,  I  mean.   ",•'■'.:.  '  n  Au^iist  a  couple  of  bc-"s  frcri  California 
were  in  tolcing  color  pictures  ond  attempting  tc  p;ct  seme  sliots  of 
points  quite  sore  dii^'aiioe  up  the  canyons.   F'~-r  rcso  in  getting  what 
they  wisi-od,  they  rec;U'?.'''ted  that  they  be  allovc^d  to  s-;ay  on  in  the 
canyons  lor  tvo  or  tliv  oe  days.   They  were  i.'ell  r 'jcoi-r^oiided  and  knovm 
by  Lippincott,  and  we  ',j-ere  glad  to  help  them  by  i^rauting  thoir  request. 

They  were  very  carefully  vrariied  as  to  wh/^t  thov  i:h''^u".d  do  in  case  of 
rain  rnd  in  rereads  to  the  Indians.   All  'TPS  vi.!;.  u;' oil  rains  made 
the  oanyons  a  Etr-eam  bed  and.  delayed  the  boys  e 7cn  longer  t.^an  they 
v/ished.   The  delay  caused  them  to  take  ch'''"oec  'nd,  is  I  U'ldorstand  it, 

they  attenptea  to  shift  gears  in  a  stroara  and  th:;  rl.^rt  pcuoe  settled 
the  car  enough  so  that  it  v/as  stuck.   A  rise  in  t'lO  .vlTvam  settled  the 
car  ond  ruined  it.   The  boys  got  out  ana  saved  a  lot  ox  tboir  equip- 
ment but  the  car  was  a  total  los3.   I'V.  wa.?  ].oft  in  "I's  wash  and, 
;upon  my  return, with  the  help  of  the  CCC  cdjtj,  vie  got  .i  c  out  by  taking 
a  wrecker  up  tlie  canyon  end  lifi;irg  J  t  ru'."  of  ViC  nclu-.   The  Indians 
had  dug  quite  a  hole  a?id  took  what  tLry  c,-uj.i.   Tr.e  boys  caught  rides 
back  home  and  the  last  I  hoard  had  obtair.  "c  insurance  on  the  car,  so 
they  were  fortunate.   They  had  no  feeling  again3"C  the  Park  Service 
and  when  told  that  tlie  Par]-:  Service  sh'~ul-l  not  have  lot  then  in 
when  the  wash  I'/as  bad,  I'eplied,  "Lay  off  oho  park  Service,  it  was  not 
their  fault  at  all  and  had  v:e  listened  to  vrhat  they  told  us  vre  would  not 
have  gotten  stuck  in  the  first  place."   Compared  v.dth  last  yoar,  tliero 
has  been  very  little  travel  in  privp.te  cars   in  the  canyons.   It  has 
been  so  dry  that  it  v/as  impossible  most  of  the  summer  and,  now  that 
it  is  pretty  good  after  the  rains,  the  peach  crop  rjid  the  rush  of 
Indians  into  the  canyons  tc  trade  for  poahhos  cuts  it  up  until  it  is 
hard  to  travel.   There  is  a  good  crop  of  pcachos,  nnd  the  canyons 
have  an  added  charm,  in  that  dozens  of  places  can  be  noetic ed  where 
Indians  are  drying  the  peaches  against  the  sides  of  the  cliffs. 
Harvest  time  in  the  canyons  is  one  of  the  most  interesting  periods 
of  all  seasons.   It  v:ill  be  only  a  short  time  now  until  the  Indians 
will  be  moving  out  of  tJie  canyons  onto  the  rins  for  the  winter. 
Several  reports  have  reached  me  of  lato  thrt  bears  rre  bothering 
stock  in  Del  Muerto,  but  to  date  I  have  not  hoard  of  any  being  killed 
although  the  Indian  Service  granted  permission  ttiat  they  be  killed. 
I  thinlc  a  couple  of  parties  went  cut_ from  the  school  _but  no  bear  has 
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come  in. 

I  had  ny  first  even  minor  accident  the  other  day  in  g;cing  to 
tovm  for  Gupplioo.  As  nearly  as  I  can  detonainc,  a  front  tire  blew 
out  rj-id  landed  me  righ+.  side  up  in  the  borrow  pit  but  dcunaged  the 
running  board  and  fenderc  on  one  side  of  the  car  and  blew  out  two 
tires  on  sharp  rocks-.   At  loast,  two  had  tc  be  replaced  before  I 
could  get  back  hone.   I  borrowed  tires  to  go  on  into  tovm. 

Both  my  rangers  left  this  month.     Ingle  pulling  out  at  noon 
September  12,  and  Woody  at  the  close  of  work  September  24.   They  will 
bo  missed  even  though  our  tro.vcl  has  dropped  tc  almost  nothing.   Woody 
sure  improved  the  looks  of  the  place  by  o-dding  a  coat  of  paint  to  all 
the  v^rindows  doors  and  canities  .    It  helped  a  lot» 

On  m,y  leave  I  dropped  in  to  see  a  couple  of  the  -ther  men  rjid 
swap  yarns  with  them„   rbr  the  first  tiro  I  met  Jir.  and  Mrs.  Charles 
and  vievred  tho  famous  White  Sands.   I  ha--->ily  think.  Boss,  that  Tom 
has  all  tho  cause  to  do  the  bragging  he  docs,  'cause  truly,  v/e  could 
hide  that  pile  of  sand  in  either  of  the  c-jiyons  and  with  big  tires 
drive  right  on  over  thom  as  though  they  vj'ere  not  there;  of  course, 
barring  the  possibility  of  running  into  a  couple  of  those  horses 
Hugh  wanted  to  stop  raid  ride_.  or  was  it  just  pet?  An/iTay  we  did  enjoy 
the  Sands  and,  equally  as  well,  Tom  and  Mrs.  Charles,   They  are  cordially 
invited  to  make  us  a  visit  and  then  I  ajn  sure  Tom  will  \Jinderstand 
why  I  thought  his  pile  cf  sand  was  so  small.   Cal,  Miller  and  McKinney 
with  the  aid  of  Jiramie  Brewer  made  several  very  feeble  attempts  to 
belittle  9e  Chelly,  but  I  v/as  glad  to  get  back  after  ten  days  just 
the  same. 

Word  has  just  been  received  that  a  group  from  California  will 
be  in  on  me  this  morning  so  I  better  get  ready  for  them.   Our 
roads  a,re  being  improved  to  Ganado  now,  and  r/hile  \re   have  several 
detours  at  present,  it  ^.111  be  a.  big  help  this  ".rinter.   So,  Boss,  we 
close  another  travel  year  with  v.   slight  gain  over  the  last  one.   There 
is  little  doubt  but  that  each  year  v/ill  shov;-  an  increase  osid   in  time 
de  Chelly  i.vill  cuTie  into  its  ovrn.

Shirley 
has  been  taking  topography  r round  the  ".Tupatki  ruin  for  the  develop- 
ment of  our  headquarters  area.   At  this  writing,  they  have  almost 
completed  the  mapping  hero  and  intend  to  spend  the  next  few  days  at 
Sunset  Crater. 

On  September  20,  Al.  Kuehl  of  the  Branch  of  Finns  and  Designs, 
J.  H.  Tovrea  of  the  Engineering  Division,  -.nd  Lr.  'TrLrd  of  the 
Bureau  of  Public  Rc:adG  spent  th.e  day  en  the  m.onuriont  looking  over  the 
possibilities  of  an  entrance  road  fr.  m  Highway  89.

Vifhiting  of  the  Museum  of  Northern 
Arizona  and  I  spent  the  day  between  hero  and  Sunset  Crater  trying  to 
find  suitable  locations  for  ecology  exhibits  along  the  road.  ViTe  located 
several  are.as  which  would  be  of  great  interest  to  the  visitor. 

On  the  15th,  150  plants  were  sent  to  headquarters  to  be  identified. 
This  collection  will  furnish  the  basis  of  an  herbarium  for  Wupatki  to 
bo  augmented  as  tim.e  perrits. 

During  the  month,  six  study  skins  of  mice  and  rats  were  prepared 
with  the  aid  of  Milton  'Tether ".11.   Having  round  ths  v/ork  so  interesting 
we  hope  to  be  ablo  to  dj  more  of  it  this  .winter.

As  '..icnGioncd  in  the  last  month 
report,  v;e  had  the  CCC  ct'jnp  make  r>.  nice  lovJ-cing  v/oodon  box  and  on  the 
lid  of  it  Cork,  made  a  picto-map  of  Sunset  Cratc^r,  ;  .t  least  the  m.ost 
important  features  of  it  from  the  visitor;j'  point  of  viovj".   For  those 
v\ranting  details  concerning  the  features,  tvro  typewritten  pages  of 
information  are  glued  to -the  underside  of  the  cover.

so  lYonderful  raid  all  the  roads  in  the  nourtry  in  good  condition. 
In  fact,  the  only  road  in  the  entire  coimtry  that  was  not  in  splendid 
shape  was  our  own  road  on  the  raonument,  o.nd  I  have  really  worked  on 
it  most  of  August  and  part  of  this  month  and  still  it  is  in  bad  condi- 
tion; but  it  must  be  understood  that  I  have  done  this  single  handed. 
ViTe  had  a  good  rain  on  the  first,  10th,  and  12th;  have  had  extra  nice 
weather  all  month,  and  to  date  have  had  no  killing  front  but  had  a 
slight  trace  about  the  20th  that  did  no  dcjnage. 

Wo  V^ard  Yeager  of  the  Park  Service  was  o.  very  welcome  visitor. 

The  general  condition  cf  the  cojimunity  around  thia  monanent  is 
not  any  better  thf-n  for  the  past  fe\.'  ycaro.  Vfhilo  some  light  crops 
have  been  raised  there  are  m.ostly  failures.   Grass  is  good  a:id  all 
live  stock  is  very  fat,  but  tJicre  are  many  farmers  ^:ho  try  to  make  a 
living  for  their  families  by  straight  farning  and  tl:.ey  are,  as  a 
rule,  vrorking  en  som-c  distant  WPA  project  going  probably  30  iailes 
each  day  to  vrork  and  returning  in  the  evening.   Seme  corn  and  consider- 
able feed  crops  will  be  harvested. 

The  custodian  has  enjoyed  most  all  of  his  family  at  homo  part  of 
the  summer  but  they  have  now  all  :^cno   to  their  respective  places  of  abode 
and  ■  it   is   rather  suddenly  lonesome.   I  am.  just  in  receipt  of  a  letter 
from  the  wife  of  my  firt:t  cousin  who  died  last  vreek  and  who  v;as  a  grand 
old  32nd  and  a  great  lover  cf  the  Capulin  Mountain  country.   Only  a 
few  years  ago  he  v;-as  here  and -said  to  no  one  mo  riling,  "Hom.er,  v/e  have 
got  to  see  the  top  of  old  Capulin  this  iiorning  before  breakfast," 
and, we  did.   The  top  of  Capulin  Mountain  presents  both  a.  sunrise  and 
sunset  scene  long  to  be  remembered.   Mr.  Miller,  let  me  prove  this  to 
you,  plosase.

Scptcnber  began  v;ith  a  rain  that  certainly  v/as  welcome,  and,  for 
the  last  ton  days,  we  have  had  showers  nearly  every  day.   The  range  is 
in  good  condition  and  ranchers  in  the  lower  valley  have  been  moving  their 
stock  dovm  Troin  the  suiraner  range  on  the  Santa  Fe  National  Forest.   The 
past  month  25  heal  of  cattle  have  been  put  out  of  the  Oto?j-i  Section. 
These  xrerc   wearing  unregistered  brands,  and  thero  still  remain  14  head 
that  will  be  removed  in  the  next  day  or  so. 

Travel  has  been  very  slow  the  past  ton  days.   September  shovfs 
a  decided  decrease  over  a  like  month  in  1937;  1,810  visitors  were 
in  the  monument  taking  131  trips  through  the  ruins,  averaging  5,5 
visitors  per  trip.   Tlie  r-useum  has  not  functioned  as  I  would  like  to 
see  it  and  it  will  take  considerable  experimenting  to  find  out  how  it 
should  be  handled  to  give  the  visitors  the  best  picture  and  keep  them 
interested.

In 
some  instances,  considerable  damage  was  done  to  the  fencing  by  high 
water  during  the  sumraer,  but  these  places  have  all  bcoii  rebuilt. 
The  fence  on  this  area  works  on  a  reverse  scale;  instead  of  keeping 
the  stock  out,  it  keeps  them  in, 

R."JJGER  SERVICE: 


Irving  McNeil,  Jr.  went  off  duty  effective  August  31,  and  Thomas 
Onstott  was  released  September  5.   Both  Onstott  and  McNeil  are  teturning 
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to  school,  McNeil  to  George  Washington  University,  and  Onstott  to  the 
University  of  Arizona. 

The  nuscvun  was  closed  for  several  days  during  the  installation 
of  the  glass  for  the  cases.   This  work  has  all  been  completed  and  we 
are  awaiting  the  arrival  of  nore  exhibits.   Labels  have  been  received 
for  cases  14  and  15.   Geologists  Gould  and  Hawkins  have  boon  out  in 
regard  to  the  geology  cases.   Llr.  Haisfkins  made  an  additional  trip 
down  to  the  river  securing  samples  and  endeavoring  to  establish  vrhere 
the  red  material  used  by  the  form.er  inhabitants  in  painting  the 
interior  of  some  of  the  caves  came  from. 

USE  OF  FACILITIES  BY  TIIE  PUBLIC: 


Travel  continued  very  guod  up  to  and  including  L^-bor  Day,  follovired 
by  a  sharp  drop  after  the  Santa  Fo  Fiesta.   The  condition  of  our 
approach  road  |iad  considerable  bearing  on  the  decrease  in  trcvol. 
There  have  been  more  complaints  by  the  visitors  about  the  road  from 
Pojauque  tc  the  Ctowi  Section  during  thi'i  m.inth  than  at  any  ether 
period,  and  complaintc  have  all  been  legitimate.   The  road  has 
been  practically  impo.sbable  ut   times  and  no  provision  has  been  made 
by  the  State  Highway  Commissioh  to  extract  cars  that  became  stalled. 

On  September  29,  800  Taos  Indians  will  gather  to  celebrate  the 
annual  Sunset  Dance  on  the  eve  of  San  Geronimo  D^y,  end   chant  their 
praises  to  the  setting  sun  for  their  good  fortune  through  the  year. 
The  Indians  who  live  in  set-back  architecture,  considcrod  the  latest 
thing  in  eastern  cities  for  apartment  houses,  dT^roll  v/ithin  the 
immediate  area  of  Taos  and  each  year  present  their  colorful  Sunset 
Dance  before  the  Mexican  fiesta  program  the  following  day.  Aromd 
a  huge  pole  at  top  of  ivhich  is  a  crude  cross,  the  Indians  dance  and 
chant  in  the  setting  sun,  while  vromen  folk  and  spectators  stand  in 
a  wide  circle  about  the  pole.   The  ceremonies  continue  on  into  the 
night  until  the  Mexican  revelers  take  over  the  spirit  of  the  occasion 
to  start  their  own  fiesta.

remained  on  the  jiob. 

VISITORS: 


Our  total  travel  this  month  was  442  person^.  All  were  contacted. 
The  usual  "■is iter  stsbxGtioai  table  afc  the  end  :>i    the  monthly  report 
will  shoVv-  f,uide.i  field  "'.riirr;,,  museun  trjp^.  anc  picnics.   Not  shovm  were 
11  trail  trips  unattended.  tr)tal  porsonc  I'L,  ti^.e  795  minutes,  average 
trip  72.27  minutes. 

This  i.ionth  closes  the  travel  year.  Vi[hat  a  year  it  has  been! 
Our  last  year's  travel  totaled  2,290  persons.   This  year  it  is  over 
3,200  persons,  e.n  increase  of  40  percent  over  last  year's  travel.  We 
'need  more  personnel,  and  need  it  greatly.  With  only  a  slight  increase 
in  visitor  attendance  the  coming  year,  our  service  is  going  to  suffer 
if  we  can  not  get  one  extra  man  here  during  the  rush  season. 

ITOATHER; 

The  oaks  are  ch£.nging  to  shades  of  yellov\r,  bro-vm_,  and  garnet j 
light  to  h3avy  frosts  nave  struck  the  nearby  lowlands,  farmers  are 
harvesting  their  crops,  and  the  tang  of  autumn  is  in  the  ^..ir.   Minimum 
temperature  during  the  month  was  37  degrees,  mar.imum  81  degrees.   Rain 
fell  during  the  month  to  a  total  depth  of  2.34  inches-   Tiiis  vms 
sufficient  to  put  about  four  feet  of  virater  in  the  pool^   The  glutinous 
mass  ViTas  dilutou  sufficiently  to  splash  upon  being  poured  to  the  ground, 
instead  of  t>t?l:-(iag  witli  a  dull  thud.   Frogs  li\^ing  on  the  banks  were 
able  to  dive  m  head- foremost  v;ithout  sufiferlrg  concussions.   ViTith  the 
coming  of  ;ool  weather  the  use  of  the  gc.soline  stove  hc.s  been  practically 
discontir'.:.ed,  end  the  fragrance  of  juniper  and  pinyon  pine  smoke  helps 
us  to  rer.l±?.o  that  winter  is  approaching. 

QUARTERS : 

Mr.  Riplejr  please  copy:  Yfe  are  to  get  additional  space  in  our 
living  quarters.'   Unvelievable  but  true.   Tke  structure  is  so  small  that 
visitors  often  ask  somev\fhat  embarrassing  questions  relative  to  it,  not 
infrequently  mistaking  it  for  a  telephone  booth  or  some  similar  struc- 
ture.  But  we  are  to  start  construction  of  cji  additional  room  sometime 
around  the  first  of  October,  .i^-'S't  ">-S  soon  as  local  labor  becomes  available 
after  the  harvesting.   The  room  will  be  built  of  discarded  railroad  ties, 
and  will  have  a  roof  and  a  floor.   If  funds  permit,  it  may  even  have  a 
door  and  perhaps  a  vifindow,  though  it  is  quite  possible  that  in  my  en- 
thusiasm I  am  being  overly  optimistic.   The  custodian  moved  tons  of 
earth,  excavating  in  the  hillside  for  the  foundations.  We  will  possibly 
lower  the  floor  below  the  level  of  that  in  the  present  shed,  in  order 

that  the  custodian  may  stand  erect  in  the  back  part  of  the  new  room— 
something  quite  impossible  in  the  present  structure.   If  all  goes  well 
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we  may  even  have  sufficient  headroom  for  the  custodian  to  wear  his  hat 
in  the  house  on  formal  occasions,  or  during  the  cold  weather.   The  en- 
tire personnel  at  tliXF.   monument  is  ovorjoyed  at  the  prospect  of  having 
space  in  wh"lch  to  move  about.

VflLDLIFE: 


The  ouail  liberated  last  spring  have  euddcnly  reappeared,,  not 
witMn  ou:"  bovmdaries.,  Inrc  some  m.iles  dist'iab.   One  cove;'"  oT  over  20  was 
seen  just  a  few  aays  a^Oj  end   uther  coveyr  ui."doribtod]''  will  bo  found  from 
time  to  tJifie.  "lY.-;  have  the  f-illest  cooperation  of  the  neigji'^  ;ring  fo.rmers, 
and  it  is  hoped  that  the  quail  will  survive  the  vrinter  .,  Locul  residents 
having  proniscd  to  feed  the  quail  should  -wo  have  a  severe  winter. 

Domestic  cats  continue  to  be  a  serious  problem.   The  critters  are 
ivorse  then  guinea  pigs,  apparently  hatchir.g  cut  a  new  brood  evr^ry   few 
days,  judging  from  the  number  of  kitten  tracks  to  be  found.   During  the 
month  two  of  the  cats  grew  careless  and  allowed  themiselves  to  remain  in 

sight  just  a  lev;  second  too  long.   They  hcve  gone  v.^here  the  woodbine 
ti/iineth. 

SICSS: 

Enamelled  steel  signs  wore  received  some  long  time  ago  at  the 
height  of  the  visitor  season,  but  it  was  impossible  to  leave  the 
monument  long  enough  to  get  the  signs  put  in  place.   One  very  rainy  day 

the  custodian  managed  to  place  one  of  the  signs  at  a  crossroads  v>rherc 
a  sign  was  badly  needed,  but  the  rem.ainder  \vill  have  to  await  the  time 
of  lighter  visitor  travel  and  almost  impassable  roads.   Placing  one  sign 
is  about  two  hours*  work,  malpai  rock  oi'ten  being  encountered.   It  is 
necessary  to  plant  the  double  steel  standards  three  fett  deepj  it  is 
also  necessary  to  rivet  the  bolts  holding  the  signs  to  the  standards, 
for  Navajos  find  the  bolts  handy  for  holding  wagons  and  cars  together. 
Some  of  the  wooden  signs  within  the  monument  boundo.ries  have  been 
repainted. 

EDUCATION; 

Still  classed  as  unofficial  o.nd  experimental,  numerous  illustrated 

lectures  have  been  held  during  the  month,  using  Kodachrome  slides. 

There  is  a  constant  demand  from  local  people  for  mure  of  these  lectures, 
and  just  as_  so^n^  as  _we  can  ^et  caught  up  on  pcndin_g  matters  and  the  new 
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room  is  constructed,  we  hope  to  hold  regular  lectures,  either  here  at 
the  rock  or  at  noarby  schoolhouses.   It  is  hoped  that  with  more  space 
in  the  present  shack  and  with  more  personnel  in  the  future,  these 
illustrated  lectures  will  become  a  regular  service.   Boss,  the  next 
thing  we  are  going  to  need  here  is  a  motion-picture  projector  for  16  mm. 
film,  and  some  of  the  Interior  Department's  films  on  other  national  parks 
and  monuments;  films  showing  introduction  of  game  and  results  of  game 
protection,  benefits  of  reforestation,  soil  conservation,  etc.  I'm  just 
serving  a  little  warning  in  advance.  While  much  of  the  material  should 
be  of  national  parks  and  monuments,  it  is  desired  to  have  material  for 
educational  v/ork  for  local,  rather  than  just  for  visitor,  benefit.   I 
think  we  can  accomplish  much-  here  through  the  medium  of  slides  and 
motion  pictures  of  this  sort, 

MORE  ABOUT  YISITORS; 

During  the  mcnth^  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Jack  Diehl  rlropped  in  for  a  short 
visit  which  v/as  greatly  enjoyed  by  us  and  friends  v/ho  were  visiting  us. 
Dr.  Gould  and  Dr.  McD^ugal  also  paid  us  a  fine  visit  during  the  month, 
and  we  hiked  over  the  rock  and  around  the  inscriptions.   Mr^  Melville, 
of  SanfFrancisco,  one  of  our  last  year's  visiters,  and  a  monber  of  the 
SW  Monuments  family,  is  leaving  in  the  morning,  after  a  two-days*  stay. 
He  brought  a  friend  vn.th  him,  and  their  brief  v..cit  has  been  greatly 
enjoyed.   You  should  have  been  here.  Boss — xve  h^^ld  t^vj  long  sessions 
with  Mr.  Melville's  Kodachro^ne  slides  and  my  oijrxi  -sciobhing  over  500  slides 
altogether.   I-.tr.  Melville  also  showed  eight  or  "cen  r-"^  5ls  of  notion  pic- 
tures, and  we  sat  up  until  the  wee,  small  Jiours ,  run^iing  some  of  the 
slides  more  than  once.   He  had  sc^me  mighty  fine  things  to  say  of  Bill 
Leicht,  Zeke  Johnson,  and  the  personnel  of  Aztec  and  Chaco. 

HISTORICAL: 


Today  the  custodian  ventured  away  from,  the  Rock  for  a  few  hours 
for  the  first  time  in  many  moons,  accom.panied  by  Mr.  Melville  cjid  his 
friend  Mr.  Vargas,  and  v;e  v/cnt  hunting  for  a  rumored  inscription  rock 
between  here  and  the  Zuni  range.  I'fe  found  one  place  that  had  a  water 
pool  at  the  base  of  a  mesa,  v/ith  some  recent  names  car\'ed  nec-.rhy,    but 
no  Spanish  inscriptions  could  be  found.   These  ruiTiors  of  another  in- 
scription rock,  \\dth  old  inscriptions  or.   it,  keep  coming  in.   Possibly 
we  'did  not  find  the  right  spot,  for  one  of  our  informants  reported 
that  he  had  found  a  v;ater-holc  about  the  size  of  the  one  at  El  Morro, 
and  perhaps  sonev^hat  deeper;  that  it  received  drainage  from  a  larger 
area,  and  v\ras  far  superior  as  a  site  for  a  natural  or  artificial  dam 
for  the  retention  of  rain  water.   Our  brief  inspection  of  the  nevj  one, 
and  a  comparison  v/ith  the  features  of  one  at  El  Morro,  proved  conclu- 
sively that  ours  at  El  Morro  is  a  dam  site  better  than  the  one  v/e  dis- 
covered today,  and  it  is  most  doubtful  if  the  now  ene  was  ever  very 
important  as  a  watering-place.   However,  it  is  not  unlikely  that  other 
similar  natural  reservoirs  exist,  ojid  we  vdll  continue  our  efforts  to 
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determino  whether  or  net  early  Spardsh  inscriptions  are  to  found  at 
such  places.

EL  MORRO  PUBLIC  LIBRARY  By  Betty  Budlong 

A  little  over  two  m:nths  ago,  the  job  cf  organizing  a  library  of 
good  reading  material  for  the  isolated  com.munity  of  El  Morro  vj-as  begun 
by  us  here  at  tlie  monument

It  \w.s   c    deplorable  fact  that  the  literature  to  be  found  in  most 
cf  cur  neighbors'  homes  consisted  of  a  few  old  books  which  had  been 
read  and  re-read,  .a^nd  magazines  of  the  pulp  type  which  were  passed  from 

one  fL'Xiily  to  another  until  they  fell  to  pieces.  In  one  instance,  a 
Tiicther  v;as  f  -  und  to  be  reading  blocd-curdllng  detective  stories  aloud 
to  her  little  sons,  aged  eight  and  teni 
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When  it  wr.s  sug^Gsted  thn.t  vre  start  p.  library,  the  eagerness  and 
enthusiasm  displayed  by  everyone  was  almost  pathetic. 

The  "Call  from  the  Vifildorness"  which  the  Boss  \'ery   kindly  inserted 
in  the  July  Report  reaped  sorae  fine  contributions,  and  I  want  to  tharJc 
again  the  Boss,  Hugh  Miller,  Natt  Dodge,  Homer  .Hastings,  Horace  Griffon 
of  the  Phoenix  Gazette,  and  Iiir.  C»  H.  Hanington,  President  of  the 
Colorado  Museum  of  Natural  History,  all  of  whom  sent  ne  bocks  and  thus 
paved  the  way  for  a  splendid  permanent  library. 

Through  the  New  Mexico  State  Library  Extension  Service,  we 
have  acquired  some  80  books  vj-hich  may  be  kept  over  a  three  month 
period.  Yilken  thetje  are  returned  to  Santa  Fe,  a  new  batch  will  be 
sent  us.   liiss  Helen  Dorman,  director  :f  the  Service,  has  been 
most  kind  and  helpful  in  selecting  books  for  me  and  I  am  deeply  grate- 
ful to  her  for  making  the  project  such  a  rich  and  vforbhwhile  one. 

At  the  present  time,  we  have  129  books  on  hand  and,  since  the 
middle  of  July  when  the  library  opened  official].-/,  10:"^  books  have  been 
read.   Every  Tuesday  ax'ternoon  I  load  the  books  into  the   car  and  drive 
to  the  little  El  Morro  store  and  check  ne-i;  ones  out  and  old  ones  in; 
several  tim.es  during  the  week  I  have  calls  for  them  here  at  the  cabin. 
People  come  from  25  to  30  miles  a^vay  to  stock  up  on  their  reading 
material. 

This  is  the  busiest  time  of  year  for  these  hard  vrorking  folk,  and 
when  the  beans  are  harvested  and  threshed,  tlie  corn  stacked,  raid  the 
winter's  snows  settle  deeply  over  the  countryside,  I  can  visualize 
real  contentment  as  they  sit  in  their  warm  cabins,  whiling  away  the 
long  evenings  v/ith  all  the  books  they  can  possibly  readJ

The  activities  of  the  Mobile  Unit  for  this  month  have  been  confined 
mainly  to  three  jobs:   the  v^raterproofing  at  Aztec,  and  wall  support  and 
capping  here  at  Bonitr.  As  extra-curricular  activities,  the  boys  and  I 
have  been  making  medicine.   The  stomach  aches  and  vfandering  _^ains_xrvj2_ 
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sent  to  the  liospital  at  Crownpoint,  keeping  the  cases  of  "noises-in- 
his-ear-like-a-bug-scratching"  here  at  camp  to  dope.   It  is  strange 
what  a  hold  this  idea  of  havinr,  medicine  in  the  ear  has  on  the  popu- 
lation here.   Then  there  apparently  have  been  a  lot  of  minor  ailments 
in  the  men's  families  and  in  those  of  their  relatives  vfhich  the  small- 
time medicine  men,  who  aro  also  aiaong.  our  best  stone  masons,  have 
, taken  considerable  time  off  to  cure.   There  is  never  any  CHOI 02  as  to 
whether  it  is  best '  to  '  keep  on  workinrr  or  to  sing  over 'an  ailing  '  friend." 

Despite  these  di[-rcRsions  into  medicine  on  the  part  of  all 
concerned,  vie   ";ot  in  356  man  days  divided  .jnong  the  jobs  as  follovfs: 
Vifaterproof ing  roirras,  Aztec,  96;  Support  vails,  Bonito,  91;  Repair 
capping,  Bonito,  132;  Patch  vxalls,  Bonito,  32;  -r-.ud.   Pit  Toilets,  5. 
All  camp  ond  equipment  maintainence  is  ii'cludec"  in  the  above  amounts. 
We  have  been  trying  to  get  a  little  w.od  ahead  for  v;inter.   A  few 
weeks  ago  we  hac'  some  bad  days  and  Custodian  Mac.  and  I  about  half 
decided  that  there  would  be  tvro  or  three  montlis  thii  ^^rintjr  -viThcn  it 
would  b'-  tough  sledding  to  get  cut  after  v/ood.   IJow  it  has  v/armed  up 
again  and  quite  possibly  v;e  vron't  be  snowbound  or  frostbitten. 

Four  of  the  Gomtemplatod  ten  rooms  to  be  cone  at  Aztec  are  nov\r 
completely  finished  with  the  application  of  the  final  lay.r  of   the 
built  up  roofing  and  the  capping  of  the  repaired  room  v/alls. 

Support  v/ork  here  at  Bonito  has  ber-n  confined  to  throe  heavjr 
jobs  on  the  east  side  of  the  ruin,  all  entailing  cxt'/nsive  scaffold- 
ing and  a  long  haul  of  materials.   Most  of  thoso  rooiis  on  the  east 
side  cannot  be  reached  from  the  outside  duo  to  the  high  exterior  v/all 
and  the  lack  of  ground  floor  doori/fays.   All  materials  for  rooms  258 
and  259  are  brought  up  on  a  raiap  to  the  top  cf  the  first  floor  over 
on  the  east  plaza  taid  then  v/hcelbarrov/ed  about  125  foot  across  trestles 
and  hoisted  to  the  level  of  work.

Reported  last  month  was  the  preliminary  v;ork  in  258  of  building 
up  portions  of  the  east  and  west Wo.lls  vfith  concrete  cores  to 
support  the  ends  of  the  beam  to  be  placed  un.der  the  overhanging  second 
story  portion  of  the  south  vj"all.   Those  plates  v/ore  allowed  to  harden 
till  the  middle  of  this  month.   Then  the  wall  v;as  blocked  up  cjid  trro 
railroad  rails  slipped  in  place  under  it.  Vlhat  stonevrork  had  fallen 
prior  to  repair  vras  replaced  aiid  steel  wedges  vrcrc   driven  in  bctvreen 
the  bottom  of  the  wall  and  the  rails  so  as  to  take  up  the  vrcight  of 
the  north  side  ef  the  wall. 
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This  south  v:oll  crosses  the  second,  story  of  the  oast  wall  as  a 
unit  and  was  not  tied,  in  to  it,  apparently  havir.g  been  completed  before 
the  east  v/all  v/as  built.  V.-hcro  it  crosses,  a  largo  block  of  the  east 
v/all  had  fallen  to  first  story  level.   A  section  of  this  fallen  wall 
v/r.s  rebuilt  in  concrete  to  provide  a  buttress  against  the  leaning  top 
of  the  south  v:all.  • 

In  room  242_.  the  five  yards  of  core  and  the  capping  wore  laid  to 
complete  this  job  reported  as  started  last  month.   This  is  one  of 
those  rooms  on  bbo  east  side  where  the  v/all  breaks  abruptly  with  a 
drop  of  so.nc  20  feet,  the  bottom  of  the  bi-eak  being  just  above  the 
first  story  level.   Here  v/e  have  built  up  a  concealed  concrete  "L", 
the  bettor  of  the   "L''  resting  on  the  solid  top  of  tho  first  story  and 
the  upright  running  up  against  the  face  of  the  1  rolion  wall.   The  body 
of  the  "L''  is  sot  in  concrete  and  the  facing  sot  in  stabilised  mortar. 
This  stabilized  mortar  was  used  on  the  su.rface  cnly  to  mask  the  con- 
crete as  it  ms  miich  less  noticablc  and  is  n-^t  c-\.bject  to  erosion  as 
would  be  such  an  exposed  face  of  ordinary  a'..lobo  mortar^ 

In  259  we  are  doing  essentially  the  cano  th.ing  where  there  is 
a  slightly  overho.nging  break  in  the  wall  and  farther  back  in  the 
next  room  a  vertical  crack. 

Under  the  capping  job, -i;e  have  romcved  tho  old  concrete  from 
rooms  178  and  1^9  and  are  completing  at  once  all  of  the  capping  on 
these  rooms.   The  extension  of  the  flagstone  capping  r.et   in  concrete  and, 
to  be  used  as  a  portion  )f  the  trail  has  been  CLmoletod  aroimd  the 
south  and  east  side  cf  Kiva  E.  so  tliat  now  all  of  the  trail  which  ■ 
goes  over  any  walls  in  the  east  side  of  the  ruin  is  set  in  concrete. 
Also  in  progress  is  the  capping  of  the  remainder  of  Kiva  E  in  the 
standard  stabilized  mortar.  Adjacent  to  E  on  the  north,  Kiva  F  and 
the  room  vmlls  which  surround  it  on  the  east  are  also  being  capped. 
?fe  hope  that  this  entire  area  centering  abut  these  two  kivas  will 
soon  be  entirely  completed  as  cne   unit.   It  v\ras  this  area  that  wa,s  the 
center  of  the  old  concrete  capping  which  covered  the  Viralls  and  the 
large  kiva  corners  as  vrell,   Tho  kiva  walls  have  been  repaired,  the 
trails  constructed,  and  the  final  step  of  capping  is  now  under  way. 

The  two  pit  toilets  were  painted  early  this  montli  and  are  no'.Y 
100  percent  complete. 

Wall  patching  c:n  the  east  side  of  Kivas  V  and  Vi[  vfos  completed 
and  carried  on  to  the  lo^.v  wall  which  separates  these  tvro  units.  Also 
carried  on  under  patching,  was  the  finishing  of  these  walls  with 
stabilized  capping.  Also  done  was  the  application  of  the  first 
coating  to  the  four  squam  yards  of  painted  plaster  in  room  281. 

Not  under  any  specific  heading  was  one  man  day  spent  applying 
the  final  coating  of  NPSX  solution  to  rooms  62,  238,  285;  a  total  of 
69  square  yards  that  have  been  given  three  coatings.

The   remaining   3,000  a.rrivcd   at  nonvunents  v;hcrc  v/o  vj-ero   unable   to   care 
for   them  duo  to   men  off  duty,    on  annual   leave,    temporarily  over- 
worked,   or  any  one  of  several   other  reasons.     T/c  need     five  permanent 
men  and  three  more  temporaries   pretty  badly.

In  our  contact  work,  we  gave  2,272  field  trips  to  10,2o8  persons, 
the  average  party  being  4.5  persons  a^id  the  average  time  for  each  trip 
being  46.5  minutes.

inclined  to  hurry.

Annual  Visitor  ConTACi   Summary

Our  travel  year  ended  Scptoribor  30,  and,  upon  c'.i;ti:ir  u;?  our 
totals,  we  find  that  wc  have  liad  a  pretty  busy  year  in  our  educa- 
tional work. 

We  made  a  total  of  173,107  informational  c^ntactn  vfith  our 
personnel  as  against  153,912  such  ccntactc  in  the   proceeding  year. 
This  seems  like  a  lot  of  v/ork  and  a  lot  of  visitors  until  ¥;e  stop 
to  consider  that  we  had  a  total  of  319,164  visitors  ojid  made  only  a 
54.2  percent  contact  on  them.   Thin  ic  due  to  the  fact  that  wo  arc 
yet  undermanned  and  visitors  arc  going  to  monuments  vdiore  we  ho.\-e  no 
personnel  to  take  care  of  them. 

Our  personnel  gave  29,^59  trips  during  the  year  as  against 
26,107  for  the  previous  year;  the  increased  service  being  partly 
duo  to  an  increase  of  personnel.   If  wc  cuuld  get  six  more  permanent 
men  I  think  we  could  shew  a  40  percent  increase  in  our  service o 

This,  we  v^rill  venture  to  s-^y,  is  more  personally  guided  trips 
than  any  other  unit  of  the  Park  Service  gcivc  during  the  year. 

Of  these  29,769  personally  guided  trips,  18,725  were  field  trips 
in  which  wc   conducted  101,344  visitors  through  our  prehistoric  ruins, 
geological  formr-.tions,  or  historic  sites.   The  average  party  was  made 
up  of  5.4  persons,  from  which  it  will  be  readily  seen  thp^t  they 
received  almost  personal  attention  i.nd  were  able  to  have  all  their

Our  319,164  visitors  for  the  1938  visitor  year  closin.;  September 
30,  were  divided  among  the  26  nomunonts  mider  cur  charge,  runiiing 
roughly  from  100  at  tL.e  poorest  attended  monument  to  100,000  at  the 
best  attended  one.   The  minimau-i  number  came  to  Gila  Cliff  IX'Ycllings 
and  tho  maximum  number  came  to  White  Sands,  i?NO   ;.-.reas  relatively 
close  together.

They  cojne  over  all  -kinds  end  conditions.  :f  roo.ds  and  through 
all  kinds  and  conditions  of  weather.   They  ran  from  a  minimum  of 
11,503  in  December  to  a  maximum  of  52,156  in  August. 

Excepting  December  end  llaitch,  each  month  of  the  ye;:r  -s-hovj-s  an 
increase  over  the  previous  year.   This  vfould  bo  nothing  tn   be  happy 
about  if  the  increase  fell  on  tho  wrong  monuments,  but  it  happens  to 
have  fallen  this  yeo.r  rt  monuments  where  no  particular  harm  resulted. 

Aztec  National  Monument  shows  a  sharp  surge  upward  which  forced 
us  to  send  in  some  temporary  aid  this  summer  raid  which  will  demand 
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moro  help  next  summer.   It  is  due  to  the  road  improvement  over  the 
Wolf  Creek  Pass  in  Colorado  which  allows  traffic  to  come  cjid  go  in 
all  months  of  the  year,  whereas  the  pass  used  to  "be  closed  many 
months  of  the  winter.  Also,  this  improved  and  widened  road  has 
increased  the  summer  traffic  into  southwestern  Colorado  and  northern 
New  Mexico.

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OBSERVATIONS  FROM  CAPULIIT  By  Homer  Farr 

On  July  28  I  obsorved  a  grasshopper  flight  which  boran  at  six 
in  tho  morning  and  ended  about  three  in  the  afternoon.   All  of  the 
insects  were  heading  due  south,  the  lowest  ones  appearing  to  bo  about 
50  feet  above  the  ground  and  the  mass  of  hoppers  extending  up  into 
the  sky  as  far  as  I  could  sec  vrith  an  eight-power  glass.  The  flight 
continued  steadily  for  approximately  nine  hours.   Tho  insects 
appeared  to  be  about  as  numerous  as  one  to  every  cubic  yard. 

Reports  from  reliable  neighbors  indicate  that  the  mass  of 
insects  extended  as  far  as  Clayton,  55  lailcs  oast;  and  on  the  v/est 
as  far  as  Raton,  30  miles  away,  thus  following  a  path  approximately 
85  miles  away*  'In  tht>  niorning->thG  Sinsocts  were  trovcling  at  the  rate 
of  about  three  miles  per  hour,  but  as  the  sun  Y.arr..j':i  them  they  in- 
creased tho  tempo  of  the  flight  to  about  12  mdlos  per  hour,

AUGUST   BIRD  NOTES  FROI.I  CHIRICMUA 


By  ^ordon  G,   Philp 


August   is   notcvrorthy  in  that  numerous    species    in  this 
area  are  hard  at  the   task  of  raising  their  vigorous  youngsters* 
Observations   in  this  direction  pertain  mostly  to   nestlings   practically 
ready  to    leave   the   nest   or   to    juveniles    just  from  tlic    nest. 

Who  would   not   be    impressed  by  the   beautiful  pendant  nest 
of  the   Hooded   Oriole  mcstcrfully  intenYoven  to   the    leaves    of  an 
English  Walnut  Tree?        Far   out  upon   a  graceful,    slender  branch 
these  tiTO  builders    chose   to  construct   their   intricate,    skill'^lly 
formed  nest.    Well    constructed  as   it  v^as,    it   still    lacked   certain 
refined   characteristics    common  to   this    species.     This    is    traceable 
to   the   fact  that  the    architects  were  mere  youngsters,    at  least  the 
male  was   slightly  more  than  one  year  from  the  nest.     The  fact   is  well 
established  that   experience    (ago)   add  materially  to   the    piece   of 
work  a  bird   is    capable   of  creating.      Of   course,  vdth  some   birds   the 
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age   of  the  heme   ma!:er  plays    little   importance   so   far   as   skill   is 
concerned.     This   is   true  merely  because   soiiie    species   are   so  poor  at 
the   task,    even  though  they  be   completely  "latured,    thrt   little    or  no_ 
difference   is   noticeable  betv'ccn  an  immature   and   an  adult's  i/rork. 
For   instance,    the   home    of   the    ^lack-headed   Grosbeak  is    of  such   a 
ramshackle   nature  that  all    of  this    species' structures   arcpoor   and 
little   difference   is   evident. 

The   incubation  period   for    the   rinrlc   c"g   o:^   our    common 
Band-tailed   Pigeon  proved   to  be   just   14   cays.      The    dcvclopncnt   of   the 
bird   in  ;.".inJ  war    so   rapid   that  tlic   fact   sccmc"'    unbelievable — vdthin 
eight  day;:,    aftc:^  hatch.ing,    the    little   fellow  -..^as    robust  anci   combative. 
Also,   upon  tlic    Cth   day  the    attention  the   squab   roccived  from  his   parents 
lessened  rioticcably.      No   longer   did   one    or   the    other   of  tlic   adults   re- 
main almost  constantly  at   the   nestj    no    Icnf^er  did    they  shield   the 
little  fellow  from  rain  and  vdnd.      It   se'.mcc    incredible   that   so 
young  a  bird  could   resist  tlt.e    elements,      A  feeding  schedule  vjas 
adhcrred  to   quii:e   rigidly  by  the   female   and   c:'.ccpt  for   this   single 
daily  visit   in  the  morning  hours,    she  v/as   uev-r  noted    in  the  vicinity. 
The  manner   in  which   she   fed  Ler  young  proved   exceedingly  interesting. 
Upon  the   arrival   of  his  mother  to  the   nesting  site,   the   squab 
responded  to  her  soft  cooing  with  a  fluttering  of  w5.ngs.     This 
latter  is   common  to   innumerable   juveniles.     The   youngster  knew 
exactly  v;hat  xras   ncccrsary  in  order  that  he  be   fed — his  bill   eagerly 
found   its  way  into  his  mother's   tliroat  at  which   time    she   comi-iicnccd 
a  series    of  punp-likc  movements  with  her  neck.      This   vigorous  move- 
ment,   of  course,   tossed  her   offspring  about  to    a  noticeable    extent, 
but  discouraged  him  not  in  the    least.     Feeding   in  this  manner   con- 
tinued for    a  full  eight  minutes  v/ith  numerous   50   second  intervals 
for  rest.     The  milk  provided  at   such  a   feeding  proved   adequo.tc   for 
often  more  than  24  hours   of   sustenance, 

Cowbirds  have  been  scon  and  heard  repeatedly  of  late   and   arc 
very  likely  going  about  their  miserable   practice   cf  laying  in  the 
nosts   of  other   species. 

The   following  birds   have   been  noted  nesting  upon  the 
monument:      July  1st  to   date— Band-tailed  Pigeon,  liYcstern  Robin, 
Black-headed   Grosbeak,  Western  Wood  Pewee,   Hooded   Oriole,    Spurred 
Towhcc   and  Ruby-throated  Hvimmingbird,     Wwacrous    other  spociod  nest 
hero  but, having   arrived  late   in  the   season,!  was   unable    to  verify  the 
fact.

Early  in  Aup.ust   all    representatives    of  several  species 
of  birds   apparently'-  left  the   headquarters   area  for  their  "sa-iTnier 
vacations".      Say  Phoebes,   Ash-throated  Flycatchers,    and   English 
Sparrows,   previously  so  nuniGrous,   disappeared.      Gila  Y'j'oodpeckers 
left  the  area  in   late  spring,   possibly  in  search   of  suitable   nesting 
locations.      By  September   12   the    Say   Phoebes,    Gila  VJoodpeckcrs,    and 
English  Sparrows  -vToro  again  as   numerous   as   ever   around   the    offices. 

The    onew-cycd  Caotus  Yfren,   introduced  in  the  August  Supp., 
is   frequently  seen  about  the   buildings.   On  "three    separate   occasions 
he  has  been  observed   inspecting   Goodie's  bed  whicK   is    out  behind 
the   bachelors*    quarters   in  the   Old  House,     After  hopping  about   over 
the   quilt,   the   bird   slipped  his   head  under  the   pillov^  and   then 
beneath  the   covers   neatly  laid   back  at  the   head   of  the   bed,    V/c  wonder 
■what  there   is   that  could  be   of  interest  to  a  Cactus  Yircn,    in  a   bed. 

Custodian  Al,   Bickncll  reported  a  Mourning  Dove's   nest 
with  two  eggs    in  it   on  September   13,     This    is   the   seventh  consecutive 
month  during  which  dove  nests  have  been  observed  at  Casa  Grande 
indicating  a  rvmarkably  long  breeding  season  for  this   species. 

Junior  Naturalist  Dodge   reported   an  encounter  with  a  Horned 
Rattlesnake  near  his  front  door   one  August  night  about  11:30  as  he 
was   retiring  to  his    outdoor  bed.      His  difficulty  in  finding  anything 
with  which  to   dispatch  the    snake   led  him  to   suggest  that   each  resi- 
dence be   equipped  with  a  "sn-ke   extinguisher"   to  be  hung   just   inside 
the   door  beside  the    fire    extinguisher.

On  July  26  Ld  Alberts   saw  six  tiny  rock  squirrels    (Ground 
Gray  Squirrel)   in  the   Castle,     They  couldn't  have  been  norc   than  a 
few  days   old,    -The    next  day  tliey  vrcrc   seen  busily  scampering  about 
on  a  lower   level   of  the   Castle,   -trying  to  dig  holes   in  the   roof» 

On  August  2  the  Custodian  saw  a  bullsnakc   about  tivo   and   a 
half  feet   long  in  a  small  hole    in  the   cliff  directly  behind    the    third 
ladder   leading  into   the  Castle,     YTliat  a   snake  v.'ould    do   in  such  a  hole 
high  up   In  a  cliff  is   a  puzzle.     There  was   a  bird  nest  there  he    could 
have   intended   raiding,    out  it  liad  been  abandoned   for   a  long   time. 
On  August  2   a  sirall  kingsnake    (probably  Boyle '^t-   King   Snake)   decided 
to  visit  tdic  museum.     He  went   inside     cuid  caused  considerable   interest 
among  tourists  until  he  vras   shooed   out,     Te   felt  that  he  was  too 
young  to   enjoy  the   museum     and  would  have   to   return  v;hen  he  was   older. 

On  August  12  we  sav;  the    first  skunk  of  the   siOTmcr  under  the 
cutbank  in  front   of  tl.c   museum.      On  August  20  v/c   learned  that  a 
very  large  kingsnake _,   about  three   and   a  half  feet   long,    is    summering 
in  the   revetment  vrall    in  fron"*"  of  the  museum.      On  this   same   day 
Ed.  Alberts  brought  back  from  the   Castle  the  startling  information 
that  the    rock  squirrels    liviii-  tlierc  have   the   itch.      Let's   hope   it 
isn't  the    seven  year  variety,    Ed, 

This   y-ar  wc   notice   that   the    Datura   lilies    (Datura 
moteloides)    anc"   the    Orange  Mallo\7s    are  procucijig  a  :-;ccond  "crop   of 
floiTcrs,    just  as   vigorous   as   their   first. 

Here   is    a  bit   cf   inf crrnation  en  technique   that  might  be 
useful  to    somebody,      I  had   to  drill   a   round    hole   about  as   big  as    a 
lead   pencil  through  the   quarter  incfe  plate   glass    of  an  aquariiAm, 

I  bought  a  slim  file   and   ground    on  an  emery  wheel  the 
triangular   shaped   end   dovra  into   a  sharp  point.     This   made   a  three 
cornered   point.     Then   I  put  tlic   file   into  a   carpenter's  brace,    the 
same  v/ay  a  bit  would  be  put   into   it,     Thflin  I  put  the   point  of  the 
file   on  the   glass  where  the   hole  was   to  be,      I  took  the  upper   end 
of  the  brace  in  one  hand     and  v^ithout  exerting  any  pressure   at  all, 
simply  letting  its    o\'.ai  v;eight   force   the   point   against   the   glass, 
started  the  brace  to  v;hirling.     By  a  very  slight  motion  of  the   hand 
it  v/as   possible   to  keep  the  brace  rovolvin:;  tt  considerable   speed 
v/ithout  pressure   and  without  use    of  the    othic  r  hand.      As    I  turned 
the  brace,    I  kept  pouring   a   little  vrater   on  the   glass,    to  keep   it 
from  shattering  at  the   edge   of  the    cut, 

i'Lftor  a  hundred   revolutions    or-  so,    the  drill  had  to  be 
sharpened  again.     Finally,    after   about   four  hours,    the  hole  --rorkod 
through  to   the   other   side   of  the    ^lass.      Jug  t   as    the   hole   ar^peared. 
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I  began  vrorking  the   drill  from  the   other   i'iuc. 

The    result  vms   o.  hole    qg   perfect   as   a  picture,   v;ith  no 
shattcrinr.      All  you  need   i'^    plcntj^   of  clbovr   urease,    time,    and 
a   steady  hand •

On  the    2  8th   of   July,   Earl   and    I  r/erc    collecting  flca-rers 
and  savr  lots    of  birds*     Among  tlae  most  interesting  things  vras   a  Black 
Phoebe   catching  moths    and   other   insects    off  t^c   moss   in  the   creek* 
TTe    stood   in  the  middle    of   the   stream,    and  he   didn^t  mind   us   a  bit. 
He  perched   on  a  dead  vratcr  moody   (Baccharis   glutinosa)    or   cottonvrood 
tvrig,   scanning  the  moss,   and    sirring  to  himself.      Then  v;hen  he    saw  a 
bug  he  would   dive   for  it.      One  time   he    spatted  da-m   on  his  belly,  wings 
outstreched  to    carry  him  on  after  he  bounced  up  again. 

1/Te   also   sav/  a  Baird-Bcwick  VJ"ren  and   three   young,    all   in  a 
row  on  a  branch.     You  who  haven't   seen  and   heard   ti  ese   friendly  little 
VJTons  have  missed   something,      I  see   at  least  one    every  day   I  go   out, 
and   tlicy  are  the  most  unconcerned  little   things,    running  up  and   dovTn 
the  -fcrce  truiiks   and  bobbing  throu^   and   pround  the  mes§uites   and  cat- 
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clovTs,     Tlicy  talk  to   thcnsclres  with  a  harsh   chirp,    cr   get   on  the 
innidc   of  a  hush  and   sing  a   lovely  varied   song» 

I  heard   a  lot  of  ricwing  liloc    a  catbird,  very  excited,     IThcn

Earl   adds:    Betty  forgot  to  mention  tiiat   one    day  when  walk- 
ing down  to   tl'ic   Castle    she   and    I  saw  a  young  hunr;dngbird  perched   on 
a  mcsquitc  branch  and    looking  very  harassed,     lie  was    just   learning   to 
fly,    and  vras    short   on  nerve,     I.Iama  huirmingbird  kept  flying  near   and 
apparently  urging  the  ^/ouiigstcr  to  fly.     But  all  he  iTould   do  vras    open 
his  beak  -midc   and   vibrate  his    tb.roat.      So   finally  liana  had   all   of  this

Tuniacacori  was  first  visited  by  Padre  Kir.o  in  1691  and  from 
then  until  1711  the  missionary  vrork   in  tliis  district  i;as  under  his 
charge.   It  remained  under  the  Jesuit  jurisdiction  until  1767  when 
the  King  of  Spain  expelled  the  Jesuits  from  his  dominions,  and  the 
Franciscans  took  charge  of  tl"ds  chain  of  missions. 

The  San  Xavier  Mission,  some  30  mile;j  north  of  San  Jose  de 
Tumacacori,  is  still  under  the  Franciscan  charge  and  visitors  are 
shown  around  there  by  men  of  that  brotherhood »  Vfe  have  therefore 
thought  it  fitting  if  we  laid  a  little  extra  stress  on  the  Jesuit 
period  of  occupation  at  Tumacacori  and  left  the  Franciscans  at 
San  Xavier  to  stress  the  later  period  belonging  m.ore  particularly 
to  them  as  it  does. 

We  are  having  a  grand  time  vfith  the  Tumacacori  Mission 
garden.   It  is  a  little  space  to  the  south  of  the  new  administi-ation 
building,  entered  from  an  arcade  of  the  building,  surrounded  on  tiie 
north  and  west  sides  by  tlic  building  walls  and  on  tho  soutli  and  east 
by  a  garden  wall. 

Early  in  the  construction  of  the  new  administration  and 
museum  building  I  had  a  hazy  idea,  suggested  probably  by  some"  of  the

develop  the  planting  inaidc  this  c.rca  r.s  i\   pc;rt  of  tl;o  educational 
walk  and  talk  wc  give  the  public  v/hcn  it  visits  this  incnumcnt. 

My  theory  was  that  when  the  people  liad  arrived  and  gathered 
in  the  lobby  of  the  administration  building  tliey  would  register, 
leave  packages  and  coats  if  they  wished,  and  be  prepared  for  the 
guided  trip  through  the  ruins  and  muse-am.  The   guide  v/ould  take 
them  through  the  rear  door  of  the  lobby  and  out  into  the  south 
arcade  of  the  museum  vring. 

Here  they  would  obtain  their  first  viov.'-  of  the  garden  and, 
if  we  ca:}  bring  it  t:;  the  state  of   erfcction  f^r  which  we  hope, 
they  would  exclaim  over  the  charm  ^-f  it. 

■"^Yith  proper  funds  it  vrould  not  be  diificult  to  develop  an 
ideal  Spanish  garden  in  this  inclosed  spac.-.   I  have  asked  the  boys 
to  give  us  something  more  than  that.   I  have  usked  bhe.a  to  keep  the 
Spanish  garden  effect,  but  to  so  arrange  tlxe  planting  that  our  guide 
can  step  from  the  arcade  out  into  the  walk  with  iiis  party  end   begin 
shov;-ing  them  some  of  the  plants  the  Indians  of  this  locality  used 
for  food,  clothing,  or  shelter  in  the  ai:ciont  days  before  the  coming 
of  the  vvhitc  man.   Corn,  beans,  squash,  gourde,  the  various  fibrous 
plants  from  xvhich  cloth  and  cordage  came,  medicinal  pl>,ait3,  and  so 
on   should  all  be  shovm  and  explained  vrith   a  few  viTords  as  to  their 
preparation  and  usage. 

These  demands  raised,  at  first,  some  cries  cf  anguish. 
The  educators  said  the  visitor  wouldn't  be  interested;  that  he  cam.e 
to  see  the  ruins  and  he  wouldn't  be  interested  in  visiting  a  garden 
before  ho  saw  the  I'uin;  that  a  louk   into  tlie  garden  in  passing 
along  the  arcade  to  get  to  the  ruin  -v/ould  ue  all  he  v;ould  stand 
o.nd  that  this  stuff  would  never  have  beei:.  planted  in  a  garden  an^n^ay. 

From  the  landscape  standpoint,  the  boys  said  we  v/ould  ruin 
their  garden  v/ith  this  household  truck  v/hich  v;as  never  meant  to  be  in 
a  decorative  garden;  that  it  would  be  coning  and  going,  some  months 
it  might  look  green  and  nice  and  other  m.onths  it  might  look  like 
something  the  cat  brought  in. 

The  point  is,  both  these  parties  might  be  right.  You 
never  actually  knov/  wiiat  the  tourist  public  is  going  to  do  until 
you  have  seen  a  few  hundred  or  a  few  thousand  .^f  them  doing  it. 
However,  we  pointed  out  that  if  our  scheme  was  a  failure,  it  could 
be  taken  out  of  the  picture  easily  enough. 

Then,  having  driven  the  wedge  this  far,  we  said  we  also 
wstnted,  at  other  places  a  little  farther  on  in  the  garden,  examples 
of  the  trees,  shrubs,  plants,  and  herts  that  had  been  introduced 
after  the  coming  of  the  Padros  so  v/e  could  show  how  much  this  whole 
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country  of  northern  Mexico  and  southiorn  Arizona  owed  to  this  inove- 
nent  to  save  souls  for  it  was  not  until  aft  or  the  Padres  had  pushed 
up  on  this  frontier  and  fuund  out,  v/ith  their  plantings,  the  quality 
of  the  soil  and  heard  rumors  of  the  metal  in  the  laountains  that  the 
Government  was  willing  to  follov/  in  and  ef;tabli£h  tlie  prcGidio  at  Tubac 
long  after  Padre  Kino's  death. 

The  boys  vjcrc   mighty  good  about  it  in  the  end.   After  a  due 
amount  of  protest,  they  promised  mc  some  corn»^nd  beans, and  squash, 
and  gourds  alon^  v\fith.  the  olives  and  .jra.ifes  an.i  other  thing's,  and 
peace  and  liarmony  reig.n  again  over  our  offices. 

I  think,  thoM.n.h,  I  asked  for  too  luch  tlie  other  day  when 
I  asked  them  to  design  tnis  garden,  not  :xs  a  Spanish  landscaper  in 
the  old  country  v;ould  liove  designed  it,  \/]d.ch  rfould  ha-vo  been  almost 
perfect,  but  as  a  Padre,  who  didn't  knc^v;  ny   too  much  about  landscaping, 
would  have  v/orked  it  Jut  in  the  outer  frirges  of  a  frontier  colony  Virith 
the  poor  kind  of  labor  that  he  ho.d  availablco   They  v/cre  quite  nice 
about  that,  too,  didn't  crov/n  .ne  vvith  a  dj-awing  board  or  anything, 
just  said  I  was  screw/  and  v/hat  I  wanted  couldn't  be  done;  asked  me 
to  give  ijhcm  an  cxaraplc  of  ivlxat  I  "^j-anted  ii  I  thought  it  luade  sense, 
and  so  on. 

Of  coarse  I  have  plenty'  of  that  so-called  cc.b  wit  v/hich 
always  thinks  up  the  answer  on  the  v/ay  hoi.ic  fron  the  party,  ro  now  I 
do  have  my  example.   The  Padre  architect  who  designed  the  Mission 
V\ras  more  Padre  than  architect  sometimes  r..i:^,   in  one  of  tliose  .  ;oments 
when  his  architectural  min:-  was  asleep  he  designed  a  rib  in  the 
barrel  vaulted  roof  of  the  sacristy  wliich  springs  from  a  point  over 
a  doonmy  on  each  side  of  the  room.   It  is  \:rong,  not   so  much  from 
the  matter  of  strength,  for  the  job  has  stood  tliere  well  over  a 
hundred  years,  but  bec;iuse  the  eye  viants  that  rib  to  rest  on  some- 
thing which  vri.ll  shov/  strength,  and  there  it  stops  in  the  air  over 
an  open  doon/vay. 

It  is  something  akin  to  that  which  I  want  introduced 
into  this  garden  if  and  when  we  build  it,  but  it  is  still  a  tender 
subject  and  when  1  mention  it  Charlie  and  Tov.  look  at  i-,e  v;-ith  a 
saddened  expression  as  though  they  were  thinlcing  that  I  used  to  have 
a  good  idea  nov/  and  then  and  no'.^  look  what  I  have  come  to. 

I  asked  the  boys  to  let  mc  bring  the  plan,  so  far  as  it 
has  progressed,  into  the  Supplement  (see  pgs.  258-259)  so  you  could 
all  have  a  look  at  it  and  see  what  vje  are  thinking  about  dov/n  here  at 
headquarters,  and  maybe  I  had  a  fleeting  idea  that  you  would  be  on 
my  side  and  drop  a  line  telling  me  I  am  only  half  as  crazy  as  theye 
fellov/s  think  I  am,  and  I  assure  you  that  would  be  crazy  enough.

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----AT  'flMACACO'A 
A  (GARDEN  OR  A  [^-.AMFATCH? 

By  J.H.Tovreo 
It  is  rather  a  hard  job  to  he  coianissioned  to  do  a  ;~ood 
job  of  executing  a  Spanish  colonial  garden  which  would  look  like  i;onc- 
one  did  a  poor  job  of  building  it.   Hovvcver,  there  is  a  point  for 
argument  when  one  states  tliat  the  padre  architect  was  a  poor 
architect.   The  raissions  wf  llorth  Amorica  are,  as  a  whole,  examples 
of  sound  construction  and  pleasing  Jesign,  according  to  most  autiiori- 
ties.   If  this  is  true,  why  should  not  their  garlens  have  been  executed 
in  keeping  with  good  Spanish'  colonial  practice?   Detail,  of  course, 
could  be  augmented  b;;-  the  personal  taste  of  tnc  padre  designer  or, 
perhaps,  sijnplified  tu  nect  the  limitatio-'is  of  unskilled  labor. 

Mto  Carter's  plan  of  the  propii.;cl  la^,out  for  the 
Tumacacori  gardens  Iv   probably  only  one  of  many  goo:l  solutions  a 
problem  of  this  kind  has,  so  there  is   not  much  point  in  shopping 
around  for  inore  ideas  c   ITo  doubt  several  indivjdual  ]  ;;ndsc^-pe  archi- 
tects could  design  good  layouts  for  the  gardei,  all  of  vdilch  vrould 
be  different,' just  a.s  several  individukl  architects  i.' i  ght  design 
different  attractive  liouses  for  one  site.   It  is  believed  ohat  now  that 
a  good  plan  has  been  arrived  at,  we  should  all  get  together  and  push 
for  its  execution  rather  than  attempt  to  revise  and  alter  the  plan 
by  the  addition  of  individual  ideas. 

One  of  the  first  questions  which  came  up  was;  should  the 
layout  be  formal  or  informal?  Most  of  the  mission  g.^rdens  in 
California  are  quite  formal.   On  the  othur  liand  the  ?-o-maining 
fragments  of  the  orchard  and  gardens  of  the  Kino  mission,  San  Ignacio, 
indicate  a  more  informal  treatment.   This  might  suggest  that  the  ques- 
tion was  not  a  control  point  in  the  design.   The  layout  could  be 
either  formal,  informal,  or  a  combination  of  both,  depending  on 
which  type  lent  itself  best  to  tb.e  appearance  of  u  specific  garden. 

At  Tumacacori  the  area  is  medium  sized,  measuring  117 
feet  in  length  and  averaging  50  feet  in  width »   The  shape  is  not 
rectangular,  as  one  corner  is  broken  into  by  tl:,c  irregular  lines 
of  a  portion  of  the  museum  building.   This  irregular  boundary  and 
small  area  probo.bly  invite  an  informal  design,  at  first  glance. 
It  was  decided  by  all  concerned  to  have  a  pool  somewhere  in  the 
patio  and  it  was  also  believed  that  ti'.is  pool  should  be  the  point 
of  interest  of  a  vista  from  the  museum,  loggia  or  arcade.   In 
order  to  make  this  vista  as  long  as  possible,  the  fountain  or  pool 
was  placed  against  the  extreme  south  patio  wall  on  an  axis  thru 
the  entrance  of  the  Kino  room.   A  wide  brick-paved  walk  runs 
straight  from  the  arcade  to  the  fountain  and  around  it.   Simple 
wood  benches  will  be  placed  at  points  shown  on  the  plan.   The  fountain 
would  serve  primarily  as  -  distribution  reservoir  for  irrigation. 
Four  brick-lined  troughs  lead  from  the  fountain  across  the  plaza 
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and  distribute  water  to  the  different  sections  of  the  ^^-rden.   Secondarily 
the  fountain  provides  a  typical  architectural  detail  and  the  sound  of 
running  vitxter,    so  essential  to  the  Spanish  Colonial  garden.   Potted 
plants  will  add  to  the  native  appearance  of  the  piaza  and  fountain  as 
well  as  the  loggia.  This  part  of  the  layout  is  formal  but  the  in- 
formal planting  will  give  it  an  informal  appearance. 

On  each  side  of  the  main  brick-paved  walk  is  an  informal 
loop  vra.lk — starting  from  the  main  walk  i.nd  looping  back  to  the  fountain. 
The  visitor  in  making  this  informal  circuit  wi] 1  see  the  entire 
garden.   Thuse  paths  v;ill  be  gravel  surf  coed  probably. 

The  extreme  east  end  of  the  patio  is  from  one  and  one  half 
to  two  feet  lower  than  the  rest  of  the  garden.   The  terrace  wall 
follows  the  irregular  line  of  the  loop  \/alk.   Prick  st.^ps  arc  provided 
at  the  tvra  points  whore  the  walk  crosses  tno  tcrx-ace  wall.   In  tliis 
portioii  of  the  garden,  vfcll  hidden  fromiiDst  points  of  view  corn,  beans, 
etc.  may  be  pL.nted.   (Thio  will  be  intcrc:-ting  if  for  no  other 
reason  tlian  the  fact  that  corn  and  beanr;  tvcre  pl'intcd  in  a  Spanish 
Colonial  garden.   Since  the  produce  to  bo  derived  from  said  corn  and 
beans  will  be  governmL,nt  property,  it  i6  c^.utiously  suggested  that  the 
first  hundred  •'•''isitors  of  each  season  be  given  one  kernel  of  corn  and 
one  bean  as  a  concrete  testimonial  to  the  fact  that  the  injuns  did 
raise  corn  and  beans — in  spite  of  the  laixdscape  and  educational 
divisions . ) 

It  is  believed  by  everyone  who  has  looked  OA'-cr  tlic  plans 
(including  the  "Corn  and  Bean  Dept.")  that  Mr.  Carter  has  a  very 
satisfactory  plan  and  it  is  hoped  thtit  every  effort  vrill  be  made  to 
raise  funds  to  complete  this  necessary  element  of  the  museuin  layout. 
Eight  hundred  to  a  thouso.nd  dollars  should  be  sufl'icient  tu  con- 
struct and  plant  the  job.  However,  if  the  grading,  walks  and  foun- 
tain could  be  done  as  one  job,  the  planting  could  follow  as  funds 
were  available.   Tumacacori  now  borders  on  the  edge  of  being  a  100/^ 
complete  unit--not  counting  needed  stabilization.   A  fe-v^  thousand 
dollars  would  finish  up  the  remaining  jobs.

Capulin  Mountain. 


Road  from  Raton  m.odern  and  in  fine  shape.   I/b.de 
the  trip  on  the  eighth  of  August.   A  party  from  Texas 
was  at  the  top  when  I  arrived  and  it  was  their  second 
visit.   The  road  up  the  volcano  was  in  good  shape 
but  could  be  better.   I  inquifced  fo..;   Homer  Farr,  but 
he  could  not  bo  located.   I  am  in  i    v^or  of  placing  a 
permanent  tablet  of  some  sort  at  the  turnaround  on 
top  tho-t  will  briefly  give  the  information  about  the 
volcano. 

Dale  and  the  boys  have  a  wayside  shrine  project  for  the  top 
of  Capulin  in  the  back  of  their  minds.  Doc,  but  it  Trill  be  some  time 
before  we  can  actually  get  to  it.   As  well  as  describing  the  volcano, 
we  want  to  call  attention  to  the  fc.ct  that  fron  the  top  parking  area 
you  can  see  the  site  where  Folsom  Man  was  discovered. 

The  road  v/as  not  so  good  because  of  lack  of  funds.  Doc, 
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WG  get  only  a  little  dab  to  maintain  it.   Homer  wasn't  on  duty  for 
the  same  reason,  lack  of  funds.   Vfc  have  never  had  a  full  paid  salary 
there. 

Here's  Doc  againl 

Camped  at  Eagle  Nest  tha.t  night  and  nearly  froze  tc 
death.   On  the  next  day  visited  Taos  and  then  on  to 
Puye.   It  s corns  to  me  that  tliis  should  be  a  part  of 
Bandelier  with  .-•.  good  con'icctinr'^  rcjad.   Bandolier  is 
the  older  of  the  two,  but  thore  r.;ust  be  an  interesting 
story  ccnnoctifag  them.   I  think  vicitors  should  soe 
both  and  make  the  comparioon. 

Wo  cjieck  with  Doc.  on  joining  Fuyo  and  Bandolier,  but  Puye 
happens  to  be  on  an  Ii'dian  reservation  and  the  Indians  prefer  to  keep 
it  under  their  own  jt.i  lodiction  and  charge  an  cntraneo  fee  which  goes 
into  the  tribal  funds  c   V'^e,  therefore,  can  do  nv;thing  about  joining 
the  Puye  to  Bandelier  and,  if  the  Indians  '.re  making  money  out  of  puye 
it  is  all  right  with  us. 

Here's  Doc  again: 

Bandolier. 

Arrived  a  little  late  and  had  to  co.tch  up  ./ith 
McNeil  and  his  party.   Enjoyed  the  trip  and  especially 
the  climb  to  the  kiva»  The  road  to  the  monviment  needs 
some  improvement  and  more  frequent  markers,  especially 
coming  dovm  from  Espanola  to  Puye  and  then  to  Bandolier. 

Expected  to  meet  Harkins  there,  but  he  had  Hugh 
Miller  cut  someplace  and  they  fooled  around  too  long 
for  me  to  wait  for  their  return* 

Gran  Quivi ra . 

Visited  on  August  11  and,  anticipating  luncheon 
there,  was  prepared  to  eat  at  the  monument  but  was 
driven  to  cover  by  a  heavy  shower.   Young  Bi] 1  Bound ey, 
in  the  absence  of  George,  loaned  me  the  garage  for 
the  time  and  had  lunch  there.   I  hope  George  ^ot 
the  cartons  back  in  place  after  I  la:oiErkcd  them  all 
down  trying  to  get  into  tlie  place.   Finally  gave  up 
and  parked  the  car  -utsido  a?id  carried  the  lunch  in 
using  the  boxes  for  tabic  and  stool. 

That  Chick  Sale  edifice  was  not  Intended  to  be 
used  during  a  rain;  the  roof  is  very  much  incomplete 
and  a  shower  bath  is  included  free.   It  v/as  not 
Saturday  night  and  was  not  fully  appreciated  at  the 
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time.   George  had  gone  for  little  Bert  who  v:as  being 
dismissed  from  the  hospital  that  day,  but  Bill  shewed 
me  around  and  v/as  a  very  go^jd  substitute.   This  monu- 
ment deserves  some  imnrovemonts .   There  should  be 
a  shelter  for  visitors  and  proper  rest  rooms. 
This  monument  nocds  a  m^uscioia  and  the  ^■alls  need 
attention  in  some  places  cr  they  Y>rill  soon  be  in 
as  bad  condition  as  Abo,  i.-hich  I  visited  earlier 
this  same  dayo     Yfnen  the  road  is  made  passable  to 
Carrizo"o,  this  moniament  \'rill   get  a  lot  of  visitors 
from  66  duivn  to  the  Sands  a.id  Cavern,  and  you  v/ill 
have  to  got  ready  for  them.   Tiiis  is  a  fine 
monument . 

ViTnite  Sands. 


For  f.,ve  years  1  have  bjcn  trying  to  catch 
Tom  Charl:.s  .at  homo.   This  year  I  did,  and  had  a 
fine  lit-'.i^e  visit  with  hip'  ^rd  hi."  vv'ii'o,.   The  ^mit 
out  there  is  going  to  be  ideal,  but  I  am.  afraid 
th.it  as  tij~ao  r.  oes  on  you  -./ill  ha.-o  to  add  a  hot 
dog  stand,  f  - r  the  trad^  is  going  to  demand  ito   ,/ith 
a  short  stop  at  a  place  to  get  a  cold  drink,  -rith 
a  good  sales:-. an  behind  t'i^'  ojunter,  a  lot  o.t'  the 
d-il'sconf ort  of  the  heat  t^  rough  there  v^'-ould  be 
forgotten,  and  the  "Dude*  would  le;..ve  with  r  m.u.ch 
better  impression  of  it. 

Tom  met  all  my  expectations,  and  I  am  going 
out  there  again  sometime  and  have  another  talk  with 
him  about  his  visitors*   The  day  I  Vv'as  there  he 
had  them  up  past  the  million  mark  and  seem.ed  to 
think  that  a  very  conservative  estimate. 

Note  that  here  I  finally  found  a  custodian 
on  the  job. 

After  roving  around  to  the  Cavern  and  back 
via  El  Paso,  I  took  a  cay  off  to  run  up  to  Beaver 
Head  Lodge,  near  Alpine,  to  see  Frances.   I 
afterv/ard  returned  to  the  southern  part  of  the  state 
and  drove  over  Qnion  Saddle  to  Chiricahua. 

Personally,  I  think  it  v/ould  be  advisable  to 
erase  that  sign  which  dir.,cts  visitors  to  the  monui-ient 
by  that  route.   I  think  I  mil  append  a  note  on  what 
it  costs  a  visitor  to  do  these  monuments,  and  you  will 
see  why.   I  mentioned  this  to  you  when  I  s-^w  you  and 
Hugh  at  Headquarters,  but  I  want  it  down  in  writing 
too.   That  trip  over  the  Saddle  was  more  than  the 
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ticket  called  for  and  it  took  too  much  time  and 
disposition;  I  was  not  in  the  best  frame  of  mind 
when  I  first  saw  the  monument.  Driving  up  the 
canyon,  I  was  late  and  was  told  Frank  Fish  was 
over  across  the  creek  playing  ball  with  the  COG 
boys.  The  road  over  there  was  not  built  for  low- 
hung  cars,  and  so  I  ventured  just  so  far,  turn- 
ed back,  and  missed  him, 

I  camped  at  the  farm  cr  ranch  near  there, 
and  think  this  service  could  be  improved  also. 

Note:   Dec.  is  net  talking  about  the  Faraway  Ranch  run  by  Ed.  and 
Lillian  Riggs. 

It  looks  to  m.e  that  if  preservation  is  your 
major  pcLicy,  some  of  the  ri.oney  li-ing  c,:3nt  rt 
Ghiricaivua  could  be  spent  batter  on  sor^e  of  xne 
other  monument  p.,   I  don't  think  anyone  will  run 
off  witjr  very  many  of  the  rocks  there,  and  I 
;vould  like  to  see  some  of  that  road  money  spent 
on  Tonto  and,  perhaps,  on  some  of  the  other 
p3.aces  where  the  cost  to  the  visitor  in  time, 
money,  end  disposition  would  be  reduced. 

No  "road  money",  as  such,  is  being  spent  at  Chiricahua,  Doc.  All 
of  our  road  improvement,  construction  of  buildings,  etc.  is  being  and 
has  been  done  with  the  GGG  camp,  iJe  have  no  money  zo   transfer  to  Tonto 
and  if  we  transferred  the  camp  up  there,  a  200  man  camp  could  build 
nothing  but  a"truck  trail"  under  the  present  regulations  which  would  be 
a  terribly  inefficient  job.  Vile  are  not  building  a  road  at  Chiricahua, 
Doc,  we  are  simply  trimming  up  and  back-sloping  an  incomplete  road 
which  was  turned  over  to  us  with  the  monument  from  the  Forest  Service. 

Tumacacori: 

Louis  was  away  on  his  vacation  making  five 
custodians  away  from  their  monuments  thus  far  out 
of  six  visits.   I  am  certainly  pleased  with  the 
things  that  are  being  done  at  Tumacacori,  The  past 
six  years  have  shown  some  big  improvements  here. 
The  whole  set-up  is  O.K.,  but  I  did  want  to  see 
Louis.  Vi/ill  get  him  another  year. 

Note:   Frank  "Fish  was  on  his  monument  but  off  duty,  Doc.  having 
arrived  after  6:00  P.M.   Cy.  Harkins  was  on  his  monument,  but  busy 
away  from  headquarters,  Doq. 

Casa  Grande: 

The  bull  session  with  you  and  Hugh  took  up  so 
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Much  time  that  I  will  have  to  road  the  report  to  knovf 
what  is  going  on  there.   This  spot  is  sornevvrli^.t 
familiar  to  ne  and  I  believe  you  s^-.id  that  no  major 
changes  had  been  made.   I  do  want  to  see  a  diOrama 
or  minature  of  the  rulr.s  usod  in  the  museuiii  at  Casgi 
Grande,  so  it  will  be  more  clear  in  the  14  year  old  mind 
of  most  of  the  visitors.   I  don't  believe  that  the 
majority  of  them  fully  appreciate  it. 

It  was  L.  real  pleasure  to  seo  you  looking  and 
feeling  so  well  and  to  know   that  xicther  Pinkley  had 
lost  her  first  tooth  at  77 j  rhe  will  soon  be  ready 
for  her  second  set  or  perr^iancnt  tooth,  i-ron't  she? 
I  forgot  to  tell  her  that  I  hope  she  will  have  no 
trouble  cutting  them. 

Tonto. 


Ri chert  \:d.s  IN,  I  had  a  very  enjoyable  trip  to 
the  ruins,  and  Roland  provided  a  little  thrill  by 
having  his  p^^t  centipede  make  a  personal  appearance 
near  Inspiration  Point.  I  still  think  a  kiva  should 
be  around  there  someplace,  else  where  did  the  men  go 
to  have  a  little  game  of  poker  where  the  v/emen  folks 
could  not  bother  them? 

Make  that  road  up  to  the  ranger' s  cabin  a  better 
one  and  the  custodian  vail  have  r.:ore  time  to  tell 
about  the  ruins  and  will  have  to  use  less  in  excusing 
the  approach. 

This  visit  v/as  the  last  on  my  list  that  would 
be  of  any  interest  to  you.   I  doubled  back  to  Globe 
and  took  Highway  60  to  Shov.dow  and  a  few  m.iles  east 
cut  over  to  Concho  and  St.  Johns;  all  a  fine  road 
and  through  beautiful  countrv'-.   A  little  cold  for 
me  at  night,  but  fine  traveling.   Hade  a  short  stop 
at  Zuni  to  see  Wallace  and  then  on  to  Mesa  Verde 
to  see  the  folks  there. 

Of  course,  Jesse  Nusbaum  and  Paul  Franke  were 
both  out  of  the  park,  but  Don  litvtson  and  the  others 
were  on  the  job  and  I  had  a  little  visit  with  each. 
The  museum  there  is  about  perfect,  but  the  Mesa  is 
getting  iio  be  a  little  too  modern  and  there  is  no 
thrill  at  all  to  driving  the  Knife  Edge  or  any  of  the 
other  roads  up  there  that  a  fev/  years  ago  made  funny, 
creepy  feelings  up  and  dev\ai  your  spine.

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jNAVAJO  jNAjVJE  fOK  CHACO'S    KOCH 

By  Neil  M.  Judd 
In  your  monthly  report  for  July,  1938,  page  80,  you  ask 

whether  I  think  the  detached  cliff  b^ck  of  Pueblo  Bonito  should  hence- 
forth be  known  as  "Braced  Rock"  or  "Propped  Rock".   Either  is  preferable 
to  the  name  you  have  been  using,  but  botk  fall  a  bit  short  of  complete- 
ness in  translating  from  the  Navajo. 

Throughout  the  entire  reservation  Pueblo  Bonito  is  known 
as  t_s_e  biya  hani  a^hi  ("A  Vocabulary  of  the  Navaho  Language."   Fran- 
ciscan Fathers,  St.  Llicliaels,  Arizona,  1912c)   The  same  designation 
identified  Richard  Weth'^r^ill '  s' adjacent  trading  pist,  1895-1910,  and 
the  local  post  office,  Putnam  (after  the  iate  Irederick  V/.  Putnam.) 

Now  the  significant  point  in  the  Havajo  name,  as  explained 
to  lae  by  Mrs.  John  Wetncrill  at  Ohaco  Canyon  in  1921  and  subsequently 
by  two  of  my  old  Eava  j  o  neighbors,  is  the  rranner  in  which  the  cliff  is 
braced.   It  is  not  propped  from,  the  front,  back,  or  side  but  is  braced 
up  from  beneath,  alludijig  to  the  several  pine  poP'cs  which  the  Bonitians 
set  under  the  west  end  of  the  cliff  and  most  of  v.:hich  had  been  cut  awo.y 
with  steel  axes  long  pr'.or  to  my  studies.   An  Indian  ui^able  accurately 
to  express  himself  in  E^iglish,  or  an  interrogator  less  familiar  than 
LIrs»  Yv'etherill  with  the  Navajo  language,  laight  miss  this  fine 
distinction.   The  cliff  is  bi-aoed  up  from  beneath.   Thus,  Pueblo 
Bonito,  named  by  the  Navajo  long  before  colonisirs~f rom  the  Rio  Grande 
ever  heard  of  it,  was  distinguished  from  all  other  southwestern  ruins. 
As  "Braced  Rock"  or  "Propped  Rock"  conveys  the  idea  only  in  part  so,  also, 
does  the  abbreviation  I  have  repeatedly  used,  narnely,  '"3raced-up  Cliff." 
Depending  upon  subject,  "tse"  may  mean  either  cliff  or  rock.   If 
we  were  to  strive  less  for  economy  with  printed  \/ords,  I  am  reasonably 
sure  we  would  insist  upon  designating  the  detached  cliff  back  of 
Pueblo  Bonito  by  the  more  accurate  translation:   "The  Cliff-braced- 
up  from  beneath."

It  being  Labor  Day,  and  nothing  rushing  on  hand,  four  of 
us  gathered  in  our  office  and  started  a  taurian  session  which  lasted 
about  three  hours.   ii.s  usual,  it  seemed  they  vrcre  all  out  of  step  but 
me,  and  before  we  finished  they  had  mo  buried  under  tons  and  tons  of 
acc\imulated  evidence,  but  still  kicking. 

It  was  an  old  argument  to  the  home  folks,  but  Doc.  was  visiting 
us  from  afar  and  he  unintentionally  started  it  anew  and  we  went  over  the 
ground  again.   It  had  to  do  with  closing  the  Lontezuma  Castle  in  order 
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to  preserve  its  ancient  wn.lls  from  the  vibrations  of  traffic,  in  the 
first  phases,  and  then  it  ran  off  into  man-made  exhibits  in  nuscums 
versus  the  real  stuff. 

Doc. presented  the  thesis  that  protection  is  our  foremost 
duty;  that  those  monuments  arc  put  under  our  charge  to  be  protected 
so  that  future  generations  may  enjoy  tlicm;  tliat  showing  visitors 
through  anJEient  ruins  destroys  the  ruins  in  direct  proportion  to  the 
number  of  visitors  shovm  through:   ergo  -vvo  must  not  let  visitors  go 
through  the  ruins  so  tlic-t  we  nay  save  the  ruins  so  that  future 
generations  :nay  not  let  visiters  go  through  the  ruins  so  that  they 
may  s^ve  the  ruins  so  that******.   It  is  an  old  ar^^ument  which  runs 
back  some  thirty-odd  years  since  I  have  been  deal  ing  with  southwestern 
archaeology'-  and  when  I  first  net  it  in  those  days  it  had  some  gray 
hair  around  the  edges.   Ao  I  said  ir.  these  pages  a  couple  of  months 
age,  we  are  planning  an  Cycperincnt  aljng  thxs  line  at  Botatakin 
Ruin  as  soon  as  v/c  get  the  proper  authority,  but  wo  are  doing  it  with 
a  good  deal  of  fear  and  trembling  and  with  nothing  like  the  assurance 
that  Doc.  thought  vie   ought  to  use. 

Our  theory  in  this  is  that  posterity  has  never  done  very 
much  for  the  present  generation  and  v/hen  vre  ask  the  present  generation 
to  refrain  from  looking  into  come  ruins  so  that  posterity  may  liave 
some  ruins  to  ask  their  present  generation  to  refrain  from  looking 
into,  this  present  generation  of  ours  nay  bow  up  and  g_llow  that  if 
they  are  putting  up  the  mi^ney  for  all  this  super-protection,  they  are, 
by  George,  going  to  get  a  little  value  out  of'  tliclr  nor.ey  by  taking 
a  peek  at  the  ruins  themselves,  wear  or  no  vfoar.   Thus  wo  who  are 
giving  what  protection  i;e  can,  the  practical  pr r-tectionist,  if  you 
Virill  allo^T  the  term,  might  find  ourselves  in  Vi^hat  is  often  alluded 
to  as  a  pretty  pickle  vn.th  a  flock  of  telegram.s  going  to  various 
Gongressnen  and  official  heads  v/anting  to  know  ifhy  the  senders  were 
being  taxed  to  protect  a  ruin  for  future  taxpayers  and  so  on,  v;-ithout 
being  able  to  see  the  ruin  themselves* 

I  asked  Doc.  hov/  vie   were  to  handle  this  situation,  o.nd 
ho  said  the  thing  to  do  was  to  build  a  rvodel  and  show  the  visitors  the 
raodel.   Spend  tv/o  or  three  thousand  dollars  on  your  model  oaid  :aake 
it  precisely  like  the  ruin  only  make  it  so  you  can  dismount  it  and 
show  the  visitor  the  inside.   "This,"  ho  said,  "will  do  just  as  well 
or  better  than  taking  them  through  the  actual  ruin."   Then  he  told 
me  that  a  certain  museum  man  is  proud  of  the  fact  that  more  than 
80  per  cent  of  his  collections  were  back  in  storage  and  his  museum 
is  made  up  of  dioramas,  flat  work,  pictures,  labels,  etc*  The  idea 
behind  this  -s.eemod  to  be  that  the  less  actual  artifacts  of  tlie  ancient 
people  we  can  shov;  the  visitors,  the  better  museum  we  will  have  and 
the  better  pleased  the  visitors  i.-ill  bo. 
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Now  I  have  iny  grave  doubts  about  this.   Speaking  from  my 
limited  experience  of  handling  visitors  in  Southvj-e stern  monunents  a,nd 
Southwestern  museums,  I  should  say  the  visitor  should  be  shovm  original 
ruins  and  original  artifacts  with  whatever  labelling  and  dioramas  may 
be  absolutely  necc'ssary  to  help  him  understand  the  story  of  your  monu- 
ment, the  life  of  the  people  \ih.o   were  connected  with  it,  if  it  be 
historic  or  prehistoric,  and  its  national  significance.   Doc.  and  the 
boys  could  have  talked  another  three  hours  v/ithout  convincing  me  in  the 
least  that  the  model  of  the  Costle  was  just  ,xz    ^.ood   for  the  visitor  as 
a  trip  througli  the  Cast]  c  itself.   If  that  he   x.'-'.e  case,  why  not  make  a 
model,  very  precise  and  on  a  good  sized  scale,-  for  the  future  generation 
to  enjoy  and  then  quit  v.orrying  about  the:.i.   An:r-h3r  small  bit  of  evidence 
which  has  convinced  me  tliat  the  visitor  wj.?.?to  to  see  the  real  ruin  and 
not  a  model,  is  tliat  in  j:y  time  I  have  com'  acrors  sevrral  of   those 
ultra-consorvatibnists  r.ni   have  noticed  th::.t  they  always  vra.nt  to  keep 
all  other  visitors  out  of  the  ruins,  except  thciXHclves.   Have  you  ever 
noticed  that?   One  men,  upon  being  warned  xh™  -.v.  "-ag^vo  close  all  ruins 
in  a  certain  canyon  to  ..11  vicitors,  instead  of  applau^-^ing  the  idea 
and  saying  he  would  be  ^;iad  to  com.piy  witi:  sach  en  order  if  it  were 
issued,  said  that  it  was  a  fine  idea  to  keep  the  public  out  rnd  he, 
being  a  friend  of  the  Secretary,  could,  he  supposed,  get  a  permit  to 
enter  without  much  trouble.   Does  that  prove  my  point? 

As  good  as  your  diorama  may  be,  I  doubt  if  it  can  be  as 
good  as  the  real  thing.   If  it  were,  we  could  put  on  our  mountain  climb- 
ing clothing,  go  th  the  museum  and  stand  before  a  diorama  of  mountain 
climbers  working  their  way  up  an  intricate  cliff  climb,  and  come  back 
all  tired  out  and  with  quite  a  sun  burn.   Eut  you  can't  do  it,  at  least 
the  sun  burn* 

I  am  surprised  at  the  number  of  men  I  meet  in  this  museum 
game  who  don't  appreciate  the  huiaan  reactions  to  their  stuff.   They 
want  to  use  a  map  of  the  world  with  New  York  and  Paris  shown  in  blue; 
they  want  to  develop  the  history  of  the  airplane  since  the  Wright  boys 
first  took  off,  down  throiJgh  all  the  models;  they  want  to  show  an  exact 
model,  built  at  large  expense,  of  a  certain  plane;  and  then  they  can't 
understand  why  the  fool  public  goes  to  the  original  plane  hanging  in  the 
National  Museum  and  stands  upon  mouthed  before  that  lot  of  metal,  wood 
and  canvas  which  a  certain  tousle-headed  boy  picked  off  of  American 
soil  and  aT  little  later  set  doivn.  in  pariar;  whereas,  their  exhibit  is 
much  more  complete  and  their  model  cost  more  money  than  the  real  plane. 

We  .hear  much  talk  and  much  humor  is  spilled  over  the  old 
fashioned  museum  of  five  or  ten  years  ago  where  many  artifacts  were 
displayed  in  a  ratherheteroeeneous  manner.   On  the  other  hand,  Mary  and 
I  were  just  remarking  the  other  day,  as  we  loft  our  modern,  up-to-date, 
streamlined,  ball-bearing  museum  (still  incomplete)  at  Tunacacori,  what 
a  catastrophe  it  vrould  be  if  v/e  happened  to  run  across  Padre  Kinoes 
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original  -well-worn  robe;  it  v^ould  certainly  look  pretty  worn  and 
dingy  and  there  would  be  no  dIlico  in  the  rauseun  to  put  it;  it  would  be 
a  sort  of  different  note  which  would  not  harmonize  with  the  well- 
studied  exhibits  as  they  stand. 


Anyway,  twelve  o'clock  came  along  and  broke  up  our 
taurian  session  and  v/e  never  did  come  to  any  definite  conclusion.

I  iVe.s  pleased  with  Doc  Hall4  day's  jibe,  in  the  Septeiaber  report 
about  the  w'hite  dandn  coun^:.   "Doc"  is  a  prlvilepied  character  as 
far  as  iVliite  Sands  is  concerned.   After  his  trip  last  year,  he  paid 
the  Sands  one  of  the  highest  compliraenbs  ever  given  the  monunent. 

When  it  comes  to  "'.'hite  Sands  enthusiasts  we  have  had  but  fov/ 
wlio  topped  our  friend  Doc  ?Ialla.day;   Dr«  Gilbert  Grosvenor  perhaps, 
who  went  home  rnd  ga^'^e  us  17  pages  in  the  National  Geographic,  and 
maybe  the  woman  in  Tr.rner,  Maine,  who  stole  the  Turner  County 
flower  shov^r  last  fal„  with  a  VjTiite  Sands  table.   She  proonhlj/  had 
less  and  gave  more  than  any  other  one  ^^f  our  300,000  visitors  up  to 
dateo   But  let  me  put  Doc  right;  it  is  the  visitor  at  Vfhite  Sands 
who  is  the  enthu3iast--we  simply  count  the  cars. 

Our  outstanding  accomplishment  tlds  month  has  been  the 
completion  of  the  blacktooping  of  the  parking  area,  the  roads  to  the 
residences  and  utility  area,  and  the  tnr;-;e  miles  into  the  sand.   It 
is  a  swell  job  and  Mr.  Underbill  got  avmy  on  October  15  leaving 
instructions  to  keep  the  loose  chips  prc^erly  swept  and  uniform. 

Joe  has  been  helping  Johnny  haul  the  cedar  butts  and  the  poles 
for  the  telephone  line  and  I  think  that  job  is  about  completed. 
The  actual  work  on  the  line,  I  understand,  is  held  up  for  approval . 

The  23  miles  of  new  construction  on  Federal  Highway  I^o.  70 
is  progressing  rapidly.   The  grade  has  been  completed,  and  a  beauti- 
ful grade  it  is.   The  cluster  of  headquarters  buildings  with  the 
American  flag  in  front  will  greet  the  eastbound  tourist  fully  a 
mile  before  he  reaches  headquarters.

The  custodian  regrets  that  he  -fas  absent  from  the  mionument 
on  sick  leave  from  the  afternoon  of  September  28  to  October  16 
inclusive  and  missed  all  these  fine  people.   liov^evcr,  I  have  had 
many  fine  reports  on  the  service  rendered  by  Ranger  Brovrer  and  the 
guides  during  my  absence,  vrhich  proves  that  if  a  fellovj"  builds  up 
a  good  organization  it  can  function  just  a,s  well  without  him  as  it 
can  with  him.   My  doctor  gave  mo  no  choice  in  the  matter  and 
advised  me  to  oubmit  to  an  operation  for  r.npendicitis .   I  am  bp.ck 
on  the  job  now  and,  while  I  am  still  a  little  belovj-  normal,  I  am 
gaining  fast  and  have  begun  to  feel  fine-  again.

little  choractoro   Shots  were  made,  so  we'll  see  v/hat  wc  have  after

No  additional  vandalism  vias  '  observed  at  rny  of  those  fine 
ruins,  (Cool  Spring  House  group  was  omitted),  but  time  and  rain- 
fall are  taking  their  toll. 

Bulletin  00  (B.  A.  E.)  shovirs  a  photograph  of  Horseshoe  House 
with  a  solid  wall;  the  ivriter '  s  report  (1937)  shovi-'s  the  same  wall 
v/ith  a  great  gaping  hole  torn  through  it  by  pot-hunters,  a  photo- 
graph today  would  shovj-  an  increase  in  the  size  of  this  hole  due 
to  rocks  falling  from  the  ragged  arch. 

A  little  ID  -  CCC  stabilization  right  now  vrould  do  much  to 
preserve  this  small  edition  of  "Sun  Temple,".

The  roads  are  in  good  shape,  shov/ing  very  little  sign  of 
washing.   Several  of  the  bad  spots  have  been  fixed  tempoi-arily 
and  I'll  try  tc  get  at  the  others  a  little  later.   Tjome  four 
miles  of  improved,  graded  road  is  in  good  condition  at  the  south 
entrance.   The  south  picnic  area  is  clean  and  orderly, 

SIGNS 

The  signs  at  the  entrances  are  scarcely  legible  and  need 
repainting,  something  I'll  do  as  soon  as  I  get  green  paint. 
Maps  at  entrances  need  replacing  also.   I  have  not  nut  up  signs 
directing  visitors  to  ranger  cabin  yet,  v;aiting  until  I  can  plan 
to  be  there  more  often. 

II/IPROVELIENTS

HUTITIFG  SEASON 

The  Catalinas  and  Santa  Ritas  aro  open  and  offer  good  deer 
hunting  this  year.   I  talked  v>rith  sovcrcl  friends  in  Tucson  v\rho 
are  in  touch  ".irith  members  of  the  hunting  fraternity  and  they 
agreed  that  it  is  pretty  vvcll  understood  in  Tucson  that  the 
Rincons  and  Tanquc  Verdcs  are  closed.   This  next  v/cckend,  the 
third  in  the  hunting  season,  I'll  check  with  the  ranchers  to 
find  if  there  lias  boon  any  hunting  activity,  end   attempt  more 
active  patrol"   There  is  the  probability  that  some  vrho  have 
failed  to  get  their  deer  vj'ill  try  at  the  end  of  the  season  to 
get  one  on  the  monuiuont.   The  entire  v/cst  boundary  and  west 
part  of  the  north  bo;.mdary  arc  posted,  and  parts  of  the  south 
boundary  approaches.   The  cast  boundary  (Benron  side)  offers  a 
problem  tho.t  cannot  be  handled  with  just  one  man  on  the  .job. 

VISITORS 

I  have  made  very  little  effort  to  contact  Arisitors  o.s  yet. 
Several  contacirs  v/erc  made  during  tlie  do.y  sport  vror'-.ing  at  the 
Speedway  entrance,  and  sevoi/al  at  the  cabin.   I  do  I'ot  know  how 
I'll  ever  get  the  exact  number  who  enter  the  monumert,  or  oven 
an  approximate  number.   Here  is  a  breakdovm  of  vj-hat  little 
information  I  h>avc  for  four  days: 

Registered:  29  people.   Total  states  and  territories  represent- 
'(Sd,  eic-ht;      Mississippi,  Alabama,  Arizoiic,  Wisconsin, 
Nebraska,  Illinois,  I.iinnesota,  and  Alaska.   Tv.'o  parties  of  seven 
people  for  total  time  of  30  minutes. 

I  would  guess  that  from  150  to  175  people  have  been 
through  the  monument  during  this  one  week.   The  problem  is  to 
get  the  local  visitors  to  register.   I  tliirJc  a  notice  in  the 
Tucson  paper  stressing  the  importance  of  registering  in  about 
three  or  four  weeks,  together  v^rith  o.nnouncement  of  the  facili- 
ties available  will  help.

The  weather  man  seem.s  to  be  unable  to  make  up  his  mind. 
Early  in  the  month  the  temperatures  bef'e^n  dropping,  and  for  a 
while  we  had  typical  grey  winter  days  vrith  occasional  snow  and 
sleet  storms  on  the  San  Francisco  peaks.   Novr,  hov/ever,  the  days 
are  as  sunny  and  pleasant  as  during  the  sumimer  months.   Our 
heaviest  and  only  real  rain  was  one  tenth  of  an  inch  on  October 
seventh.   A  sleet  storm  from,  the  Peaks  turned  into  rain  before 
getting  to  Wupatki . 

GENERAL 

Aporoach  roads  to  the  monument  are  all  in  good  condition 
except  for  that  between  here  and  Sunset  Crater.   Due  to  tYie    lack 
of  moisture,  the  cinder  road  is  dangerous  to  the  inexperienced 
driver.   October  11  vie   came  back  from  Flagstaff  in  the  evening  to 
find  two  women  waiting  for  us.   They  had  gotten  stuck  in  the 
cinders  near  Sunset  and  instead  of  walking  back  to  Sunset  (three 
miles),  they  v/alked  the  14  miles  to  Wupatki  which  required  about 
six  hours.   One  of  them,  not  in  any  too  good  health,  collapsed 
after  receiving  nourishment.   It  was  then  necessary  to  place  a 
mattress  in  the  truck  and  take  her  to  town;  we  arrived  there  at 
midnight o

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YTOPATKI  (CONTD.) 

The  next  morning,  with  the  help  of  CCC  boys,  I  took  the 
car  out  of  the  cinders.  While  the  women  admitted  that  it  was 
all  tlieir  fault,  tlie  experience  was  none  toe  pleasant,  ;ind 
might  have  been  dangerous  to  the  one.   In  tvo  issues  of  the 
"Coconino  Sun"  the  poor  condition  of  the  road  was  brought  to

Wupatki  spring  was  checked  again  on  the  23rd  and  found 
to  flow  640  go  lions  per  24  hours,  an  increase  of  100  gallons 
over  lace  mon"L"'i«   Vuith  the  coming  of  t^'e  snows,  the  flov: 
should  increas'j  for  the  next  few  monthc  to  about  SOO  gallons 
per  24  hours,  if  our  previoijs  measuremer.ts  aro'  representative. 

On  October  10,  a  government  trapper  cam.e  to  the. ruin. 
He  accused  soino  of  the  loc^l  Navajos  of  steal: --og  hj.s  trrps. 
He  had  tracked  them  to  this  point  and  vjus  very   sure  of  his 
evidence,,   I,  knov/ing  the  character  of  the  bc'/s,  v.a-  a  bit 
dubious.   After  talking  with  them  and  going  ovor  t.\^  eviaence 
again,  he  fou.id  thrt  the  boys  had  nothing  to  eo  v/it'i  the  ■•.rapso 
Vfe  did,  howevei-,  fiiil  that  the  son  of  o?.e  of  \.he  ti  ..-.--sien^ 
Navajos  had  taken  traps  fr^^ra  this  man  last  suiiimer..   These  were 
returned. 

The  engineering  crew  headed  by  A.  W.  Shirley  left  on  the 
29th  to  do  some  work  at  Sunset  Crater   and  then  go  on  to  ojiother 
job.   They  did  not  finish  v^ith  all  the  nccess.'..ry  to  jography, 
but  the  survey  is  supposed  to  continue  under  "che  di.rction  of 
the  engineer  from  Camp  I'IM-5-A.   I!r.  Shirley  has  not  been  able 
to  do  anything  because  of  a  lack  of  equipment. 

The  BPR  survey  of  the  road  bot'.7ecn  here  and  Highway  89 
has  not  started  yet,  but  is  planned  for  the  first  of  IJovembero 

At  the  suggestion  of  Naturalist  King,  I  am  going  to  submit 
my  idea  for  a  "nature  trail"  to  illustrate  points  of  interest 
along  the  roads  within  the  monument  and  betYirecn  Vfupatki  and 
Sunset  Cj-ater.   Having  overcome  objections  at  Casa  Grcjide  by 
calling  the  nature  trail  there  a  "desert  tro.il",  I  am  wondering 
Vifhether  or  not  I  should  call  this  one  the  "Cinder  trail". 
Also  planned  for  the  coming  month  is  a  report  on  the  possible 
features  of  interest  vfhich  should  be  considered  in  planning  a 
Sunset-'Yupatki  loop  road.   Objections  to  L;,mdon  Hargrave's 
proposed  bird  trap  for  Wupatki  Virore  overcome  and  I  am  now  having 
merchants  in  Flagstaff  save  onion  sacking  which  vdll  replace  the 
more  expensive  fish  netting.

There  has  been  no 
great  change  take  place  this  month  at  the  m^onument  and  not  so 
much  to  report  outside  of  the  visit  of  the  N.P.S.  officials  on 
September  27. 

VISITORS 

There  has  been  a  gradual  dropping  off  of  the  visitors  to  the 
fort,  69  for  October  as  com_pared  with  117  for  September.   The 
local  travel  has  been  more,  due  to  the  fact  that  the  stock  sales 
are  on  and  herds  being  moved  to  the  •v.'-inter  range,  count  179  for 
the  month.   Then  \vc   have  had  20  use  the  camp  area  for  lunching  and 
camping. 
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Among  the  visitors  vrerc   NoP.S.  officials:   Dr.  Charles  N. 
Gould,  W.  B.  McDougall,  Harvey  Cornell,  Al  Kuchl,  all  of  Santa 
Fe,  New  Mexico;  Edwin  MoKee,  naturalist,  of  Grand  Canyon 
National  Park;  and  JJr.  Harold  Hawkins  and  Ivlrs.  Hawkins  from  the 
Washington  Office.   These  men  were  hero  on  Septombor  27  looking 
over  the  ground  for  a  proposed  nature  trail  and  geological 
exhibit  on  the  hill  back  of  the  fort. 

The  visit  'of  thoGO  men  was  greatl^^  enjoyed  and  I  v/ant  them 
to  come  again  rnd  stay  lon^^cr  if  they  can  find  the  time.

VJEATHER 

My  weather  record  sho",Ts  that  vie   had  a  number  of  cloudy  and 
stormy  days  the  f orepar  L  of  the  month  putting  anov';  in  the 
mountains  o.nd  ending  up  vfith  a  good  killing  ir'ost  the  night  of 
October  16.   T}iOro  have  bocn  ten  stormy  and  cioudy  days,  seven 
partly  cloudy  days,  and  15  clear  days  this  month. 

CCC  ACTIVITIES 

I  continued  to  use  the  dump  truck  and  six  beys  cleaning 
the  diversion  ditch  of  sand  that  was  vj'ashcd  in  by  the  Aup-ust 
storms.   This  vras  finished  October  10.   Thinking  that  vre  needed 
some  materials  for  some  of  the  other  projects  more  than  vre 
needed  to  use  the  money  to  fill  in  the  vj-ash,  I  turned  the  truck 
and  four  boys  back  to  the  camp,  keeping  triTO  for  the  rest  of  the 
week  to  do  some  cleaning  up  of  weeds  and  dead  trees  at  the  menu- 
mont.   At  present  I  haven't  any  of  the  CCC  boys  vforliing  for  me. 

On  October  14,  65  novi  be^'-s  came  in  to  fill  up  the  camp  and 
by  Sundaj'  night  15  of  tliem  had  gone  over  the  hill  headed  for  home. 

MISCELLANEOUS 

I  have  destroyed  tivo  house  cats  this  past  month  and  still 
have  several  more  to  get  tha.t  have  been  brought  in  by  some  of  the 
CCC  boys  from  the  nearby  to^wns.   I  have  out  some  No.  4  steel  traps 
in  which  I  hone  to  get  them  (the  cats). 

The  leaves  on  the  trees  are  turning  yellow  and  it  won't  be 
long  till  they  are  all  off,  filling  up  the  ponds,  ditches  and  the 
lower  rooms  of  the  fort  when  the  wind  blovfs. 
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With  the  Gxcoptior.  of  having  my  v/inter  v\rood  and  coal  supply, 
I  believe  the  monument  is  in  good  shape  to  v/itlistand  the  winter 
this  year,  and  I  am  planning  work  so  that  I  will  have  something 
to  do  no  matter  what  kind  of  v/eather  Vire  have.

On  the  night  of  October  9  Y\re  got  a  heavy  freeze  vdii'ih  df^r.troyed 
all  the  late  b3ans  and  caused  a  tremendous  loss  to  f  t^rm.or^j  o 

Regional  Engineer  Diehl  and  wife  visited  the  monument  on 
September  25.   Hr,  Diehl  inspected  tlie  pumping  systom  and  the 
roads,  and  most  of  the  month  has  been  spent  in  making  the  suggested 
improvements . 

The  heavy  rain  of  the  summer  caused  a  small  lake  to  form  dovm. 
near  the  village  but  now  that  the  vrater  is  practically  dried  up, 
the  birds  arc  coming  to  the  monument  ani  it  keeps  one  of  us  busy 
filling  up  the  bird  baths.   There  are  only  about  12  species  of 
birds  represented  but  they  com.e  in  by  the  hundreds, 

Mountainair  business  men  Trent  to  Santa  Fo  one  day  last  week 
and  brought  back  with  them  several  display  cases  and  a  quantity 
of  the  material  excavated  by  t]ie  UnivcrGity  of  Nev/  Mexico  at  the 
ruins  of  Quarai.   Temporarily  the  m.atorlal  v/ill  be  on  display  in 
the  Mountainair  auditorium^ 

The  vrork  of  excavation  at  the  Abo  ruin  seems  to  be  going  on 
satisfactorily  but  owing  to  the  later  occupation  of  the  ruins  by 
Mexican  people,  very  little  of  the  Indian  and  Mission  material  has 
been  found.   Considerable  repairs  arc  being  made  to  the  portion  of 
the  Mission  wall  still  standing  and  many  of  the  smaller  rooms  arc 
being  c loaned  out. 

Plans  are  being  made  in  Mountainair  to , improve  the  roads 
leading  to  several  ruins  in  that  vicinity  thus  making  the;:i  miore 
accessible  to  the  traveling  public.

The  copper  industry  shows  an  improvement  as  to  prices  during 
the  month,  rjid  it  is  reported  the  Shattucl:  Dcnn  Mine  near  Bisbco 
is  preparing  to  start  operations  again.   A  number  of  road  projects 
arc  under  construction  and  are  being  let  for  construction  in  the 
near  future,   R /-^.re  conditions  arc  better  than  they  have  been  for 
a  good  many  years  in  ^^lo  county.   Cattle  are  fat  and  some  stoc]-aiicn 
vrcre  able  to  put  up  hr.y  due  to  the  abundo^ice  of  grass  on  their  ranges. 
Some  restocking  has  been  done  in  areas  of  abundant  feed. 

The  weather  has  been  dry  and  yrarn  with  cool  nights.   I^illing 
frosts  hav:;  occurred  in  the  higher  elevat.i  ens  of  the  Gliiricahuas . 
Shovifcrs  occurred  on  tlio  first  and  third  of  the  nonth.   Leaves  of 
deciduous  trees  and  ?hrubs  o.ro  turning  color  due  more  to  the  dry 
weather  tlian  any  cold. 

Visitors  show  a  decided  decline  over  the  corresponding 
period  of  last  year.

A  mistake  was  made  in  travel  figures  for  the  month  cf  Septem- 
ber.  Visiters  for  the  month  to  the  23rd  inclusive  numbered  819 
instead  of  576. 

Approach  roads  have  been  in  good  shape  but  dusty.   The  oil 
surfacing  has  been  completed  from  Elfrida  to  McNeil  and  recent  word 
informs  us  an  additional  10  miiles  will  be  surfaced  from  LIcNeil  tc 
Douglas.   Upon  coiripletion  cf  this  10  mile  section, there  will  be 
continous  pavement  fromi  Douglas  to  a  point  10  miles  north  of 
Elfrida.   The  "I'jillcox-LIonument  read  has  been  re-aligned,  graded, and 
ditched.   It  i s  expected  that  construction  will  start  soon  en  a 
county  road  through  Apache  Pass  to  top  the  Benson-Stein's  Pass  road 
that  is  under  re- alignment  and  gra,ding  operations  preparatory  for 
surfacing. 

Deer  hunting  season  opened  October  16,  and  to  date  no  known 
trespassing  has  occurred  on  the  monument.  I^ato  boys  were  warned  to 
keep  ©\it  after  they  had  unknowingly  entered  on  the  south  boundary. 
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We  have  attempted  to  get  in  contact  with  all  sportsmen  camping 
near  the  boundaries  and  give  them  information  concerning  the  area 
with  the  rules  and  regulations  pertaining  to  hunting.   Local  people 
have  helped  us  immensely  by  informing  all  parties  they  contact  and 
this  aid  is  appreciated  and  it  is  felt  has  done  a  lot  of  good. 

Park  Service  officials  visiting  the  monument  this  month  v;ere: 
Al  Bicknell,  Jack  Haile,  Al  Kuehl,  and  Charles  Carter. 

Maps  for  gas  installations  are  bei'Ag  prepared  for  the  approval 
of  the  Director  and  vjill  be  fonvarded  tc  Coclidge  in  the  near  future. 

A  number  of  young  Chiricahua  Red  Siuirrols  have  been  noticed 
lately.   These  squirrels  appear  to  be  mere  numercus  than  in  the  past. 

At  the  Faraway  Ranch  one  can  ride  close  to  the  deer  that  have 
been  rais3d  in  the  ore  :r.rd.   The  other  evciAng   ti//o  does  and  a  young 
buck  were  noticed  harvesting  Ed's  and  Lillian's  a.ppl&s. 

Speaking  of  apr)].cs,  it  seems  a  CCC  enrol]  ee  recently  pur- 
loined some  gresn  ones  and  tlie  lieutenant_,  fincing  them  on  him, 
appropriated  them.   However  the  lieutenant  started  munching  the 
sinful  fruit  and  early  the  next  morning  called  in  the  aid  o^''  the  doc- 
tor.  Needless  to  say  the  "Doc"  fixed  him  up  and  the  lieutenant  was 
able  to  eat  supper  the  next  evening.

Four  hundred  square  yards  of  rock  banks  were  sloped  on 
Bonita  Highway  three  and  one- half  miles  north  of  the  Sugar  Loaf 
truck  trail  intersection.   Materials  were  used  to  widen  fill  sections, 
Six  hundred  square  yards  of  banks  vj-ere  sloped  one  mile  west  of 
Bonita  Park.   Rock  materials  v^ere  used  in  the  elimination  of  borrow 
pits,  and  dirt  was  used  in  dressing  fill  slopes. 

A  gravel  pit  was  opened  near  the  rock  quarry  and  one-half 
mile  of  Bonita  Highway  surfaced  near  the  monument  boundary.   Ditches 
and  culvert  basins  were  cleaned  between  the  Administration  Building 
and  the  monuirient  boiondary. 
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■.\'crk  was  resumed  en  the  Administration  Building  furniture 
and  exhibit  cases  October  17,   It  is  hoped  that  this  project  now 
can  be  carried  through  to  completion  without  further  interruptions, 
The  carpentry  crew  worked  the  entire  month  fabricating  benches, 
cabinets,  doors,  etc.,  for  the  utility  group  at  Casa  Grande 
National  Monument. 

Jack  Haile  inspected  the  camp  October  19   and  20  ,    Al 
Kuehl  and  uharles  Carter  arrived  October  19  and  layed  out  the 
landscapi;;.'];  vrork  for  the   Headquarters  Area..   It.  Carter  vfill 
remain  several  days  to  draw  up  plans.

VISITORS 

Visitors  to  Bandelier  totaled  613  arriving  in  192  cars  from 
21  states  and  seven  foreign  countries.   Vfashington,  D.  C  had  15 
representatives.   There  were  59  field  trips  and  41  museum  parties 
with  6,050  minutes  spent  in  the  field  with  visitors  and  770 
minutes  in  the  museum;  our  field  trips  had  231  visitors  and  the 
museum  showed  a  total  attendance  of  147  visitors. 

GENERAL  .   ' 

The  month  of  October  has  been  very  fair  vdth  cocl  nights  and 
warm  clear  days.   A  very  heavy  rain  storm  on  October  7  washed  the 
road  quite  badly,  and  it  was  necessary  to  send  a  crew  of  men  with  a 
truck  to  the  Otowi  Hill  Road  to  repair  that  section  of  highway. 

The  road  oiling  of  the  entrance  road  has  been  completed  o.nd 
the  clean-up  is  proceeding  satisfactorily  along  the  right-of-way. 

Visitor  travel  has  been  way  below  normal,  the  only  reason 
we  have  to  offer  is  that  there  are  no  tourists  traveling. 
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This  month  was  320  be],ow  a  like  rncnth  in  1937.   The  road  from 
Pojoaque  has  been  in  the  worst  possible  condition  and  in  order 
to  reach  Santa  Fe  a  detour  around  by  Espanola  has  been  necessary 
on  several  occasions.   There  is  a  general  movement  in  Santa  F^ 
by  business  men  for  a  new  highway,  or  major  iiiprovements  tc  the 
present  Highway  285  from  the  south.   Improvement  of  this  highway 
would  increase  our  visitor  travel  to  the  monument  as  this  highway 
would  give  an  outlet  to  southern  Colorado  through  Taos. 

Thn  visitors  to  the  monument  at  this  tiire  of  year  are  by 
far  the  hardest  -co  in^c^rest  in  guided  trip.-?,  t.»-oy  much  prefer  to 
go  by  the-.nselvos  as  t^.:ey  are  nearly  all  local  people  from  Santa 
Fe  with  I'riends  from  the  East.   This  type  cf  vj  sitor  is  hard  to 
dispense  v.'ith  and,  if  vre  are  to  insist  en  their  being  guided, 
they  resent  this  attitjde  of  the  park  Ser-'ice^  muinly  due  to  the 
fact  they  nave  been  h^- 1  o  several  times  b'-^^fore  S-id   would  ratrier  do 
the  telling  in  front  of  their  friends  tha-i  have  some  one  else  do 
it. 

Hunting  soason  is  acproaching.   Deer  and  turkey  are  quite 
numerous,  occasional  signs  of  bear  are  noted  in  the  oust  of  the 
trail  along  the  upper  roaches  of  the  canyon.   Ji.mccs  huve  r-rturned 
to  the  canyon,  the  firiit  being  noted  on  October  12   .   Also  the 
quail  planted  here  last  spring  have  been  observed  above  the  Cere- 
monial Cave,  that  is,  some  cf  them,  have,  apparently  aboiit  a  dozen 
escaped  the  bob-cat  that  dug  into  their  pen.

I  would  like  to  comr.iend  some  one  for  the  way  the  monument 
was  kept  during  my  absence.   Everything  vvas  cleaner  and  neater  than 
when  I  left. 

I  understand  there  has  been  some  winter  weather,  but  we   are 
now  enjoying  the  finest  Y/eather  of  the  year,  there  is  no  v/ind  and 
the  days  are  clear  and  cool.   The  trees  have  changed  color,  but  the 
leaves  haven't  fallen  yet»   All  we  need  is  more  visitors. 

Several  deer  have  been  shot  around  the  monument  boundaries  a 
Three  bucks  and  two  does  have  stayed  near  the  stone  quarry,  and 
had  become  rather  fam.iliar  with  the  crew  working  there.   One  of  the 
bucks  was  shot  recently,  and  ran  to  the  quarry.   The  hunter  follov/ed 
in  a  car,  and  brought  the  buck  down  as  the  boys  looked  on.   As  the 
quarry  is  outside  the  monument  boundaries,  the  hunter  vfas  perfectly 
within  his  rights  in  killing  this  practically  tame  deer.

LIUSEUM  AND  EDUCATION 

"■liihile  on  annual  leave,  the  custodian  and  E.oC.J  P..  visited 
the  Peabody  Museum  in  New  liaven,  the  ^'■mericcji  Iluscum  of  Natural 
History  in  Now  '^^ork  City,  and  the  ^''iold  I 'us  cum  in  Chicago.   Various 
officials  of  these  institutions  were  contacted,  all  of  whom  were 
most  courteous  and  helpful,  and  considerfible  information  on 
museum  preparation  technique  for  snakes  and  insects  v/as  obtained, 
OS  well  as  a  lot  of  ncv'  slants  on  museums. 

Host  of  the  information  obtained  on   preparation  of  insects 
for  exhibits  as  life  mounts  was  in  the  form  of  suggestions  rather 
than  as  tried  and  true  tcchniquoo  We  were  much  surprised  to 
find  that  our  little  75  cent  homemade  insect  case  and  the  insects 
vrith  which  we  have  filled  it  from  our  OMm   work  hero  at  Montezuma 
Castle  constituted  the  most  effective  insect  exhibit  we  have  seen. 
This  is  not  intended  as  a  boast,  but  as  a  statement  of  fact. 
Our  homemade  life  mounts  of   insects  had  retained  form,  and  in 
some  cases,  color,  better  than  those  we  savf  in  the  East. 

The  most  comprehensive  data  we  obtained  on  insect  preparation 
was  by  letter  from  Richard  Lewis  Post,  head.  Department  of  Ento- 
mology, Ward's  Natural  Science  Establishment,  Ire,  Rochester, 
New  York.

The  reason  for  all  this  talk  about  insects  is  bccai,ise 
I  v/ish  to  stress  a  very  significant  point:   v;e  have  established 
at  Montezuma  Castle,  after  a  year's  trial,  the  proof  that  a 
display  of  native  insects  of  the  larger  and  more  spectacular 
varieties,  in  life  poses,  is  one  of  the  strongest  drawing  cards 
of  the  v>rhole  museum.   Some  people  will  look  at  the  insects  and 
ask  questions  about  them  for  15  minutes,  vfhile  ct  least  80  per- 
cent of  the  visitors  of  all  ages  are  definite!-"-  in-'';erested  in 
them.   So  if  an,/body  else  in  this  organi^::.tic:J  a-:'i-"^  to  add  a  lot 
of  tone  to  any  nature  L  hist':^ry  adjunct  t)   his  rn:  ~   r.  m^  let  us 
urgently  suggest  thar  Le  tackle  the  pres  ..rvatioj'    insects  and 
their  exhibitio'i  in  li"..'e  poses.   You  cm  make  yc /^  l -m  case  for  a 
dollar,  E'nd  if  you  do.i't  know  anything  aocut  hov  uc  fix  your  insects, 
you  at  least  know  almost  as  much  as  the  scienti £"':-";  do  about  it.

A  proposed  relocation  of  the  road  via  Cornville  from  Highway

Beginning  Occober  4,  the  temDeraturcs  licv<s   at  "!;.sa  Gi-ande  have 
been  considerably  lower  than  for  the  past  five  iuoni.'.Sj  on  the  first, 
second,  and  fourth,  the  maximum  vras  100  degrees,  oven;  but  since 
that  time,  92  degrees  is  the  highest  reo.dingo   S.:veral  nights  during 
the  month  showed  minimuFi  readings  of  less  than  40  degrees,  the 
closest  to  freezing  being  32.3,  recorded  on  the  17th. 

A  very  light  shovrcr,  less  tho.n  .01  inch  in  the  gauge,  occurred 
on  the  first,  but  v/ith  that  exception,  no  rain  fell  during  the  entire 
month.   Several  rather  bad  dust  storms  blevj'  up  during  the  month, 
the  worst  on  October  15,  virhcn  it  v/l.s  almost  impossible  to  see  across 
the  parking  area  to  the  picnic  ground  during  a  portion  of  the  after- 
neon.

Colder  devs   have  been  responsible  for  she  -ter  'crips,  the  ti'ip  time 
dropping  rapidly  aft'-\r  visitors  have  pasn^cl  the  north'^ast  corner 
of  the  ro"!!-:  and  i^cne   around  on  the  colder  nortr.  side  out  of  the  sun- 
light.  Before  much  l:.-iger,  very  fev^r  visicors  w..ll  rttrmpt  the 
inspection  of  inscriptions  on   that  cold  north  r.idc.   Oi^r  office 
visits  have  been  fevi  and  short,  due  to  the  conytructior.  of  the 
addition  to  the  old  cabin  and  the  consequ^^nt  croivdin-.;  of  to';  old 
room  as  materiel  v/as  moved  around  to  make  space  for  the  work  on  the 
cutting  through  of  a  nsM   doorvray. 

YfEATIiER 

Apparently  more  as  a  promise  than  just  a  threat,  the  skies 
have  scattered  a  fev\r  light  flurries  of  snow  at  us  during  the  months 
Temperatures  have  gone  dovm,  18  degrees  being  minimum,  for  the 
month,  end  80  degrees  being  maximum.   Vfe  have  had  but  little  preci- 
pitation, and  the  local  farmers  are  hoping  for  good  snowfall  during 
the  winter,  the  ground  being  very  dry.

January  first.   The  new  room  //as  completed  v/ith  little  additional 
expense,  rnd  i-vo  arc  now  living  in  ifco   It  measures  16  by  20  foot 
in  size,  and  is  made  of  condernjied  railroad  tins.   Tvro  v;-indows  wore 
put  in  the  east,  or  front  side,  aixd  the  new  floor  level  constructed 
17  inches  below  the  level  of  the  floor  ir  the  old  shed,  with  the 
result  tliat  we  ha'^^e  over  nine  feet  of  hec.droom  in  the  fi"ont  of  the 
new  roomo  TTorl:  still  ctpes  on,  the  cu^todi'ui  chinking  between 
all  ties  with  oakum  and,  vifn:  le  this  chirk^.r.g  is  not  yet  completed, 
the  room  is  livable  and  gives  us  the  great. .st  amount  of  space  we 
have  had  i.i  four  years,  with  the  exceptio.i  of  thu  spree  in  "l-ne 
de  Chelly  nouso,  vrhich  we  occupied  but  o--iefly.   The  custocian  is 
now  completing  a  long  table  built  against  the  east  wall  of  the  new 
room^  under  the  windows »   It  is  16  feet  in  length,  nnd  is  zc   be  the 
office  desk,  laboratory  table^  lecture  ta.Dle,  cte.   Cuite  a  little 
work  remains  to  be  done  on  the  room,  but  this  will  involve  no 
expensoa   "lith  anything  like  a  normal  winter,  construction  of  the 
custodian's  residence  v\rill  be  interrupted  by  far-belo^-r- free  zing 
tem.peratures,  so  the  nev;  room  v/ill  be  i.  blessing  during  the  coming 
winter. 

INSCRIPTIONS 

The  latex  molding  compound  was  received  recently,  and  preli- 
minary experincnts  conducted  on  a  fragment  of  sandstone.   I'iss  Bertha 
Button  of  the  llcv/  Mexico  State  Museum  who  was  visiting  here  with  her 
father  and  Kiss  Hulda  Hobbs,  also  of  the  Museum,  v/rote  "Paso  per 
aqui"  on  this  fragment  of  stone,  the  custodian  carved  this  lightly 
into  the  rock,  the  latex  molding  compound  v/as  applied,  and  stripped 
from  the  stone  within  a  fevi  hours.   A  perfect  irapression  was  obtained 
every  tiny  sand  grain  shelving  perfectly.   This  vj-eek  the  first  anpli- 
cation  to  one  of  the  newer  (1857)  inscriptions  was  made,  and  a 
beautiful  impresaion  obtainedo 

lYork  on  the  old  Spanish  inscriptions  is  to  begin  the  coning 
week.   This  process  seems  just  about  perff^ct  for  our  requirements, 
and  shortly  we  expect  to  send  to  your  office  the  first  of  the 
resulting  rubber  molds »   In  a  few  days  the  custodian  hopes  to  obtain 
some  plaster  of  Paris  to  use  in  making  some  experimental  casts. 
Detailed  records  and  photographs  will  be  made,  of  course,  for  the 
files.   The  amount  of  material  received  vj-ill  be  sufficient  for  only 
a  few  molds,  but  the  results  obtained  are  of  such  gre:\t  value  that 
they  will  more  than  justify  the  expense  of  the  purchase  of  a  quan- 
tity needed  for  the  making  of  molds  of  each  of  the  early  Spanish 
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inscriptions.   It  is  believed  that  dilutior.  of  this  material  and 
applicatio.a  of  it  by  spraying  r;ill  prove  most  practicable  for  our 
purposes,  in  order  to  a\''oid  the  formation  of  air  bubbles  Virhich 
occasionally  rosult  from  application  of  the  material  with  a  brush. 
Your  office  will  be  kept  advised  of  the  progress  of  this  work.

The  rronth  has  been  a  'i'^vj   busy  one,  in  spib^  o'*^  the  dropping 
off  in  visitor  attendance.   !.ost  of  the  tine  Jlcs  bec^n  tak,:n  up  vri.th 
the  const.ruction  of  tl^e  new  room,  but  tliero  has  been  considerable 
activity  here  otherwise.   I'iro  ^x.  17.  Shirley  aij.d  his  crew  conducted 
survey  operations  her'e  dur:"ng  the  month.   Incidentally,  Bos:,  the  rock 
must  havu  eroded  av/ay  romarlcably  during  the  posb  few  days.   The 
informational  po.mphlets  that  used  to  be  distributed  here  '^ave  the 
height  of  the  rock  as  300  feet,  and  v,rhen  Shirley  and  nis  crev; 
measured  it,  it  turned  out  to  be  only  1C9  feet  in  hcighto   Possibly 
the  cold  vjeather  has  caused  it  to  contract. 

Jack  Diehl  paid  us  a  quick  visit  during  the  month.   Last  night 
we  had  tJie  great  pleasure  of  meeting  Carolie  IIcKinney  for  the  first 
time,  she  and  Lewis  having  driven  dov/n  to  deliver  more  of  the  Latex 
molding  compound  Dale  had  left  at  Chaco.  \Jg   enjoyed  their  visit 
tremendously.   They  camped  in  their  new  truck,  since  ti/ro  other 
visitors  were  occupying  the  now  room,  and  another  wo.s  occupying  the 
kitchen.

The  problem  of 
communication  with  the  outside,  thought  to  be  solved,  becom^es 
something  of  a  worry.   The  custodia?i's  short  ^«j-avc  transmitter,  i^rhich 
was  being  put  tlirough  rigid  tests  in  Long  Island,  New  York, 
happened  to  be  right  in  the  path  of  the  recent  hurricane  that  devas- 
tated so  much  of  that  part  of  the  country.  V/e  are  sorry  tu  reiurt  that 
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to   dfite  vre  havn  heard   nothing  relc.ti.-ve  to   i/hother  or  not   it 
survived  the  storn,    but  cro   hoping   it  cojno  through  it   safely. 
If  it  did  not,   another  vill  bo   constructel,    and   it  is   hoped   that 
communication  vfith  tliC   outside  vfill   be  nairtainod    during   the 
v/intcr,    in  the   event  v.-e  become   snovifbound  for  cjiy  length  of 
t  ime .

Another  month  rolls  around  and  de  Ch--,lly  b=.G  bce--T  sii.ipl;/-  one 
grand  wor.'d  of  ios  own^   Th-';  Indiaiir.  ha-vo  cert.'-Vily  1 --jn  Liisy  with 
their  har'^est,  drying,  peaches,  corn,  stor.'.ng  melons,  ^tc.   It  is 
getting  to  be  an  old_,  old  stoi^y,  but  Boss,  v^rordj  really  can  not 
do  justice  to  the  wonders  of  de  Chelly.   I'his  is  especially  ''.rue 
in  the  sp:^ing  and  fall.   Visitors  simply  i.iarvel  at  the  si|;;^-h'.c  that 
we  are  able  to  show  them.   If  any  one  monurs.ent  shows  itself  LOid 
sells  itself  to  ohe  public,  it  is  de  Chelly.   Pile  after  pile  of 
corn  is  seen  with  from  one  to  several  women  husking,  and,  of 
course,  the  pile  of  hushed  ears  vfith  the  many  colors  of  the  Indian 
corn.   This  spread  out  to  dry  on  both  the  ground  and  the  hogpji 
tops  is  truly  a  eight,  especially  looking  dovm  on  it  from  a  five 
hundred  to  one  thousand  foot  cliff.   One  of  the  sad  features  of 
the  fall  is  that  the  Indians  are  moving  out  and  it  will  now  be  only 
a  matter  of  several  v,roeks  until  there  will  be  little  life  in.  the 
canyons  until  spring.   A  cold  snap  about  the  middle  of  the  month 
made  us  all  hurry  around  a  bit  for  fear  v;e  might  got  an  e&rly  vfintor. 
It  has  bro]cen  novx  and  vre   are  going  through  a  wonderful  Indian 
summer.   The  canyons  are  both  flowing  soinc  now  and  ¥J-ill  until  spring, 

This  travel  month  started  with  a  gro-ap  frori   the  Sierra  Club  of 
Southern  Californiao   Ton  members  v\rcre  in  for  tv/o  and  one   half 
doys  although  not  on  our  aiea  that  much  tiriO.   They  were  a  splen- 
did group,  and  I  enjoyed  their  visit  very  much.   I  noticed  in 
shomng  them  around  at  Antelope  House  in  Del  Muerto  t'lat  one  of  the 
recent  storms  had  washed  in  under  oiir  fence  built  early  l?i.st  spring. 
This  means  that  some  way  will  have  to  be  provided  for  protection 
froLi  washingo   The  road  to  Mummy  Cave,  while  never  much  of  a  road, 
is  becoming  more  and  more  in  need  of  repair  and  I  feel  that  the 
Park  Service  should  do  something  about  it  if  for  no  other  roason 
than  to  facilitate   inspections. 
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Munrny  Cave  is  certainly  one  of  the  mr.in  f c  -turos  of  the  rionunent. 
You  will  liear  more  about  thic  later  in  a  spcci-^l  report. 

While  v;e  are  on  the  subject  of  roadc,  I  night  mention  that 
the  Indian  Service  is  still  v,'orki2-ig  on  the  Ganado-Chin  Lee  road 
and  in  time  this  will  be  a  splendid  piece  of  road  and  will  mean 
that  many  visiters  will  be  coming  in  that  nisc  ur.  now.   Other 
approach  roads  are  being  improved  and  there  ic  little  doubt  but 
thot  a  short  time  vidll  mean  many  more  visitors. 

General  details  of  the  nonuraont  have  been  in  line  ivith  regular 
routine.   The  canyons  are  dry  in  the  lov^er  portions  and  running  more 
and  mors  from,  the  upper  ends.   The  vari'jus  Services  ho.ve  been 
very  coop-^rative  in  ai.y  thing  that  has  co;  c  up  .  th.;  I.idian  Irri- 
gation Service,  fnr  iiistance,  in  helping  u.s  m  th  our  pum.p  that  had 
an  exhaurt  val^-e  stick  and  was  i"i  need  of  a  res  eat » 

The  visitors  for  the  month  tota]  131  rrhicli  is  al.out  nxi   a  par 
with  the  same  month  lest  yerro   Several  cneng';c  -all  bo  m.aoe  in 
the  reports  that  follow  in  accordance  with  recent  m;m-oro.nda. 
The  vj-eather,  after  all  my  bra'^ging,  is  Gomowhat  cloudy  and,  -with 
a  trip  up  the  canyons  tomorro'7,  I  am  sure  hoping  it  I'olds  eff  for 
another  do.Vo   w'ill  lot  you  laiow  more  about  tl-iis  part  of  it  in  the 
next  report.

Visitors  this  month,  3,500. 

We  have  had  approximately  3,500  visitors  this  month,   I  have 
been  able  to  get  a  fairly  n.ccurate  count  this  month  as  I  have  been 
working  on  the  monument  most  of  the  time,  aiid  have  met  quite  a 
number  of  very  interested  and  interesting  people  from  Kansas, 
Oklahoma,  Colorado,  Texas,  California,  IIcvv"  York,  New  Mexico,  and 
possibly  m.ore  than  a  dozen  other  States.   Heading  the  list  was  one 
from  Arizona,  my  o.ssistant  superintendent,  Hugh  Miller,  accompanied- 
by  Jack  Diehl  from  Santa  Fe.   This  is  the  first  trip  for  Ilr.  Miller 
to  this  monum.ent  and  he,  like  Mr.  Pinkley,  vi^as  in  a  big  rush  to 
get  back.   Both  of  vou  are  cordially  invited  to  return  an^''  time. 


Yifeather  has  been  slm^ply  grand  all  i.ionth  v/ith  som.e  rain  and  no 
wind,  and  very  "vra-rm  all  through  the  month;  in  fact,  the  trees  here 
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have  not  r.s  yet  lost  their  folia^^o.   Our  big  crop  of  pinon  nuts 
has  not  turned  out  so  good  r.s  v.^e  find  most  of  thcr.i  are  blightedo 
However,  the  birds  and  squirrels  laaov;  the  good  ones  frora  the  bad  end 
we  have  an  extra  lar.f^^e  nunber  of  birds,  squirrels,  and  deer. 

I  cme   very  near  a  very  large  bob  cat  one  day  last  week  on 
the  road,  and  we  still  have  plenty  of  porcupineso 

The  extreme  hard  wind  we  had  during  the  sum.ier  brought  dovvTL 
sone  30  rr  40  trees  just  above  the  road  onu,  ixc,    they  v/ere  dying 
and  bccoriinr  ho.-^ts  f'-^r   the  Ipc  beetles,  they  iirvo  all  been  renoved 
and  the  road  has  been  cleaned  thoroughly,   VTith  tlie  v.orl:  I  expect 
to  do  to'i.iorrow,  the  read  vj'ill  be  in  firrt  claoc  condition  again. 

The  fence  has  all  been  changed  as  requested  by  I'ir.  rilllor  and 
I.tr.  pirijcley,  a  certair.  twenty  four  inch  culvert  has  boon  d\.  g  up, 
fill  nadc  and  relocated  as  per  request  of  :ir.  I'lehlv   Seven  badly 
washed  pj.aces  hove  been  fil?,  ch±   some  of  thorn  begimiing  as  r.Li.ch   as 
30  feet  bolovf  tl-'O  roa-'  ixnd   .i'illed  to  the  level  of  the  road  with 
rock  and  oindei-s-,   Al'-  in  all,  the  oust;  dian  r.nd  helpers  have  never 
put  out  such  hard  nan-.-al  labor  as  vj-e  have  this  raonth  for  xfe   found 
so  much  that  really  needed  to  be  done.   Ho\;ever  the  old  volcano  is 
just  about    cl-iipshape  again  and,  after  tomorrow,  I  expect  to  take 
it  a  wee  mite  easier.

Report  tine  comes  once  more,  and  I  am  very  ?iappy  to  say  that 
all  is  well  at  this  monument.   The  iveather  has  been  ideal  for 
trail  vrork,.  There  have  been  91  very  interesting  visitors,  and  I 
have  contacted  every  one.   I  spent  a  lot  of  time  with  the:-i  and 
enjoyed  every  minxite.   I  have  hilced  a  lot  and  talked  a  lot,  but 
I  don't  believe  that  I  have  done  an^;-  hiking  or  talking  in  vain. 

Rufus  Johnson,  the  tree  and  flovrcr  m.an  from  Salt  Lake  City, 
was  here  for  his  fourth  trip.   He  had  his  vdfe  and  two  daughters 
and  they  were  here  for  t^'/o  days  and  nights.   V[e  hiked  the  13  mile 
trip.   He  is  very  interesting  to  me  as  he  l-cnows  o\ery  flower,  weed, 
and  bush  and  calls  their  names  as  I  would  call  my  kiddies. 
He  always  finds  new  specimenE. 
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Ivro   Tro  Calkins  were   here  from  Febras^ca.   After  we  had  hiked 
to  all  of  the  bridges,  the^^  wanted  to  l-noxr  vj-hat  the  fee  v/as. 
I  told  them  that  they  were  as  welcor.ie  as  the  flowers  in  May  for 
what  they  had  seen  and  what  I  had  done  for  them.   They  said  that 
it  was  the  very  best  show  and  the  most  service  they  had  ever 
received  for  nothing,  and  that  bhey  thought  that  Zion  and  Bryce 
were  not  in  it  at  all  with  this  monument  for  variety.   You  laiow, 
everybody  sees  things  differently,  but,  of  course ,  I  agreed  with 
them. 

I  wrs  starting  on  the  hike  v/ith  two  raen  ani  their  wives,  and, 
as  we  wcr-e  goir:g  dov/n  the  old  trail  to  C  -icboritO^  one  lady  ssked 
what  cauced  the  rocJcc  "co  be  gone  from  nnior  "he  ledge»   I  told 
her  it  vj  .3  just  comiHrn  wind  erosion  and  t.]  .e  -.'orkinj^of  nature. 
A  little  farther  dowji  the  trail  vie   camo  to  a  place  vrhere  I  had 
roughly  ■rilo.ced  five  rcick  rteps  several  yoars  c-^jO  and  one  cf  the 
ladies  said  to  the  other,  "Isn't  it  wonderful  vrhat  nc.ture  will  do  J 
It  looks  almost  as  if  those  steps  had  been  pu.t  ther:  uy  mf.n,  but 
it's  eas}'-  to  see  that  the  c  tiier  rocks  ha/e  decayed  aid  l'5ft  these 
in  shape''. 

Talk  about  having  to  answer  questions  for  the  Federal  ''liter's 
project;  they  are  coming  to  me  by  the  sheetfulls.   I  vyrill  just 
answer  one  for  vcu: 

"How  did  Devil  Canyon  get  its  name?" 

Shortly  after  the  pioneers  landed  in  Bluff  in  1830,  men  we  sent 
out  to  explore  the  Blue  Mountains  country  a.nd  build  a  road  to  vrhere 
Monticello  is  located,  called  it  Crooked  Canyon  as  the  road  ran 
off  one  rock  onto  ten.   A  few  years  later,  the  old  Danish  bishop, 
Jans  Nelson,  went  to  the  Blue  Mountains  after  a  load  of  poles,  and 
v/hen  he  Icjided  back  in  Bluff,  he  had  a  cedar  pole  rawhided  on  for 
a  double-tree  stick,  and  a  piece  of  oak  for  a  single-tree.  When 
he  was  asked  hov/  he  broke  his  double- tree  he  said,  "You  know 
Fanny  and  Billy  are  too  stout  and  they  broke  them  all  up  trying  to 
pull  my  wagon  out  of  that  devilish  canyon/'   The  nafn-B  was  then 
changed  to  Devil  Canyon. 

I  wish  that  I  could  give  you  the  ansvrers  to  a  few  dozen  other 
questions.   I  am  always  glad  to  answer,  and  I  belifve  that  I  can 
give  them  correctly. 

Nov;  for  the  new  trail  I     I  took  the  first  party  over  it  on 
October  20,  and  I  tell  you  right  now  that  trail  v^ill  be  a  joy 
forever.   It  is  just  where  I  have  always  vj-anted  it,  and  it  is 
nearly  done,  and  the  boys  have  done  a  wonderfully  fine  job.   I  wish 
that  Jack  Diehl  could  come  and  see  it;  yes,  and  all  o-f  you  fellows 
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that  arc  i.ntcreKted  in  trdls.   I  am  just  as  proud  of  it  as  I  can 
bo,  and  I  know  that  the  boys  have  done  a  very  fine  job,  and  that 
v:c  have  saved  a  lot  of  money  by  not  having  to  hire  a  stone  mason. 
The  steps  are  larger  than  called  for,  and  vj-o  have  chiseled  four  of 
them  in  the  solid  rock,  and  the  vihole  trail  will  be  much  better 
than  I  anticipated. 

We  have  blasted  out  one  toilet  pit  and  will  shoot  out  one  more 

before  we  are  tJirough.   Vfe  are  putting  'choin  dov,Ti  five  feet.   We  have 

about  three  weeks  more  to  go,  and  virill  iifvo  a  ].ittle  money  left  to 
fix  up  a  f^it  next  spring. 

I  want  to  thank  you,  Bots,  for  all  of  your  kindness  to  ir.Co   The 
other  day  several  of  7:iy  friends  wore  with  ;ic  at  the  Bridges  cjid  one 
of  them  s..id,  "Zeke,  i.'c  hear  that  you  ha\-c  bc^n  asked  to  q-'iit  your 
job  next  cpringo   It  io  too  bad  for  a  yorng  mar  like  you  to  be 
retired" . 

"Yes",  I  said,  "It  looks  foolish  to  me  to  be  retired  v/hcn  I  am 
just  in  the  prime  of  life.   Gosh",  I  said,  "I  vfcn't  be  70  until 
next  April.   I  am  just  as  able  as  I  was  HO  yeai-s  ago,  but  I  uTill 
be  glad  to  do  just  as  my  bouses  v/ant  me  too" 

On  September  12,  I  took  a  hike  around  the  same  shelf  that  m.y 
camp  is  located  on  in  Armstrong  Canyon,  about  one  miloo   In  a  dry 
spot  underneath  a  big  rock  v^here  I  was  out  of  the  rain,  I  discovered 
a  skeleton  vj-ith  skull  and  bones  in  perfect  state  of  proservationo 
I  went  back  to  camp  after  my  cam_era,  and  took  pictures  of  the  skull, 
but  haven't  had  the  films  developed  yet.   The  skeleton  is  lying  on 
its  right  side  Y\rith  the  left  Icnee  under  the  chin.   If  I  tell  people 
about  it,  everyone  will  want  to  see  it,  so  I  will  keepquiet  or  I  will 
have  a  job  on  my  hands.   The  skull  is  very  interesting,  in  perfect 
condition,  and  the  teeth  are  very  good  and  easy  to  photograph,

You  wouldn't  think  there  was  fxny  dynamite  or  deep 'feeling  about 
a  bunch  of  visitor  figures,  would  you?   '.'ell  I  can  tell  you  there 
is  and  we  are  going  to  have  to  pull  them  out  of  this  report 
because  of  the  fact  that  vre  can't  seem  to  find  simple  enough  words 
in  the  dictionary  to  explain  v.'-hat  ,./e  are  driving  at.

I  have  been  told  a  thousand  times  that  our  figures,  now  being 
gathered,  are  quantitative  figures  only,  as  though  that  were  some 
sort  of  bar  sinister  against  tliomo   I  dor't  think  the  statement 
is  quite  precise,  because,  OTHER  THINGS  BEING  EQUAL,  the  poor 
talk  will  not  holdquite  as  high  an  average  as  the  good  talk  and

I  only  wish  we  had  some  way  of  gathering  figures  which  would

As  it  was,  we  rave  2281  trips  altogether;  1,326  field  trips 
and  955  musewa  trips. 

The  1,362  field  trips  averaged  a  length  of  49o5  rainutes 
with  an  average  of  5.06  persons  in  the  party.   This  was  212  more 
trips  than  we  gave  a  year  ago  and  they  were  gi\ron  to  675  'jT.ore 
persons. 

The  955  museum  trips  averaged  18.8  minutes  each.  This  was 
297  more  trips  than  last  year  and  there  v/cre  1504  mor-e  persons. 
The  average  museum  trip  was  .6  minute  longer  theji  last  yesT. 

We  have  a  sharp  drop  from  lest  month  of  course.   It  is  to  be 
expected  at  this  point  in  the  year.   Our  summer  tourist  has  gone 
and  the  winter  tourist  in  the  deep  Soutte'/est  has  not  yet  come  in 
to  take  his  place.

Tbis  condition  was  first  noted  here  on  the  monurriont  about  September  13, 
but  a  sm.all  covey  of  17  birds  ,  led  by  one  .;hich  has  a  crippled  leg,  has 
been  feeding  around  Vah-ki  Inn  since  the  first  of  September. 

The  Souawberry  of  Tomatillo  bushes  (Lycium  sp.)  on  the  monument  be- 
gan leafing  out  during  the  first  week  in  September.

Simm^ndsia  chinensis,  also  listed  as  .jimmondsia  caljf ornica  and 
Simniondsia  pabulosa ,  buL  coriimonly  callod  Coffee  Berry,  Buck  Berry,  Goat 
Nut,  Jheey  Nut,  i,  ild  liazel,  Jojobo,  Brochi.;,  ana  Simiriondsia ,  is  common  ir 
southern  Arizona  and  northern  Mexico,  and  is  v'>ry  abund-mt  at  Tonto  Nat- 
ional Monument.   The  bean  of  the  plant  is  50  percent  essential  oils  whicL 
chemists  working  with  the  Boyce  Thompson  Southv^estern  Arboretum  have  re- 
duced to  an  oil  identical  to  Arctic  Sperm  uhale  wil.   It  is  saia  that  th^. 
oil  from  this  nut  v;as  used  by  the  Indians  as  hair  oil.   The  leaves  of  thu 
plant  contain  aoout  seven  percent  protein.   It  is  further  cited  that  the 
early  Spanish  used  the  oil  of  theseeds  as  a  substitute  for  olive  oil  and 
at  one  time  an  oil-extracting  plant  was  started  in  Ne'w  Mexico  but  failed 
due  to  the  fact  that  the  bushes  failed  to  produce  a  crop  rf  nuts  every 
year.   The  Indians  also  ust-d  the  ro;.  sted  seeds  to  make  a  drink.   There  is 
a  possibility  that  tho  bean  may  h...v>.  comm-.rcial  value  tuday  as  it  can 
supply  the  base  for  certain  cosmetics  and  for  a  special  type  of  paint. 

Some  Data  .^n  Mesquite  Beans  (Prosopis  juli flora)  . 

The  pods  contain  from  25  to  3C  percent  grape  sugar.   The  gum  or  dry 
sap  of  the  tree  contains  pentose,  a  rabinose  eugar.  which  is  very  3wec;t, 
The  gum  also  yields  a  yellow  dye  which  i,  used  by  the  Indians,  A  black 
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TONTO  K.^-TU.-i  NOTES  (GONT.  ) 

dye  was  also  obtoinud  from  th:  £um.  The  gum  is  somewhat  similar  to  Gum 
Arabic,  end  thj  mosquita  tree  is  a  relative  of  the  acacia  x'rom  which  Gum 
Arabic  is  obtained.  Mesquite  beans  formed  a  major  part  of  the  food  used 
by  many  of  the  desert  tribes  such  as  the  Pima  and  Papago.  Analysis  of 
the  beans  (pods  and  s.;eds)  shows  the  follo-Jing:  I'oisture,  5.96  percent; 
dry  matter,  94.05  percent.  This  breuks  down  into  crude  ash,  5.20;  crude 
cellulose,  32.53;  crude  fat,  5.12;  albuminoids,  14.03;  nitrogen  free  ex- 
•cr-'Ct,  37,13  percent.   The  nutritive  ratio   is  1:5:8.

Moulting,  the  process  of  exchanging  old  f leathers  for  new,  was  preva- 
lent among  the  birds  in  August^  and  was  of  r;noufh  inti.r.;,st  t  )  warrent  a 
brief  discussion.   Viithm  the  boundaries  of  Ghiricahu:'  National  Monument, 
we  have  mo  inly  passerine  birds  (an  order  wf  birds  wixh  numerous  character- 
istics in  common  such  as  fe-:t  perfectly  ad._ipted  for  grasping,,  hind  toe 
always  present,  young  hatched  vjeak  and  naked  and,  «.  f  necessity,  fed  in 
the  nest  by  the  parents,  etc.)  so  we  shall  mention  m:iulting  in  relation 
to  this  group  only. 

Generally,  feath  rs  are  lost  slewly  and  gradually.   The  replacemiOnt 
of  old  with  new  dous  not,  as  a  rule,  interfere  vuith  flirht.   For  instan- 
ce, wing  feathers  are  shod  simultaneously;  on^o  from  the  right  v^ing ,  one 
from  the  left.   Seldom  is  more  flight  equipiiient  1  st  until  thu  tv;o  first 
are  eltht^r  partially  or  wholly  replaced.   Birds'  safety  depends  upon 
flight  and  nature  protects  this  povjer.   In  almost  all  cases,  moult  does 
not  begin  until  th-..  duti.s  of  incubation  a.-e  concluded,  which  is  indeed 
fortunate.   The  effort  required  in  nest  building,  incubating  and  protect- 
ing the  eggs,  and  supplying  the  seemingly  limitless  appetites  of  the 
young,  is  more  than  enough  to  bring  ^m   shabbin^ss  of  plumage.   During 
the  rapidly  cooling  v;eather  of  fall  and  early  winter,  these  old  feathers 
are  shed  and  thickly  replaced  with  nev;  that  serve  well  d.uring  the  Cold 
months  that  follow.   This  dress,  in  most  cases,  is  retained  until  thu  • 
domestic  duties  of  the  following  year  are  completed,   ^"jnong  some  species, 
howeV' r,  there  is  a  double  moult.   One  mioult ,  which  is  only  partial, 
ch..nges  the  plume  gc  to  a  vivid  courting  ui splay.   ■  ith  some  birds  such 
as  the  male  tanagers,  there  is  a  post-nuptial  moult  ^ihich  robs  the  birds 
of  their  gay  colors  and,  in  return,  they  get  a  drab  dress  similar  to 
that  of  the  females.   It  is  difficult  to  lay  down  any  definite  rules  of 
moulting,  for  even  closely  related  species  may  differ  quite  radically  in

his  unusua]  ,  umuistskable ,  rattling  cpII  ..-nd  letor  seen  hurriedly  fly- 
ing by.   Inasmuch  as  thJ.s  monument  cannot  ocast  of  running  streams  the 
year  around,  we  may  be  certain  that  this  rare  visitor  was  not  subsisting 
upen  fish  if  he  remained  in  this  area  for  any  lerLi^_;th  of  time.   Although 
the  diet  of  this  species  consists  almost  wholly  oi    ^^nin-al  m^.ttcr,  it  is 
known  that  they  eat  wild  cherries,  which  are  quite  co.^^.ion  h-_re.   Recent- 
ly a  male  Anna  Hummingrird  was  s:;en  by  me  fur  thj  firc".  tim".  in  this 
area.   He  displayed  hie  exquisite  gorget  to  pei'feetic:.  as  h-,  flew  from, 
flower  to  iloW'cr  extracting  the  nectar.   Th^  oiiiy  Rook  wren  that  I  iiave 
recorded  on  this  monum^-nt  was  seen  recently  at  Massai  Point  at  an  eleva- 
tion of  6.871  feet. 

Still  with  us  are  the  ..estern  Rt^bins  and  th^-:  noisy  Arizona  Ju/3. 
Band-tailed  Pigeons  are  seemingly  more  .  abund-_.nt .  Of  co'irs.;  their  n'om- 
bers  are  greatly  increased  by  the  c^ddition  of  this  Sv.c,s^n'o  young;  and 
too,  their  gregarious  h-bit  of  flocking  ^t  the  termin.  tion  of  the 
nesting  perif'd  m.akos  them,  appear  more  numerous.  Nov;,  these  flocks  are 
more  often  encountered  among  the  rocky  foriii-.tions  whei'j  thwy  mcy  be 
seen  plunging,  gyrating  around  thj  odaly  shaped,  rooky  crags  v^ath  such 
speed  that  the  eye  has  difficulty  in  following  their- sleek  forms.   They 
make  a  wonderful  sight  as  th-y  plunge  dov.m  through  d^ep  canyons,  appear- 
ing as  if  from  nowhere  and,  with  wings  whistling,  pass    within  a  few 
feet  of  the  obs-rvr.  Hardly  is  there  timiO  for  more  than  a  fleeting 
glimpse  before  they  are  gone.   To  those  fortun;  te  enough- to  witness  it, 
such  a  sight  will  be  long  remembered.

On  October  6,  a  large,  blue  homing  pigeon  v\/ith  side  and  wing  in- 
juries was  brought  tt  the  naturalist  office  by  Ralph  A.  Yaba  of  C«ol- 
idge.  The  iniured  bird, which  was  found  in  a  cotton  field,  bore  a  leg 
band  AU-3^-B3273.  with-  the  aid  of  the  s-.;cretary  of  the  Racing  Pigeon 
,  Club  of  Tucson,  the  nam^e  of  the  bird's  ovmjr  was  learned  and  it  is 
hoped  that  the  pigeon,  which  has  become  quite  a  pet  around  the  office, 
may  be  returned  to  its  home  in  Phoenix. 

Several  species  of  winter  resident  and  migratory  birds  have  been 
seen  around  headquarters  during  the  month.   House  Finches  are  return- 
ing to  their  winter  shelters  in  the  ramadas;  the  first  Rock  (,ren  was 
seen  on  September  21;  and  the  first  Gambel  Sparrow  of  the  season  was 
observed  on  October  12.   This  date  coincides  closely  Ti.'ith  those  on 
vjhich  this  species,  put  in  an  appearance  in  previous  aut'nnns;  1935, 
October-  10;  1936,  October  13;  and  1937,  October  8."  A  heavy  crop  of 
seed  on  the  saltbushes  of  Cada  Grande  National  Monument  is  ..^ittracting 
many  birds  of  the  sparrow  group  of  both  migratory  and  resident  species.

Because  thcr^  h'.s   bt.-en   sor:ie   talk  of   iiitrooueing  b-jrver    into   the 
upper   part    of  Frijolos   Canyon   in  Bondelicr  M-.tirnal  I-.IonKinent ,    I   visited 
the  mcnument   on  t.vo  occasions   for  the  purpose   .~)f  rcaKing  observations  on 
the   suitability   of  the   habitat    for  this   aniinal.      On  Juno  3,   Caistcdian 
Harkins   kindly  drove  v/ith  me   t-^   the   upper  part   of  the  canyon  and  tc^k 
my  car  back  to  monument   headqiurtcrs.      I    followed  the   trail   down   from 
the   point    where   h'.   left  me,   thi-ou^-h  the    canyon,   tc   headquartars ;    a   dis- 
tance of  about    six  miles.      On  June   25,    1  walked  from  headquarters      down 
the   canyon  to   the  monument    boundary,    a   distance   of   tv«o   -nd   one  h,.lf  m.iles, 
-  nd  to   the  Rio   Grande  River  v^rhich   is  h'  If   a   mile    farther. 

Beaver  are   present    in  the   c.jjyon   below  he   dquarters.      This   part    of 
tn-.-  canyon  contains  numerous  narrow-leaved   Cottonwood  trees  'which   furnish 
a   suitable   food  supply  for  the   beaver.      Numerous  trees   have   b-.en   cut,    es- 
pecially near  the  monument   boundary,    and  there  are  several   dams. 

I   listed  78   species   of  pl.nts  vjhile  walking  'long  the   trails.  Am.ong 
thpse  plants   is   the  aspen.      This   species,    however,    is   limited  to   a   very 
fev/  individuals  near  the   western    boundary   of  the  miOni;ment ,    by  no  me- ns 
enough   of   them  to   furnish  a    food   supply  for  beaver.      I    saw  no  place   in 
this   canyon  between   the  west    boundary;   of  the   manum^ent   and   the   headquarte.-:- 
area   where  there   is   a   suitable   food   supply  for   beaver,.      I   do   not    believe 
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beaVer  h.;bitat  in  b.  ndixier  national  mont_tm;.iit  (cont.) 

beaver  would  stay  in  this  part  of  tho  canyon  if  they  v/ere  introduced  be- 
cause of  this  lack  of  d  food  supply.   I  v>/us  informed  by  J/Ir.  Harkins  that 
there  are  aspen  groves  further  up  the  Cciny.  n  in  the  Santa  Fe  National 
Forest  and  this  is  vjhere  any  beaver  introduced  into  the  monumont  would 
probably  fro.      3inco  it  would  not  be  appropriate  for  the  National  Park 
Service  to  stock  national  forest  lands  with  beaver,  I  do  not  believe  it 
advisable  to  attempt  to  introduce  beaver  into  Bandolier  National  Monu- 
ment ,

On  pape  86  of  tha  July,  1938,  Suppleir.ent ,  The  Boss  maizes  some 
statements  about  the  life  tenacity  of  uprooted  cacti  which  he  appears 
to  have  had  some  difficulty  in  impressing,  upon  his  listeners  and,  per- 
haps, upon  his  readers.   Althoue:;h  rarely  in  need  of  support  for  his 
statements,  The  B.^ss  muy   find  vindicbbion  in  the  f  llov;ing  qu-tation 
from  page.3  376-7  of  ii'aavor  and  elements,  "Plant  Ecc)lv,t_y" ,  MoGraw-Hill 
Co.,  1929: 

"The  rucculr-nt  form  (■  f  stem  xerophy-es)  is  represented  by  plants 
with  fleshy  stem.s  such  as  2u?^'^--LyL.^ »  ot a_Jc-, ] J.a ,  c ad  the  Jactaceae.  They 
have  decreased  water  loss  by  the'  extreme  reduction  or  loss  rl  leaves 
and  by  reducing  the  st^m  surface.   In  the  cacti   for  exanplo^  the 
leaves  aro  wanting  except  during  the  e^rl:  sta^jcs  of  ,_,ro-.;th  and  then 
they  occui'  only  as  small  scales  at  the  nc  i'S.   The  steniS  me/  rem.ain 
round  and  cmootn  or  becoiae  f'uted  by  the  prose-ice  pf  ■•^^tic-'l  green 
ribs,  or  bccom.e  flattded  in  varying  degrees,  bit  tho-v  are  ^i-vays  thick 
and  flesh:^.   I'luted  stums  such  as   those  oT   the  ^i._;nt  '.actus  (Oarnegia 
gigantea)  nndergo  accoraion-li  ko  expansion  during  moist,  .ana  dry  peri>^ds 
respectivoly.   The  flattened  tynes  present  a  sm;,.ll  or^unt  of  surfiace  in 
prooortion  to  the  mass  c£   cor.t^ined  tissue;  and  th  suji'ace  is  further 
reduced  in  the  thick,  cylindrical  type,  and  reaches  a  minimum  in  the 
spherical  form^.   In  addition  to  the  decrc-ase  in  the  tr--nspiring  sur- 
face, they  further  reduce  water  lo^s  by  means  of  watoi^-stcrage  tissue 
with  high  colloiaal  content  (pentosans  etc.).   (  rovvtn  is  slow  because 
of  the  small  surface  exp  3ed  to  the  light,  altnough  the  chlcrophyll 
extends  much  deeper  than  in  most  stemis  and  leaves,  but  som.e  attain  the 
proportions  of  trees  and  m.ay  have  a  reserve  supply  of  miany  tons  of 
water  stored  in  the  pulpy  interior.   Becaus.-j  of  their  xeric  character- 
istics, which  usually  include  a  highly  developed  cuticle  and  sunken 
stomata  (pores)  ,  the  nlants  lose  water  ■sc|_  slo_v£ly  that  they  may  continue 
to  I  ive  for  several  years  without  an  adaition^:;!  water  supply.   Thorns 
and  spines  are  also  m.ore  or  less  characteristic,  although  they  serve 
only  slightly  and  incidentally  ^.gainst  water  li^ss." 

OjN  MOjNTEIUjMA  CASTLE  lilQOH

To  the  mi^st   casual  visitor,    the   glaring  v;hite   exptjsures   uf   the 
IJmey  rocks   surrounding  Montezuma   Castle  are   provocative   of   o^uestions 
as  to   their  nature,    c:  ge ,    and   characteristics.      Indeed,    to  .m;..ny   ubser- 
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vant  travelers,  the  entire  Verde.  Valley  beccmec  an  impression  of  chalky 
cliffs,  irregular  mesas,  and  an  occasional  strip  of  verdure  ]Darallellng 
such  stream  courses  as  occur.   It  is  eviae.'Tt,  then,  that  the  geolcgy  of 
the  region  makes  its  imprint  on  visitors'  j.-nnds  ;..rd  arauses  seme  curios- 
ity, more  so  perhaps  then  the  more  obvious  llol-f^ical  development  of  the 
area.   It  thus  hecjmes  secondary  in  intere-et  on]y  to  the  section's  major 
appeal  --  its  eircheology. 

By  this  reasoning,  it  would  appear  th-^'t  the  geoloc;ical  story  should 
net  he  neglected  m  the  educational  services  exter.dod  by  our  organiza- 
tion at  Mo.'/,.ezun;r  Oastle;  nor  has  it  been,   Foi-'.a.nately  the  story  is 
neither  die"icult  to  gr-isp  nor  to  tell  ana,  alth'.'igh  certain  problemiS 
exist  and  c';ait  r,  le    sp,  iialist '  s  study,  in  genere'.  there  are  no  trouble- 
some flaws  en  an  j^nter^j^ting  story  of  the  a^st .   The  v'riter  feels  that 
this  story  is  of  suffi;  ..r-nt  interest  to  pass  aleag  tc  bhose  who  miay  not 
have  heard  it . 

It  is  evidei'.t  that  the  Verde  Valley  is  some',;hat  dj.ffero^'-  from  the 
usual  "valley".   "Mewing  it  f  i  om.  a  considei-able  j-eigl:-^-  las  f'-'XTi  -.Imgus 
Mountain  neer  J"e7-o;rie)  i:  is  seen  to  be  of  exteneeve  ].e  .^ith  a  ■.!  of  some 
width,  bounded  by  high '■  ureaks''  and  apparently  fleered  ''ith  e  v/hite  pave- 
ment through  which  numc  I'ous  streams  h.-ve  ci:t  canyons  aed  but  .t  up  Iviw 
terraces.   Examining  a  map,  it  is  seen  that  its  only  c'-.-einage  is  by  the 
Verde  River,  an  interesting  stream  but  of  n'^  renierkabj.e  voli^^ae  nor  cut- 
ting power,  which  flows  out  through  a  lovv^  vjall  in  the  south  end  of  the 
basin. 

Although  there  is.  some  difference  of  opinion,  geo.logists  would  be 
likely  to  call  a  basin  of  this  sort  a  "^aben";  u  segment  of  the  earth's 
crust  that  has  been  "cracked"  all  aro.und  and  v;hieh  has  thereby  sunk  to  a 
lower  level  than  Its  surrounding  surfaces.   These  "cracks"  seem  to  be 
present  and  are  referred  to  as  favlts,  and  are  definitely  present  on  the 
west  side  o.f  the  basin,  one  (the  Verde  Fault)  h.-_ving  been  of  considerable 
significance  to  the  mineral  deposits  of  the  Jerome  area.   It  is  prijbable 
that  such  "cracks"  are,  to  bo  found  on  the  test  ana  south  edg':iS  of  the 
valley  as  well.   So  the  Verde  Valley  v>;as  not  formed  by  norm.al  stream,  e- 
rosirn  as  much  as  by  structural  fc^rces  acting  vvithin  the  earth's  crast. 
Although  this  fact  is  not  essential  to  the  story;  it  certainly  is  of 
sufficient  intereat  to  be  included  in  any  such  discussion. 

The  "pavement"  of  this  valley-, when  se^';n  at'.'cluse  range,  becomes  the 
chalky  limestone  of  which  we  have  spoken.  Althrugh  cut  into  by  miany 
washes  and  creeks,  it  is  difficult  not  to  -observe  the  flat-lyi.ng  nature 
(-•f  the  formations  and  a  general  accordant  level  of  mesa  tups,  all  sug- 
gestive of  deposition  upon  the  surface  of  the  valley,  and  of  a  certain 
depth  of  deposition  which  was  never  exceeded.   To  the  geologist,  then, 
such  facts  suggest  that  these  beds  were  laid  down,  not  by  any  existing 
streams  (the  limey  character  of  the  formations  would  preclude  this  inter- 
pretation) ,  but  by  some  previously  existing  large  body  of  water.  Inves- 
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tigations  have  further  shown  th&t  these  pjirticul-u'  buds  are  found  only  . 
in  this  Vordfi  Vallf^y.   It  is  not  h^rd  to  see,  th^n,  th-it  a  body  of  water 
must  hc've  at  some  tim:;  filled  the  valley,  and  that  these  lim3stones  werc 
deposited  as  limey  sedimonts  on  the  bottom  cf  tho  old  lake. 

A  person  naturally  asko,  "v hy  should  such  a  lake  have  formed?" 
Generally  speaking,  any  lake  must  be  form£,d  tnrou^h  the  formation  of 
some  sort  of  a  dam  --  beaver,  conei'ete,  or  natural  —  damjning  that  ore- 
vents  such  voters  as  flow  into  it  from  reaching  their  ultimate  destina- 
tion, the  sea.   Since  tno  presc-nt  valley  dr-ains  to  the  south  through 
the  Verde  Canyon,  v;e  direct  our  attention  :herf ,    for  that  would  be  the 
natural  pljCe  for  a  "dam".   Njt  is  it  hara  i;o  find  the  evidence  of  such 
a  dam.   Fi  o:.i  the  slopes  of  mountains  surr  oi.rdiiig  Squaw  Peak,  and  plain- 
ly visible  from  the  par-^ret  -if  I'.Iontezum-;  C--'.atlo,  have  occurred  great 
fluws  of  basalt;  malpais  to  many  of  us.   Close  examination  of  these 
fluws  ser""'v3  to  snow  ti.it  as  the  lavas  poured  to -"oh  rr":ii  vaiicus  vents 
and  moved  down  the  mountain  slopes,  certain  amou  .'ts  of   this  .rioltcn  r^ck 
engulfed  the  uld  outlet  of  the  basin  eff  cc  i-.;  vei:;  j-lugg.  rg  vc   vll  drain- 
age from  th"  vall'.y.   This  great,  natural  J^.m  Cc  .oed  ao  im;^  ?  .^nding  of  , 
all  the  wal.ors  which  il  >7ed  through  the  anoient  "-'erdo  .\-lloy  and  an  in- 
land lake  of  consxdera.-'i  e  are^  and  depth  vvia  cr^.  ited.   Cn  tne  bottom  of 
this  lake,  limey  sediments  v;ero  slowly  deposited. 

The  point  mi.^ht  Vvcll  be  brought  out  in  this  reg:  rd  th'.t,  since  most 
lake  beds  are  of  oilt  (is  the  jjakota  prairies  --  the  bed  of  ..'ormer  Lake 
Agassiz) ,  and  that  mhst  limestone  beds  have  boun  deposited  beneath  salt 
water,  is  it  so  evident  that  the  "Verde  Formation  is  no*  of  m,';rine  origin? 
The  answer  to  this  lies  in  the  type  of  fossils  fcun'd  m  the  limestone. 
Any  marine  limestone  contains  num.berless  remains  of  various  sea  organ- 
isms.  No  such  lemains  are  found  in  the  Verde  beds;  on  the  Contrary, 
such  fossils  as  have  been  found  are  of  freshwater  types  of  life.   Be- 
cause of  the  fact  that  into  the  waters  v^f  this  old  lake  was  poured  the 
drainage-  from  the  great  limestone  plateau  to  the  north  and  east,  the 
concentration  of  calcium  suits  in  this  v;ater  was  extremely  hirh,  so  high 
that,  as  evaporation  ensued,  great  amounts  of  line  w  re  precipitated  out 
to  build  up  the  thick  beds  of  limey  iriud  on  the  lake  bottom.   This  mi;d, 
dried  and  consolidated  aft -.r  the  l.'_,ke  waters  had  drained  av;ay,  now  forms 
the  so  called  Verde  Formation. 

How  old  is  this  lake,  then, and  what  took  place  to  bring  about  its 
disappearance?  Since  the  present  stre.jns  have  cut  into  these  beds  only 
enough  to  form  rather  narrovj  c^^ny-^ns,  it  appears  that  the  beds  cannot  be 
of  great  age,  geologically  speaking.   The  presence  of  a  few  fossils 
seems  to  bear  out  this  evidence."  Although  occurring  infrequently,  these 
remains  (clam.s  and  water  snails)  suggest  that  the  lake  vjas  created  and 
drained  only  a  little  earlier  than  the. time  of  the  Ice  Age,  and  certain 
other  evidence  leads  geologists  to -refer  these  formations  to  the  Pliv^- 
cene,  perhaps  two  million  years  ago.   Old,  certainly,  compared  t,  our 
short  span  (both  individually  and  historically),  but  extremely  youthful 
as  compared  to,  say,  the  Triassic  of  the  Painted  Desert,  p^.-rhaps  180 
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million  years  old  and  which,  is  itself  underlaid  by  thousands  of  feet  of 
formations  much  older. 

Tiie  conclusi'r.n  of  this  story  is  brief  .  Either  the  lake  became 
filled  to  the  h.ci--'':   aric  ^vater  flowed  ')Ver  o..-  ac  roi's  the  lava  dam  grad- 
ually cuttiig  a"rt/oy  the  natural  barrier,  ci  ■■.ortrir-  ridoitional  movements 
along  the  basin's  bounding  fault  zones  pern.'ittec.  overflow,   whatever 
the  cause,  the  ]a'ie  spilled  over  its  lava  dam  and  was  gradually  drained 
as  erosion  enlayped  this  natural  "spillway"'  ,

HovenAreep  National  i.Ionurent  is  located  on  b'/*-h  siirs  of  the  Colo- 
rad'j-Utah  state  line,  about  3C  miles  north  of  the  "four  Corners".  The 
monument,  which  is  chiefly  archeological  in  interest,  consists  of  four 
isolated  groups  oi    unusurl  types  of  prehi^iuric  ruins  lucat<^i^  near  the 
heads  of  se /eral  sm.all  c^^nyons.   Two  of  -tii'  se  f^r'^ups  ;it.'j  loc-^ted  in 
Montezuma  County,  southeastern  Utah,  and  t'jo  groups  in  San  Juan  County, 
soutr_i;e3tern  Colo":.odn.   This  monument,  v^fhich  cor  ■;>. ins  285  acres,  was 
established  in  Iv'^.Z,      The  name  "Hovenweep"  means  "Deserted  Vulley".

•  In  addition  to  the  ruins  of  the  four  groups  just  named,  there 
are  a  number  of  o-' ier  ruins  in  the   eneral  area. 

Super-trisor  Bryant,  i/Vildlife  Techniciun  McBougall,  and  I  were  con- 
ducted to  the  monument  on  May  25,  1938,  by  Assistant  p.:,rk  Naturalist 
Watson  of  Mesa  Verde  Nationf":l  Park.   No  headquarters  h'ive  been  estab- 
lished at  Hovenweep,  and  there  is  no  custodian.   During  sumjner  months 
the  monumient  is  attended  part  of  the  time  by  a  "roving  ranger"  under 
the  supervision  of  Southwestern  Monuments  headquarters  at  Cuolidge, 
Arizona.   Custodian  T.C.Miller  cf  >iztec  Ruins  I^aticnal  Monument,  New 
MexiC(-,  is  normally  In  charge. 

The  geology  of  Hovenweep  rs  simple.   The  general  topographic  effect 
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is  that  of  a  plateau  or  mesa  gently  sloping  to  the  south.   This  mesa  is 
out  by  numerous  canyons  v;hich  flov/  south  and  empty  into  McElmo  Creek. 
IvIcElmo  Creek  rises  near  Cortez,  Colorado,  fl.nws  wrst,  and  joins  the  San 
Juan  Rivor  about  15  miles  from  the  state  line  and  about  the  same  dis- 
tance' northwest  of  the  Four  Corners.  •    ■ 

Two  geological  formations  occur  on  the  mesa  and  in  the  cany ns  at 
Ilovenweep  and  along  McElmo  Creek.   The  upper  member  is  the  Dakota  Sand- 
stone, of  Cretaceous  Age,  and  the  lower  is  the  M^rris^n,  the  highest 
formation  of  the  Jurassic.   Formerly,  th<..  t"rm  ■,!  vLilmo  Formation  was  used 
to  describe  these  rocks  exposed  along  the  oreeL  and  in  this  part  of  Colo- 
rado and  Utah,  but  the  name  Morrison  had  priorii./  and  is  now  used  by  the 
Geological  Survey.  ■■ 

The  Dakota  Formation  is  composed  of  one,  cr  sometimes  tiwo,  ledges 
of  heavy  massive  sandstone,  gray  to  buff,  or  brown  in  '\,'lor.   It  is  ex- 
posed in  many  places  on  the  mesa,  and  also  as  ot.eop  cliffs  forming  the 
upper  part  of  the  cany'.n  walls.   The  sand  :^one  i  d  traversed  bv  a  series 
of  joints  or  crcv;.ces  v«.iich  permit  large  blocks  to  break  off  along  the 
miargin  of  the  cli'.'fs  a^d  rojlcr  slide  dc.;n  the  slope.  All  the  build- 
ings have  been  ccnstructod  of  blocks  of  the  Dakota. 

Below  the  Dakota  Sandstone  and  occurring  in  the  loiver  parts  of  the 
canyons  are  exposures  of  the  jtorrison  Formation   composed  chiofly  of 
light -colored,  gray,  tnd  moroon  shales  vjith  thin  beds  of  so:"t  gray  sand- 
stone.  Often  the  slopes  have  been  covered  with  blocks  of  sandstone  and 
other  debris  from  the  Dakota,  so  that  the  Morrison  may  be  concealed. 

Hovenweep  is  noted  for  the  rather. unusual  type  of  towers;  round, 
oval,  aijd  sq.uare,  which  are  located  sometimes  on  the  rim  of  the  canyon, 
sometimes  on  the  slope  below,  and  sometimes  in  the  bottom  of  the  canyon. 
They  are  of  various  sizes  and  shapes.   Their  origin  and  use  has  been  a 
matter  of  conjecture. 

The  only  report  on  Hovenweep  that  I  have  been  able  to  find  vjas  pre- 
pared by  the  late  J.  Ifelter  Fewkes.   It  is  entitled , "The  Hovenweep  Nat- 
ional Monument",  and  is  published  iu  the  Smithsonian  R3port  f^r  1923, 
pages  465-480  (with  10  plates) .   The  following  quotations  from  this  rs-  ■ 
port  describe  much  better  than  I  can  the  structures  which  we  saw  at  Ruin 
Canyon.  .      ■      ^ 

"There  are  several  towers  on  the  Mesa  Verde  that  are  like 
those  of  the  new  monument  (Hovenweep) ,  showing  that  the  pre- 
historic people  of  the  Hovenv;eep  resembled  those  of  the  Mesa 
Verde , 

Three  types  of  prehistoric  towers  ar-e  found  in  our  South- 
w-st:   (1)  Square,  circular,  or  semicircular  towers  without 
surrounding  rooms;  (2),  towers  accompanied  with  basal  subter- 
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ranean  ceremonial  rooriis  '^r  kivas;  (3)  ,  t^wors  risint^  from 
pueblos  or  cliff  dwellings.   The  first  typj  of  tov;er  is 
usually  mounted  on  top  of  a  pinnacle  or  roclr.  or  on  the  rim  ' 
of  a  canyon.   The  second  type  is  situated  on  lt;vel  ground 
or  earth  that  alloivs  excavation  of  b.'jsal  kivas,  and  the 
third  rises  from  pueblo  or  cliff  house  in  which  there  are 
both  kivas  and  living  room.s.  The  relatively  greater  abun- 
dance of  th?  second  type,  or  a  tower  vith  a  basal  ceremonial 
room  .nd  no  dwellings,  -.vould  seem  to  indic;-te  thut  the  tower 
was  connected  wi  v'.i  ceremonies,  and  if  thij  be  truu  it  also 
seems  likely  th;  t  vrhen  associated  w.'.'-.h  '\   naniber  of  rooms,  as 
in  a  large  ruin  like  Cliff  Palace,  it   pres  .rveU  the  same 
character. 

"Several  theories  ha.ve  bsen  su^^.y  st.  d  to  explL.in  the 
function  of  southvvestr-rn  towers.   T;!  ^y  hcve  bean  i-egard-jd 
as  observatories,  ■^orts,  bins  for  tr  :   stor-ige  of  grain;  es- 
pecially c^^n,  ;.nr'  as  enclosures  for  the  p^-rformance  of  re- 
ligcous  riles.   T'-'.'^re  ar^.  indicatious  th  t  they  iwere  built 
by  an  agric.iltur^.l  people,  one  of  tbj  prinul  n^'-'Cersit:^  2S  of 
whom  is  to  letern'.r.ne  th:;  time  for  pliant in^.   Th. is  can  do  ob- 
tained by  observacions  of  the  sun's  risin^'^  and  sitting,  and 
a  tc7/er  affords  tn^  ela-r.ation  necessary  I'or  thai  purpcsu; 
hence  the  theory  that  southwestern  towers  "/ere  in  part  used 
for  sun  houses  or  observatories.  A  buildi/ig  from  which  the 
aborigin^jl  priests  determined  calendric  ':vjnts  by  so.lar  ob- 
servations became  a  room  for  sun  worship  Gx.-   for  the  worship 
of  the  power  of  the  sky. 

"The  presence  of  circular  subterranean  room.s,  which 
almost  always  occur  with  towers,  also  indicates  religtous 
rites.   As  the  tower  may  have  been  devoted  to  th':,-  i.crship  of 
father  sun  or  the  sky  god,-  in  the  underground  kivas  may  have 
been  celebrated  the  rites  of  mother  e„rth.   The  rooms  at  the 
base  of  the  tower  in  which  kivas  are  embedded,  in  towers  of 
the  'third  type,  indicate  habitations  end  recess;  ry  granar-  . 
ies,  as  well  as  rooms  for  ceremonials.   In  supoort  of  the 
interpretation  that  some  of  these  rooms  nre  gr-maries,  we 
find  rov/s  of  vases  in  which  corn  is  storcjQ  still  standing  in 
them.  ..  . 

■"Hovenweep  National  Monumr.rit  contains  several  towers  in 
a  much  better  state 'of  preservotion  than  any  in  Mesa  Verde, 
a  condition  which  indicates  th:.t  they  v.ere  constructea  later, 
Thj  ruined  castles  and  towers  of  this  monument  are  among  the 
best  preservred  aboriginal  buildings  in  the  Southw-j;st.  The 
reservetion  includes  four  groups  of  ruins,  now  called  Ruin 
Canyon,  Keeley,  Hackberry,  und  Cejon, 
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"There  are  13  ruins  in  the  Ruin  Cuny-^n  group,  over 
half  of  which  c;re  toaers  of  th'-  second  type  which  h  :ve 
kiv£.s  at  their  bases.   One  of  the  larger  ruins  is  in  Square 
Tower  Canyon  and  stands  at  the  head  of  the  canyon,  rising 
from  the  very  rim.   Although  sections  of  the  wall  of  this 
building  have  fallen,  the  rem.ains  of  a  large  semicircular 
house  ara  conspicuous  for  soma  distanco.   This  ruin  also 
has  buri:;d  kivas  surrounded  by  squar'~  or  r.ctangular  room.s. 
In  the  mii^st  of  walls  there  formerly  rose  .-.  multich'.imbered 
tower,  w]?c3e   foundation  is  D-shap'^d ,  ita  straight  wall 
mea.surinr  2;"^  feet  and  the  curved  i/i^.';l  5o  feet.   The  north- 
east cor.aer  rises  15  fc.-t  high,  -<nc'  the  vrails  of  the  north- 
east angle  of  the  ruin  are  still  hi^^her.   This  ruin,  called 
Hovenweep  House  ^  reseirbles  somewh- t  Far  "View  Houoo  of  the 
Mesa  Verde  National  ?:  rk." 

At  the  tine  of  our  inspection  of  th"  tow^^s  at  Iain  Cmyon, which 
forms  a  basis  for  thic^  report,  we  were  atle  to  veril;  Few/.cs  in  prac- 
tically all  poi.'Lts.   '"'ne  statement,  howe\er,  ic  evidently  in  error. 

ii'ev\rkes  says  on  page  4'!2: 

"These  towers  are  situated  in  Utah,  nrt  far  from  the 
boundary  between  San  Juen  County  and  Uonthzuma  e'ounty 
There  is  no  water  near  this  cluster.   One  -.r  twc  eddi-fional 
towers  mey  bo  seen  by  J'ellowing  down  the  canyon^  which  even- 
tually discharges  its  v;ater  into  the  Yellowjac'.:^t ." 

As  pointed  out  to  us  by  P..rk  N-aturalist  "jii'atson,  and  verified  by 
other  members  of  the  party,  there  is  a  guod  spring  under  the  cliff  at 
the  head  of  the  canyon.   This  spring  is  flanked  on  all  sides  by  tcw.-^rs. 
In  describing  the  various  ruins",  I  shall  use  the  names  prop-oscd  by 
Fev;kes  on  page  460  of  the  report  cited. 

On  the  cliff  to  the  east  is  Hovenweep  Castle*,  to  the  northwest 
is  Hovenweep  House,  and  in  the  canyon  bel-'v/  is  Square  Tower*.   Sur- 
rounded as  it  was  by  fortifications,  this  spring  would  be  safe  from 
attack  by  enemies. 

To  my  mind  the  most  lo,:jical  cxplan'  tion  of  the  presence  of  the 

Hovenweep  Towers  was  for  the  pr"»tection  of  the  wat'^r  supply.  This 

explenation  was  also  suPte.ted  tr  us  by  Park  Ranger  James  W.  Brewer 

vjho  is  familiar  with  conditions  at  Hovemveep.  He  finds  that  through- 
out the  area  the  springs  are  always  guarded  by  tovjers.

The  closing-  of  the  visitor  yoar  on  September  30  gives  us  a  chance 
to  do  a  little  ruminating  on  our  visitor  activities  and  possibly  a 
G  little  horn  tooting  on  the  work  we  arj  doing.   In  the  last  eight  cr 
ten  years,  I  have  begun  to  notice  that  we  hcve  no  official  horn  tooter 
for  the  Service  as  a  whole,  and  if  a  fell-^w  doesn't  toot  his  own  horn 
now  and  then  it  is  likely  to  gether  a  lot  of  dust. 

i^t    the  end  of  the  visitor  year,  we  ca  U  up  ixir   figures  and  found 
that  our  unit,  the  Southx.esterij  Monuments,  had  given  18^725  personally 
guided  field  trips  and  11,044  museum  talkr^  during  the  previ'.us  1?  months. 
This  was  ov^■r  O^S  MILLION  MIKTJTES  of  service  and,  as  v;e  tnought  v;e  viere 
doing  pretty  well,  we  asked  the  V/ashington  CffiC'^  what  the  park  Service, 
as  a'  whole,  had  done  along  these  lin^^s. 

1/Ve  were  told  that  the  figures  on  the  visitor  year  vrere  not  yet  com- 
piled, but  that  for  the  last  fiscal  year  3u  parls.;  and  K.cnumo.its ,  exclu- 
sive of  historic  r.reas  and  areas  net  offering  in'crpre i.aticnal  services, 
the  Service  as  a  v;hole  gave  35,630  conducted  field  trit)3  and  £2,080  lec- 
tures. 

While  our  year  doesn't  overlap  precis  ly  with  the  above  figures, 
there  is  an  overlap  jf  nine  mjuths  and  a  pretty  close  ccmpL.!- .son  Con  be 
made.  And  it  looks  as  if  we  -ire  giving  52  percent  of  the  whole  number 
of  conducted  field  trips,  and  50  p- .  -cent  of  all  the  taxks  that  are  being 
given  by  those  36  parks  and  monuments. 

will  you  agree  that  we  are  entitled  to  a  good-sized  toot? 

l/iTiile  Wo  are  giving  h';lf  of  the  guided  trips  and  talks,  we  are  by  no 
means  talking  to  half  the  entire  number  of  people.   There  are  several 
reasons  for  this,  the  main  one  being  that  many  visitors  have  never  heard 
of  us  and  our  26  stations  and  wouldn't  come  off  the  paved  highways  tw  see 
us  even  if  we  should  try,  by  advertising,  to  get  them  to  do  so, 

There  is,  however,  a  saving  grace  about  th.;  fact  that  we  do  not  han- 
dle such  a  large  number  of  visitors.  Vvhereas  the  average  number  in  the 
parties  served  by  all  the  parks  and  monuments  mentioned  above  is  21  on 
the  guided  trips;  v;ith  the  stations  of  our  unit,  the  Southwestern  Llonu- 
monts,  the  average  party  is  5.4,  or  about  ^-ne  fourth  as  many,   '..'hereas 
the  average  number  of  listeners  at  a  talk  in  the  36  parks  and  monuments 
is  78.8;  with  us  it  is  5.5  persons. 

These  figures  mean  that  with  us  a  guided  field  trip  or  a  museum  talk 
becomes  a  little  personalized  visit  v;here  the  visitor  has  a  chance  to  ask 
questions  and  we  have  tim.e  to  go  into  all  the  details  necessary  to  ins\ire 
a  satisfactory  understanding  of  the  points  we  ere  trying  to  bring  out. 
Unless  you  have  actually  experienced  it,  the  difference  in  visiter  intcr- 
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est  as  shown  in  a  p^^rty  of  8u  or  -i  party  of  six  is  mucn  more  than  you 
think.   The  fundamental  difference  between  qu-dity  and  quantity  is 
well  displayed. 

*ife  would  like,  also,  to  point  out  that  this  matter  of  handling  small 
parties  takes  a  different  technique.   A  {^uide  v/ith  a  platform  manner 
doesn't  go  over  so  well  with  a  party  .of  six,  and  uve  have  been  trying  to 
bend  our  service  to  the  loarticular  needs  of  the  small  party. 

We  wish,  by  the  v;ay,  that  the  .lashinston  Office  Vi'ould  gather  just  a 
few  more  figures  on  informational  contacts  whicn  might  cast  light  on 
those  that  it  now  reports.   »e  see  no  obj^'tio^  to  a  park  reporting  as 
contacts  th3  entering  visitors  who  stop  ■  t  che  en-,  ckint:  stations  to  ask 
about  hotel  facilities  etc.,  if  it  will  segregate  them  ^o  thatwe  can  de- 
duct them,  for  we  do  not  consider  them  contacts  in  the  larger  sense. 
Likewise,  some  parks  hav^:  a  field  trip'tha+'  lasts  ei,'-:ht  hours  or  more, 
.some  may  h--.ve  trlDS  of  four  hours,  some  have  tr^ips  of  less  than  tv.'o  hours, 
■wliy  rot  ehcw  ther.  as  Ko-.l,  l\o,'r^,,    etc. types  of  f_eld  trips  -ad  then  v;-^  can 
tell  from  the  tabular  iratter  itself  about  what  the  po:.  sonne;.  is  djing. 
Some  units  put  one  peieon  in  a  musc^um  and  then  repor^G  all  visitors  whr 
enter  the  museum  as  conGvicls  although  the  attonaant  may  only  answer  occa- 
sional questions,  whereas  ether  units  may  parser  ally  C'-^nduct  visitors 
throuRh  the  museiun,  giving  a  full  explan.-ition  a>nd  all  the  discussion 
that  the  visitor  wants.   It  aeam.s  to  us  th:it  some  faii'ly  st^-ndard  form 
of  comparison  could  bo  vjorked  out. 

rfe  are  not  much -interested  in  h-..ving  the  total  i.rmber  of  our  visi- 
tors increase  every  year,  unless  this  increase  coiries  at  the  stations 
where  we  can  handle  it  and  it  will  do  us  no  harm;  but  we  aru  interested 
in  seeing  our  contact , percentages  go  up  thereby  proving  that   -^e  are 
meeting  our  visitors,  answering  their  questions,  and  giving  them  the  in- 
formation that  they  want .   There,  again,  is  a  greot  difference  between 
our  work- and  the  work  in  the  sc^jnic  .-.'.reas;  our  visitors  ar-^  anxious  to 
join  a  guide  and  get  information,  for  they  have  learned  that  they  cun't 
absorb  much  indwledge  or  inspiration  by  cruising  .ar'nind  anhistoric  .it 
prehistoric  ruin  alone,  there  is  so. much  that  the  eyes  can't  soe. 

i^nd  so  we  feel  pretty  gf'C<d  as  we  hang  up  that  record  of  just  unuer 
30,000  guided  field  and  museum  trips  for  l-^.st  year  and  start  out  at  once 
to  raise  it  a  few  thousand  in  the  current  visitor  yjsarl 

And  we  think  we  are  entitled  to  a  toot,  too.     -  "'

Travel  through  the  monument  is  undoubtedly  on  the  increase  at  this 
time  of  the  ysar,  although  I  have  no  way  of  checking  on  the  visitors  at 
present.   In  order  to  :;et  an  idea  as  to  the  approximate  number  of  visitors 
on  a  S'unday,  the  afternoon  of  November  20  was  spent  at  the  Speedway  entrance. 
I  will  repeat  this  performance  several  times  in  hopes  of  getting  a  fair 
average  of  visitors  and  an  idea  of  how  many  local  people  use  the  monument, 
A  total  of  135  came  in  between  one  and  five  P.M.   I  asked  all  to  register. 
During  the  rest  of  the  month,  only  65  visitors  made  use  of  the  register  at 
that  gate.   Because  of  this  low  percentage  of  registrations,  I  am  going  to 
try  the  register  at  the  ranger  cabin,  near  the  exhibits.   Later  on  I  will 
have  some  CCC  help  in  checking  travel,  and  hope  to  get  a  better  idea  of 
travel  through  the  mon\jment, 

GENERAL 

With  the   close   of   hunting    season,    more   time    can  be   devoted  to  making 
contacts   and  working  on   displays.      I    believe   the  best   location  to  be   at   the 
ranger  cabin   fo^  contactinc^  the  public.      For  this   reason  I    am  attempting 
to   restjore  the   cactus   garden  of   former   years,    and  to   outline  a   desert    "nature" 
trail.      I    hope   during  the  next   few  weeks   to    have    an   adequate    display   ready  f"".' 
the  public.      Signs   along  the   road  telling  the  mileage   to   the   cabin,    as  well 
as  what    is   to   be  found  there,   will  bring   in  a  few  more  visitors,    I   hope. 

IlgROVEMENTS 

The  CCC   camp   from  Randolph  Park   is   now  at  work  on  the   south  part   of  the 
monument.      The  project   calls   for   completion  of  the   skyline  loop   road  and  con- 
struction of  a  contact    station  this  winter.      The  crew  has   also  worked  on  the 
road   leading   from  Speedway   entrance  to   the   sout'h  part   of  the  mon^jment,    work 
which  was  much  needed. 
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The  county  road  connecting  Broadway  with  the  monument  is  very  near  to 
completion.   When  completed  it  will  create  another  problem  concerning  the 
landlinr^  of  visicors  as  there  will  be  two  south  entranees  making  for  quite  a 
c it  of  confusion.   One  entrance  can  be  closed  off  temporarily  without  much 
difficulty,  and  this  may  help  solve  the  problem.

Visitor  travel  for  November  increased  more  than  30  percent  over  the 
highest  figure  of  any  previous  year  with  a  total  of  160  persons  registering 
at  both  the  Citadel  and  Wupatki.   Approximately  three  fourths  of  these 
visited  both  ruins.   Noticeable,  however,  is  the  decrease  in  travel  over  the 
previous  months.   Several  times  three  or  four  days  passed  without  anyone 
coming  in. 

GENERAL 


Of   late   there  has  been   a   good   deal   of   publicity    in   the   newspapers    con- 
cerning Wupatki.      It    is    getting   so   that   the   visitors    already  know  the   name 
of   the    custodian,    and   expect   to    see   the   quarters.      V'Je   do   not   mind  this    sc 
much,    but  v:hen  the   visitors    say,    ""Te   are   on  our   honoymoon,    too",    we    feel 
that   an    injustice   has   been   committed.      After    seven  months   the   honeymoon 
should  be   over.      The  major   grudge  which  we   nurso  against   the    press,    however, 
is   that   tiioy   call  Wupatki   the   oldest    inhabited  house    in   the  world.      Y'niile   I 
have   never   gone   into    the  matter   from  this   point   of  vievr,    I    am   sure   that   there 
are  many    inhabited  houses    in  the  world  much  older   than  ours.      VJe  would  be 
satisfied    if  they   called    it   the   oldest    iniiabited  house    in   the   United  States, 
and   let    it   go    at   that. 

During  the  month,    four   CCC   guides  were   trained   to   protect   the    ruin   and 
guide  visitors,    during   the    absence  of   the    ranger   for   the   four  winter  months. 
They   include   the    following:    R.    Boishline,    C.    Thurston,    3.    Moesilio,    Chester 
Leffler.      VJhen  the    ranger   left   on  November    22,    the    former   tv/o   were   firmly 
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entronchcd   in  the   cook    shack,    onjoying   the    pros,ect   of  tlie  v/inter    irmnensoly. 

Pictures   of   tha   proposed  headquarter.-",   area   requested  by  Associated 
Landscape  Architect   Kuehl  were   taken   and  -H-ent  to   him  on  Novsimber   7. 

A  requisition  for   si^ns  vms   prepared   for  tlie   Coolidge   office,    and   all 
grou2idiv"ork   completed   for  a   report   on   the   propcsed   plan   for    educational    si^ns 
along  the   roads  on  this  monument,    and  between   here   and  Sunset   Crater. 

A  visitor  to   the    Citadel  met  misfortune.      Apoarently  ho    decided  to    ca.cn 
in  the  box   Cunyon   just   below  the   Citadel,    pitched   his   tent,    and   started   a 
fire.      Either   he   left   his   CLjnp   to    look   around   or,    durin^^  the   night,    a  vfind 
came  up   anc    blew  sparks   vdiich   caught   his   tent.      Hj    lost   practically  all   of 
his   possessions.      H.,    did  have   a  good    sense   of   humor,    hov/n'-er,    as   he    erected 

a   cross    ana   headstone   upon  wh^  ch  was  writt3n,    "Here-    lies   a   d d  good   ca.vip."'

Kavajo  medicine  m.en,    when   I   gave  h:jn   some    deer   hooi's,    and   a   piece  of   suet 
ffom  just    above   the   tail   of   the   deer.      The    hoofs    are   used    for   rattles,    and 
the    suet    for   a  medicin„    in   some   or   tn ^    curing    ceremonies.      He   prised  the 
latter    especially,    as    it    is    soraeivhat    difficult    for   a  Navajo    to    obtain,    since 
there  are   so    few  deer   on  the   reservation.      Now  he  ivants    come    suet   from  abovj 
the   tail   of    a  buffalo.      If   any  of   you  kno\.   vriiere    I    can   procure    some   of  this, 
I  would  appreciate   your    letting  me  know.

The  problem  of   dogs    and   cats   has  been   dealt  vrlth  by  the  making   and  placing 
of   a  sign  relative  to   their   freedom.      Department   of  tiic  Interior   road  signs 
have  been   re-touched^     so    that   the  i.iarksmen  :aay  again   have  un-m.arred  targets    at 
which  to    shoot.

I    have    spent  most   of   the  rionth  v/orlcing   at    cleaning   up  vfeeds    and  plant- 
ing trees    south  and   east   of  the  :.ieadov/,    around  the  residence  area,    and  road 
leading   to    it;    also   around  the  tviTo   toilets    so   they  vfill  be  hidden  froi.i  viev: 
fron  the    parking   area.      I   planted   six   Carolina   Poplars,    20   Silver-leaf 
Cottonwood,    ojid  18   others.      I    have    so;.ne  uore  to   pl'ant  i./'hen  I    can   get   the 
ground   soaked  up   cjid   ditches  r.adc.      This    additional   planting   is  wh^re  the 
wash  has  boon  filled  in,    just    south  of  the  parking   area.

There  has  b^j^n  no   CCC  activity  on  the  :rionunient   this  nonth  as  xie  have 
only  one   approved  job   that  we   can  work  on,    that   of  i/ash   elinination,    and  I 
called  this   off   so   that  \^o   could  purchr.se  nat^rials    for    scne  of  th^   other   job; 

The  custodian  took   two    days   of   annual   leavj  on   Novenber    14   and   15.      I 
had  planned  to    go    deer   hunting,    but    sickness   and  other  things   prevented  nc 
fron  going  this   y^-ar.      I    did  not   have  anyone  take  ny  place  at   the  nonunent 
during  these  two   days   as  I    figured  there  v/as  not    enough  travel   and,    as   it 
turned  out,    they  were   tvra   of  our  windiest    and   coldest    days   of  th^  nonth. 

I    an  getting  along  fairly  well  with  ny  work,   with  days  vdien  I    don't 
get   done  v/hat   I    should  and  other   days   that  things   seen  to   go    like   clock 
ViTork.

Most 
of  thj;.i   stopped  to   get  warn  and  incidentally  to    look  over  the  ruins. 

About   a  hundred  goats   have  invaded  this   country,    nobody  scons  to 
know  where  they  con^  fron  but  they  are  proving  a  great  nuisance  to   the 
farnors   as  well   as   to   this  nonur:ient.      Fences    seen  to   be  no  barrier  to   them. 

In   spite  of  freezing  v.'eath^r  we  have  kept   our  bird  baths   open  to   the

WPA  vj-orkers   have  graded   seven  r.iiles   of  the  road  botv^recn  here  and 
Socorro,    this    section  had  n-,vcr  been  graded  before   and  by  running  the  grader 
over   the  whole   road,    th -y  hav  )  put   this   road   in   fr.irly  good   shape. 

Quite  a  force  of  r.i.jn  are  again  vrcrking  on  the  road  betvfcen  here  and 
Carrizozo  putting  in  culverts  and  cutting  dovm.  tho  higher  grades.  Many 
people  are  beginning  to  use  tliis  road  and  once  it  is  in  good  shape,  I  an 
sure  it   v;ill   becone   the  nain   route  betYv^een   El   F.-se    r.nd  Santa  Fe  points.

Wupatkl,    processed  material   other  than  administrative,    compilp^tion  of  form 
8320   and  Branch  of  Research   end  Information,    wildlife    census    for    1938, 
talk  program  at   Mesa   public    schools,    CCC    side   c.mp   educational   progrcan,    and 
King'  s  week   at    Chaco    Canyon  relieving  Vivian,, 

Informational    service  was   provided  in   tno   form  of  pnotogr.'.phs   and 
facts   for  the   Phoenix  Republic   ..nd  Gazette  franous   Marcos   de  Niza   edition 
which  featured,    among  othjr  .^rizona  highlights,    th  ;   tourist   attractions 
of  the  State.      Research  wr.s    started  to    develop   information  requested  by 
the  Yfcshington  office  for  use   in  the  1939   quarto -centennial   progrcjn.      A 
lengthy  bibliography  was   prepared   in   response   to    a  telegraphed  request 
from   a  teacher.      The  u.oual    quantity  of   infcrmaticnai    leaflets   were    issued 
and  a   re-run  of   2,500   Cos..  Grande  informatien:.l   folders  was  made. 

Approximately   100   feet    of   16  mm  motion  picture    film  was    exposed  and 
36   natural   color    slides    added  to   th-j   visu..l    education   library.      Photography 
was    curtailed  by  the    sending   of   cne   camera  to   the   factory   for   repairs   and 
the  fact  thr.t   much  of  the  casual    subject  mat'cer   has   bjen   acquired. 

A   standard  method  of   cataloguing  museum   collection   specimens  was   out- 
lined in   detail   -..nd  will    soon  b_  m.de  available  to    :.ll   field  men. 

King  made   a  trip   to    Timiacacori   to    inspect   the   case    rofinishing   problem 
which  has    developed  at   the  nev;  museum. 

Arrangements  for  Steen's   forthcoming  trip  to  B^rl:eley  were  m^ade  and 
the  various   projects   of  this   department   r^vi^jwed  with  an  idea  of  developing 
as   efficient   a  progrcjn  as   possible  for  the  mnter. 

Machinery  was   placed   in  motion  to   institute  a  wildlife   survey  at   Chaco 
Canyon  virith  the  object   of  restocking  the  monument  with  antelope.      Additional 
Scaled  Qupal  will  be   introduced  next    spring  a.ccording  to  word  received  from 
the  Nev;-  Mexico   Game  and  Fish  Department.    . 

Efforts  to   obtain  Mcscalero  Apacho  articles    for   th 3  White  Sands 
museum  were   initiated  during  November. 

Supervision  of  the   Casa  Grande  Side   Camp   educational  program  was 
continued.      Due  to   the  m.oving  of   shop    equipment  to  the  new  industrial   area, 
the  two   holidays   of  the  month,    and  a   sl:,ckening   of   interest   among   cnrollees, 
the  progr;.m  has   not   held  up  as  v^rell    as  might  b  „    hoped,

As   in  former  months,    shortage  of  personnel   prevented  the  cataloguing 
of  the    large   nunber  of   library  accessions.      These  publications  vrere   filed 
subjectiv-jly  making  them  as   accessible  as  possible  pending   catrloguing   at 
a  future  time.      Outstanding  accession  cf  the  month  w..3   a  gift   of  21   issues 
of  the  National   Geogro.phic  Magazine   from  Miss   Gertrude  Hill,    formerly 
ranger-historian  at  Headquarters.      A  total   of   186  publications  were  added 
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tc   the   library   ,    as   follor^s;    nine  becks,    89   periodic-. Is,    41   bulletins, 
and  47   reports   and   reprints.

I    realize  that  I    cm  prob-.bly  thj  person   1  ~c.st   fitted  to   criticize 
ajnong  the   entire   personnel   of  the  Scuth\vost  em  :  lonimentsj    however,    my 
inexperience  might  be  se'.aewhat   compensated  by  brin^jing   loss   of  a   routine 
vievfpoint  to   oxaninati^n  of  the  situation  which   -rooms   to   be  arising   in 
regard  to    tho   class   of  visitor  Y.diich  vro  v-riously   '.va'^^ol    ''NeYrs\vorthy, 
Interesting,    Special   Party,    etcetera".      Going  brc:v  t^iyough  the  monthly 
reports   froin  the  men  in  the   field,    I    notice   ''.   ccnvLar.t.l/  increasing 
emphasis  placed  on  tho  visitor  who   is  out   -.f   tho   ordino/'y  run  cf   "just 
plain  folks",   whether   ho  be  an  official   of   some   othei'   Govorrjnontal 
branch,    an  archoologist,    naturalist,    college  prof -^^ssor  ,    or  the   like. 
Thoro   is  no   argument   agairist   feeling  that  those    ^eoplo  >^re  well  worthy  of 
special   attention,   vfhile   in  our   areas;    in  many  imtanccs  wo  are   able 
to   derive  more  benefit,     -r   information,    than  thoy  ao  piii  re  from  us.     YiJha-t 
I    do   feel,    hoYifovor,    is   tho  need  of   suppressing  a  gr.,w:.:ng  t.mdency  to   give 
this    special    service  to   the  few,    at   tho   o:c^;onse   of  th'.    many  who    come   to 
tho  various  r.icnuments  without  tho   inducement   of  profossional   or   scienti- 
fic  interest. 

There  is  no   reason  to    quarrel  mth  the   sj-iecialists — the  Naturalist, 
the    Landscape  men,   the  Geologist,    ;:rcheologi  st,    or  Wildlife  Technician, 
Their  functions   are  indispensible,    and,    ;;roperly  coordinated,    are  in- 
valuable to   tho  men  who  must   pass   on  the   information  acquired  by  tho 
specialist   to  the   traveling  public.      The  avowed  purpose   and  aim  of  the 
Service,    however,    is  tc   benefit   tho  masses,    not  tho   specialist,    and  in 
consistently  following   this   policy,    it    is,    or   at    least    should  be,    im- 
perative tk.t    all   clases    :f  people  vfh^    come  t:    the  monuments    should  be 
treated   as   nearly  alike  as    is   possible.      T.    bo    strictly  mercenary  about 
it,    none  of  us    should  forget   that,    from.  The  Director   dovm  to   tho  newest 
and  ro.wost   Temporary  Ro.ngcr,    our    salaries   como   from  the  pockets   of  the 
taxpaying    citizen,    who    likewise  makes   up   our    largest    class   of  visitor. 

To    SU.-1  up,    in  vrords   of  ono    syllabi o,    the   persona^l  view  point   of 
one  of  your  very  noT,vest   rangers,   I   v/ould   say  that    it    seems   as   if  vrc

For  the  Tirot  bime  thot  we   huve  noticed,  termites  are  working  in  and 
on  a  living  tree.   One  cf  the  ovennatare  nesquites  near  the  Custodian's 
residence  has  had  the  trunk  a] most  completely  mudded  over  in  the  past  tv/o 
weeks,  and  part  of  one  cf  the  dead  limbs  is  -svidently  the  new  home  of  the 
colony  which  seems  to  be  "vor-d-ng  on  +he  dead  part  intensively. 

The  garaole  sparrows  have  returned,  many  cf  them  havin-/  teen  noted  dur- 
ing the  month.   Also,  the  Ga^nbel  ^uall  th;rt  began  returning  to  the  resi- 
dential area  in  September   ha  Are  no»v  arrived  in  full  force,  and  are  to  be 
heard  all  over  the  monui-.ont. 

ITnich  brings  up  the  subject  of  pr<^da':.cr3 :   .'Recently  several  house- 
cats  have  adopted  the  area  as  a  winter  h-'.r'..  aug   .'"ourd   and,  during  tne  past 
few  days,  lave  almost  di  i*/en  the  ranr  :-t  m;;. ".  tr-yir.,;;  to  dispose  Of  them.   One 
large  Tom  has  been  com.ing  across  the  parhin,^  ar^a  nearly  every  evening,  but 
is  toe  wild,  or  too  smav  t,  to  wait  to  be  sh-j-^'-,    a'  '--e  ali-.ays  talces  to  the 
brush  at  top  speeS  whenever  a  hum;an  being  a''proaches.   0:^6  cvenin^-  ho  was 
sighted  by  Jr»    Nataralist  Dodge  who  ga\  c  ch'.ce,  forcing  him  to  drop  a  cotton- 
tail rabbit  ne  was  carrying  in  his  riiouth  -  apparently  taking  it  home  for 
dinner.   So  far  he  has  i ailed  to  appear  '.vhen  so:n«3ne  is  v;aiting  foi-  him 
with  a  rifle,  but  seems  to  have  no  such  regard  for  side  arms,  as  if  he  kne^v 
that  the  ranger  T^as  too  poor  a  pistol  shot  cc  be  feared.   To  date,  the  score 
is:   Cats,  four;  dogs,  two;  but  two  more  cats  are  still  known  to  be  hiding 
out  somewhere  on   the  area.   One  of  the  no"v/  aefur..ct  cats  l^ad  killed  and  eaten 
at  least  two  doves  and  one  quail,  by  actual  proof,  before  the  boys  at  the 
C.C.C.  camp  caught  it  and  turned  it  over  for  disposal. 

PIPE  SPRING  PIPINGS  By  Leon,..rd   .,..ton" 

The  Gambel  Sparrows  and  Greenbacked  Goldfinches  are  the  only  birds 
that  have  been  here  in  any  great  num.bers  this  fall.  .A  fe\.  of  the  other 
birds  that  usually  pass  have  been  observed  as  they  go  this  way  on  their 
flight  to  the  southlands. 

In  the  past  it  has  been  my  habit  to  te.Ll  the  visitors  that  there  wure 
only  four  different  species  of  snakes  that  |.nhabited  this  country  about 
the  monument,  the  desert  rattler,  bul'  sic.  k:,   irig  snake,  and  the  striped 
racer.   I  now  have-  one  more  species  to  add  to    yhe  list  fcr  on  September  27, 
when  we  were  coning  off  the  liill,  I  s:../  u.  sxlII  snake  which  at  first  I  took 
to  be  a  rattler,  but  on  closer  exan:-r.ation  I  deciicd  to  call  it  a  bull  sna:;e, 
so  picked  it  up.   Then  I  know  it  .\ae  no',  either  one  but  a  noY/  snake  to  me 
and  one  I  had  neverheard  of,   hatiralist  ...cp'ee  identified'  it  as  the  Spot- 
ted Night  Snake,  of  which  there  have  been  a  ie\7   collected  in  the  Grand  Can- 
yon.  It  was  about  the  size  cf  a  lead  pencil,  of  a  browuisb  grey,  with  dark 
brovm  almost  square  spots  on  its  back,  four  or  five  rows  in  cnecKiered  posi- 
tion.  I   ..^  t  the  snalce  several  days  in  a  glass  bottle  c!  inking  I  would  get 
to  town  to  get  som:e  alceaol  to    ^  it  in,  bub  one  night  I  did  not  put  the 
lid  on  tight  enougij.  and  it  got  aivay.   I  will  not  be  Satisfied  till '  I  have 
another  to  show  the-  visiters,  along  with  th.  other  snak.:,s  that  I  have. 
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VfUPATKI  y/ILDLIFE  By  David  J.  Jones 

Of  interest  was  the  description  by  Miss  I.Iary  Erickson,  ornithologist 
from  the  University  of  California,  of  a  aTiethod  of  .rnc^rking  birds  ether  than 
by  color  bands.   A  chicken  feather  is  -Jyed  to  the  desired  color  and  by  means 
of  Duco  cement  or  ambroid  attached  to  the  tail  feathers  of  a  bird.   She  re- 
ports thut  it  i s  much  easier  to  identify  the  individuals  in  this  manner, 
and  not  as  dangerous  as  the  color  bund.   Of  course,  it  does  not  work  as 
well  on  some  birds  as  vdth  others;  hence,  necessitates  experimentation  shoulo 
any  of  you  desire  to  try  the  idea. 

The  experiment  using  juniper  berries  as  bait  for  birds  has  not  worked 
so  xvell  to  this  date  due  to  the  fact  tliat  the  ground  squirrels  enjoy  thorn, 
too.   It  is  hoped  that  this  v/ill  be  atT;ractive  bait  for  pinyon  jays  _.nd 
possibly  bluebirds. 

Those  of  you  who  have  any  interest  at  all  ir.  birds  vifill  appreciate  the 
following  urticlo"*  by  Cornelia  Otis  Skinner.   So  aptly  does  chi  describe 
the  troubles  of  an  am.atcur  ornithologist  that  I  could  sec  mj/'self  trying  to 
learn  about  the  birds  with  a  pair  of  field  glasses  and  "Birds  of  I'levir  Licxicol'

Looks  like  we  have  had  some  of  the  tops  in  "  wildlife  teclmicians  in 
October.   l-Ve  started  off  with  Dr.  Osgood,  Chief  Curator  of  the  Field  Mu- 
seum, Chicago,  v/ho  wo  s  in  search  of  a  few  of  our  mice  to  mo.ke  up  a  case 
in  the  Chicc^.^o  Mus-cum.   Next  co.me  Dr.  J.  Eric  .Hill  and  party  fromi  the 
American  h'useum  of  Natural  History  in  New  York  v^ho  are  anxious  to  show 
tlieir  visitors  the  variation  in  v/hite,  black,  and  xrey   mice  in  this  valley. 
And  nov/  Dr.  Fra.nk  Elair  and  vdfe,  who  v/ork  with  jr.    Lee  Dice  of  the  Univer- 
sity of  I'ichigan,  are  here  studying  the  red  mice  of  the  red  beds  near  i:igh- 
rolls   which  he   has  and  is  reproducing  in  the  x..ichigan  laboratory.   It 
was  Dr.  Dice  who  origini-.lly  discovered  the  white  m.ice  of  the  V.liite  Sands 
in  1928.   He  has  been  breeding  and  experimenting  \\'ith  them  since  that  tim.e. 
Dr.  Hill  obtained  a  few  of  the  v;hite  mice,  one  al;:iost  snov;  vdiite  specimen. 
Dr.  Blair  has  confined  his  work  to  the  red  beds  so  far  but  has  convinced 
me  thc't  there  is  sufficient  variation  in  the  color  of  our  white  lizards  to 
make  a  beautiful  case  in  the  museum,  for  this  lizard  of  ours  is  black  on 
the  lavo.  beds,  red  on  the  red  beds,  grey  in  the  valley,  and  white  on  the 
VJhite  Sands.

The  unidenti- 
fied sparrows  keep  low  in  the  gr..es  ^.nd  'lyider  l<aves,  so  it  is  hcird  to  see 
them.

The  other  night  seme  campers 
left  a  pound  of  butter  and  some  bread  on  the  table,  but  a  little  fox  had 
it  all  eaten  before  morning.  Then  I  had  to  provide  thrm  v/ith  both  bread 
and  butter  for  their  breakfast.

HEADQUARTE^.S  HAPPEHIIIGS 

Fruits  of  the  Night -blooming  Cereus  plants  ■' T'f-.niorereus  'jrcggii), 
which  flov/cred  the  nigh^  of  July  5,  L.atured  dur.i;  ;  Cct'^ber.   The  small 
black  seeds  v/ere  soughL  by  some  bird  or  marum'Ll  i/hj.ch  CMt  threughi  the 
fleshy  pods  to  sccop  out  the  pulp  and  seeds  ".s  soon  as  the  fruits  began 
to  ripen. 

Ant  hills  about  head '-quarters  are  conspiciou:;  ;/ith  rings  cf  discarded 
saltbush  seed 'scales  which  surround  theffi.   The  arts  aorarcntly  carry  the 
seeds  dovj-n  into  their  underground  chambers  wncre  the  Jiulls  are  removed. 
These  are  then  taken  above  ground  and  discarded  about  the  base  of  the 
mourd . 

Little  one-eye,  the  Cactus  V.'ren,  is  occasionally  seen  about  the 
building's.   He  vj-as  receiitly  ooserved  hard  at  work  amonf  the  fins  of  the 
radiator  of  a  visitor's  automobile  trying  to  extract  the  body  cf  an  insect. 

On  November  4,  CCC  enrollec  Scholz  sa.¥J-  a  lai'ge  ha\:k  swoop  down  on  a 
mourning  dove  vv^hich  was  porchod  on  the  branch  of  a  ir.equite  tree.   The  haivk 
struck  the  dove  v/ith   considerable  force  and  c/.rried  it  off  in  its  talons. 
From  Scholz 's  description,  the  big  bird  w^.s  apparently  one  of  the  many 
Harris  Hawks  frequently  seen  cruising  about  the  m.onumiont. 

CACTI  AT  ORGAN  PIPE 

On  a  recent,  trip  to  Organ  ripe  Cactus  National  ilonument,  the  Boss 
and  Hugh  saiir  several  plants  of  the  Old  Nan  Cactus  of  "Senita"  (Lcphocereus 
schottii).   Among  the  very  rare  cacti  of  the  United  States,  numbers  of  this 
species  have  been  heavily  depleted  by  coli'cctors  who  have  sold  the.m  to  cac- 
tus gardeners.   It  is'  hopod  that  sufficient  numbers  still  remain  in  tlie 
monument  to  enable  the  species  to  increase  and  spread  thereby  enhancing 
the  value  of  the  area  as  a  cactus  preserve.

HEADQUARTERS  STATIC''-^  PRCGRA,^  ESTABLISEED 

As  with  the  majority  of  research  projects,  bird  banding  at  Eead- 
quarters  has  gone  through  tviro  stages  and  is  nrw  entering  a  third.   First 
came  the  rather  hit-and-miss  program  of  generalized  banding  with  no  par- 
ticular objects  in  view  oth.er  tlian  the  acquiring  of  knowledge  by  the  oper- 
ators regarding  species  identity,  relative  abundance,  and  effect,  if  any, 
of  weather  upon  bird  movement.   Eext  the  fact  became  apparent  that  the 
location  of  the  station  provided  an  opportunity  for  the  specialized  study 
of  particular  species  vrhich  were  abundant  upon  the  Casa  Grande  National 
FioniAment  where  headquarters  are  located.   Several  of  these  species  are 
migratory,  others  year  aro^ond  residents.   Sufficient  data  has  now  been 
accum.ulated  to  permit  a  stateiaont  of  specific  problems  dealing  with  defi- 
nite species.   Each  problem  has  a  practical  solution  application  of  either 
an  economic  or  educational  value  v/Iiich,  it  is  believed,  justifies  the 
carrying  out  of  a  banding  program.   Based  upon  these  three  and  one  half 
years  of  preliminary  work, 'the  headquarters  Branch  of  Research  and  Infor- 
rration  feels  that  it  is  now  in  a  position  to  attempt  the  solution  of  defi- 
nite and  practical  problems  relating  to  bird  life  on  the  Casa  Grande  Na-

OBJECTIVKS  OF  BJ_PJ)  BAMDI FG  _I^  SOUTF  ESTFRF  FOFU?.^^FTS 

Fuch  of  the  effectiveness  of  the  intornational  program  of  bird  banding 
sponsored  hy   the  Biological  Survey  is  bo.sod  on  the  activities  of  the  2, GOO 
permittees  operatinr'  bandiri;"  stations  tlirou'^hout  tjie  United  States.   Each 
S"^.ation  not  only  contributes'  its  p^.rt  to  the  mass  of  drta  accumulated  and 
filed  at  the  -Fashingtcn  offices  of  the  S'lrvey,  but  its  individual  records 
may  suddently  become  of  great  value  in  the  solution  of  sor^e  unexpected 
problemi.   Just  as  no  individual  weather- recording  station  m.rJ-ces  or  brocks 
the  Department  of  Agriculture's  v/eather  ferecastin:;;;  nrogram,  the  reports 
of  each  help  to  build  the  nation-wide  and  occcn-v/ide  weather  maps  i^hich 
are  of  utmost  imnortance  to  modern  commerce.   Thus  througli  the  bird-band- 
ing reiocrts  gathered  from  cooperating  banding  stations  in  all  ncrtions  of 
our  nation,  the  men  of  the  Bureau,  of  Biological  Survey  arc  able  to  k  >ep 
their  fingers  on  the  pulse  cf<'bird  life  in  our  land,   perhaps  an  epidemic 
of  .'rasshon-oers,  such  as  d<..vast.ated  the  farmlands  at  the  eastern  foot  cf 
the  Rocky  Fountains  during  the  summer  of  1937  causing  millions  of  dollars 
loss  to  farmers,  may  bo  traced  to  the  absence  of  the  normcl  r.ultitudos  oi

insectiverous  birds  in  the  locality  during  the  grcsshopper  egg-clcT^osi-birf^ 
period  the  provious  year.   A  repetition  of  the  absence  of  birds  would  lead 
the  Biological  Survey  to  prophecy  another  epidemic  of  hoppers  and  to  take 
steps  to  fight  them. 

iJATIOn'S  PROBLEI'^S  ARE  STATION'S  PROBLETS 


In  cooperating  with  the  Biological  Survey^  the  problems  of  the  dolicat-' 
adjustment  of  wildlife  to  civilization  bcccme  individual  problems  of  the 
stations.   Tiseascs  end  parasites  affecting  birds  mr.y  assume  epidemic  pro- 
portions and  nc  man  be  the  wiser,  but  the  bird  bander  wlio  is  keenly  attuned 
to  fluctuations  In   the  abundance  or  scarcity  of  m.cmbers  of  the  various 
species  in  his  territory  soon  discovers  thct  something  is  wrong.   Speci- 
mens of  dead  or  ill  biixls  sent  to  the  Biolcgico.l  Survey  soon  establish  the 
nature  and  importrnce  of  tiie  situation  and  necest^ary  action  may  be  taken 
to  meet  it.   In  matters  of  this  sort,  the  'cruth  of  the  old  adcgo  that  "an 
ounce  of  prevention  is  v.^orth  :■.  ocund  of  care"  is  off ecr.ively  displayed. 
Epidemics  tliat  Vvripc  out  popul^.tions  of  weed  seed--eating  or  insectiverous 
birds  are  bound  to  be  felt  hy   f^.rmers  the  follovvlng  sec  sons.   Southwestern 
Mpnum.ents  is  proud  to  contribute  its  bit,  hovj-ever  small,  to  a  proR-ram.  of 
such  vast  economic  importance  as  that  mai^itained  by  the  Biological  Survey. 

EACH  STATIC'^  EAS  IjTS  GJV   LOCAL  PROBLEMS 

In  addition  to  contributing  to  the  dc-ta  amassed  by  the  Biological 
Survey,  each  banding  station  is  in  a  position  to  solve  local  problems 
related  to  bird  life.   In  archcclogical  monuments,  a  peculiar  oroblem 
exists  vj-hich  is  v/oll  illustrated  by  Dr.  Don:"  Id  Brand(lO).   In  the  excava- 
tions of  Tseh  So,  a  small  house  ruin  in  Chaco  Canyon  National  Monument, 
j'Tew  I'cxico,  all  animal  bones  were  carefully  saved  and  later  identified. 
Comparison  of  the  species  inhabiting  the  region  today  is,  amonp  othor  fac- 
tors, an  index  to  cJiy  chanp-es  in  climatic  conditions  which  m.ay  have  taken 
place  in  the  interim.   In  commenting  UDcn  his  efforts  ut   comparison.  Dr. 
Brand  states,  (page  47)  "The  fauna  of  the  Chaco  Canyon  area  has  been  alm.ost 
totally  neglected  by  zoologists".   ITo-d  bird  banding  been  carried  on  at 
Chaco  Co.nyon  ''■T-tional  Monument  prior  to  the  excavation  of  Tseh  So  and  a 
chock  list  of  birds  of  the  o.roa  been  developed,  the  archeologists  vrould 
have  been  provided  v/ith  at  least  a  knowlcdr-e  of  the  avifauna  of  the  area 
for  camparison  with  that  of  the  -orehistoric  period  fis  revealed  by  their 
studies  of  bird  bones  found  in  the  ruins. 

As  previously  stated,  several  yea.rs  of  bird  study  is  usually  necessary 
before  a  suificiently  clear  picture  of  bird  activity  in  any  area  c-an  be 
obtained  to  pormdt  v.n   understanding  of  the  local  problems.   Headquarters 
station  because  of  earliest  es-tablishment,  is  jm   the  best  position  to 
begin  v^rork  on  specific  problems.   An  outline  /^f   these  ■■-ill  be  given  here 
an  an  example  of  v/hat  may  be  undertaken  through  bird  banding  at  a  single 
station.

A  second  purpose  in  bird  br.nding;  is  to  aMplify  cbscrvr.tionr.l  records. 
A  rather  complete  obscrvr.tionr.l  record  fil^.  hr.s  boon  kept  r.t  hoc.dquc.rtcrs 
for  a  number  of  yur.rs,  but  obs '  rv  tion...].  mcordi;  cho:.'  th  .t  Gr.nbcl  Spr.rrov.'-s 
( Zonotrl ch.i_a  loucophrys  Cil-nibclji)  on  southiv^.rd  migration  arrive  at  Casa 
^r-^jide  national  I'lonument  about  th^;-  s.cond  ■./cck  in  October.   It  requires 
individuals  identified  by  bands  to  doteririne  whether  these  first  arrivals 
from  the  surimer  r.";sting  locations  arc  pas:ir^^  throu";h  or  wliOthcr  th.  y  are 
previous  rooidcntr  r--;tuiminp:  to  their  por-r^r.ent  vrifter  feeding  'ground. 
Only  marked  indivlJuals  c.ivul^(~  the  fact  th:.t  a  ^;.mbcl  Sparrovj-  not  only 
returns  to  its  former  wmterinr  location  bnt  that,  in  the  maiority  of 
cases,  it  settles  down  en  tli:-  same  site  as  tiiu  p.-cvious  Y/int-,;r  w'^ith  a  ranrc 
limited  to  a  few  thousand  square  yerds. 

Observational  r'ccrds  amelified  by  knov-'led'^':'  obtain ed  from  bird  br.nd- 
ing  has  provided  the  na'^ur.liGt  staff  vdth  cons:.!'' enable  inferuiatlo?;  re- 
garding local  bir^l  activities.   This  infof~^aticn   of  ceurs^,,  is  :".t  the 
disposal  of  visiters  to  the  monument  and  of  scien,  J:ific  and  e'lncational 
institutions.   Fr..i,.arily  set  up  as  a::  i'.ifoiTia ':.ion  dispensincr^  organization,

'Thito-v/inged  Dovss  (hlelopelia  asiatica  ncarnsi).,   Jith  }:in  vias  e.  repr^so'it- 
ativc  of  the  Arizona  G^-mc  and  Fish  Ccmmissicnt    The  m-  n  wer^,  obtaining 
data  upon  v>rhich  to  base  the  d-Z'^es  and  length  cf  cp^n  hjnting  se_.son  on 
w'hito  wings,  and  ""roro  quite  disappoint.:d  at  the  lack  oi'  information  avail- 
able at  Southwestern  lionumonts  Headquarters.   On  ariother  occasion,  a  re- 
quest was  received  from  a  member  of  a  local  game  protective  association 
regarding  the  relative  v/cights  of  immature  and  adult  Gambol  Quail  (Lophor- 
t]pi   gambcli  gamboli) .   In  tl'.is  also  the  naturaliets  were  unable  to  give 
accurr.te  data. 

Cn   Case,  Grande  ^''ational  !'on\.;mcnt,  a  very  fine  opportunity  is  afforded 
for  a  careful  study  of  Gambol  Ouail.   Three  coveys  totaling  about  100  to 
150  individuals  iiih'.bit  thv:  arer:  fi^dinn-  th'-re  all  factors  nccens'^ry  for 
year  around  residence.   Although  careful  obs^rv-tion  r  cords  h:ve  bec'i 
kept,  amplified  by  bending  and  color  bandij.g,  no  con.cenxtrated  study  cf  tliis 
species  has  been  conducted  at  Casa  GiTnde,   As  the  chi^^-f  gam^  bird  of 
Southern  Arizona,  the  G''.mbel  Quail  is  in  need  of  c:..reful  study  to  :.-.ugu- 
ment  the  splendid  v/ork  of  GorGuch(8),   j  uch  could  be  learned  at  Casa  Gr;  n.do 
about  the  habi'cs  and-  activities  of  this  sp  cie-s  Vi,''hich  would  be  of  grce.t 
value  in  the  formation  cf  censervr tion  policies.   One  of  the  major  problems 
avj-aiting  solution  by  headquarters  bird  banding  i.s  that  of  th^;  notcntial 
capacity  of  Casa  Grande  IJational  Monument  :.s  a  quail  reservoir  the  over- 
flow from  which  is  available  for  sportsmen  of  the  corjaunity. 

On  page  430  of  this  Supplement,  reference  is  made  to  termites  which 
have  attacked  a  mesquit^-tree  on  the  m.onum.ont.   Observations  over  a  period 
of  years  indicate  that  Gila  Tfoodpeckcrs  (Ccrturus  uropygiatus)  l.cavc  the 
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nonumont  in  I.lr.y  and  do  not  return  until  Sjptonbcr.   Inasmuch  r.s  this 
spocios  is  numbrouG-  on  the  open  dosort  during  the  suirancr  months  c-.rrying 
on  thoir  nesting  activities  amojig  tho  girait  Saguaro  cacti,  it  has  been 
a.ssumcd  that  the  absence  of  Saguaros  on  the  monument  and  in  the  cultivated 
areas  in  its  vicinity  may  have  much  to  do  vj"ith  the  absence  from  tho  nonu- 
mont of  Y/oodpcckcrs  raid  flickers  (Colaptes  cafor  collaris)  throughout  the 
summer,  a  period  when  insect  activity  is  at  its  height.   !''ight  the  ro- 
cstab  lis  iliac  nt  on  the  monum.cnt  of  a  number  of  m-.turc  Saguaros,  thereby 
providing  nesting  sites  for  vroodpcckers  r.nd  fliclc'.rs,,  off  cr  a  partial 
solution  to  the  serious  problem  of  the  dying  of  m^^squite  trees  on  Casa 
Gronde  rational  ror-umont"? 

Another  problem  relating  to  the  mcsquitcs  of  Casa  Grande  mnght  be 
attacked  ohrough  aocurrtu  Iciov/lcdgc  regarding  bifd  activities.   The  monu- 
ment trc2s  arc  heavily  infested  with  mistletoe  [    ]ioradendro2-i  calif ornicum) 
which,  although  there  is  some  question  as  to  ite  fatal  ..ffect  upon  the 
trees,  undoubtedly  vreakens  them.   During  the  ivirtcr  months  _,  nuribers  of 
phainopcplas  (Phai  2iopopj  p.  niten.s  lopida)  a-'e  act^.ve  ov   the  mLonument  feed- 
ing upon  tho  fruits  of  the  parasite.   Are  the  phainoprplas  beneficial 
through  their  activities  of  consuming  thousands  of  m.istletoc  fruits,  or 
do  they  spread  the  infection  as  is  at  prosoi-it  believrc"  ? ',  9) 

For  30  years  or  mere,  Gi  cat  h'orned  Owls  (Bubo  vir  .--/ijiicaius  pallesccns) 
have  inhabited  the  Casa  Grande  ruins.   Perched  on  tho  rafters  supporti:ig 
the  roof  protecting  the  rui:is,  the  large  birds  arouse  a  [-ror.t  deal  of 
interest  among  visitors  v/ho  as]:  innumerable  questions  about  them.   '''^ach 
spring  the  female  broods  her  eggs  in  a  crude  nest  atop  the  ruin  wall  o.nd, 
in  the  majority  of  years,  tyre  to  four  youn:;;  arc  r^^arcd.   In  earl'^  summer 
the  parent  birds  leave  the  ruin  while  the  youn,  ■  remain  throughout  the 
summer  deserting  their  home  about  the  time  the  adults  return  in  September. 
Where  do  the  adults  go  in  summer,  and  is  it  the  same  pair  that  r.;turns 
each  fall?  YJhat  becomes  of  the  young?   Are  vre  sure  that  the  statem.onts 
just  made  and  br.sed  upon  observation  records  are  the  facts  in  the  case? 
Only  by  a  careful  study  founded  on  banding  records  v/ill  the  naturr.list 
staff  be  able  to  answer  the  ■  any  questions  that  visitors  ask  about  the 
owls.   How  are  the  contact  men  of  Casa  Gr'^.ndc  an.s\';ering  these  cuestions 
novr;    guessing,  cr  saying,  "I  don't  kno^r"? 

Large  birds  of  tho  hawk  and  owl  group  are  still  considered  by  many 
people  as  enemies  of  the  farmer,  raiding  his  poiiltry  yards  and  hen  roosts. 
Pellets  (regurgitated  material)  have  been  collected  beneath  the  ov;l  perchc: 
at  the  Casa  Grcjide  and  sent  to*  the  Biolo  aical  Survey  labor:\torics  for 
analysis.   In  all  cases  the  reports  show  that  the  Casa  Grande  owls  subsist 
on  small  local  rodents,  particularly  rabbits,  ard  mice.   The  naturalist 
staff  feels  safe  in  sayin.g  that  the  Casa  Grrjide  owls  are  an  aid  rather  tha^ 
an  onemiy  to  local  farmers,  but  pellets  :iust  be  collected  consistently  oA^cr 
a  period  of  time  to  definitely  prove  the  statem..nt. 

Another  opportunity  for  bird  study,  the  results  of  vj-hich  might  have 
considerable  economic  value,  is  provided  by  the  hordes  of  \'estern  '  ourni?ig 
Doves  (Zenaidura  m.acroura  macroura) which  inhabit  the  m.onument.   Thes-

House   Fi:iches    ( 0-  -i-podacus   mcxioanus    fronLelis)^    'Tanbul    SparroviE 
(Zorotrichia   leucophrys    ganbc  Li)  ,    and   Cactus  Wre'\s    (n^  licdyAns   brun;ici- 
caoillus)    all   offer   intoi-esting   possibilities    fe:     exhaustive    study  based 
upon  bird  bar.ding   at   llcadque.rtors.       fhc    first    tvij   o.rc  n:  grants  while    the 
last   is    a   resident    specie's.      Very   little   i:;f orr  recion   on   these   birds    is 
available    in  ornithological-  literature   as   r.lnost   ■■:o    cci'-ntific  work  has 
been  done    on   then.      In   fact,    inconplcto    as    it    is,    the   nass    of   information 

accumulated  by  headquarters   bird  banders   duririg    tho   past   three   and  one 
half  vcars   apparently  consitutes    tho  most   conprc'ic^.sive    study  of  Gambol 
Sparrov/s   yet   attempted  by  anyoeic,      ''.■fith  the   paper   being    compiled  by  John 
E.    p'ast,    the   record      of  Gambol   Sparrows   comprises    the   major   project   of   tho 
headquarters  bird   banding   program  to   date.      Other  valuable   contributions 
of   headquarters   bird    study,    as    previously  mcntionud    in   this    discussio-^, 
have   to   do  with  food   ?iabits   of  horned  ovrls,    knowledge   of   local   birds   and 
of  bird  banding  procedure   acquired  by  tho   members   of  the   natur'.list   staff, 
cjid    a   recognition   of   specific    econoF.ic   problems   v;hich   continued   bird  band- 
ing  activities    on  Casa   Grrnde   national    ilonuveent    should   help    to    solve.

Unless   the    cooperation   of    some    scientific   or    ed\;cational    institution 
provides    adequate   personnel   to    carry  on   a   thoroug^h  bird  banding   orogram 
at   Casa   Grande   I'ational   honumcnt,    headquarters    activities    along   these    iin- 
m.ust   of  necessity  bo    limited   by   the    smr.ll    amount   of   time   available.      So 
many   other   matters    of  much,   greater    importance   require    the    r'.ttcntion   cf   th' 
naturalist   staff  that  bird  breidine:   must  be   considered  as    a   siearo   time 
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project.      From  the   inforrar.tion  value    st-'.ridpoi.-it,    p.ssur.ption  of  the  bending 
responsibility  by   the   For.dqur.rtcrc    n. .turclisto    hr.s    tcr/.dcd   to    divert   the 
interest    of  the  monunort's    contr-cr   personnel.      Although   all   of   the  rnc.terinl 
accunulr.ted   is   on  file   in  the   nr.turr.list  office,    it   is   receiving   scant  at- 
tention  frora  the   public   visiting   Casa  Grande  ^''atier.al   j'lonunent.      Vj'crc    it 
possible    for    so-ic    of   the   ti:-c   of   the   Casa  Grande    contact  men   to   be   nadc 
available   for   coopi^rating   in   the   bird  bardin^  project,    considero.blo  norc 
hcadvvray   could  be   nr.do   and   at   the    sane   tii  c   the   Casa  Grande   pcrso:>i.nel  would 
be    stimulated   trj.-augh  r    i-roir/ing   interest    a^id   Ico'./ledrc    in   the  v/ork   and   thr.y 
would  be   i;i  a  nuc'\  better  positio.n  to   ansvfor   questions    about  birds   of  their 
nonunent   rub   to    them  by  visiters.

Du.ri:"g  the  three  anri  o':\l    half  years  thr.t  a  lird  be.nding  pro:"ran  op. 

Casa  Gra-xle  National  Monument  lias  been  cerried  e..  by  -^hc  v'cturalist  staff, 
some  rath^..r  inter estii'-g  and  v. orth  vdiile  faets  liave  bee -i  brought  to  light. 
L'.ost -valuablo  of  thos^  h.  .vc  boon  data  obtair;cd  en  Ganbel  Quail,  G''.nbcl 
Spr.rrov;s,  a'ld  Great  Kor^ied  Ov/lso   Li.'ht  I'as  bern  throvai  on  several  nroble-G 
which  are  believed  v:orthy  of  attack,  and  nueh  practical  infomatioia  regard- 
ing local  birds  and  bird  bandi^ig  proceduie  ].as  been  ebt-in  .d.   This  has 
proved  of  co"isiderable  adni"i.i  strativc  value  in  i^etructir.g  field  men  who 

have  cstablish--d  bird  br.nding  stations  at  their  respective  monuments. 
Several  suggested  improv'-^nents  of  th.  system  in  effect  have  been  devised, 
among  which  the  proposal  that  Casa  Grande  p'  rse"  .lel  cooperate  actively  iii 
the  program:  appears  most  practicable.   En  toto,  th.e  T'eadquartors  natural- 
ist staff  feel  that  tliC:  oro-ram  of  bird  banding  hr.s  bc^r.  reasonably  suc- 
cessful and  that  the  m.ass  of  o.ccunulated  ck'ita  is  of  value  only  so  far  as 
r.dditional  material  may  be  e.ddod  ■  .s  tim-e  goes  on.   Because  of  the  proven 
worth  of  the  pre;";ram.  ard  because  of  the  recognition  of  definite  nroblems 
vriiose  solution  should  prove  of  ecor.o..iic,  soi^nitif  ic ,  r.nd  educatioaal 
value,  it  is  felt  thr.t  a  continuation  of  tliis  bird  banding  program  is 
fully  justifyable  ove:i  at  th^.  exnensc  of  a  small  r.mount  of  official  gcver?!- 
ment  time .

I  ara  the  victiTn  f  inten.iittent  attacks  of  cinbition  to  patch  up  a  , 
faulty  educr^tion.  '"Jy  ardor  seldom  lasts  oryor.d  -the  stog'e  of  purchasin;"  a 
nuraber  of  books  on  the  passing,  enthusias.n,  ^iianc^n".  over  their  contents, 
then  puttixif-  thein  away  -^vith  a  varue  pror.dso  to'  m;;,  innei-  man  (who  must  be 
a  complete  sissy)  someday  to  tackle  the  'Subject  in  earnest.  The  latest 
spell  of  intellectual  tJ.irct  started  when  a  frijnd  who  was  sitting  on  m.y 
porch  sudde'.ly  exclaimed,  "vTiy,  I  never  rci'llze-l  you  he'd  pipits  J ". 

It  is  'definitely  disturbing  all  at  dice  to  '6  told  you  i^ave  pipits. 
For  an  unccmfortable  mioment  I  wondered  if  1    iiad  r..dfenly  broken  out  in  a 
rash,  but  ip.y  fliend's  ne:t  re...:- rk--"]iear  hii..?   H*-^  ■  ■--  in  that  bush"--brought  t' 
realization  that  her  exci'cemerit  was  all  abcut  a  bird. 

"Oh  yes,"  I  faid,  "  ve  ha';'e  flocks  of  thom»o"   If  she  was  going  to  shov/ 
off,  1  could  too-. 

"But  they  don't  go  in  flocksl"  ]  y  friend  car  oe  terribly  annoying. 

"They  do  here,"  I  said,  then  added  lar:ely,  "This  is  a  sort  of  bird 
sanctuary. " 

"How  fascinating!."  sne  cooed  (people  ■  v/ho  go  in  for  fov/ls  of  the  air 
after  a  while  beq:in  to  sound  like  them,^ 
"Just  what  species  dc  you  get?" 

If  she  had  pointed  her  finger  at  me  and  yelled  "Bird  —  one,  two,  three, 
four,  five,  six,  seven,  eightl"  1  couldn't  have  felt  more  panic-stricken. 
"jell,  robins,"  I  said,  but  apparently  this  didn't  satisfy  her,  so  I  went  or 
"aIso  sea  gulls  and  hummingbirds  and  an  occasional  eagle,   .and  new  how  about 
an  Old-Fasliioned?" 

L,y  friend  departed  in  haste,  but  she  had  succeeded  in  infecting  me. 
The  season  of  migration  was  beginning  and  the  study  cf  ornithology  seemed 
not  only  imperative  but  rather  becoming,  so  I  rushed  to  my  bookshelves  to 
look  for  a  bird  book.   The  only  one  I  could  find  lurked  in  a  section  ol 
ciiildbood  leftovers  between  a  tret  for  Cicero  and  "The  Automobile  G-irls  in 
tlie  Berkshires."   It  was  a  limp-leather  number,  about  the  size  of  a  short- 
hand pad,  and  bore  on  the  flyleaf  my  signature  und  some  cryptic  initials 
in  arrow-pierced  hearts.   For  further  ornamentation  "Yale  rah-rah'."  was 
scravirled  in  blue  pencil,  and  below  that,  doubtless  because  the  other  end  of 
the  pencil  v/as  red,  was  a  restrained  "ilarvard,  rah  i " 

This  booklet,  whicli  has  one  of  those .  mortifying  titles  like  "First 
Steps  in  Bird  Lore,"  lists  some  fifty  varieties  of  our  winged  neighbors. 
The  illustrations,  reproduced  by  an  antiquated  process  cf  lithograol'iy  in  wh. 
the  colors  fail  signally        to  get  together,  look  a  good  deal  like  de- 
calcomanias  that  have  skidded.   The  head  of  the  goldfinch  is  dun-colored, 
surrounded  by  a  tender  halo;  -^he  purple  of  thi^  grosbeak's  bill  looks  like 
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a   pluin  he's   about    to   devoux*;    .-(.nd    tho    sor:rl'-t    d;.b   tlvit 
the   red-winged  blackbird  might  be   an   overhanding  traffic   light,      as   a   furt !.c : 
drawback,    a  number   of  pages  were   rinpcd   Ic'^se   in,    presumably,    some   forgottcr. 
fit    of   rage  and   now  flutter   in  all   directijrs  whenever  the  volu^ae   is    open?  J . 

This    little  manual    seoi;ied    hardly   ■xacquatc,    sc    j.    C'.^rsulted   uvj   oook- 
sellcr,    v;ho   assured   ne    he  had    just   vvhat    1   needed.      t.li.-^t   I    needed   turned    out 
to   be   a  volui'ne  which  has   tlie    .^^'eneral   dimenpions    of    the   '..anl'.atlan   telephone 
book  and   the  7>rei~ht   of  ar   anvil.      It   can'  c  popsi>ily  be  handled   casuully-- 
propped  against    th'.   tcastir    at   brcaiczast    cr    s;;;;j.rt:d   by  your   stomach    in 
bed.

These  reports  arc  oxpoctod  to  run 
from  one  or  twc>  tc  five  or  six  sin'-le  spaced  typewritten  pages  fcr  each 
monument  visited  and  are  the  or  sis  upon  Wiiich  further  action  is  stn.rtcd 
locking  to  the  co^rrecticr  of  the  matters  brought  up.   Tlnour^h  copies  of 
these  reports  are  made  up  to  nrevide  us  v/ith  a  wrjcing  copy,  two  copies 
which  go  to  your  "ffice  at  the  end  of  the  L/:nth,  V:n\   .'jnc  cooy  to  the 
Regional  Office, 

At  the  end   of  the  month  the  Custodian  furnishes  us  o.  copy  of  his 
regultvr  monthly  narrative  roriort  which  vie   include  in  tiiis  repc. rt  to 
you.   He  also  sends  us  a  copy  of  his  da.ily  •.".iary.siio.wing  how  his  work 
h.is  gone  from  oay  to  day.   In  this  daily  diary  the  man  is  supposed  to 
be  talking  str-^ight  across  the-  boar-''^  and  can  and,  as  a  m.attcr  of  fact 
m^jst  of  them,  do,  include  details  an.',  personal  reactions  which  have  no 
business  in  the  v/h.olc  bo.ckground  of  the .  monu:aent  affairo.  Another 
report  submitted  is  the  report  :f  visitors  handled  during  the  past 
month  which  shows  hcvr  many  parties  each  employee  handled  thj:*ough  the 
field  trip  or  the  r;use-um  trip,  total  number  of  each  kind  -^f  trip  per 
day,  length  of  time  of  trips,  etc.   Those  figures  give  us  detailed 
data  on  the  visitors  and  afford  a  clear  picture  as  to" hew  m.uch  of  the

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Custodian  in  fillinr;  nut.  Thcro  arc  dctailec".  questions  c.s   to  the  ■ 
appearance  of  the  personnel,  the  administration  buildinL;s  and  aroa, 
the  residential  buildin;';,s  and  area,  condition  cf  r;encral  equipment,  and 
so  on.

At  this  depth  we  had  gone  through  the 
sandstone  where  wo.ter  vras   to  bo  found,  and  were  .^ut  in  a  formation 
which  rave  no  hope.  1^'Ie  have  shut  the  contro.ct::r  lovm  and  are  now 
waiting  f'-r  the  decision  of  the  geologist  o."nd  engineer  for  the  next  move. 

The  CCC  camps  af  Bandolier,  Chiricahua,'  and  Flagstaff,  as  well  as 
the  spur  camp  at  Casa  Grande  and.  the  Indian  Ilobile  Unit  at  Chaco 
Canyon,  have  continued  their  work  in  a  satisfactory  mo.nncr. 

On  the  whole,  the  mo-inth  has  been  good  and  th'.-;  ol.^tlo■ok  for  the 
immediate  future  is  good.

This  seems  to  have  been  a  bu^y  month  out  ts  I  recount  the  things 
accomplished  they  do  nob  make  a  very  lon£  list. 

Work  around  the  heydquarters  has  been  ura^^gjng  for  sorr.e  time  but 
I  notice  now  that  about  J. 2  or  15  men  are  p'^urin,^  tne  foi.'ndc.t ion  on  the 
custodian's  residence,  which  livens  things  up  corsidevibly.   Then

Our  visitors  are  woefully  lacking,  but  the  f  j  lliiv;  sta  ■.  'en  m.en 
and  eating  house  proprietors  in  tov;n  complain  of  sh^^ri  travjl  in  about 
the  same  proportion  as  v;e  are  efflicted  and  wo  all  agi  )e  tha'.  new 
road  construction  on  Federal  Kighvvay  No.  7'^  is  a  ■  countable.   There  have 
been  about  75  trucks,  using  18  miles  of  thu  highv/ay  betv/een  the  Sands 
and  Las  Cruces.   There  'vas  a  truck  load  of  gravel  every  minu  le ,  two 
shifts  a  aay,  v/ith  the  empties  thro;ra  in  between.   The  rust  never 
settled.   So  we  have  had  no  travel  from  the  wesK,  and  all  Vi^e  Lad  from 
the  east  was  those  who  mode  a  special  trio  to  see  tht  Sands.   In  addition 
to  this  22  miles  of  new  construction  .west  of  the  Sanus,  there  are  two 
similar  projects  on  Highv;ay  70  east  of  Alfjanogordo . 

So  road  consitions  have  not  been  good  and,  vjhile  these  projects 
should  be  finished  in  January,  the  road  gossip  is  that  an  18  mile 
project  on  70,  throujh  the  Mescalero  Indian  reservation,  will  be ■ 
called  about  the  time  these  are  finished.   So  we  are  likely  to  have 
another  six  months  of  blocked  higliway_  from  v/hich  we  will  probably 
suffer  more  than  from  the;  present  construction  because  it  will  be  in 
the  tourist  season  and  will  be  on  the  east  cf  us  v/here  ivc  get  most  of 
our  visitors.  About  all  the  satisfaction  I  can  get  out  of  all  this 
road  construction  is  in  anticipating  the  crovjds  for  1940  when  the 
Coronaao  Cuarto  Centennird  will  b:r  on. 

The  wsathei'  has  been  pleasant  almost  every  day  this  month  except 
for  a  couple  of  fairly  good,  rains,  for  which  we  were  thankful. 

This  week  Mrs.  Nancy  Grey,  a  radio  station  operator  with  the 
Milwaukee  Journal,  spent  a  couple  of  days  with  us.   She  liked  the  Sands 
very  much  and  feels  optomistic  as  to  an  increase  of  tourist -traffic  in 
the  Southwest  .the  next  few  yiars.   Last  v-eek  W.  D.  MacMillen ,  who  has 
taught  astronomy  in  the  University  of  Chicago  for  31  years,  drove  into 
the  Heart  of  the  Sands  and  said,  "Well  I  drove  186  miles  to  see  these 
Sands  and  I  got  my  m.oncy's  worth."  Dr.  Macf.Iillen  went  from  here  to 
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Lubbock,  Tcixas,  to  visit  a  friend,  ena   th.:  ri'.ext  cay  the  Lubbock  Journal 
carried  a  tivo  column,  black  hcadlin.,?  article  about  th-i  wonders  of  th.3 
Great  Vifhite  Sands.  .So  both  the  doctor  and  the  custodian  wore  satisfied 
with  that  visit. 

Our  registration  book  shows  665  names  this  month  as  against  3,90]. 
in  August.  As  I  fu^ur^  it,  our  665  is  about  17  percent  of  our  benner 
month  last  summer.   Using,  our  usual  17  percent  registration,  it  woula 
give  us  3,990  visitors  this  month,  but  I  do  not  believe  v;6  had  that 
many  for  vje  hac  tKO  goot.  sized  school  parties  and  had  nearly  100  percent 
registration  from  them  so  I  believe  we  vvill  uo  us  justice  to  give  us  about 
3,500.   We  had  27  states,  ,th"ee  foreign  countries,  sna  Alaska  represented.

The  weather  hasn't  b,.?en  entir'-ly  to  blame  for  the  loi-:  numb-^r  of 
visitors;  the  month  started  off  in  an  Indian  summei"  way  but,  like 
March  is  supposed  to  do  when  it  com.es  in  lik.e  a,  lamb,  Dect^mber  is  going 
out  like  a  lion.   Temperature  has  dropped  b:low  freezing  every  night 
and  snow  has  fallen  on  three  occc.si'^ns,  the  last  being  today's 
two  inches.   The  days  have  been  moderate  Vv'ith  temperatures  in  the 
upper  thirties  or  lo'wer  forties.  .   . 

ROADS 

The  approach  road  to  Betatakin  was  in  splendid  shape  until  a 
snowfall  on  the  night  of  December  16.  made  chains,  necessary  until  the 
noon  thaw.   Th,e  Marsh  Pass  Road  received  a  blade  treatment  between 
Red  Lake  and  Kayenta  about  the  eight.4r;enth. 

ADMINISTRATIVE 

On  December  17  we  had  five-sixths  of  our  visitors.  Mr.  Lyons, 
representing  a  well-drilling  company,  c:/.-led  in  the  morning  to  be  shown 
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the  location  selected  for  the  pump-to-sump  line.

The  ideal  location  is  ruled  out  because  it  can't  be  done  with  the  money 
available;  the  next  best  site  is  at,  or  near,  the  head  of  the  canyon 
and  the  cost  of-  a  v/ater  line  again  steps  in.  So,  it  boils  down  to 
simply  putting  the  house  on  a  spot  where  viater  is  most  economically 
available.

Somebody  during  -uhe  past  few  months  ha."  d.:-no  considerable  ex- 
cavating in  the  "Montezuma"  pueblo  situated  aDout  three  miles  to  the  ■ 
west  of  this  monument.   Being  told  there  ;;ao  c:::diderable  charred 
corn  and  beans  exposed,  I  went  over  to  look  around.   I  found  two  rooFiS 
about  eight  by  12  feet,  each  filled  to  a  height  of  between  tv/o  and 
three  feet  with  burned  corn  and  beans.   Thj  ch-rring  had  preserved  them. 

We  have  a  radio  ;and  a  wind  charger  to  Iceep  up  oui  batteries, 
and  here  on  this  hill  with  no  interference  to  hinder,  we  carj  get 
almost  anything  we  care  to  tune  for.   A  friend  who  has  been  radio 
operator  on  board  ship  can  pick  utd  and  translate  for  us  code  messages 
from  ships  as  far  avray  as  the  Philippines.

GENERAL : 

December  has  been  a  busy  month  for  this  monument.  Not  so  much 
in  the  way  of  travel,  but  v^e  have  accomplished  a  lot  on  our  Trail 
Project  and  on  Ruins  Stabilization. 

Cne  official  trip  w.as  made  to  Chaco  Canyon  National  Monument  or; 
December  9  in  corjiection  with  the  Mobile  Unit.  While  at  Chaco, 
Custodian  McKinney  and  I  took  measurements  on  the  Threatening  Rock. 
It  was  a  big  surprise  to  me  when  I  found  all  three  .^ages  set  by  Andy 
Clark  with  his  engineering  crew,  were  out  about  three  and  one  eighth 
inches.  This  movement  of  the  rock  has  probably  been  going  on  for  a 
thousand  years  or  more,  but  it  is  not  noticodDle  without  those  steel  gages, 
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AZTEC  (CCNT.) 

Another  official  ti^ip  was  made  to  Gallup  by  the  custodian  on 
Decembar  13.   Mr.  and  Mrs.  Charlie.  Steen  accompanied  me  on  this  trip 
and  jaught  thuir  tr-;in  for  Arizona.  The.  custodian  i'eturn.-d  to  Aztjc 
after  purchasing  a  new  battery  for  truck  No.  8121. 

An  attempt  vrcs   made  to  inspect  Yucca  House  and  Kovenweop  on 
December  20,  but  due  to  eight  inches  of  njv;  snow  and  difficult  roads, 
I  v;as  unable,  to  g;  t  in  to  uituer  of  the  monuments.

ROADS  AND  TI-^lILS 

As  pr^jviously  reported,  work  began  November  21  on  excavation  of  twD 
roems,  putting  a  new  dr;-inege  system  from  the  roof  of  the  Great  Kiva  , 
and  leveling,  gr..iding,  and  dr.  inirig  the  court  unaer  the  direction  of 
A.  S.  Underhill* 

Ch'^irlie  Steen,  archeologist  for  Suuteiwestern  Monum.ents ,  arrived 
on  November  28  and  very  c  .p^bly  supervised  -..11  excavations  o.f  rooms  on 
this  project.  Ho  departed  for  Headquarters  Decemibor  13. 

Excavations  were  mad§,  trail  graded  through  rooms,  till  drain 
installed  and  carried  to  a  point  on  ee.st  sido  of  Ruins  and  disposed 
of  as  per  approved  plan.   All  tranch.  s  were  tamped  v/ith  good  grade  of 
moist  clay. 

The  old  stairway  leading  from  the  room.s  in  the  northwest  corner 
of  ruins  has  been-  removed  ;  nd  the  visitors  are  guided  from  the  rooms 
out  into  the  court  through  original  doors.   It  is  a  nice  easy  grade 
as  well  as  a  more  interesting  and  educational  trip.  All  work  on  this 
project  was  suspended  due  to  inclement  weather  Decom.btir  17. 

No  attempt  ivas  made  to  lay  a  bitiamuls  trail  as  the  weather  is  well 
below  freezing  every  night.   It  is  hoped  th.t  Mr.' Unde'rhill  will 
return  next  spring  and  finish  this  job.  The  job,,  ^s  far  as  it  has  gone 
has  imeroved  the  apiDearance  of  the  ruins  100  percent.   The  til.e  drain 
had  a  chance  to  do  its  stuff  on  three  different  occasions,'  and  it  functions 
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AZT"C  (COTJT.)

On  November  23,  our  v.ater  pump  went  bad.  We  have  had  a  lot  of 
trouble  with  this  nump  in  the  past  and  it  has  been  necessary  to  re- 
leather  it  about  once  a  montho  This  was  due  to  the  fact  that  the 
concrete  foiondation  on  which  tiie  pump  v>ras  sitting  was  in  bad  shape. 
It  was  necessary  to  lay  a  nev.'  concrete  floor  in  the  pump  house,  and 
pull  the  pipe  to  releather  the  pump.  To  aate  t.he  job  is  holding  up 
nicely,  and  we  have  hac  no  more  trouble  -v.'ith  the  .^ater  pump.

The  walls  of  the  tvro  rooms  recently  excavated  by  Charlie  Steen 
are  being  stabilized.

%  travel  figures  for  th .  month  of  Dec  ^mber  shov/  more  visitors 
by  ten,  but  the  total  travel  through  the  monuip.  ;nt  is  33  less.   The  in- 
creased nxmiber  to  the  fort  came  from  the  CC3  Ccjnp  which  made  up  about   ' 
50  percent  of  m.y  visitors  this  month;  and  the  decrease  in  trav'.;l  is 
caused  by  the  fact  that  the  stock  men  have  finished  up  their  fall  sales 
and  are  pasturing  their  stock  for  t^e  v/inter. 

The  total  trav(;l  is  as  follov^fs:   Visitors  to  the  fort  40,  campers 
three,  through  travel  162. 

The  roads  tc  the  monument  hav^  been  in  fair  condition  this  month 
and  some  work  has  b^en  done  by  the  Indian  Service  in  grading  and  smooth- 
ing the  road  and  fixing  up  two  or  three  bad  culverts.

This  month  of  December  has  brought  a  much  needed  rain.  Since  my 
return  from  the  coast  on  Sunuay,  December  18,  spasmodic  precipitation 
has    occurred.      Today,    December   22,    siiov\rs    signs   of   clearing,    however. 

As    I   understand   has   al\«ays   b  ^en  t^.e   cure  vich  the    approach  road 
during   the   rainy   season,     it    is    suffering    frcm  erosion.      The   n'jmerous 
holes    and    ruts    r..cently  fillod      are   cleanly   Ar^^^hjd  to    tlicir   rocky  base, 
and    strangely  enough  th^   filling  cannot  bu   fcuiid  nearby  to   rjmody  the 
condition.      I    dcubt,    1:owuvct,    that   even  no-.7  the   road   is   poor    enough  to 
discourage   travel,    as   this  month   shows    a   decided   increase   over 
November   in  visitor  attendance. 

Approximately   220   persons   visited  the   r:onuinent    during  th.;  month. 
Of  this   number,    I   believe  I   would  be    safe    in    saying   th'it   not  more  than 
60  percent   actually  mc  de  th ,    ascent   from  th.^  parking   ar^a  to   the   ruin 
proper.       This    condition   is   undoubtedly  pL  rtly   due  to    the   fact  that  vd.th- 
out    someohe   on  hand  to    conti.ct   them  and   to   ansvrcr   just    cnoup,h   questions 
to    stimulate   further   int^^r^est,    many  probably  drive   aivay  tliinKing,    "Oh

Maintenance  v/ork  has  been  devoted  primarily  to   the   improvements   of 
the  museum  and   its    display   cases.      These    latter  have  b-.Jon   refinished, 
as   has   the    door   and   other  wcodv/ork.      Thj  vfalls   hav.^  been   calciiiincd 
and  the   irjiumerable  water   stains  thus   obliterated.      Both  front   and  rear 
doors   have  be'en  re-hung   and  made  to   swing   fro-;ly.      Vleather.  stripping 
has   boijn  placed  around  vandows   and   doors.      Thv;    two    speciraen   cases   were 
uncrated  and  placed   so   as' to    be   r-jadily  accessible.     •    •

Visitor  tra/ol  w   s    slow   during  the   -/iionth,    ;olthcup;h  the  -oisitors 
that    did   arrive  vfere   very   interested   in  our    ruin:',      T':u    conJr.tion  of 
the    road   discourages   a   good  n;  ny  vihc  wcul'l  otherv-ise   c.iiij    into   the 
monumGnt.      At   present  I    understand   there    is    o.   crevir  from  the  State 
Highv/ay  Department    surveying  for  a  new  loertion  of  the    entraj  ce  road, 
and  I    also  understand  there    is   a  movement   under  vay  'to   bring    our  new 
approach  read  around  by  Sspanola.      This    v/e   do   not   want,    as   it  would   in- 
crease the   distance  to  P^anta  Fo  and  cut  out-  Sa^-i  Ildofeioso   Pueblo,    one

There  is    demand  for   a  good  road  that  A'fould   serve  this   corixnunity 
and  the   area   comprising  the  Los  Alcunos  Ranch  School   ixid    reach  Santa  Fe 
over  the   shortest  possible  route  to    include  the  principle  points   of 
interest    along   the  v/ay. 

Sixty  six  co.rs  brought   215  visitors   from  20   states  and  Washington, 
D.    C;    111   people   required  34  field  trips   and   100   people   took   32 
museum  trips.      Comparing   this    report  v\rith   December   of  1937,    v^re   had   58

and  the  exterior  "vmll  repaired,  the  dirt  covering  the  underlying  crib  ivork 
was  leveled  up  and  packed  to  receive  the  first  layt^r  of  the  bitudobe. 
Iramcdiately  after  laying,  it  was  covered  with  dirt  to  prevent  freezing. 
Duo  to  a  cold  snap,  it  was  not  thought ' advisable  to  uncover  it  and  lay 
the  top  costing,  and  work  a'c  present,  is  confined  to  cleaning  up  the 
waterproofing  job.

Our  extremely  heavy  rainfall  occurred  between  December  15  and  22 
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inclusive.   The  [^roimd  v/as  so  pirchod  after  several  months  complete 
drouth,  and  the  rain  fv.'ll  so  gradually  that  practically  all  the  mois- 
ture was  taken  up  by  the  soil,  and  a  great  amount  of  f^ood  resulted. 
The  surrounding  watersheds  vrcre  cnoxr   covered,  but  not  to  any  great 
depth.  A  foot  of  snow  was  reported  on  the  road  bctvrcim  Jerome  and 
Prescott. 

Until  the  rain,  roads  were  very  corrugated  and  objectionable. 
Since  then,  all  approach  roads,  save  the  one  now  under  construction 
hoir/rccn   here  and  Cornvillo,  have  been  bladcd  and  are  in  good  condition. 

Roads  over  the  mountains  hare  all  been  acc'ossiblo,  with  the  possible 
exception  nf  the  route  from  Mormon  Lake,   ilo  vir^itors  liave  used  that 
road  for  some  tine.   T^ie  Oak  Crock  Canyon  road  for  over  a  ivcek  novj-  has 
been  closed  bet\-/ccn  10:00  A.  Mo  and  2:00  P.  M. ,  so  blasting  can  be 
done  in  preparation  for  the  paving  of  tho  final  3.5  railes  of  tliat  road 
between  Cottonwood  o.nd  Flagstaff. 

Beaver  Crook  exporienccd  a  slight  rise  as  ;.  result  of  the  rains, 
but  no  floods  ef  any  moment  have  occurred  in  it  or  th-^  other  streams 
of  the  Verde  Valley. 

VANDALISM 

On  tho  Sunday  v/hon  the  CCC  boys  vror.:   in  from  the  Clear  Crock  Ccjnp, 
it  happened  that  Ranger  Alberts  v;as  in  the  Castle  vribh  a  party,  and  I 
was  on  tho  grounds  in  front  tr Iking  to  some-  of  the  boys  and  some 
picknickcrs,  vdien  I  noticed  ti;o  boys  huddled  close  to^xthor  at  tho 
bole  of  a  tree  within  fifty  f^et  of  us.   They  had  practico.lly  finished 
carving  their  initials  Vi/'hon  I  stopped  then. 

On  a  monument  patrol  just  rtftcr  the  h.  avy  rain,  Betty  and  I  sav/ 
where  a  car  had  turned  off  the  entrance  roo.d  just  around  a  hill  before 
reaching  the  parking  area,  and  had  driven  off  dov/n  into  the  flat  near 
the  creek  at  tho  east  end  of  the  monument,  where  it  had  no  business. 
We  tracked  two  people  who  left  tho  car  and  prov/lcd  all  up  and  <lovm   tho 
creek,  .and  saw  that  their  tracks  indicatod  actions  tjrpical  of  duck 
hunters  stalking  possible  prey  at  each  pool,   Ho  shells  were  seen, 
and  no  duck  feathers,  so  tre  hope  they  liad  no  luck.

The  guest  ranches  on  Beaver  Creek,  usuo.lly  dodn,-,  a  thriving  business 
at  this  tine  of  year,  are  liaving  practically  no  :;uosts,  and  they  report 
that  ranches  and  resf;rt  h;-tols  throughout  the  state  arc  almost  unanimously 
in  the  same  fix.   Dealers  in  curios  are  quite  h.';rd  hit. 

The  year  end  finds  this  m.:n\;mont  leolcing  ship  ohape,  an^l  the 
personnel  looking  with  enthusiasri  into  1959  ojid  the  ncviT  houses  that 
are  projected  for  that  ycor,  rmd  the  use  .-f  the  old  residence  as  an 
administration  and  museum  building.

I  haven't  nuch  to  repurt  this  ncnth  as  I  haven't  had  any  speaking 
engag orients,  although  I  have  several  coining  up  soon,  but  I  an  talking 
about  the  Natural  Bridges  and  San  Juan  County  every  day;   I  mean  the 
Four  Corners  country.   Everyone  th.at  meets  me  viants  to  know  about  my 
country,  so  I  am  trying  to  put  o\^er  the  fact  that  it  is  a  good  country. 

I  am  very  glad  to  report  that  Ifrs.  Johnson  and  2cke  are  enjoying 
the  best  of  healtJi  and  that  lUrs,    Johnson  is  again  ivorking  in  the  L.D.S. 
Geneological  Library  where  she  loves  to  be,  and  v:herc  she  has  worked 
for  over  15  years j  part  time  since  1929. 

Vfe  had  a  very  enjoyable  trip  to  Boulder  Dam,  tlion  on  to  Los  /mgeles 
and  up  the  coast  to  San  Francisco,  and  Back  to  Salt  Lake  City  by  way  of 
Reno.  Yflien  I  got  back  to  Blanding  I  found  almost  surmer  weather  there 
and  cars  vfere  still  g.oing  out  to  the  monument.   It  was  cold  and  wet 
when  TABc  left  there  November  21,  but  roads  had  dried  up  and  people  were 
going  cut.   There  vjere  seven  high  school  profcssr-rs  cut  on  December  11, 
and  others  went  out  initil  Docenber  16  when  it  snowed  again. 

It  \-fas  r   mistake  for  ne  to  leave  when  I  did,  and  I  wish  that  I 
were  on  full  time.   Then,  v/hen  it  looks  like  I  will  be  snovfed  in,  I  can 
send  my  car  in  and  stry  out  and  work  trails  for  a  few  v/eeks  or  until 
things  freeze  up,  and  cone  to  Blanding  on  horseback.   I  could  keep 
two  or  three  head  of  horses  out  there  in  the  fall  for  that  purpose. 
I  was  told  that  30  or  40  people  had  been  out  th:Gre  aftor  I  left,  r-nd 
I  hope  that  I  can  stay  out  there  after  this  as  lung  as  I  con  work  trails. 
Then  I  could  go  back  in  March  and  work  again  for  trails  over  in  the 
wanyons  surely  need  to  be  repaired.   Sono  places  they  are  in  bad  condi- 
tion, and  I  hope  that  I  can  stay  there  next  fall  o^nd  return  in  the  early 
spring  to  get  then  fixed  up  at  a  time  when  there  are  practically  no 
visitors.   Could  you  raise  a  little  mone^/-  for  me  in  March  and  let  me 
take  out  a  man  and  work  in  the  coaiyons?  Horses  and  their  feed  will 
cost  you  nothing,  caid  the  work  could  bo  .Vone  so  nuch  cheaper  then,  as 
we  vrould  camp  over  in  White  Canyon  and  be  right  on  the  spot  v«rhcre  the 
work  was  to  be  dene. 

Now  about  the  pick-up  trucki   I  sure  enjoyed  driving  it  and  never 
had  one  flat,  and  the  only  tine  I  had  any  trouble  v/o.s  when  the  shackle 
broke  that  I  told  y>-:u  about.   But  I  never  had  any  broJccs  all  summer 
although  I  tightened  them  up  as  much  as  posjiblo.

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CHIMlNgS  IN  FROM  CHACO  By  Carolie  HcKinnejr 

On  November  10,  I  went  up  the  Canyon  v/ith  Mac.  to  blast  out  sor.e 
dirt  that  had  caved  into  the  Chaco  vfash.   This  had  caused  the  water  to 
back  up  over  the  road,  making  it  impasGable,  and  also  making  quite  a  pool 
of  water.  We  saw  a  loon  on  the  water,  and  the  cowboy  with  us  tried  to 
rope  him.  When  he  tried  this,  tlie  loon  would  give  that  mournful  cry  and 
dive  under  the  water  and  ice,  swimming  in  circles.   Finally  the  two 
Navajos,  wh^o  were  shovoling,  vraded  into  the  icy  v/ater  after  him.   One 
stopped  long  enough  to  take  off  shoes  and  sox,  and  one  left  them  on. 
They  pinned  the  loon  down  v/ith  the  back  of  a  shovel,  and  finally  caught 
him.

EL  MORRO  WILDLIFE  By  Robert  R.   Bud  long 

One  domestic  oat  was  permanently  removed  from  the  monument  during 
the  month.   Some  of  the  neighbors  have  pet  cats  that  i-ange  abroad  dur- 
ing the  hours  of  darkness,  and  it  is  thought  that  some.  01  the  cat  tracks 
observed  v/itliin  our  boundaries  may  belong  to  some  of  those  neighborhood 
felines.   Since,  undoubtedly,  they  have  not  road  the  signs  prohibiting 
them  from  entering  the  monument,  it  has  been  thought  to  give  such  pets 
one  warning,  and  one  only,  before  taking  more  drastic  action.   Accordingly, 
a  machine  has  been  designed  .to  administer  a  stern  rebuke  to  such  cats. 
Constructed  of  some  strong,  springy  lath,  a  trigger  arrangement,  a  moans 
for  keeping  the  lath  in  a  strongly-bowed  poc'ition  until  time  for  its  re- 
lease, a  can  of  salmon,  cind  a  few  other  items,  it  works  to  perfection. 
The  weight  of  the  victim  on  a  small  pi-atform  containing  the  can  o-f  .salmon 
actuates  the  trigger  mechnnism,  the  bent  lath  arc  r-;leascd,  and  the  lath 
fly  forward.   Prompt  action  is  obtained.   Two  methods  of  propelling  the 
cat  have  been  trieci — vertically  and  horizontally.   This  latter  method 
necessitates  the  construction  of  u  guefrd  around  the  bait,  ?,o    the  south 
end  of  the  cat  is  toward  the  bent  lath  when  the  trigger  is  released. 
This  results  in  a  violent  forward  motion  of  the  cat,  and  one  such  horizon-  -■ 
tal  flight  on  the  part  of  one  medium-sized  cat  was  measured  and  found  to  bo- 
a  little  in  excess  of  five  feet.   The  vertical  propulsion  method  is  not 
quite  perfected,  but  surprising  lovitations  have  been  obtr^ined.,'  No  cats 
have  been  observed  to  return  to  the  monument  after  once  having  experienced 
such  stimulus,  and  any  ill-feeling  on  the  part  of  neighbors  is  therefore

avoided.   Perhaps  this  very  worthwhile  project  should  bo  listed  under 
"Division  of  Education." 

Of  our  39  Scaled  Quail  liberated  here  last  spring,  72  have  been 
observed.   They  have  spread  some  niles  from  the  monument,  but  local 
farmers  take  great  interest  in  tho^i,  and  have  volunteered  to  feed  them 
during  the  winter. 

Some  of  our  v/ildlifc  is  growing  entirely  too  tame.   Right  now  our 
trouble  in  this  respect — named  "Gertrude"  —  shovrs  no  slightest  fear  of 
humans.   Gertrude  even  parks  on  our  front  doorstep,  as  I  know  from  al- 
most tr?.gic  experience,  vrhon  I  tripped  over  him  one  night.   Recently, 
one  dark  night,  I  went  dovm  to  throw  some  refuse  into  the  garbage  pit, 
and  subsequent  events  proved  that  Gertrude  was  in  it.

COm-DNTS  FROM  CIIIRICAIiUA  By  Frank  Fish 

(Note:   On  November  12,  Frank  Fish  and  Bill  Stevenson  observed  a  pair 

of  large,  vividly  colored  birds  in  Ruckor  Canyon.   Frank  sent  in  a  descrip- 
tion of  the  birds  and  requested  identification.   The  description  fitted 
that  of  a  Thick-billed  Parrot  which  occasionally  invades  the  mountains 
of  southeastern  Arizona  from  Mexico.   The  description  was   forv/arded  to 
a  bird  authority  and  a  request  for  addition  information  sent  to  Frank 
Fish.   His  reply  follows:   Ed.) 

The  birds  seen  in  Ruckcr  Canyon  on  November  12  were  about  16  inches 
in  lengtli,  but  I  could  not  positively  state  that  they  \Tere  parrots. 
However,  from  the  rear  view  or  glimpse,  thoy  had  the  appearance  of  parrots 
and  I  distinctly  saw  that  the  outer  tail  feathers  had  a  strip  of  white 
along  the  outer  edge  near  the  end.   The  call  they  made  flying,  or  I 
should  say  fluttering,  from  one  tree  to  another  ahead  of  us  dovm  the 
canyon  for  about  one  half  mile  was  quite  distinctive  and  something  I 
never  hoard  before.   The  birds  appeared  quite  put  out  because  we  had 
disturbed  their  roostinr.   They  v/cro  also  nervous  and  never  allowed  us 
to  approach  closer  than  50  feet  and  as  it  was  in  the  dusk  of  the  evening 
any  accurate  observation  could  not  be  made.

BANDELIER  MTURE  NOTES  AND  OBSERVATIONS   By  George  Sholly 

Bird  banding  at  tv/o  of  the  stations  was  started  on  llbvchbor  7 
but,  due  to  the  great  quantity  of  natural  feed,  the  birds  c^ro  rather 
difficult  to  entice  into  the  traps  with  a  mere  handful  of  grain.   More 
of  the  varied  species  are  noted  this  month  especially  the  juncos,  many 
bearing  bands  from  last  winter.   Several  of  the  Western  Rubins  are  in 
the  Conyon,  also  a  great  number  of  Long  Crested  Jays,  but  neither  can  be 
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soon  near  the  trap  locr.ti6ns.  Vie '11  prob'\bly  have  more  success  catching 
them  after  there  is  snovj-  on  tiie  j^round.   One  group  of  Western  Tree  Sparrovvs 
are  noted  to  have  como  south  already.   Other  birds  noted  on  the  monument 
are  Load  Colored  Bush  Tit,  Canyon  Towhec,  Pygmy  ITuthatch,  Pine  Siskin, 
Rock  Vifrcn,  Band-tailed  Pigeon,  Water  Ouzel,  Cliestnut-backod  Bluebird, 
Red-shafted  Flicker,  Pinyon  Jay,  and  Rocky  Mountain  Sapsucker,  Woodhouse

The  hunting  season  opened  the  first  of  Novambor  at  an  ideal  time  as 
far  as  the  .v/oathor  was  concerned j  light  r'.ins  a  f c-,y  days  previous  to  the 
season  made  the  liroods  quiet  and  easy  to  determine  the  areas  in  which 
game  is  to  be  found.   Notvj-ithstanding  the  excellent  weather,  there  were 
fevj-  deer  ana  turkey  taken  from,  this  region.   One  of  the  predominating 
factors  preventing  mtmy  hunters  from  getting  their  venison,  I  believe, 
was  the  new  State  lavr  on  boar  hunting.   The  law  provides  for  a  person  to 
hunt  bear  with  a  trained  pack  of  dogs  only,  an  entire  month  before  the 
opening  of  other  seasons.  With  the  dogs  riuining  in  the  .voods  and  the 
rifles  firing,  the  doer  and  turitfey  naturally  seek  the  refuges  early. 
The  Otowi  Secion  was  inspected  twice  weekly  during  the  open  season 
finding  no  poachers.   Through  the  cooperation  of  the  Range  Guard  on  the 
Ramon  Vigil  ©rant,  Virho  is  under  the  employ  of  the  Soil  Conservation 
Service,  a  horse  was  borrowed  and  tv/o  patrols  were  made  of  the  south 
end  of  the  monument.   I  found  no  one  hunting  during  these  t'«70  days  but 
tracks  indicated  that  hunters  h?-.d  been  on  the  monument  both  afoot  and 
on  horseback,  however,  there  is  no  remedy  until  the  monument  is  fenced 
or  properly  posted.   A  mixed  bunch  of  deer  virere  seen  consisting  of 
seven  does  and  three  bucks,  numerous  turkey  sign,  one  cougar  track,  one 
boar  d  n,  and  while  I  v/as  walking  up  Frijolcs  en  November  8,1  savf  a  flock 
of  14  turkeys  leisurely  climb  the  slope  ahead  of  me.  After  the  Ranger 
Station  and  Hotel  Utility  areas  have  been  planted,  these  turkey  will 
stay  in  the  canyon  as  they  hctvo  in  past  years,  there  being  any  number 
of  berry  plants  and  acorn-producing  oaks  in  these  areas.   The  doer  will 
probably  come  into  the  canyon  by  the  old  South  Mesa  trail  to  water  as 
they  now  do  in  the  upper  p-rt  of  the  canyon  at  the  v/ost  boundary. 

MONTEZWA  MUSINGS  By  Earl  Jackson 

Our  museum  is  housed  in  one  room  c:f  the  operp.tor's  building,  in 
cases  v^hich  were  for  the  most  part  intended  for  book  shelves.   The 
glass  fronts  of  these  cases  are  in  panels,  and  the  woodv\rork  cuts  out 
considerable  light.   Re-location  of  shelves  in  one  case  helped  exhibits 
considerable.   In  another  case  I  put  in  a  false  back,  making  the  case 
four  inches  deep  instead  of  a  foot,  and  took  out  most  of  the  shelves. 
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Exhibits  rc-arrcnj^cd  and  placed  in  this  shallovi-  case  shov\,'  up  about  150 
percent  bettor  than  they  did  before,   Siaall  objects  vfero  rcraoved  from  a 
flat  table  case  and  put  in  this  exhibit,  while  bulkier  objects  were  put 
in  the  table  case.  All  this  helped  cenRidorably, 

A  new  case  made  fror.i  parts  of  an  old  one  and  some  scrap  lumber, 
painted  white  inside  and  brown  stain  on  the  outside,  was  intended  especi- 
ally for  cur  snake  oxh.ibit,   A  larrc  stufferi  rattlesnake  occupies  the 
bottom,  and  rests  en  an  incli  or  so  of  the  natural  soil  of  his  habit'-.t. 
Abive  the  snake,  a  falsj  tack  brings  the  case  from  a  foot  deep  to  f-ur 
inches.   On  this  back  are  three  sketclies  which  make  up  the  rest  of  tlio 
cxliibit.   The  top  is  a  rattlesnake's  head  enlarged  until  it  is  about 
ten  inches  long,  with  the  different  parts  desirnated  by  labels.   The 
next  sketch,  a  shaded  on^,    sho\7S  the  greatly  enlarged  skull  of  a  typical 
harmless  snake,  and  its  bristling  rows  of  teeth.   Tno  sketch  below  t?iis 
is  on  the  srjnc  scale,  sliowing  a  rattlesnake  head  with  th.e  flesh  removed 
from-  one  side  bo  show  the  poison  gland,  tube,  and  fangs.   This  was 
colored  by  v.\y   v/ife,  so  as  to  Ifi^r^k  quite  imprentjive.   All  these  sketches 
are  pantographic  enlargements  of  drai.dngs   r  photographs  from  authori- 
tative text  books  on  i^nakes,  and  the  source  io  show:i  at  the  lcv;er  right 
of  each  sketch.   Bctviroe-i  the  sketches  anc'  the  sna]ce,  is  the  skull  of  a 
pit  viper  mounted  on  black  velvet. 

It  remains  to  correctly  coybion  the  exhibits,  r.^.d  it  v/ill  be  complete. 
It  is  graphic  enough,  h.'Wev'^r,  that  v:e  have  r  ■  trouble  explaining  any- 
thing about  pit  vipers  to  the  visitors. 

During  the  month,  Chester  F.  Allan  of  Clarkdale  vory  ki^idly  pro- 
vided us  with  seme  live  Black  V/idoxY  spiders  for  the  nuseuri.   At  his 
suggestion  I  made  a  glass  case  f  .r  then.   It  va.s   about  a  feet  long, 
five  inches  high,  and  three  and  a  half  inches  deep,  Vv'ith  flat  top. 
It  Was  divided  into  three  chambers  of  equal  size  by  glass  partitions. 
Sticks  v/ero  planted  in  each  chacbcr  for  the  spiders  to  spin  on,  and 
the  case  v/as  raade  very  sbardy  by  simply  gluing  the  edges  of  the  glass 
together  with  household  cenent.   All  wae  lovely,  except  that  terrific 
fumes  arose  from  the  cement.   After  airing  it  for  nearly  a  month,  I 
think  at  last  the  fumes  have  dissipated  enough  so  the  spiders  will  do 
all  right.   In  the  meantime,  they  have  been  on  exhibit  in  a  couple  of 
glass  jars. 

Twenty- ti'/o  plant  specimens  vrcro  packed  and  sent  off  for  identifi- 
cation during  the  m  nth. 

The  greater  part  'f  our  textile  collection  was  packed  and  shipped 
to  Dr.  A.  C.  V'f'rdtford  or  Alfred,  New  York.   As  a  research  chcm.ist,  he 
vj"ill  conduct  a  ccxreful  study  of  this  material  for  us. 

A  paper  containing  points  v\re  have  learned  and  collected  on  prepara- 
tion of  life-mount  exhibits  of  insects  was  written  and  submitted  to 
Headquarters.   (This  v;ill  '\ppear  in  the  January  Supplement.   Ed.) 

After  conj^idorable  search,  scm.c  glass-capped  fruit  jars  were  found 
in  which  to  place  preserving  formulae,  and  some  mixtures  v/hich  had  been 
unsatisfactory  in  meto.l-co.pped  jars  vrcro  remixed  and  placed  in  the  ncvr 
ones.   Our  laboratory  (a  corner  of  ,'ur  living  room  v;hich  also  contains  the 
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office)  is  now  'becomin;^  c.   bit  crovMod, 

Some  pamphlets  on  laboratory  and  field  techniques  were  requested  and 
received,  and  have  been  placed  in  our  reference  file.

BIRDS  AT  MOUTEZUlii'.  CASTLE  By  Betty  Jackson 

The  birds  seen  on  the  r/inument  in  November  are  as  follov;s: 
Coot,  Arizona  Cardinal,  Say  Phoebe,  Canyon  Wren,  Rock  Wren, 
Mourning  Dove,  Gambel  Qimil,  House  Finch,  iimerican  Raven,  Red- 
shafted  Flicker,  VJesterii  R-.bin,  Desert  Sparrow  Havrt:,  Williamson  or 
Rocky  Mt.  Sapsuckcr  (Sphyrapious  thyroideus  (nataliae?)  Red-tailed 
Hawk,  White-rumped  Siirike,  Oregon  Junco,  Gambel  Sparrow,  Pink-sided 
Junco,  Bridled  Titmouse,  Red-backed  Junco,  Cactus  VJoodpecker,  Ashy 
Ruby-crowned  Kinglet,  Gila  ViTocdpeckor,  American  Llerganser,  Baird- 
Bowick  Yfren,  /unerican  Osprey, 

Vfc  have  tiTO  unusual  records  this  month.   The  first  is  the  American 
Osproy,  v;hich  Earl  and  I  saw  from  the  entrance  rr-ad  to  the  inonument. 
Each  of  us  noted  a  fow  of  the  distinctive  marks,  and  of  course  some  of 
our  observations  overlapped.   Together  we  scanned  the  bird  books  and 
easily  agreed  it  was  tlic  Osprey.   It  seems  remarkable  that  he  should 
have  been  sailing  over  the  monument  so  Imr,   where  there  is  none  of  the 
big  water  he  is  supposed  to  -or  of  or. 

The  other  is  the  Sapsuckcr.  Wyman  and  Burncll  in  their  "Field  Book 
of  Birds  of  the  Southv/e stern  United  States"  call  Sphyrapious  thyroideus 
the  Williai-nson  Sapsuckor.   Bailey,  in  "Birds  cf  Now  Mexico",  calls  it 
the  Rocky  Mt.  Sapsuckcr,  but  she  p,dds  the  subspecies  name  "nataliae". 
I  infer  from  the  title  of  one   of  her  sources  (H.  3.  Srrarth,  "Geographical 
Variation  in  Sphyrapious  thyroideus",  the  Condor,  Vol.  19,  pp.  62^62, 
1917)  that  the  name  I  should  use  depends  on  v/here  I  saw  the  bird. 
Not  having  access  to  that  source,  I  have  used  both  names. 

I  heard  his  harsh  guttcral  cry,  and  kxiovf   it  was  woodpecker  family, 
though  the  call  was  lov/cr  and  stronger  than  any  I  had  he-rd  from  the 
others  around,  here.   Finally  I  saw  him  on  a  dead  sycamore  limb  above 
the  Castle  park  bench.   I  also  heard  him  give  the  characteristic  pecks, 
which  Jensen  says  the  birds  use  in  the  nesting  season,  two  blows,  and 
then  four,   (jens  K.  Jensen,  "Notes  on  the  Nesting  Birds  of  Northern 
Santa  Fc  County,  New  Mexico",  The  ii.uk.  Vol.  40,  p.  333,  1923) 

The  first  Oregon  Juncos  arrived  on  N^rvember  6  and  by  the  12th  the 
Pink-sided  and  Red-backed  liad  arrived.   I  haven't  seen  the  Red-backed 
close  enough  to  check  on  the  bill  color,  but  not  having  seen  any  Grey- 
headed ones  here, ,1  am  hoping  my  identification  to  be  correct. 

The  flock  of  Western  Robins  left  us  about  November  10,  after 
stripping  our  hackberries  of  most  of  their  fruit. 

The  C'-ot  is  still  alone.   He  fishes  below  the  Castle,  diving  a 
lot  to  the  bottom  for  his  food,  Near  the  tent  he  does  almost  no  diving 
but  swims  around  picking  up  insects  from  the  surface,  or  from  floating 
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loc.vcs,  r.nd  from  .lust  unc'.er  the  v»rc.tor.   He  shakes  the  v/ator  off  his  head 
much  the  way  a  cat  would,  as  if  ho  dislikes  it.   He  clv/ays  sv/ims  awo.y 
frcm  r.ie  in  a  casual  nannor,  as  if  ho  wore  ^cinr  there  anyhow,  and  then 
if  I  stand  still  a  whil.;  ho  sv/iiuo  tack,  and  •jOes  ri;^,ht  on  feedin^^.   He 
has  a  lovely  way  of  strikin-  out  to  rij^ht  and  loft  alternately  with 
his  bill,  but  occasionally  he  breaks  the  rhythjn  when  thcro  arc  twc 
delicious  y.iorsols  en  one  side. 

I  am  f^lad  to  see  a  Say  Phoebe  again.   I  doubt  if  he  was  one  of 
the  old  ]^,Ciir   thxit  neate"'.  above  our  door,  because  I  have  a  notion  they  are 
dead  now,  but  he  Tfafs  voiy  friendly,  allowing;  no  to  come  within  25  feet 
of  him  without  seom.iur  at  all  disturbed.   He  vas  below  the  Castle, 
beyond  the  ranf-;e  of  our  old  pair. 

The  friendliness  of  the  birds  is  vory  [^ratifyin;;;;.   A  Pock  Jlrcn   now 
has  become  OuCcustomed  co  sceinf  the  baby  and  laC  sitcinj;^  out^=o"rs  in 
the  afternoons.   Ho  -.'•ill  come  bobbinf^;  up  to  wixain  ten  feot  of  us, 
unless  the  bab^-  ic  makii^c,  sudden  movcmorts.   I  sn.w  hin  catoh  a  ^^ras shopper 
off  a  m.osquito  t-yi-j  or  Ncverbcr  12.   He  looks  s^  alert,  j'?rking  to  atten- 
tion with  ;ne  ear  c:ckod,  then  jerking  his  ho{.-.d  to  the  other  side  v/ith 
his  eye  flittering  suBplciously.

During  the  Lionth  the  house  finches  have  been  quite  busy  in  the 
ramadas  of  the  residences,  th.o  picnic  ground,  and  tiie  administrati,-)n 
building.   Jr.  Naturalist  D^dge  has.  talcen  seme  photographs  of  netting 
and  banding  thc-s-e  birds.  As  this  v/crk  mu3t  of  nocossity  be  done  at 
night,  a  rather  unusual  accident  occurred  j.n  tho  course  of  one  such 
evening's  efforts,   Ji^-imy  Rodgcrs,  one  of  tho  ';uidcs,  was  helping  Dodge, 
when  he  fell  into  a  Bisnaga  Cactus  near  the  front  of  the  bachelor 
quarters,  fillinr,  both  knees  with  the  spines,  and  noccssi bating  removal 
by  the  surgeon  at  SP-3-A. 

On  November  19,  Jr.  Naturalist .  E'^dge  found  a  tortoise  calmly  walking 
over  the  desert  near  tho  sower  .exit»  ..  Ho  brought  it  in  I'.jt   photogra^phing, 
but  before  any  pictures  c:uld  bo  taken,  several ■ hours  work  was  put  in 
removing  ti.e  date  "Oct.  10,  19S8"  vrfiic'n  someone  had  painted  in  lar(";e 
letters  en   its  shell. 

During  the  month  the  house  cat  problem  has  been  settled,  at  least 
•temporarily;   Assistant  Superintendant  Miller  accounted  for  .-^ne,  and 
Ranger  Egermayer  disposed   f  two  m'-ro.   Tliero  still  rom.ain  t^/rc  large 
dogs  which  hunt  on  the  monument  periodically,  and  v\r!iich  leave  at  top 
speed  when  they  see  anyone  approaching. 

Evidence  that  the  Casa  Grande  horned  ovils  are  varying  their  diet  ■ 
with  quail  has  boon  found  in  the  form  of  xoathers'of  these  birds  in 
the  ruins  beneath  tho  ovirl  perches  on  several  mornings.

HEAD',:iUARTERS  HAPPENINGS 

A  new  bird  was  added  to  the  Gt^sa  Grande  chock  list  on  December 
3  when  CCC  enrollce  V.  Scholz  ca-;;tured  an  imiaature  Auluoon  V/arbl  er 
which  had  wandered  into  the  camp  educational  bul3ding.   Ident ii'ica- 
tion  was  substantiated  by  Gil.  Philp. 

Casa  Grande  Ruins  bats  have  apparently  gone  into  th^ir  winter 
hibernatijn  as  the  usual  evening  bat  flights  ceased  about  the 
middle  of  November.   Following  very  warm  days,  a  f-w,  bats  dribble 
from  the  ruins  about  sundovm.   On  one  occasion,  es   re'jc-ral  bats 
left  the  shelter,  one  of  the  Horned  Owls  vvhich  sp  3..d  "-he  daylight 
hours  perched  on  the  superstructure  supporting  the  roof  was  seen 
in  close  pursuit,   Vifith  spread  talons  it  attempted  to  clutch  the 
bat  which  eluded  its  grasp.   This  is  the  first  indication  recorded  at 
Casa  Gi^^nde  of  anything  but  cordial  relationships  betv/een  the  owls  and 
bats  which  have  for  many  years  inhabited  the  structure  together. 

About  sundown  on  Nov-.^iubcx  iti ,  i>overal  Huuoa  Finci- es  ■iz/ere  perched 
on  the  back  of  a  chair  beneath  the  ramada  of  the  Old  House  apparently 
preparing  to  seek  roosts  for  the  night  among  the  reeds  of  the  roof. 
From,  the  west  a  larger  bird  came  flying  sv/iftly,  flashed  beneath  the 
ramada  and  among  the  finches  vjhich  scattered  in  a  panic.   Disappointed 
in  missing  its  prey,  it  perched  for  a  moment  on  th^  back  of  the  chair; 
a  White-rumped  Shrike, 

Several  birds  have  been  found  dead  and  partially  eaten  in  the  bird 
traps.   On  one  occasion  a  hawk  v;as  caught  in  the  act  of  killing  the 
trapped  bird,  and  on  tvro  instances  shrikes  were  found  dismembering  the 
victims.   The  name  "butcher  bird"  sometimes  applied  to  the  Shrike 
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apparently  is  well  taken. 

For  some  time  CCC  enrollees  attending  the  bird  traps  were  puzzled 
by  the  disappearance  of  the  grain  used  to  bait  one  of  the  bird  traps. 
Then  one  of  them  observed  a  line  of  ants  busily  engaged  in  transport- 
ing bits  of  grain  from  the  trap  platform  to  an  ant  hill  some  distance 
away. 

Bird-banding  activities  have  be.n  considerably  curtailed  as  a 
result  of  an  effort  to  concentrate  on  specific  problems.  Following  are 
records  as  of  December  1,  1938,  accumulated  since  the  annual  report  of 
June  30,  1933:

A  Total  of  177  birds  were  handled  during  the  period. 

Banding  records  bear  out  observations  that  cactus  v/rens  are  de- 
creasing in  numbers  on  the  monument ,  at  least  in  -jortious  around  the 
buildings  where  they  are  seen.   This  decrease  he s  been  consistent 
during  the  past  18  months. 

Among  other  things  learned  about  the  habit ^>  of  house  finches, 
it  has  been  determined  that  individuals  return  to  habitual  roosting 
areas  even  when  their  normal  travel  routes  are  interrupted.  On  February 
25,  1938,   50  house  finches  netted  in  Gasa  Grande  picric  rL.madas  were 
transported  to  Tucson,  Arizona,  a  highway  distance  of  67  miles,  where 
they  were  released.  On  October  25,  1938,  five  ol"  tn^- se  birds  were 
captured  in  the  Gasa  Grande  rsjriadas.  As  the  finches  \.ev'.    transferred 
at  about  the  time  of  the  spring  migration,  a  similar  experiment  is 
planned  for  midwinter  to  learn  if  the  birds  will  retj.rn  immediately  or 
if  they  will  wait  until  after  their  summer  trip  to  their  nesting  sites.

Just  how  blase'  is  tho  averag'^  visitor  to  the  Southwestern  Monu- 
ments? When  one  of  our  boys  launches  an  oxplanatior,  o''.'   tree  ring- 
dating,  how  much  likelihood  is  there  that  he  is  '"'-.■•'■■./.:  some  visitor 
who  has  heard  the  some  talk  at  another  national  r.:V-'  \rej.? 

]Me   can  guess  at  the  ansivers  to  these  and  oth'^r  '.iiestions,  ."c^v  that 
the  returns  from  questionnaires  issued  during  the  1936  suriuner  travel 
season  have  been  roughly  ...nalyzed.   The  experience  of  the  average  1938 
suijimer  visitor  was  something  like  this: 

(1)  In  past  years  he  had  visited  betv;een'  three  and  four  national 
park  areas. 

(2)  IfVhen  he  came  into  the  Southwest,  he  saw  aprroximately  tviro 
of  the  monum.ents  administered  by  Suocrintei.dent  Pinkley. 

(3)  He  also  picked  up  one  and  a  half  other  southw^.stern  park 
areas,  such  as  Gr:-.nd  Canyon,  Carlsbaa,  Mesa  Verde,  etc. 

(4)  At  some  time  on  his  trip  he  view  slightly  more  than  two  parks 
or  monuments  in  another  part  of  the  United  States,  and  arrived 
home  with  his  "lifetim.e"  total  number  of  visited  park  areas 
more  than  doubled. 

Our  interest  in  whore  our  visitors  have  been  and  where  they  are 
going  is  not  merely  idle  curiosity.   Such  information  has  great  signifi- 
cance in  the  planning  of  visitor'  contact  programs  which  we  hope  to  build 
throughout  the  Southwestern  Monuments. 

Several  times  in  the  past  few  years  we  have  been  disturbed  by 
comments  relating  to  the  content  of  information  presentation  at  our 
monuments.   A  typical  one  was,  "My  tell  anything  of  New  Mexico  Spanish 
history  at  lATiite  Sands  museum  when  the  Tumacacori  exhibits  portray 
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TRAY  EL   PATTERNS  (CONT.) 

Spanish  history  quite  thoroughly?"  Assuming  that  Tumacacori  exhibits  did 
tell  enough  of  Spanish  history  to  explain  the  interesting  events  which 
transpired  in  the  Tularosa  Basin,  we  still  wondered  how  many  White  Sands 
visitors  saw  Tumacacori.  Hence  the  questionnaire. 

One  hundred  forms  v;ere  distributed  to  each  custodian  at  those 
monuments  v;hose  travel  peak  comes  in  summer  months.  Field  men  v;ere 
asked  to  make  random  distribution  of  them  to  a  representative  series  of 
visitors,  local  and  out-of-state,  hurried  and  leisurely,  rich  and  poor, 
interested  and  uninterested.   Some  of  the  boys  fell  down  on  the  assign- 
ment, but  enough  answers  v;ere  returned  to  form  datp  sufficient  for  good 
guessing.   It  is  planned  to  do  the  same  with  "winter"  monuments  during 
a  typical  travel  month  this  winter.   Case  Grande  figures  are  being 
kept  both  for  summer  and  winter  to  check  any  observable  aifferences. 

Questions  were: 

1.  Please  name  all  national  monuments  f-.nd  national  parks  you 
have  visited  this  summer: 

2.  Wliat  ones  do  you  plan  to  visit  before  your  trip  is  ended? 

3.  What  ones  have  you  seen  in  past  yeais? 

4.  1/Vhat!  is  your  home  state? 

No  tabulations  ha^e   been  worked  out  on  Question  No.  4,  but  the 
answers  to  the  first  three  have  pointed  the  way  to  some  interesting 
conclusions,  particularly  concerning  the  danger  and  lack  of  danger  of 
duplicating  museum  exhibits  and  ^guide  presentations  at  various  of  our 
areas. 

For  instance;  takin^  the  question  about  White  Sands  and  Tumacacori 
mentioned  above,  NOT  A  SINGLE  ONE  OF  THE  HWTDRED  PARTIES  AT  VOITE  SANDS 
HAD  VISITED,  OR  ^iERE   GOING  TO  VISIT,  TUH'IACACORI  ON  THEIR  1938  SUTLER  TRIP! 
This  would  pretty  definitely  indicate  that  as  far  as  T'ii,iacacori  's  Spanish 
history  presentation  is  concerned.  White  "Sands  will  have  to  stand  on  its 
own  legs.  Put  it  another  way.   If  we  tell  Spanish  history  only  at  Tuma- 
cacori, some  110,805  Vifhite  Sands  visitors  are  going  to  go  away  each  year 
completely  uninspired  with  this  absorbing  phase  of  the  Southwest. 

"Oh,"  you  say,  "Spanish  history  will  also  receive  much  emphasis 
at  Gran  Quivira,  v/hich  is  much  nearer  Vifuit^  S.--xiu;>  anc  would  receive 
many  of  the  White  Sands  Visitors".  ;  Burt^NONE  (.igp..?a.i^.  .'f  of  rthe  %^g   Mif^evp* 
viewed)  saw  Gran  Quivira,  either.  Absolutely  nonCt  Of  course,  the 
converse  is  not  true,  for  approximately  15  percent  of  Gran  Quivira's 
visitors  also  viev/ed  White  Sands. 

Do  we,  or  do  we  not,  give  at  least  a  skeleton  backgr  ound  of 
Spanish  history  at  White  Sands?  The  answer  is,  v;e  do  I  And  such  deci- 
sions are  important,  for  it  costs  time,  and  sweat,  and  money  to  produce 
the  exhibits  which  eventually  will  fill  the  White  Sands  museum,  augment 
its  trails,  and  be  talked  about  on  field  trips  and  at  moonlight  talk 
programs. 

It  may  be  argued  that  since  Vi/hite  Sands  is  primarily  a  geological 
phenomenon,  it  should  include  no  historical  exhibits.  But  White  S^nds 
geology  would  be  considerably  lessened  in  interest  if  it  were  divorced 
from  its  absorbing  ecological  and  anthropological  effects.  We  would  be 
short-sighted,  indeed,  if  vje  allov>/ed  the  thousands  of  visitors  to  leave 
White  Sands  without  a  well-rounded  impression  of  the  many  aspects  of  the 
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rirss  in  relation  to  the  Southwest  as  a  whole. 

It  is  an  interesting  sidelight  conspicuously  brought  out  in  the 
answers  to  our  questionnaire  that  to  visitors  "park"  or  "mocument" 
merely  means  "point  of  interest."  Listed  below,  in  no  particular  order, 
are  names  which  visitors  included  in  their  park  and  monument  list:

The  following  schematic  maps  show  the  most  significant  data  in 
more  graphic  fashion,  it  is  hoped.  The  accompanying  notes  assume  that  several 
basic  ideas  or  principles;  i.e.,  dendrochronological  technique,  stratigraphy 
adaptation  to  environment,  etc.,  will  occur  in  exhibits  and  talks  at  many 
monuments.  At  one  monument,  stratigraphy  is  shown  by  a  trash  mound  model; 
at  another,  by  an  actual  sectioned  midden  in  the  ruin;  at  still  a  third, 
by  means  of  motion  pictures  or  colored  slides,  etc.  Ideally,  such 
variations  in  methods  of  presenting  an  idea  could  continue  indefinitely. 
Practically,  the  'steenth  attempt  to  portray  stratigraphy  in  a  different 
fashion  finds  a  man's  ingenuity  wearing  a  little  thin.  By  "duplication" 
(which  is  a  recurrent  theme  in  the  ensuing  notes)  we  mean  what  results 
from  the  attempt  Just  after  the  'steenth  one,  when  a  designer  still  feels 
it  Important  to  pojrtray  the  idea  of  stratigraphy.

About  Museums 

About   ovory   so   ofton   it   looks   like   the  musouTii  problem  bobs   up   and 
has    its    little  day«     7fo  hp.vj  noticed,    in  this    lr,.st  yecr  or   so,    that 
various  people    in  our  own  Service  need  some  orientation  about  museums. 
Our  orm  adininistra.tors   and   experts  have   spoken  now  and  then  about  the 
apparent  multiplicity  of  museums   among  the   stations   of  our  Southwestern 
Monuments   somewhat   as   though  they  were   st\imbling  over  thrtm  unexpectedly 
at   every  turn  and,   while  they  are   generally  pretty  nice  about    it,   wo 
can   se^'  they  o.rj  wondering  what  wo  are  going  to  do  with   all  the  museums 
vio  have   end  have   proposed. 

To   us,    a  museum  is   a  tool  v^dth  which  wo  work  and  wo   can  no  more 
build  an  adequate  background  of  the  history  '.or   prw-history  of  the 
Southwest   in  the  mind  of  the  visitor  without  a  inuseum  than  you  could 
build  a  proper  house   for  him  without   good  ^vorking  tools.      A  museum, 
rightly  planned,    is   no   luxury  in  the  national  monument  business;    it 
is  a  very  vital   necessity,    yielding  precodencc  caily  to    such  items   as 
a  Wptcr  .supply,    p^r«onnel   housing,    adninistro.tivo  housing,    and  pro- 
tection of   equipment.     Yfe  will   have   too  riany  mvisetims   as    soon  as  v/e 
have  too  many  monuments.      You  remember  that  barefooted  Arkansas  kid 
who   clo'sed  all   argument  vrith  the  book  peddler  by  sayirg,    "Shucks,    no; 
you  can't   sell   us   airy  book,    pav/' s   got   a  bookl"  Well,   we   have   had  that 
sane   argument   used  on  us  when  we   spoke   oi    another  i:;useuiTi  and    it  was 
used  by  people  who  thought   they  knev/  \vhat  they  were  talking   about. 

Just  recently  we  have  had  an  export  tell  us  that  we  must  not 
have   any  Spanish  history  at  the  ?fhito  Sands  museum  because  V'/hite 
Sands   is  primarily  a  geological  monument   and  the  visitor  will  get   his 
Spanish  history  over   at  Tumacacori,    400  miles  virost.      The  answer  is  that 
thb  ^  ?/hite   Sands  visitors    don't   go  to    Ticnacacori,    so   vrc   had  bettor 
have   some  Spanish  history  in   southern  Ncrw  Mexico,   too.   The  visitor  at 
White   Sands  has   come  through  several  hundred  miles   of  Spanish  liistory 
and  has    several    hundred  more  to  go,    so    it  won't  hurt  him  to   know  a 
little   obout    it.     Y«hat    secm.s  at   first   glance  to  bo   an  overlap  to   our 
critic   is  really  no   such  thing.    • 

It   is  to   clear  up   some   such   ideas   as   that  that  the  boys   have 
gathered  the   figures   and  King   h;-.s  written  his  article,   begihning  on 
page   522  of  this  Supplement.      Gradually  wo   hope  to   learn  a. little 
about  museums.     Wo  may,    irt  time,    roach  the   point  where  we   crn  say 
this   or  tliat  will   or  mil  not  work;    but  we- are   sometimes   amused,    in 
the  m:oanwhile,    to   have   so  much  information  which- isn't    so,    so   freely 
bestowed  upon  us. 

As   an   evidence  of   hovj-  rriuch    it   behooves   us    all   to   be  modest   about 
our  actual  knowledge  cf  how  people   and  museums'  react,    I   v^ras    stru;k 
vifith  this   little   summary  from  a  recent    study.      "V/hen  the   individual

Yet   the    study 
was  raade  in  one   of  the   large   eastern  Liuse\ins  wher^;    o::perts   had  been 
arranging  the   exhibits  these  many  years.      In  view  ef  this,    lot  us 
hot  beeome   discouraged,    as    I   sometimes   de,    if  \ro   can't   hold  our 
visitors  uiore  than  an  average   of   23  minutes  where  we  deal  with  the 
last   couple   ef  thousand  years   and  b.ave  no   large  lialls   full  ef 
exhibits.
